Rising Out of the Ashes 



Businesses look to 
future in fire's wake

Aggieville merchatils ant rebuilding their 
busincftscK in ihe wake oi a fire lasl nionth that 
destruyed two businesses and damaged twu oth- 
en. 

A Tire thai broke out in ihe early morning 
huurs of May 16 destroyed Aggie Station and 
Kryslallo's and caused heavy damage to Porter's 
and Vamey's Book Store 

lake Woydziak, Manhattan Hre chief, said he 
was called to the scene at 7:17 a.m. and that the 
fire was under control by noon. But the (ire de- 
partment's iob wasn't done, Woydziak said. 

"We were still on the scene the next day," he 
said "We got the main Tire under control, but 
we had to put out little spots of fire that were 
bufied (under the rubble), and thai lakes a lot 
of time We returned the property tn the rjwners 
Saturday afternoon." 

Wuydziak said the fire department then is- 
sued a demolition permit for the destroyed 
buildings and that architects are coming in ini 
mediately to rebuild what was tost 

"The architects said they were KoiiR to move 
as quickly as possible, as the property is close to 
the university and thus very valuable," he said. 

After much investigatJon into the issue of the 
origins of (he fire, it finally was determined that 
the cause of the fire was a fault in Aggie St a 
lion's main electrical feed 

One of Ihe walls in Porters' courtyard, 
meanwhile, is leaning toward the courtyard it- 
self Woydziak said that until that issue is ad- 
dressed. Porter's must remain closed 

"Until they get the wall stabilized, they can- 
not operate," Woydziak said "fhey have to sta- 
bilize that wall so Porter's can reopen " 

The May fire is reminiscent of the Feb 14, 
1998, fire that gutted Greek's Pizzeria. Club 
Karrington and Adventure Travel The property 
that housed those businesses has been left va- 
cant for more than five years. 

fiowever, Cheryl Sieben, director of the Ag- 
gieville Business Association, said the business- 
es involved in last mtmth's fire should he back 
on their feet quickly, unlike those involved in 
the fire five years agt*

Kristin Magette, public 
relations officer for the 
university, said Stubble- 
field's involvement in the

close group of friends 
who will feel the lack of 
his presence 

"Any time you lose a 
student from a small pool, 
it's a difficult change," 
Magette said 

"Since jarcd was in- 
volved in several organi- 
zations, he had a lot of 
cloae friends who deeply 
mils him. 

It's just a lough situa- 
tion, and 1 think it's mag- 
nified on a small campus." 

Survivors include 

Stubblefield's parenti, Jeff 
and Jolene Stubblefield, 
and one sitter.

While the Wildcat program (aces 
an uphill battle. Weiser was confi- 
dent he got his man 

"1 think one of the things 1 want 
ed to find first in a baseball coach 
was someone who was a good fit," 
he said "Clearly wilh Brad's ties to 
the state as both a player and a 
coach, it was pretty obvious to me 



he would be a good fit" 

Hilt is a former Emporia State 
stand-out, where he was a (our-timc 
All American from 1481 84 After 
leading his team to the NAIA Wwld 
Series as a senior. Hill spent (our 
years in the Texas Hangers minor

In 1988. Hill became the head 
coach at Hutchinson Community 
College, where the Dragons won a 
schiml record 34 games in 1989. Af- 
ter four years in Hutchinson, Hill 
was hired as an assistant by his for- 
mer coach, Dave Bingham, at 
Kansas. He helped the fayhawlis to 
reach their first and only College 
World Scries in 1993

" Relative lo the rest of the country, we 
seem tu be falling behind, said Gary 
llrunk. executive director for Kansas Ac 
tlon for Children 

The annual report hy I he Annie F. 
Casey Foundation shows that in the last 
decade, the rate of Kansas teens who arc 
high school dropouts increased one-lhird. 
from r> to R percent, putting Kansas 1 3ih in

1'he percent of families with children 
headed by a single parent increased Ironi 
21 Ut 27 percent, and the percent of low 
birthweight babies went up to 7 percent, an

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Parking concerns continue 

Decreased number of students fails to open parking spots

Wesley Nelson no lunger has 
to arrrve on campus an hnur 
befare his first class tu hunt 
down a parking spot, llianks tu

"In the first couple o( weeks, 
parking wasn't bad since inlers- 
cssiun classes didn't draw loo 
many students," Nelson, junior 
in business administration, said. 

""However, tKis week with 
more classes starting, it is the 
exact same as during the nor- 
mal school year" 

WilhdLit parking in bis be 
hind Weber Hall, Nelson said 
nearly all of ihe other student 
lots have been full. 

"I got to campus 10 minutes 
early, expecting to find a spot 
pretty easily,"' he said. 

"'But I was 10 minutes late 
to my first class since I couldn't 
find anywhere to go ' 

Nelson said the large num 
bers of drivers is due to 
students not living in residence 
halls and firsl-tirae drivers to 
campus. 

"it surprised tne a great 
deal," Nelson said "ft can be 
frustrating, but you just have tu 
know how to handle it" 

Even with less than one fiflli 
of the student hudy 
lematnjng in Manhattan for the 
summer, parking continues to 
plague students 

However, complains lend to 
be more specific than broad is 
sues typically brought up by 
students. 

"During the school year, stu 
dents can't find a place to park 
During the summer, they can't 
find a spot close to their build 
ing," Darwin Abbott, director o( 
Parking Services, said 

"We want people to park in 



reasonable closeness or prox- 
imity, instead of ending up 
across campus Summer gives 
us the flexibility to do that 
since we do not have all of the 
lots filled to capacity"" 

Off- campus students main- 
lain similar access to parking 
areas as during the school year, 
however. Abbott said, availabil- 
ity might continue to be a prob- 
lem for various reasons. 

"We have less people than 
the crunch of the school year, 
but we do have maintenance 
and painting schedules that will 
block off lots so parking spots 
may be dispossessed," he said 

"Wc have made accommo- 
dations by only doing half of a 
lot at a time" 

Due to the number at con 
ferences and conventions 
taking place cm campus, park- 
ing trouble continues lu be spo- 
radic in some areas throughout 
the summer months 

"Summer has become a 
tough lime of year (o get things 
done," he said 

"We have all sorts of activi- 
ties and things happening on 
campus We help coordinate 
with (the I>i vision of Fucililies) 
as they repair roads We also 
work to acccmunodale Housmg 
and Dining with their sched 
I lies 

Striving to offer convenience 
[or their customers, Abbott said 
fewer vehicles helps the work 
crews complete their assign 
men Is at a much quicker paie 

"We can pay less to do 
things by working fabler and 
completing lob in one swoop." 
he said 

"It makes things cheaper for 
students. 

Abbott said each parking lot 
receives a fresh coat uf paint to 
help prepare drivers for the 
,'i't of the school session 
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in August 

"At the beginning of the 
year, it helps to have bright col 
ors in the lots for new students 
and faculty to clear see." he 
said 

"It IS unfair to ticket people 
who don't know where Iheir 
correct stall should be" 

With an annual paint cycle, 
the parking lots do not delerio- 
rale by Uie end of year, even af- 
ter a year of fading and wear. 

"We lose at least one third 
of our capacity if drivers can 
not see where to park." Abbott 
said 

I-'or students not complying 
with these colored markings, 
tickets will still be issued 
throughout the .summer at me 
lers and areas without proper 
permits 

the penally prices will re 
main the same as Ihe school 
year, at SK and S15, 
respectively 

"Permits lor the suiitmer run 
$2^ until Ihe -start of school," 
Abbott said 

"We can make atcommoda 
lions for special circumstances 
of shorl-term classes and pro- 
vide parking for what is 
needed"

Divine to focus 

strengthen 
fighting illness

After eight years with the 
Department of Women's 
Studies, instmtlor Melissa 
Uivine is resigning to battle 
illness and spend time with 
her kids 

Divine said her illness is 
best described os on aulo-ini 
munc inflammatory muscle 
disease Her immune system 
recognizes her tissue as a for- 
ci)>u element und tries lu fighl 
il Kf feels I if the disease in 
elude loss of strength and 
sometimes tremors 

"It is baffling lu doctors." 
Divine said "There are many 
muscle disease like thai, like 
niitseular dystrophy, whieh il 
is not. Part of what's prub 
lemalic is, the doctor's don I 
know" 

Divine said she will cun 
tinue to be tested She said 
her doctors are looking al try 
ing IVIg therapy, whieh 
would altempi lo replace Di 
vtne's immune system with 
donated plasma 

Divine has fiiggled her ill 
ness, working full time and 
being a mom for several 
years. 

"With the Lhallenge of try 
ing to work a full lime career 
and raise two kids, neither 
were being done well." Divine 
said. "Eventually, il gut to a 
point I was noi doing any 
thing as well as I wanted" 

Divine said her students 
were putting up with a lot 

"They had paliente and 
understanding thai I had this 
going on," she satd "Il is an 
imporlanl educational tool 
about genuine diversity Not 
all people walk through the 



world in a well body We 
have to understand il and eel- 
cbrale it" 

Divine taught several sec 
linns o( lnlr<iduclion to 
Women's Studies and cither 
Women and Violence or 
Women and Pop Culture each 
semester. She also advised 
students studying to minor or 
secondary major in the 
program. 

[acqueliiie Spears, director 
of the Women's Studies Pro 
gram, said the department is 
disappointed to lose such an 
extraordinarily gifted teacher 

Spears said Divine has the 
abilily lo stimulate students 
to think more critically and 
educate students to evaluate 
their own gender stereotypes, 
which regard their decisions 
as men or women 

I have been fortunate 
enough lo have supp4irt from 
my department," Divine said 
"Or Spears has made an in 
credibly difficult situation 
bearable" 

Divine said her teaching 
assistants, who look mure 
than was expccled of them, 
and the other faculty in the 
program were extremely help- 
ful when she could not teach 
a class 

Divine said she hopes to 
maintain involvement in the 
Women's Studies Program, 
Women's Crisis Center and 
tJrdinary Women 

organi/alinn 

"I hope lo do what 1 can 
for the department and crisis 
center," she said "Activism of 
any kind that my body allows 
me." 

Divine also said she hopes 
lo write and publish a^ much 
as she can during her lime 
away from the department 

Spears and Divine agreed 
her absence with the program 
is temporary 

"My hope is that within a 
year the problem is figured 
out and I can come hack," Di- 
vine said "When I c(mie 
back, I can go back lo the 
type n( tenchmg I like In do "

Coach Hill Snyder developed 
the process of reaching success 
and exceeding goals in 
K-Stalc's foothall program 

Discussing the backgr<mnd 
lo these principles, Snyder de 
livered the keynote address to 
students and alumni of Acacia 
hulernity at ihe Summit Week- 
end at ihe Manhattan Country 
Club on Saturday. 

"It appears to me leadership 
and success go hand in hand," 
Snyder said "The principles 
and values of leadership curre 
late with the values and princi- 
ples of success" 

Prom athletics, education, 
government to personal lives, 
the range of these common 
.ideals appeal lo any walk of 
life, he said Snyder's focus on 
positive youth development has 
reached a new level of concern 
in recent years 

'This is the most complex 
time tnt maturing and growing," 
he said "(ireat models become 
signiricant for young people 
First and foremost, we need t«i 
promote the concept of placing 
youth around people who gen- 
erally want to make their lives 
belter Young people need lead- 
ership lo guide them towards 
those kinds of people" 

Peers have replaced the 
eroding influences of family 
and community, he said Ihe 
college experience supports this 
shift toward ix heavy locus on 
peer groups 

Passing these messages to 
students, the context of various 
situations must allow for the 
risk of stepping out to boldly 
lake ihc initiative 

"Yes indeed, you can achieve 
what you desire lo achieve," he 
said "What is missing most of- 
ten is a prf Kress" 

Snyder cited examples of 
goals ranging from New Year 



resolutions to athletic improve- 
ments. While every goal comes 
backed with good intention, the 
process of systematically work- 
ing toward them sets some out 
for success, while others suffer 
from lack of strategy 

Snyder said learning a 
process enhances the pre- 
dictability of success. 

"Rveryonc is capable of set 
ting a goal." Snyder said "Cen 
ter them on the priorities of 
life Everyone's will be 
differenl " 

tailh and family top Sny- 
der's list of priorities He en 
couraged avoiding su- 
perficial goals to 
impress others by in 
stead staying commit 
ted to the important el 
ements of relalionships 
and people 

'Once set. strive to 
be the best in all you 
do," he said "Develop 
a well thought-out, 
conceived plan This 
syMem can help define 
the method lo achieve goals." 

Tanner Callender. sopho 
more in chemical engineering, 
said Ihe presentation granted 
him a new view ol Snyder 

"I appreciated the value Sny 
der put on stuff before foot- 
hall." Callender said "Il helps 
lo rationalize things and show 
his balanced perspective on 
fife " 

Snyder said nearly half of 
tht>se who set goals do not fol 
low through with an action 
plan to reach their fullest 
potential 

In <me example, Callender 
said he never wanted to settle 
for less than a !.'> grade point 
average for the semester 

"I didn't just want to settle 
for a goal I didn't work to 
wards.' Callender said ") set 
my values and got my act 
together "

"This is what was most im- 
portant to me." he said "I 
went after it " 

Callender credited his dili- 
gence lo the process of reached 
his goal 

Snyder said misconceptions 
in goal setting include substitut 
ing Ihe planning steps for hard 
work Rather ihan formulating 
a specific checklist, some as- 
sume hard work can accommo 
date the missing pieces in 
reaching goals 

"We've always been told thol 
hard work will allow 
you to achieve your 
goals," he said "We 
leave thai message over 
looked by having a 
process and plan Rely 
ing on hard work alone 
can work away from the 
goal Instead work hard 
by taking the appropri 
ate steps" 

Commitment and per 
severance round trnt a 
list of character trails needed to 
accomplish goals 

"The goal must be important 
to your life. You must be fully 
committed lo il Expect bumps 
in the road, but preserve to get 
through 1 1 can be so easy to get 
away and readily give up 
tt)day ■ 

Do not allow il to be easy lo 
turn in a different direction, 
Snyder said 

"Find a way to become bet- 
ter at your priorities," he said 
"There's no reason you can't 
become better each day" 

Snyder challenged young 
people and the want it-all now 
mentality by remaining patient 
"To me. it jusi makes sense," 
Snyder said "Get just a little bit 
better, not expecting massive 
iniprnvement in the short term " 
Molding up his index finger 
an inch apart from his thumb, 
Snyder asked lor a small mea 



sure of improvement. 

"just this much," he said. 
"And ask for the same tomor- 
row. After a period of time, the 
changes will become pretty 
special." 

Snyder paralleled the 
K State fcM>tball team with his 
message of steady progression 
toward a vision 

"Our program is living 
proof," he said "It didn't rise 
out of the sand It's not a l^s 
Vegas concept And these 
things relate even more so to 
other aspects of life" 

Integrity and self cxpecta 
tions must be loundalional to 
the goal reaching process 

"Remember and understand 
your priorities," he said "Step 
back and take U) seconds out 
of your life to ask yourself, if I 
choose to do this, will it help 
me be the best''" If yes, do il. If 
no, don't" 

This process of working to 
ward sound decision making 
can be applied to a situation 
Passing on the practicality rjf 
the process ensures a basis to 
establish a lifetime lo impacting 
others' lives, Snyder said 

Kyan llamel. sophomore in 
biological and agricultural engi 
neering, said the presentation 
reinforced his understanding on 
setting goals. 

"It was great to hear Coach 
Snyder emphasise the impor 
tance ol goal setting," Hamel 
said 'Since I've joined Acacia, 
1 have been able lo set goals 
and work towards them " 

At the beginning of each se- 
mester, llamel recorded his 
goals using an individual devel 
opmeni plan with specific ac 
lions under physical, mental, 
sticial and spintual categories 

""This process has helped me 
with the whole goal cxpcri 
ence," he said "I've seen it 
work, and Snyder's comments 
proved the need for a goal 
process."

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3,240 Iraqi civilians projected dead in 
nationwide tally by Associated Press

BAGHDAD, Iraq - 
Someone has (aped to- 
gether the shredded 
binding, as if that could 
fix the horron inside 
There arc pages bathed 
in dried, reddish-brown 
bloud, their letters 
smeared and unintelligi 
ble. 

The frantic scribblings 
and bloody handprints 
are a record of war 

This ledger at Kad- 
hamiya General Hospital 
is one of dozens of docu- 
ments reviewed by The 
Associated Press over a 
period of five weeks in 
an effort to count the 
civilian casualty toll from 
a month of fighting in 
Iraq. 

The AP's finding: At 
least 3,240 civilians died 
throughout the country, 
including 1,896 in Bagh- 
dad The count is still 
fragmentary, and the 
complete number - if it 
is ever tsJlied - is sure to 
be significantly higher 

Several surveys have 
already looked at civilian 
casualties within Bagh- 
dad, but the AP tally is 
the first attempt to gauge 
the scale of such death?i 
from one end of (he 
country to the other, 
from Mosul in the north 
to Basra in the south. 

The AP count is based 
on records from 60 of 
Iraq's 124 hospitals - in 
eluding almost all of the 
large ones - and covers 
the period between 
March 20, when the war 



began, and April 20, 
when fighting was dying 
down and coalition 
forces announced they 
would soon declare ma 
ior combat over AP jour 
nalists traveled to all of 
these hospitals, studying 
their logs, examining 
death certificates where 
available and interview 
ing officials about what 
they had witnessed. 

Even if hospital 
records were complete, 
they would not tell the 
full story. Many of the 
dead were never taken to 
hospitals, either buried 
quickly by their families 
in accordance with Is 
lamic custom, or lost un- 
der rubble 

During the first weeks 
of the war. the Iraqi gov- 
ernment made its own 
attempt to keep track of 
civilian deaths, but that 
effort fell apart as US 
troops nearcd Baghdad 
and the government be- 
gan to topple. 

U Col jim Cassella. a 
Pentagon spokesman, 
said Tuesday that the 
US military did not 
count civilian casualties 

"Our efforts focus on 
destroying the enemy's 
capabilities, so we never 
target civilians and have 
no reastm to try to count 
such unintended deaths, " 
he said. 

The British Defense 
Ministry says it didn't 
cuuni casualties cither 

In the 1991 Gulf War 
an estimated 2,278 civil 
ians were killed, accord 
ing to Iraqi civil defense 
authorities 



This time it was very 
dinerent In a war in 
which Iraqi combatants 
melted away into crowd 
ed cities, changed into 
plainclothes or wore no 
uniform to begin with, 
separating civilian and 
military casualties is of- 
ten impossible 

And while the great 
majority of civilian 
deaths appear to have 
been cau.sed by US or 
British attacks, witnesses 
say some - even a rough 
estimate is impossible - 
were caused by the Iraqis 
themselves: by exploding 
ammunition stored in 
residential neighbor 
hoods, by falling Iraqi 
anti-aircraft rounds 

aimed at American war- 
planes, or by Iraqi fire at 
American troops 

Saddam himself killed 
many more civilians dur- 
ing his bloody rule than 
the casualties caused by 
the war Since his fall, 
families armed with new 
ty emerged lists of secret 
cemeteries have been un 
earthinfi the remains of 
thousands of people be- 
lieved to be victims of 
the government's brutal i 

ty- 

The United Stales said 
its sophisticated weap<)n 
ry minimized the loll, 
and around (he country 
are sites that, to look at 
them, bolster that claim 
missiles that tore deep 
into government build 
ings but left the sur 
rounding houses un- 
touched

U.S. forces often had in 
distinguishing lighters 
from civilians was clear 
to Maj. Hikmiit Khalaf, 
an Iraqi officer, who said 
Ihat as he headed home 
in early April he saiv 
fresh graves, many dug 
for soldiers but also 
many for civilians 

"It was indiscriminate 
The Americans even hit 
civilian cars," Ilikmat 
said. 

"I don'l blame them, re- 
ally The entire Iraqi 
army was changing into 
civilian clothes " 

It will take months or 
more before anything 
like a final count 
emerges. One survey is 
being done by the advo- 
cacy group Human 
Rights Walch, another by

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Pope ends historic pilgrimage to Croatia

ZADAR, Croatia - Pope John Paul II 
wrapped up his grueling lOOlh foreign pil- 
grimage Monday with a stop in this hotbed 
of nationalism, where locals revere a fugi- 
tive wanted on war crimes charges 

|ohn Paul's motorcade took him past a 
giant poster of Army Gen Ante Gotovina 
with the words. "A hero, not a war crimi 
nal." Although Gotovina is sought by the 
UN war crimes tribunal for atrocities, 
many hail him as a hero, underscoring 
Croatia's struggle to shed its nationalist 
past 

Officials pulled down other posters of 
the general ahead of the pope's visit, but 
left the large one in place oul of concern 
that removing it might incite war veterans 
and nationalists 

More than 100.000 people packed a 
pine dotted sea^iide promenade, clogged 
Zadar's narrow murbk- alleyways and 
watched from hundreds of boats bobbing in 



the harbor 

The SJ-year-old pontiff waved repeated- 
ly to the crowd, but he looked drawn and 
fatigued after enduring withering heal in 
his taxing five-day, five- city tour of Croatia. 

John Paul suffers from Parkinson's dis- 
ease and crippling knee and hip ailments, 
and uses a special hydraulic chair so he can 
celebrate Mass while seated. 

Although a |une 22 day trip lo Bosnia is 
still on, top Vatican officials have suggested 
that a proposed visit lo Mongolia in August 
could be dropped 

Croats, eight in 10 of whom are 
Catholic, expressed gratitude to the pope 
for supporting their efforts to strengthen 
the republic's fragile democracy and his en- 
couragement as they seek to join the Euro- 
pean Union, perhaps as early as 2007 

'We are especially grateful to the Holy 
Father for his support lor Croatia," Prime 
Minister Ivica Racan said Sunday 

"If we succeeded in the hardest times of 
war, with his support, then we will certain- 
ly succeed joining the EU."

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Criminal convictions can rob students of financial aid

Drug convictions could mean more than 
just legal famificaiions - they could affect a 
student's ability to attain a college degree 

A drug conviction can disqualify a stu- 
dent for Federal rinaiicial aid. according to 
the Free Application for Federal Student 
Aid 

The stipulation, commonly known as 
the The Drug Free Student Aid Provision 
Educational Campaign, stems from a 1998 
amendment to the Higher bdotiilion Act 
of 1965 

However, for action to be taken, the 
convicted student must report the offense 
to his or her educational mstitution 

Political science professor )ohn Filter 
once actively advised a campaign against 
the amendment His organisation, Students 
for a Reasonable Drug Policy, is no longer 
active on campus, but concern about the 
amendment remains 

'One of (he group's main issues was the 
repeal of the amendment lo the Higher td 
tication Act of 1998," he said "It basically 
uys thai students forfeit their right to stu 
dent loans if convicted of a drug offense It 
doesn't matter how minor the offense is. it 



can be pos-session of marijuatia The prob- 
lem thai c)ur organization had is that stu- 
dents don't risk losing their student liiari 
for any other type of conviction 

"Someone can be convicted of rape or 
murder and it still wouldn't affect the stu 
dent loan " 

Filter IS concerned (he amendment pri- 
marily targets slutlenl.s alfeited by drug 
use 

"Most of the tune these students are mi- 
nority students." he said "Wealthy subur 
ban kids who go to college rurely are tar 
geled lor drug use." 

The amendment states "a student who 
has been convicted of any tiffeitse under 
any Federal or State law involving the pos 
session or sale of a controlled substance 
shall not be eligible to receive any grant, 
loan, or work assistance under this title 
during the period beginning on the dale of 
such conviction 

For possession of a tontrulled 'tub- 
stance, the ineligibility period for the first 
offense is one year. The second offense 
warrants an ineligibility period ol two 
years, and fur the third offense, the ineligi 
bility period is indefinite For the sale 0/ a 
controlled substance, the ineligibility pen 
od for the first offense is two years, and 



the period for the second oQense is indefi- 
nite 

However, the amendment does allow 
rehabililalitm for convicted students Upon 
the completion o( a "qualified drug rehabil- 
itation program.' a student can a'gain eligi 
bility 

Students denied eligihility lor and "in- 
defniite" period can regain it only after 
such a rehabilitation or if a conviction is 
sel aside, reversed, or removed from the 
student's record 

The FAFSA specifies that students must 
certify eligibility for fiKaiicial aid Further- 
more, the application clears the sponsoring 
instilulion from responsibility by stating 
that the institution is not required lo verify 
the infonnation unless cunflii'ling informa- 
tion arises 

Larry Moeder, director of Student Fi- 
nancial Assistance, said his office has not 
focused extensive attention on the issue, as 
ii does not have jurisdiclion to monitor 
such student convictions 

"'We're rml required In rfpurt lire cases 
here It's self reported between the student 
and the U S Department ol Education," he 
said

His job as a third-shifi cashier at Mini-Mart 
(in the comer of nth and [^ramie streets, one 
ut the few convL-nieiice stores in Manhattan 
thai operates 24 hours a day, doesn't leave 
much room for a thriving nigh I life ur regular 
sleep schedule 

As most students arrive home from their 
evening of parlies, he's preparing the coffee that 
will ease their hangovers 

Langley, a Manhatlan resident, has wfirked 
the II pm to 7 am shift for two months and 
knows how lo pass the time Armed with caf 
(eine and a book, Langley wiles away the hours 
as night turns into morning And that's only the 
weekdays Laogley also works as a laxi cah dri- 
ver late at nighl on the weekends 

Sometimes, though, the fatigue stili takes 
over. 

"I dnn't knnw how many times I've fallen 
asleep," Langley said. 

Chuck SchimpI, owner of the Mini Mart, 
said he has many students who apply to work 
for the third-shifl. but it's a rare thing if Ihey 
last 

"We get a lot of students who apply lor it but 
don't last very long."

How safe ore you and your 
belongings on campus^ With 
the divisions of Facilities and 
public iiafely working for stu- 
dents, faculty and staff, K-State 
maintains a reasonably safe 
and secure environment, ac- 
cording to the 2001 K-State 
Annual Security Report 

Every day. workers from the 
Division of Facilities clean up 
the campus, both inside build- 
inj^s and out, to maintain a safe 
and functional environment for 
students, faculty and staff 

During the summer, facili- 
ties workers maintain 250 acres 
of main campus grounds. 

John Wudds, director ol the 
Division of Facilities, said 
[grounds workers fertilize, mow. 
spray, plant and water flowers, 
sweep parking lots for painting, 
prune shrubbery, trim over- 
grown areas around sidewalks 
and lawns and complete maior 
landscape projects 

Landscaping the parking lot 
ntirth of the Military Science 
building is this summer's pro- 
ject, she said 

Woods said maintaining 
functional bush growth de- 
mands constant attention 

"Al exits out of parking lots, 
WL' make sure the trees and 
bushes are trintuned so you can 
see the main street and people 
coming down the main street 
can see you," he said. 

Every three years, shrubs 
were cut back to control 
growth, bul bushes were 
trimmed regularly, Wood said 

Another summer project lor 
grounds maintenance includes 
repairing cracked sidewalks 
and curbs so people don't trip 
uver broken ground.

'We are more nf an infohna- 
tion source so (the depart 
ments) have a safe work envi 
ronment" 

Galitzer said the department 



also works with the Student 
Governing Association to help 
with guidelines for campus 
safety issues. 

Galit;;er said thai although 
K State mostly follows federal 
and state regubtion^i, there arc 
two comnntlees on campus for 
specific safety issues 

The Campus Envinjnmcnl 
Keallh and Safety committee 
comprises fuculiv, «>taff and stu 
dents Irom many departments 
(m campus The Maintenance 
and Service Rmployee Safely 
commitiee. (orined liy classified 
statf, Imiks at safety issues that 
might need investigated 

Other administrative depart 
nients thai assist with campus 
safety are the Departnieni of 
Housing and Dining Services, 
the Women's Cenler and the 
Office of Student Life 

According to ihe annual se- 
curity report, crimes, suspicious 
activity and emergencies should 
be reported innncdiaiely For 
those wlio desire anonymity. 
the police department's Sileni 
Witness program allows people 
to give reports through a confi- 
dential online form 

hlerrman said he tells stu- 
dents lo remember common 
safety measures to prevent un- 
safe situations - walk in groups 
at night, drink respcmsihiy and 
lock cars and residences

Thirteen year-old Katie 
Oznicnt, lunciion City, is in 
her second year participating 
in the program She said the 
all-girl atmosphere enhances 
the cnvironineni i)f the work- 
shop 

"It makes the girls able lo 
bond more without having 
the guys there lo intimidate 
them." she said 

She said one of her la- 
vorile things about the work- 
shop is meeting girls with 
stmilar goals 

"It's a big bonding oppor- 
lunity because you get lo 
meet girls that have I he same 
interests as you,' she said 

Uzmeni satd she likes par- 
ticipating in Ihe workshop 
because ii has widened her 
future job outlook 

"It has given me Ihe op- 
purtutnty to look ul [obs of

"I think having an all-giri 
learning environment opens

O'Brien ut^reed thai feelings 
have not changed since Kemp's 
death.

"It comes up a lot," she said 
"Really, it's just a reminder - 
it's a good reminder, but it's 
bad - I can't describe it." 

Although feelings are down. 
O'Brien said friends and family 
must stay positive. 

"It's going to be hard, but 
it's something we can make 
positive if we turn this around 
and make it public," she said 

O'Brien said she thinks 
everyone will find peace once 
Kemp's killer in caught.

Although many leads come 
through, Hansen said, the 
investigation remains aggressive 
for the case 

"We still have more detec- 
tives assigned lo it full time," he 
said "For the size of the 
department we are and the 
amount of manpower and 
resources we have, I don't 
think any other agency would 
nave handled it the way thai 
we have." 

He said he foresees a contin- 
ued investigation as long ai 
there are leads for the case 

"I think the investigation 
will continue as long as the 
leads are called in," Hansen 
said 'I don't see any change in 
the investigation"

Criticism of the amend- 
ment has arisen in past years 
due to its selective nature. 
Opponents say it allows for 
discrimination based on race, 
class and ethnicity, and cam- 
paigns to repeal the amend- 
ment have surfaced since its 
creation 

Moeder acknowledged the 
criticism, and said he couldn't 
predict the provision's future 

"There's always a concern 
that it's an inappropriate reg- 
ulation," he said "Who knows 
what Congress will do with 
it?" 

One of the most active op- 
posing campaigns is Sludenls 
for a Free Drug Policy Local 
ed al uiuiw.isdporfi, its mis- 
sion statement stresses the im- 
poriancc of alternate 
punishment for drug use 
"Students for Sensible Drug 
Policy is committed to provid 
ing education on harms 
caused by the War on Drugs, 
working lo involve youth in 
the political process, and pro- 
moling an open, honesi, and 
rational 
discussion of aliernalive solu- 
tions to our nation's drug 
problems" 

With a membership of 170 
chapters nationwide. I he orga 
nidation 's primary agenda is 
lo repeal the Drug- Free Slu 
deni Aid Provision Education- 
al Campaign and "replace ■/.t- 
ro tolerance with harm 
redmrtion " 



Filter said the group 
prefers therapy as opposed lo 
incarceration for drug-related 
incidents 

"Instead of having really 
harsh convictions, they favor 
counseling and less harsh 
penalties, trying to attack the 
drug issue from a different 
perspective rather than just 
drug penalties,"' he said. 

According lo Filter, in the 
days prior to the Sept II. 
2001, attacks, K- State student 
activism revolved around di- 
verse si>cial topics and Stu- 
dents for a Reasonable Drug 
Policy had an audible voice 
un campus. 

However, the topics of re 
cent campus activism have 
shifted primarily to war, 
peace, and the conflict in the 
Middle East, and now loiter is 
all thai remains of the organi- 
zation 

"9/ 1 1 had a lot to do with 
the organization becoming 
less involved," he said "In the 
aftermath, people became 
concerned about terrorism, 
and the drug issue didn't have 
the impact that it did before " 

He said one of the group's 
original obiec lives was to in- 
volve Student Senate in the 
issue 

"Before the group lost in 
terest, it was trying to get Sen 
ate lo pass u rcsolulion con 
demning the amendments to 
the Higher Rducalinn Act.'" he 
said "Over 100 sludenl sen 
ales have passed this rcsolu 
tion calling for the repeal of 



the amendment We even had 
some students approach stale 
senators, but the fact that the 
Republicans gained control of 
the House and the Senate 
took the steam out of the 
movement 

"The Republicans tend to 
be more lough on crime, with 
harsh penalties on drug of- 
fenders " 

K Stale Student Allomey 
Surah Henson said she is sllH 
in the process of becoming fa 
miliar with the amendment 
New lo K- Slate in September 
Henson said she primarily is 
responsible for misdemeanors 

"Keep in mind that if it's a 
high level felony. I don't deal 
with it at all I refer the slu- 
denl lo a court appointed at- 
torney," she said "If 1 can gel 
the kid to the right depart 
meni lo ask ihe right people, 
that's what I've been trying lo 
do I tell the kids, it's a self- re- 
porting issue and it's between 
you and financial aid Thai's 
basically how 1 advise I hem 

"But for the one honest kid 
who reports it, that could re- 
ally screw him up" 

She said she worries about 
the amendment's blanket na- 
ture 

"It seems a little heavy- 
handed lo me that we would 
have this cookie culler drug 
crime' There's a big difference 
between what a stupid kid 
does out of high school with a 
joint in his pocket and some- 
one who is selling on the 
streets

Track newcomers solidify team 

Freshman, sophomore break personal records at USA Track and 
Field Championships as seniors bid farewell to K- State career

Even though the track and 
field season ended last week- 
end, al least two Wildcats 
gave coach Cliff Rovelto a 
reason to look to the future. 

Preshman Kyle Lancaster 
and sophomore Chaytan Hill 
highlighted seven Wildcat per 
formances at the USA Track 
and Field Championships in 
Palo Alto.

In comparison, the Clinton adminis- 
tration Was caught m quite a lew more 
gaffes than the current administration 
However, you did not see the refusal uf 
releasing vital information to such con- 
siderable degrees 

With Clinton, America got a lot of 
spin and tawdry tales of campaign fi- 
nance violations and private liaisons 
In either case, no major breach of au- 
thoriiy occurred, to say nothing of 
Clinton's fervent willingness to use ex- 
ecutive orders to push policy into law 

By contrast. Bush has taken tlie 
power and prestige of the Oval OHice 
and often used il to manipulate and 
obscure issues 

That often iranslates into human 
lives being affected, including the 193 
American soldiers who have perished 
sitice the outbreak of the war 

No one should be surprised by a 
politician's lies or secrets, but few have 
become concerned. 

Whether it is due to fear of repri- 
mand, apathy or blind allegiance, the 
tack of effectual outcry will continue to 
allow the current administration to 
rewrite history in its own image

It had to do with a now 
4 year old girl who has been miss- 
ing, along with her sister Ziara, 
since Sept I (J, 2i)0l 

Baird, teaming with his spon- 
sor, Caiionl'SA. will feature a dig 
ital image of a missing child on 
his golf hag in every PGA Tour 
event he plays in 2003 

Benealh the image is the 
phone number of Ihe National 
Center for Missing and Exploited 
Children, 1 SOOTHE LOST 

Carrying the banner of a new 
child every week, missing from 
the area where the PGA Tour is 
making its next stop, Baird is a 
symbol uf everything that is right 
tocfay in sports 

This week it is Medina, who is 
thought to be held by her noncus- 
todial mother after being abducted 
from her Newburgb, N V, home 

The sad imth is that the Medi 
na children arc just two of more 
than BOO,OI>0 missing children re- 
ported each year, according lo the 
U.S Department ol Justice 

That is more than 2,000 each 
day 

And while it is easy tu applaud 
Baird, himself a first-time father 
earlier this year, it is sometimes

and potential to rebuild on a 
healthy base, rather than a 
criminal base Anytime youth

Avoiding heat stroke is sim- 
ple - stay away from alcohol 
and stay out of the sun 

But for a four day country 
music festival, these things may 
be unavoidable 

Carol Kennedy, director of 
health education and promo- 
tion at Lafenc Health Center, 
»Bid audience members at 
Country Stampede need to take 
responaibitily and stay hydral- 
ed 

"Thirst isn't necessarily an 
indicator of hydration," she 
said "You may have to force 
yourself to drink liquids" 

A lack of urinating is an 
early indicator of dehydration, 
Kennedy said Further indica- 
tors include increased body 
temperature, dizziness and a 
lack of perspiration 

Grain alcohol or soda prod- 
ucts won't provide necessary 
hydration, Kennedy said Pa- 
trons should altemale drinking 
water to avoid possible effects 
from the sun and heat. 

Wearing light clothing, lun- 
■creen and a hat will also help 
Ifduce the risk of heat stroke. 



Kennedy said. 

'Use the shade in the park 
as much as possible," she said 

In addition, sunglasses pro 
vide UV protection for the 
eyes, which tan also become 
sun burned, Kennedy said. 

American Red Cross and 
Emergency Medical Service ve- 
hicles will be on hand to pro- 
vide assistance 

But not all hazards at Stam- 
pede ivill be caused by heat 

Unsafe camping or behavior 
could cause some problems, 
said Todd Lovin, manager of 
Tutlle Creek Slate Park 

"Common sense should pre- 
vail," he said "Tliis is not typi 
cal camping" 

Increased traffic means au- 
dience members should be ex- 
tra careful when walking in 
parking areas, he said 

Most incidents during Stam- 
pede have been preventable, 
Lovin said It's the attention to 
detail thai wilt keep concert- 
goers safe 

The majority of accidents at 
Stampede arc incidents caused 
by cafelestntM, Lovin Mid. 

"When you leave, be pa- 
tient." lx>vin said "Don't plan 
on being home in 5 minulei"

The approved tuition rate 
goes into effect in the fall 

This increase follows a 25.1 
percent raise last year

quisitions and some reserves 

During fiscal yeur 2001, 
state universities were dealt un 
8 percent budget cut. totaling 
about $44 million, according 
to a Kegenli preas reieaae.

tions available through the 
center 

"We help students who 
want to work with gcrontol 
ogy," Hvans said "There are a 
variety of uses for gerontology, 
ranging from nursing home ad 
itiinistration. counseling, social 
work, recreational therapists, 
horticultural therapists, archt 
tects and any health-related 
field These can all be good 
matches for our programs." 

Graduate and undergradu- 
ate students may emphasise 
gerontology regardless of their 
major Most courses are of 
fered through multi discjpit 
nary departments 

"Gerontology can be used 
in anything by integrating it in 
to work from other areas," 
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Evans said "There is a need 
for a lot of things." 

The center helps students 
by consolidating these oppor- 
tunities and channeling the re- 
sources through a single 
stiurce, Pecenka said. 

"This is one place on cam 
pu.s for students to come to get 
their questions answered.'

Sharon, Abbas reaffirm dedication to peace effort

JERUSALEM - Standing 
side by side, the Israeli and 

Palestinian prime minisit-rs 
rededicated themselves Tuesday 
to peace eflorts and spoke of a 
shared hiture for their peoples, 
using conciliatory language not 
heard hure in three years 

.Ariel Sharon and Mahmoud 
Abbas declared their readiness 
to put the piisi behind them as 
they met for the fourth time in 
si.K weeks to plan their next 
moves on the LI S -huekcd 
"road map" to peace 

At the outdoor ceremony in 
front of Sharon's office, the Is 
raeli defense minister and the 
Palestinian security chief bit 
tcr enennes not so long ago 
sat next to each other and chat- 
ted amicably 

The summit came during a 
week of important peace 
strides Three main Palestinian 
militant groups declared a tem- 
porary halt in attacks on Is- 
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raelis and Israeli forces handed 
over security control in parts of 
the Gaza Strip to Palestinians 

In the West Hank, Israeli 
troops prepared to pull out of 
the Palestinian town of Bet hie 
lieiTi giving further momentum 
to eflorts til implement the plan 
to end 33 months of violence 
and establish a Palestinian slate 
by 200^ 

Both prime ministers ctim 
niitted tlieniselves luesday to 
the peace effort launched by 
President Bush at a |une 4 sum 
mit. 

"Even if we are required to 
make painful compromises, | 
will be willing to make tfiem for 
tlw sake of tnie peace - a peace 
for generations, the peace that 
we all yearn for," Sharon said 

Abbas, who stood behind his 
lectern alongside Sharon, re 
sponded by declaring it's time 
to "put the past behind us " 

"Enough suffering, enough 
death, enough pain l.ct us

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stride forward with courage 
and without hesitation to the 
future we all deserve,' he said 

llie premiers agreed to reac 
tivate committees set up during 
the first years of peace efforts in 
the H>40s to discuss issues in 
cluduig security, prisoners and

The committees were sus 
pended during the current vio 
lence 

Abbas also asked for free 
dom of movement for Pales tin 
ian leader Yasser Arafat, who 
has been confined to his West 
Bank headguarters by fsrael for 
more tiiati a year 

Sharon said he would con- 
sider allowing Arafat to move 



to GutM, but a senior Israeli of 
ricial, speaking on condition of 

anonymity, said it would he a 
'oneway ticket." 

In Washington, the Hush ad- 
ministration said it was pleased 
with Abbas' performance and 
was considering resummg di- 
rect aid to the Palestinian Au 
thurity with a big boost to 
help strengthen its securitv 
forces 

"We've made no decision 
about what level of potential 
increase in funds there would 
be.' White flouse spokesman 
Ari Eleischcr said Tuesday 

'But the very fact we are in 
volved in these discussions di 
rectly with the Palestinian Au-

That's why she chose to at- 
tend a military wives support 
group The group meets week- 
ly at Wcstview Community 
Church in Manhattan to en 
courage each other until their 
husbands' return Free child 
care is provided tor the 
women during their meetings

"Family and friends are 
very important during this 
time and fio is being able to 
talk to others going through 
the same experiences" Shan 
non f>livas said "This group 
helps me out 100 percent."

Fort Riley soldiers will 
continue their combat in Iraq 
indeHnitely until their mis 
sions are complete Fort Riley 
has deployed 4,S00 active du 
ty soldiers and 2,500 reserve 
and National Guard soldiers 
to support Operation Iraqi 
Freedom. said Christie 
Vanover. community and 
deputy media relations officer 

Some soldiers have been 
deployed since last Scptem 
ber, however most set out for 
Iraq this spring. 

The units that deployed be 
fore the start of the war 
helped lead the way into 
Baghdad, battling enemy 
forces Other units provide 
combat service support in 
more rear areas, Vanover 
said 

Five Fort Riley soldiers 
have been killed in Iraq 
Three of those deaths were 
combat related To date, IM 
soldiers have been wounded 
in action and about 50 have 



received nonbattlc related in 
juries 

For Mark Grimsley, miss- 
ing home is harder than the 
danger faced each day ffe re- 
counts a day in Iraq in a letter 
to his wife, Bethany 

"Today was pretty slow up 
until Gate #2 got fired upon 
by some civilians Our re 
spouse was to roll the whole 
battalion out onto the eiiy 
streets to show our combat 
power It's a day-to-day oc- 
currence The roc (tactical 
operations center) gets fired 
upon from across the river 
and gunfights unfold nightly 
I think this part of the war is 
the most difficult Trying to 
keep peace instead of wreak 
ing havoc 

"At night il cools down 
and we get bitten by every 
bug alive The Muslim prayer 
can be heard across the river 
The Tigris seems so peaceful 
and yet death rides a pale 
horse day and night here 
The city is a dump Garbage 
is everywhere waiting for the 
trash service to become active 



again Destroyed tanks and 
burned up cars and trucks lit- 
ter the streets People seem 
to be scratching a living by 
any means necessary And all 
I think about is, even on a 
bad day. how good 1 have it ' 
al home, if f could ever get ' 
back there." Mark said 

"The roller coaster of not 
knowing when he s going to 
return is awful." t^ethany said 
"But I have hope and sup 
port" 

To date, about 100 active 
duly soldiers and 250 reserve 
and National (iuard soldiers 
have returned home 

One of these is Douglas 
Wood ABcr being gone (or 
seven months, he was very ex- 
cited to see his wife and kids. 

"I'm glad lo be away from 
the heat, the stress and the 
uncertainty of the action of 
the locals," Wood said "The 
worst pari, though, was being 
away from my family"

As the summer sun contin 
lies to beat down on Manhat 
tan, Vidyaranya Nanduri is 
spending his time like any oth- 
er college studeni 

While taking a break from 
L lasses for the summer, Vidya, 
graduate student in mathemat 
ics. is taking advantage of 
sleeping late, being la/y and 
just plain goofing off 

But unlike most, Vidya must 
juggle his time between Man 
halt an and Wichita, where he 
receives his extensive 
chemotherapy treatments at 
Via Christ! Regional Medical 
Center 

Each trip to Wichita is only 
another step in his battle 
against leukemia 

As students headed hack lo 
classes for the spring semester. 
Vidya's life came to a standstill 
after being diagnosed with 
Acute .MyeJt>gen<uis Leukemia, 
a cancer of the bone marrow 

While Vidya undergoes his 
fourth sessitm of chemotherapy 
this week, he continues lo wait 
tor the results from the bone 
marrow drive that was orga 
ni^ed by his friends May ** 

l^e final results of the dri 
ve, which lake an average ot 
two to three numths to return, 
could determine a donor 
match for the bone marrow 
transplantation that could sfivc 
his life 

The drive collected a total 
of 20^ blood samples Because 
Vidya's best chances of a 
match are tme in 20.000, the 
drive was especially aimed al 
minorities 

Prior to the drive. Vidya 
traveled lo Si Louis to under 
go a series of cytogenetics tests 
to determine the prognosis of 
the case 

"When they perfonned the 
chromosome analysis, they 
fiiund a weird chromosome 
translocation," Vidya said 
"ITiey said it usually doesn't 
occur in leukemias" 

As a result of the abnormal 
chromosome translocation, 
doctors are uncertain of the 
priigtiosis of Vidya's case 
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"Right now. the doctor in 
St l,*uiis said. Let s start with 
chemotherapy now and see 
how Ihiiigs work out," Vidya 
said "And if things are not scl 
tied, then I need to go ahead 
with Ihc transplantation ' 

Throughout the last few 
months, the 26>year old from 
Ifyderabud. India, has refused 
lo let the cancer dictate his life 

"He has such a /esl fur life," 
said Subramanyam Bhadriraju. 
professor of grain science and 
industry "Vidya always has a 
positive altitude, he never 
complains and is always bind- 
ing and happy" 

While each session is differ 
ent, Vidya has responded well 
lo the massive doses of 
chemotherapy he has received 

"Tile first chemotherapy . I 
was kind of sick, thf second 
was fine and the third one was 
a cake walk. Vidya said "I 
don't know how the fourth one 
will be Each and everything is 
a different issue 

"So far my body has re 
sponded very well " 

With each ^lay in the hospi 
lal, Vidya has become some 
what of a celebrity within the 
hospital walls 

Growing up in India, Vidya 
was accustimied to spicy food 
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Within the first three davs in 

rlic hospital. Vidya lost 15 
pounds because of I lie bland 
taste ol hospital food Because 
of I he importance uf diet 
throughout chemulherapy, 
doctors and nurses con I acted 
the local Indian community lo 
bring in foods to satisfy his 
palate 

As Vidya begins his fourth 
treatment uf chemotherapy, his 
parents, who were able lo fi 
nally receive visas to cimie to 
the United States, will be by 
his side Vidya's brother. 
Shankar, remains in India as 
he awaits a visa

Along 
wnh the volunteers, the adults 
of the families must also put in 
200 "sweat" hours and have a 
minimum household income 
of $14,000 per year 

■'We don t want lo burden 
the families We want to give 
them an opportunity," Lambert 
said.

WICHITA - At least 72 percent of the 
Kansas hard red winter wheat crop has grad- 
ed as No 1 wheat, ihe Kansas Grain Inspec 
tiun Service said in its first wheal quality re- 
porl of Ihe season 

As etpecied. it shows this crop fared far 
belter than the drought plagued 2002 wheat 
crop Last year, only 4H percent of the crop 
was given Ihe lop grading 

"It is a real wheat producers' crop. It is fa- 
vorable to the producer to the extent it is a 
heavy crop and it is at 12 percent average 
moisture," said David Prey administrator (or 
the Kansas Wheat Commissi<iii 'They are not 
giving away anything here" 

The l>etichmark for No 1 wheal is 60 
pounds per bushel To get the lop grading the 
crop mu^t also h.ive no more than 2 percent 
lotal delects uhiLh includes things like heal, 
frost Df in*.. l( Lima^i.

New law should keep drunken drivers 
in check with threat of impoundment

A new itBle law went into effect 
July I, slating that if you drive under 
the influence of alcohol, you risk not 
only having your licenie revoked and 
fines, but your car can be impounded 
for a year 

If paying a fine for dri- 
ving under the influence 
and having your licenie re- 
voked isn't enough perius 
sion to stop drinking and 
driving, clearly, thti law ii 
the next step. 

Without ■ car, people 
will have a hard time 
driving. 

The new law glvei Judgei the au- 
thority to decide whether, when and 
for how long a car should be Im- 
pounded The state can Impound the 
car, even If It doesn't belong to the 
driver 

Opponents of this new law say the 
law Is too severe and will hurt faml- 
liea ol the driven If the family car is 
impounded They are worried people 
won't be able to get to work or take 
the kldi to school This is a downside 
to the law, but at least those drivers 
can't get In a car drunk and bring 
danger to themselves, passengers and 
innocent bystanders People should 
think about the consequences before 
they get in a car and turn the key, not 
when punishment is distributed. 

Although it is unlikely that first- 
time oHenders will have liheir vehicle 
impounded, it gives drinkers some 
thing to think about before they get 
in their vehicle. 

Alto during the weekend, the Nt- 
tiontl Highway lYsffic Safety Admln- 
ittntion launched an advertising 
cunjttip aimed at people most like- 
ly to drive while intoxicated Last 



year less than 18,000 people died in 

alcohol -related accidents That is the 

greatest number since 1992 Also, 

Mothers Against Drunk Driving and 

Students Against Drunk Driving are 

active organizBtioni. It's time to in 
crease awareness again 

1 hope the new law and ad- 
vertising campaign will cause 
more people to use designat- 
ed drivers K-State is fortu- 
nate to have B SafeRide pro 
gram underway this fall to 
gtvc drinkers a safe wa^ to get 
home.

understanding value of human life vital to nation's rebirth

We drove north alone on s small 
connector road and crossed under 
the clovedcaf intersection of High- 
way I. the only nia|or highway in 
Iraq 

I noticed u couple burnt 
and broken 30 mm antiair- 
craft guns on a dirt mimnd to 
our left Tlicre were hundreds 
of people everywhere They 
walked southbound, execut 
ing their newfound right to 
religious freedom, holding 
banners and chanting 

The traffic, at times, came 
standsliti, and you could look directly 
into the stem faces of the marchers as 
they passed our Hummer 

Aa we pushed north through the 
mayhem, i consulted the map t had 
acquired a few hours earlier I knew 
that if we continued north, we would 
enter downtown Baghdad That was 
not where I wanted to lead our tittle 
band, so I ordered our driver to 
moke a (J -turn

median did not allow a U-Tum 

I decided to turn around and drive 
against traffic, like I saw some Iraqis 
doing. 

Out of the comer of my eye, 1 no- 
ticed a mangled dog being run over 
by constant traffic in the inside south- 
bound lane 

The hot Iraqi sun baked and bloat- 
ed the ctrcaas on the asphah As we 
approached what was left of the dog. 
t woa surprised the traffic did not 
fwerve to avoid the bloody moss and 
continued to drive through and over 
the dog.

The stark realization came when 1 
saw clothing and a shoe inside the 
muss - the bloody mass was not a 
dog at all 

The lime it takes to recon- 
struct electricity and water in 
a nation the size of Cahfomia 
pales in comparison to the 
amount of lime it will take to 
teach the value of life to a 
nation that has known only 
death and destruction. 

If we can accom- 
plish the latter goal, we have succeed- 
ed in this war If we stabilize the eco- 
nomic and structural condition of the 
nation without accomplishing that 
goal, our efforts have failed.

The morning alter storms hit 
luof 29. crews from the 
Division of Facilities hauled 
buckets of water out of the 
flooded basement offlces ol 
Fairchild Hall, <^aid Jason 
Martin, junior in business 
administration and student 
work study employee at the 
Veteran's Office in 14 Fairchild 

"When we came to work 
Monday morning, two inches of 
water stood all over the floor," 
Martin said "All of the carpet 
wds wet, and the walls were 



diacoiored. It had been stand 
ing for more than a day" 

Kains Tuesday morning did 
not leak into the office, but 
facilities workers continued 
cleanup from previous damage, 
said Matthew Lower, student 
worker and junior park man 
agemeni and conservation 

The basement repeatedly 
flooded when heavy rains came 
thrtjugh the area, Martin said 

"If it rains hard, it floods the 
office," Martin said "I have 
been told it has been going on 
for the past eight years It is a 
pain in the butt and a hassle for 
the next three or (our days to 
gel ihinjis back in line" 

The nioldy smell from the 
damp carpets caused some 
headaches with the three 
full-time staff and three other 



students in the basement office 

"Facilities will come down 
and vacuum, but It is just a 
cleanup every lime," he said 
"They have tried to seal the 
windows However, it's never 
wel around ihcm It's coming 
in from the foundation" 

Drainage and seepage prob 
lems can be traced to a lack tii 
central drainage and clo^s from 
debris in the pipelines, said Fd 
Hcplig, director ol facilities 
mainlenancf 

"The flood ing was caused by 
back pressure in the drain," 
Hcplig said "The water could 
not flow down the drain 
Instead, it backed up into the 
basement by leaking and seep 
Ing through the walls and 
windows" 

Although the flooding has 



occurred multiple times, Ileplig 
said the situation should be un 
der control after the last rtiund 
I if inainlenance 

'We have iricd several items 
in Fairchild, and I think we 
have the problem taken care 
of," he said 

The cleanup effort helps to 
secure the longevity of the 
buildings and restore their con- 
ditions, he said. 

"All buildings can have is 
sues now and then." Hcplig 
said "We're working long-term 
to get the outside grade sloping 
away from the building We're 
also cleaning drains and once a 
month pulling debris and leaves 
to keep lines from plugging" 

Gerald K Carter, director o( 
facility planning and university 
arehilect, said the Flooding 



problems could be eonlributed 
to the age ol the buildings on 
campus. 

"Fairchild Hall is well over 
100 years old," Carter said 
"The building was ctmstrucled 
as a two phase addition before 
1900." 

Facility and maintenance 
crews installed new drain tiles 
to the window wells of some 
older buildings to help channel 
water away from the founda 
lion and to the drains. 

"Rain collects in window 
wells during storms floods 
through the drain tiles," Carter 
said "'I'he heavy rains are more 
I ban the tiles can handle" 

The stone Foundations of 
older buildings do not have a 
waterproof membrane or 
perimeter drainage systems like 



new construction protects. The 
shifts and cracks in the stones 
and walls allow water to easily 
enter into the basement 

"the window wells act like a 
well, holding water and letting 
it tap against the window and 
foundation allowing it find a 
way around the casing to come 
into the room," Carter said 
"'Water seeps in from the mor 
tar joints and cause problems" 

Within the past five to 10 
years, crews replaced a majority 
of the drainage tiles and 
restored waterproof membranes 
around the foundations 

Crews also have recently 
begun rerouting down spouts 
from Fairchild's roof with new 
trenches linked to other drains 
to take the load off the current 
drain.

"I have about 400,000 
platelets in my body, which 
help our blood be sticky so we 
don't just start bleeding You're 
in serious trouble if you get 
below lOOOOO, and his count 
was at 13,000. He was hemor- 
rhaging because he had no 
bone marrow making blood" 

Brown was transferred to 
the Cancer Institute at St 
Luke's Hospital in Kansas City, 
Mo., where he began 
chemotherapy to kilt his 
remaining bone marrow. 

"Fortunately his sister. Shel- 
by, was a match for a donor," 
Hinkin said "She became a 
perfect candidate to give him 
•tern cells to remake his bone 
marrow." 

On May 27, Brown received 
the stem cell transplant intra- 
venously, beginning a perilous

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Employment gives 
seniors fulfillment 

Many older Manhattan residents 
enjoy working after retirement age

An easy life after retire- 
ment sounds nice, but not all 
Seniors are able to retire, and 
many do not wish to do so 

With increases in prescrip- 
tion drutt costs and other 
expenses of medical care, and 
the addition of day-to-day 
living, many senior citizens 
are forced to remain in the 
work force. 

Some miss the social aspect 
of having a |ob or feel bored, 
so they choose to stay 
employed. 

Doris Beckman, Manhattan 
resident, is well past retire 
tnent age, but she still enjoys 
working 

Beckman works in patient 
billing at Mercy Health 
Center, doing mostly office 
work like tiling and mailing 
She has worked there for 
nearly five years and says she 
really enjoys her job there 

Beckman said she did not 
work until her husband died 
17 years ago Beckman started 
working because she "couldn't 
handle being alone or away 
from people" 

"Once I started working, it 
was a great otitlet, " she said 

But the social aspect of 
having a job is just one of 
many reasons why older peo- 
ple decide to keep working 
Julie Govert Walters, executive 
director of the North Central/ 
Flint Hills Area Agency on 
Aging, said there are many 
reasons why older people re- 
main in the work force. 

These reasons include in 
creasing costs of medicines, 
rising Medicare premiums and 
lower returns on investments 
than exptected 

"They think they were set 
but have changes in family sit 
uations," Govert Walters said 

"E-olks who are older have 
difficulty anticipating how 
long money will last" 

Besides financial needs, 
many seniors work to fill so 
cial needs as well 

"The reality is, work in our 
society gives everyone an 
identity Finding work fills a 
niche for income and social 
networking unavailable out- 
side of work," said Govert 
Walters 

To help, the North -Central/ 
Flint Hills Area Agency on 
Aging runs the Older Kansan 
Employment Program, which 
is based in Manhattan and 
provides aid to citizens over 
55 who are seeking jobs or 
training 

OKEP. recognized for its 
outstanding service last 
September by the Kansas 
Department of Human 
Resources, helps older (ub 
seekers assess their job skills, 
decide what they want from 
employment and gain skills 
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and confidence in marketing 
themselves to employers 
The most important duty of 

the program is to provide en- 
couragement, Govert Walters 
said 

Walters said this aspect is 
"most crucial because older 
job seek en are easily dcmoral 
ized and discouraged We try 
to give the extra boost," 

Around the office, Beck- 
man said she has few prob 
leiiis, although technology is 
not her favorite aspect of the 
job 

"I don't like computers 
When 1 graduated college, 
computers were way off in the 
future," she said, laughing 
"There's no way you can train 
me for that" 

She said she doesn't think 
her age affects how she is 
treated at her job. where her 
co-workers are much younger, 
some even students at K-State 

"They baby me. lift things 
for me. 1 enjoy being with the 
younger people," she said 

Technology' often is intimi- 
dating or difficult lo use for 
older people who might not 
have had the training or regu- 
lar use as younger employees, 
Beckman said 

Other obstacles can in- 
clude a bias held by employ- 
ers, who could see older 
workers as slower and more 
tired than younger workers 

Attitudes of society in gen- 
oral regularly spilt into the 
workplace, she said 

Beckman said she plann lo 
quit in September lo move 
closer to her daughter in St 
Joseph, Mo , but doesn't plan 
to stop working 

"I'm looking forward to 
having some time 1 am a peo 
pie person, so I'll probably 
volunteer," she says. 

Beckman, an avid traveler 
who moved 18 times in her 1ft 
years of marriage and has 
lived all over the country, 
plans lo travel with her chil 
dren and grandchildren 

She said she also would 
like to keep working at the 
Animal Rescue Fund that she 
and her daughter started eighl 
year? ago 

"I think a person, when 
they retire, you have got to 
keep going That s the way I 
feel about it," Beckman said. 

"My mother said, 'I've got 
to keep limber and got to go.' 
She lived to Q2 That s why I 
work, to keep going" 
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Exam stress drives students in India to suicide 

Students in United States also may tall into depression during school year, officials say

Students everywhere stress about 
academic achicvenienl. but students in 
India show drastic responses to achieve 
mcnl test scores 

India has a higher rate of student 
suicides during June and (uly. when 
results of board e.^aminalious - similar Icr 
ACT and SAT tests - are released lo 
lOih and 12lh grade Mudents 

The e.sams arc important because the 
marks are counted (or admissiim in col 
leges and universities, said Mallrevi Doshi 
in an article for TakinglTlilnbal 

Good results for IDth grade exams can 
get a student into a better high school for 
the final two years 

Twelfth-grade exams determine who 
qualifies tor India's 12,8U0 colleges and 
universities 

The Indian Mittistry ol Education 
reported mr)re than 7 million students look 
the 12th grade ejtams A student passes 
with a 55 percent grade About 7(1 [lercent 
passed, hut only those who score higher 
than 75 percent will get into good universi 



ties and the major' of their choice 

"rilere must be some cultural compo 
nent," said leana Magyar- Moe. psychology 
intern with Ltniversity Counseling 
SeiTfiees 

"From our Western perspective, we 
would think Big deal, you got a B or C 
but the same scenario would be very 
different over there" 

A study by The Week maga/uie reported 
4,000 iiiudents in India i.omnut suicide 
each year 

Doshi said part of the problem fell with 
India's educational system - the syllabi arc 
strictly written, there is a lot of stress on 
theory and impractical work and textbooks 
are out of date 

Only 7 percent of India s students make 
it lo 12th grade and a chance at 
college 

Benjamin Quinton, associate director of 
Global 'Vouth Action Network, said the ed 
ucation system in the United Stales has 
problems as well 

"Our education system really depresses 
me, failing the students miserably in 
primary and secondary school, the putting 
tertiary school out of financial reach for 



most." he said in a lakinglTGIobal report 

India does not use a letter-grade 
system tJoshi said competiticm between 
students for tup grades caused anxiety 

Magyar Moe and Ooshi said Ihey 
agreed that lamily and society pressures 
might cause students to think about 
ending their lives 

"They might feel they are letting the 
tainily down," Magyar Moe said 

"They must see no other option. They 
are altaid to fate the reality of the srtuatiim 
or have blown the situation out of 
reahtv ' 

Magyar- Moe agreed that students at 
K-State arc under less pressure to make 
good grades, but Counseling Services sees 
many students stressed about their perfor 
mance 

"Some students might be on academic 
pnibulion, so good grades make Ihe differ 
ence fur them being here or leaving." she 
said 

There are students who have poor 
semesters compared lo others 

"There are perfectionists who think any-

Program introduces high school students to field of engineering

Eighteen high school girls 
look pari in ii program di'- 
signed lo introduce them to 
different fields n( engineering. 

"There are a lot of hands- un 
thingsi," said Martha Hunt, 
sophomore at Manhattan High 
School That way you're able 
to du something with what you 
learn" 

Participants built robots 
and ghdcrs and met with 
women engineers in Kansas 
City, Wichita and Tnpeka as 
part of Teaching Women in 
Science and Technology, or 
TWIST 

The program began in 2002, 
Jennifer Whitlock, program co- 
ordinator, said TWIST is tar- 
geted toward ninth- and 10th- 
grade girls, while Girls 
Researching Uur World, 
GROW, is geared toward wv. 
enth- and eighth-grade stu- 
dents The GROW program 
was in lune 

"They get to see that there 
are women in engineering, and 
that they're normal, everyday 
people," Whillock said 

About 80 percent of most 
university engineering pro 
grams urtr males, Whitlock 
said Ideally, the distribution 
should be about ^0 percent 
males and 50 percent females 

"It's not because girls can't 
do it," she said "It's just that 
they don't" 

Maia Williams, sophomore 
at MHS, said she has no 
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doubts that she and other 
women can succeed in engi- 
neering 

"I know that it's a male 
dominated field,' she said, "but 
that shouldn't affect what I 
want to do" 

There are various explana 
lions for why women are so 
greatly outnumbered in engi- 
neering Whitlock said she 
thinks it is mostly a matter of 
exposure 

"Many were just not intro- 
duced lo it We get some mid 
die-school girls who don't 



know what engineering is or 
what you can do with it " 

Through the GHOW and 
TWIST programs, Whillock 
said many girls arc becuming 
more aware of what opportu 
nities are available 

The programs were spon 
sored by Women in Engineer- 
ing and Science 

Tuesday afternoon, girls 
worked on building gliders and 
robots The robots were built 
from Lego kits 

Eric Matson, graduate stu- 
dent in computer science and 



robotics research assistant, 
said the 826- piece educational 
kits are widely used on campus 
for cottipetitions and research 

The kits are about $140 
each, and I he alfordable price 
makes ilie kits attractive for 
educational purposes. 

fluni and Williams along 
with .MHS freshtnan Amanda

Hypnotism gradually 

gaining acceptance 

in mainstream therapy

Suggestion, so it has been 
said, is a powerful thing. But 
can it be possible that a per 
son can change their habits. 
their addictions, even them 
selves - mentally and physi 
calty ~ simply with a sugges 
tion^ 

It seems a bit far-fetched. 
but hypnosis can affect a 
change in people 

"It works," said Dr Greg 
Potter, a local therapist "Itu 
mans dre influenced by sug 
gestion" 

Potter, who received his 
Ph D in clinical therapy from 
K-State, has been a clinical 
therapist in Manhattan for 22 
years fie employs hypnosis 
as pari of his treatment 

"Hypnosis is a state of 
deep relaxation, a strong 
sense of concentration, very 
fc»cused attention and a dis 
association," Potter said He 
conipared the process lo 
throwing a pebble into a 
pond, "as the pebble goes 
deeper, concentric circles on 
the surface getter bigger, 
wider This is the hypnotic 
environment" 

Once the hypnotic envi- 
ronment is established, the 
subicct is asked to get in 
volved, usually by identifying 
the problem they wish to ad- 
dress 

rhe next step of the 
process is to utilize the hyp 



notic trance lo affect change 
in the person 'I'he most 
common method is direct, 
quiet suggestion. 

If direct suggestion doesn't 
work, a process of creating a 
metaphor of the issue is em 
ployed 

A metaphor of the prob^ 
lem, to which the subject can 
relate, i.s described by the 
hypnotist, along with possible 
solutions 

A commc)n metaphor of- 
ten used to help patients cir- 
cumvent issues is lo have (he 
patient imagine a locked 
door, which symbolizes the 
problem 

Hypnosis is generally em 
ployed to help with issues of 
addiction.s to smoking or 
drinking, to help people lose 
weighl help with eating dis- 
orders, or to slop phobias 

Or. Leon Rappoport, pro- 
fessor of psychology, said he 
agrees that Iherc is evidence 
supporting hypnosis 

"Those who appear to be 
hypnoti;;ed are willing lo be 
so," Rappopori said 

"These practices draw on 
internal sources of energy," 
he said This is similar to the 
focused concentration of the 
hypnotic trance 

"The idea is a person is 
anxious and motivated to ac- 
cept the suggestion of the 
hypnotist," he said "The pa- 
tient already wants to 
change, and the therapist 
gives the extra push"

Local equestrian center caters to beginners, seasoned veterans with passion for horseback riding

Aboul fiA miles wcsi of Manhattan, a gravel 
ri)<i(l winds its way through the rolling hills nf 
North Central Kansas 

Perched above a glimmering farm pund, with 
pasture lands creating a quill of green and gold 
around it, lies the main barn of the Fox Creek 
fiquestrian Center 

flozeiis of horses stand in the shallows of 
the pond, escaping Ihe heat of a July in Kansas 
Others graic in the pastures 

The facility, just more than two years old, h 
160 acres of rustic charm. 

"We have three arenas, one of which is an 
indoor arena with stalls, tack rooms, wash stalls 
and offices," owner Dianna Orona said 

"We also have pasture land, paddocks for 



boarding, and you can trail ride on about 150 
seres" 

While the facility seems to blend into the 
countryside, a sort of reprieve from daily life for 
those who h<iard horses there, Orona said much 
of Fox Creek's success can be attributed to 
good timing. 

"It just seemed to coincide with the K-State 
equestrian team starting," she said of its con- 
struction "We were already a horse boarding 
facility, and everything else is just an extension 
of ihe business It worked oul that (K-State) 
moved here shortly after we finished" 

That relationship has helped the K-Stale 
equestrian learn solidify itself among the top 
programs in the country. The Western team fin 
ished fifth in the nation last spring. 

it's been beneficial." said Lon Floyd, direc- 
tor of Catbucker Clubs and equestrian 



administrator 

"It provides us with an indoor facility to use 
all winter long The owners have been very 
helpful and done all they could to help promote 
the program and do the kinds of thinp we need 
to keep the program going" 

K State leases the facility on a yearby-year 
basis, providing pasture land, stalls, hay and 
grooming services for the about 25 of the uni- 
versity's horses. 

While K-State is one of the largest patrons of 
Fox Creek, Orona said their relationship is of- 
ten misinterpreted 

"We're not just a facility for K-State," she 
said 'We're open to private boarders who also 
have full use of the facilities. A lot of people 
think KState owns the place." 

In addition to Wildcat equestrian, Pox Creek 
was host to the Intercollegiate Horse Show As- 



sociation's Region 2 Championships on 
March 16 

The facility also ii used by the K-State hone 
judging team and for the last two years hai 
been host to the horse portion of the Miss 
K-State Rodeo competition 

The Manhattan High School FPA has held 
several judging competitions at Fox Creek, 
including their regional competition last year. 

While Fox Creek mainly provides boarding 
services, they also can help set up riding lessons 
with private instructors in the Manhattan area 

For now, however, things are quiet at Pox 
Creek July and August, with midday tempera- 
ture soaring, are down times 

The grounds are still teeming with life, 
though Workers are building a second-story 
lounge in the main barn, overlooking the 
30,000 square foot arena

Higher temperatures mean 
scorched hands un steering 
wheels and slathering on sun 
screen But as temperatures 
creep into the 100s, some 
people will (eel the heal more 
than others 

Everyone is at risk when 
temperatures rise above 90 
degrees, but the elderly and 
the very young are most sus 
ceplible to heal and heat re 
lated illnesses, according to 
the Ameritan Red Cross 

Being m the sun and get 
ting hot is inevitable in the 
summer Sunshine and 
warmth draws people of all 
ages outside for work and 
play. !-ond memories are 
made while vacationing, bar- 
becuing, swimming and {klay 
ing baseball People spend 
time outside mowing lawns, 
gardening, and doing many 
other outdoor activities 

Summer is a very active 
and fun filled season, but it 
can have negative affects as 
well When it comes to sum 
mer heat, there is such a thing 
as having loo much of a good 
thing 

"People need to become 
acclimated to the heat." said 
Larry Couchman, director of 
emergency and t^MS services 
for Mercy Health Center 
"You can train your body to 
adjust to higher heat " 

Couchman suggests casing 
into longer hours in the sun 
and encourages young ath 
letcs to work up to the level 
of activity needed for I he first 
practice or camps 

Heal can kill by taxing the 
body beyond its abilities In a 
normal year, about 175 Amer- 
icans die from heat related ill- 
nesses Among natural haz- 
ards, only the cold of winter 
- not lightning, hurricanes, 
tornadoes, floods, or earth 
quakes - takes a greater loll, 
according to the National 
Weather service 

Temperatures can rise be- 
yond comfortable levels for 
days and sometimes weeks 
Humidily can be oppressive, 
making it feel hotter than it

The Army fupply clerk appeared nervous at 
6rst but seemed to {tain confidence as she went 
on. proudly saying she had read "thousands of 
itories" recounting that when \he was rescued, 
ihe told US commandos Ihat she was an Amer- 
ican soldier. 

"Those stories were right Those were my 
words. I'm an American soldier, too," she de- 
clared 

Lynch's 507 ih Maintenance Company convoy 
was ambushed March 25 near the Iraqi city of 
Nasiriyah in an attack that killed i 1 i>uldicrs. 
US forces rescued Lynch at a Nastriyah hospi 
tal April I, while five olher captured S07th sol 
diers, held apart frunr Lynch, were rescued April

Lynch said that (or a long time, she did not 
realise that her ordeal had captured thu hearts 
of millions around the globe 
"'I read thousands of letters, many o( ihcm from

U approved by the City 
Commission at their )uly 29 
meeting, Aggieville's 12lh 
Street will become unc-way 

From 2000-2001, the 12th 
Street and Bluemont Avenue 
intersection had 20 accidents, 
the reason for the one-way 
street proposal, Icff Hancock, 
city eni!ineer, said An average 
number of accidents for Man- 
hattan intersections would he 
four a year, he said. 

The accidents occurred 
when drivers attempted to turn 
onto Bluemoni Avenue as well 
as avoiding Ihnsf who were 
turning left. Hancock said 

If the proposal is approved, 
the city would provide signage 
and place orange flags to akrl 
drivers to the change 

"By no means will 12th 
Street being one way eliminate 
all accidents, hut I am ctmfi 
dent it will eliminate half,' 
Hancock said 



Another ongoing construc- 
tion project at Sunset and 
Poyntz avenues is now in its 
second of three phases. 

The first phase replaced 
concrete on Sunset from Ever- 
green to Poyntz The second 
phase, which began Tuesday, 
will replace the road from 
Evergreen to Delaware.

New restaurant to 
replace Burger King

One of professional 
wresllmg's most proliric per- 
sonalilies is coming tfie 
K-Statc Studenl Union Food 
Court. 

Mean Gene's, a hamburger 
restaurant based on the popu- 
lar wrestling commentator. 
will fill (he space formerly oc- 
cupied by Burger King. 

The restaurant, which 
bases its marketing on an in- 
your-face attitude, will be 
toned down at K- State, Eric 
Braun, food services coordi 
nator, said 

Mean Gene's will serve a 
menu similar to Burger 
King's, and the pricing will be 
similar as well, Braun said 

Burger King still had about 
one year left on its contract 
with the Union. Director 
Bernard Pitts said, but asked 
to be let out of the agreement 
because it was not meeting its 
expected sales 

The primary advantage of 
the move. Pitts said, is that 
more of the revenue will re- 
main at K-State 

Burger King paid only a 
portion of its revenue to the

Union, and Pitts said the new 
restaurant would generate 
about twice as much revenue 
for the Union. 

The new restaurant will 
join Eddie Pepper's as addi- 
tions to the food court Pitts 
and Braun said they hope the 
restaurants will be open by 
the start of fall classes Aug 
21 

Both restaurants are prod 
ucts of Orion Food Systems 
Braun said the quality of the 
food is higher than the na 
tional chains that they re 
placed. 

"For example. ' Braun said, 
"Eddie Pepper's uses a half 
ounce mure meat in each taco 
than Taco Bell does " 

More than 800 students 



were surveyed about the new 
restaurants, and the Union 
Governing Board approved 
the decisions, I^tts said. 

In addition to the new 
restaurants, the food court's 
prices will no longer reflect 
sales tax, beginning in the fall 
semester 

Pitts said the change is be- 
ing made because of the mis- 
conception that the food 
court's prices are too high. 

The lack of high-profile na- 
tional chains is not expected 
to hurt the food court's busi- 
ness, Braun said 

In fact, offering different 
food concepts has proven an 
effective step in increasing the 
efficiency of the Union's food 
court. 

"The Union is a crossing of 
many cultures, and the food 
court is indicative of that," 
Braun said "There's the look 
of national chains in Mean 
Gene's and Eddie Pepper's, 
and some of grandma's home 
cooking on Sunday " 

Noble Roman's Pizza, Cin- 
namon Street Bakery and 
Greek Odyssey Cafe have all 
been added to the food court 
within the past two years, and 
Braun said their popularity 
continues to grow 

"There's a theory that you 
should keep 30 percent of 
your menu in rotation," he 
said. "That way it's not the 
same-old same-old."

But behind the scenes, hard 
work Is what enabled the fans 
to enjoy the comforts uf KSU 
Stadium and allowed players 
the facilities to train as one of 
the lop teams In the nation 

Ourine the summer, when 
most students are on break, the 
grounds and maintenance 
crews of the Department of In- 
tercollegiate Athletics are, hard 
at work preparing for the up 
coming football season 

"After the spring game, we 
immediately begin doing pre 
ventative maintenance," said 
[eff Steele, assistant athletics di 
rector for event management 
"We'll go through and paint 
various areas and get those 
freshened up and looking bet 
ter We go through and make 
any repairs that need lo be 
made to the rest rooms and so 
forth Its really work that is on 
a planned schedule " 

KSU Stadium's SO.OOO seats 



are examined, parking lots are 
painted, the Dev Nelson Press 
Box is cleaned and prepared, 
and the FieldTurf playing sur- 
face is examined 

As fall workouts begin, 
Steele (aid it's also important 
to maintain the indoor training 
facility, as well as the outdoor 
grass practice fields, properly 

The athletics facilities work 
very closely with the university 
facilities group in taking care of 
the practice fields." Steele said 
"We fcrtiliitc and aerate them, 
weed them That process start 
ed back in late winter or early 
spring, as soon as the snow 
melted " 

Steele said the goal is to 
have the entire [ootball com- 
plex ready by Aug 1. but he 
said there is still work to be 
done 

'Our office is working on 
hiring the event staff that's 
needed to run the stadium," he 



said "We're also trying to tie 
down the outside agencies that 
put on the game days and get 
them all paid The university 
police are getting scheduled, 
and the Riley County BMS is 
getting organized." 

Orientation for new staff 
members will take place in ear- 
ly August, including orientation 
for K State students being hired 
to help run concessions, take 
tickets, run security and assist 
in niaking game days happen. 

All of this work helps create 
a fan friendly atmosphere that 
has drawn ESPN's College 
Gameday to Manhattan twice 
in the past Tive seasons. 

"I tell you what, when you 
see (KSU) Stadium from the 
outside, you're like, 'What a 
nice little stadium,'" Gameday 
analyst Kirk Herbstreit said in

The exhibit chronicle!* the 
hardships and successes of the 
escaped slave community cul 
tures throughiiui the North, 
South and l.atin aniericas 'Hie 
Spanish word fur people with 
in such communities is "cimat 
ron," or "maroim" in English 
Maroon conimunitics first 
gained prunnnence in their 
challenging of Colonial Ameri 
can powers in (he tbth ccntu 
ry. The muro<jn communities, 
according to the exhibit, estab- 
lished their own form o( gov 
emment and currency, Ihcy al 
so bestowed prominent roles 
in the comniunity to women in 
an era when patriarchal soci 
cties were the norm Many still 
exist, some as close to home as 
Texas 

KState alumna Nancy Kei- 
th said she believes some ma- 
roon ciininiunities stayed in 
certain Morth American states 
because of ihc changing atti- 
tudes toward blacks 

"! believe Texas probably 
was more accepting of people 
from different nationalities." 
Kcilh said "They probably felt 
more at home on their 



nv™ continent." 

Dana Watts. UPC adviser, 
said she had wanted to bring 
such an exhibit to campus for 
n long time 

"We wanted to do a Smith- 
sonian exhibit, and it was 
small enough to fit in our

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Saddam's sons killed in raid on home in Iraq Tuesday; both bodies identified

MOSUL, Iraq -- Saddam Hus 
sein's sons Odai and Qusai 
died in a blaze of gunfire and 
rockets Tuesday, the L' S mill 
tary said, claiming their deaths 
will blunt Iraqi resistance to the 
American occupation 

It was the most successful 
American operation since the 
war and comes as a much 
needed tonic for U S troops, 
who recently have suffered a 
dozen attacks a day. 

Acting on a tip from an Iraqi 
informant. US forces mounted 
a six -hour operation in which 
they surrounded and then 
stormed a palatial villa in the 
northern Iraqi city of Mosul, 
Lt Gen f^icardo Sanchez told 
reporters in Baghdad 

Pour coalition soldiers were 
wounded and two other Iraqis 
were killed in the raid, but Sad- 
dam was not among them I'he 
house belonged to a Saddam 
cousin, a tribal leader in the re 
gion 

"We are certain that Odai 
and Qusai were killed today," 
Sanchez said The bodies were 
in such a condition where you 
could identify them" 
TTie daily attacks on US occu- 
pation troops are thought to l>e 
the work of former military of- 
ficers and Haath Party leaders 
loyal to Saddam and his family 
- especially the sons, who 
played primary roles in the mil- 
itary and feared security ser- 
vices 

"Outstanding" said 1st Lt 
Greg Wilson, 33, wilh the 
Florida Army National Guard 
in the northeast section of 
Baghdad lie clapped his hands 
and said: "One step closer to 



getting home " 

The White House applauded 
the actum. 

"Over the period of many 
years, these two individuals 
were responsible for countless 
atrocities committed against 
the Iraqi people and they can 
no longer cast a shadow of hate 
on Iraq," it said in a statement 

Secretary of State Colin 
Powell echoed those remarks. 
"I was pleased to learn that 
these two brutal members of 
Saddam's regime are no longer 
a threat,' Powell said in a slate- 
meni The Iraqi people are 
safer today We will pursue the 
other members of his murder- 
ous regime wherever they 
might be hiding" 

"This will ctmtribute stgnifi- 
canily to reducing attacks on 
coalition soldiers," said Ahmad 
Chalabi, a delegate from Iraq's 
Governing Council, speaking al 
the United Notions. 

Sanchez said he thought the 
security situation now would 
improve 

"I believe very firmly this will 
have an effect This will prove 
to the Iraqi people that these 
two members of the Iraqi 
regime will never conie to pow- 
er again," the general said 

After the firefight in Mosul, 
about 1,000 people gathered 
outside the smoldering villa, 
some expressing delight, others 
cursing the Americans 

Hours later, gunfire erupted 
throughout Baghdad, making 
travel in the capital very dan 
gerous. The shooting was be- 
lieved to be celebratory as news 
spfead of the sons' deaths 

Both Odai (pronounced oh 
DEYE) and Qusai (pronounced 
koh SKYE) ranked second only 
to their father in the deposed 
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regime They were Nos. 2 and 3 
on the I' S lis! of 'i'l top fomier 
Iraqi officials wanted by Wash 
ington The llnited Stales had 
offered a $2!) intllicm reward 
for information leading to Sad 
dam's capture and Sl'i million 
eocb for his Mms. 

In Washington. 1. Paul Bre 
mer. Iraq's lop civilian adininis- 
Iralor, said the deaths of Sad 
dam's sons 'certainly is good 
news for the Iraqi people" 

Defense Secretary Donald 
ftumsfeld personally kept Presi 
dent Bush informed through 
the day 

llie gunfighl in Mosul broke 
out aher soldiers from Ihe 
10 1st Airborne Division sur 
rounded the stime. columned 
villa 

When soldiers approached 
the building, gunmen iii'iide 
opened fife wilh small arms 
The "suspects banicaded them- 
selves in the hou,se ' and "resist 
cd fiercely." Sanchez said 

"They died in a fierce gun 
battle," he added 

Soldiers froni the I (1 1st Air 
borne Division were working 
on a tip from an Iracp mior 
mani Monday night thut the 
sons were m the house, he said 
Asked if Ihe United Stales 
would pay the $15 million re 
wards, Sanchez said "I would 
expect that it probably will 
happen" 

According to witnessett, a 
small force of American sol 
diers went to the house about ^ 
am. and asked permission to 
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search il Ihe occupants re 
fused, and the patrol withdrew 
until about Hi am, \vhen 100 
more soldiers arrived in 2.5 ve 
hicle«

Once Ihe fighting died 
down. lmi|i ptilicc came to help

The soldiers removed f<*ur 
bodies and did not let photog 
raphers take pictures fhe oth- 
er two bodies wire tentatively 
identified us that of a body 
►suard and a teenager. US. offi- 
cials said The teen may have 
been a son of Qii^ai, they said 
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Experts ctmducted DNA 
tests after the bodies were 
flown from Mosul to another 
location, officials said But 
Sanchez would ntit answer 
whether the tests were positive, 
saying "we've used multiple, 
multiple sources tu identify the 
individuals" 

In the confusion of celebra 
tory gunfire across Baghdad, a 
unit of Ihe Florida Army Na 
tional Guard, believing that it 
was coming under fire, shot a 
man twice in the chest and a 
girl who looked lo be between 
h and K (mce in the head 

The man was firing a gun 
about 30 yards away, as the 
unit - attached to the 3rd 
Batallion. 53rd Infantry 
Brigade - shot back As the 
unit retreated under orders, a 



medic treated the girl, who was 
taken lo a hospi lal m a passing 
car 

Qusai was probably intend 
ed as Saddam's successor, ac 
cording to US intelligence offi 
cials ffe ran much of Iraq's 
security apparatus, controlling

West Nile case identified in Riley County blue jay 

No human cases in Kansas yet, but experts expect more total cases this year than in 2002

West Nile virus, which 
infected more than 4.000 
people nationwide last year, 
was discovered in Riley Coun- 
ty Monday 

Through routine testing, the 
state health department 
confirmed a positive test result 
for a blue )ay found in 
Riley County, the second posi 
tive result for the county this 
year. 

The virus, carried by 
mosquitoes, was discovered in 
103 of Kansas' 105 counties in 
2002 In 2003, 21 counties 
have reported positive results 
in mosquitoes, birds or horses 
No human cases have been 
reported 



Thirty-five states have 
reported positive resulti 
this year, including human 
cases in Alabama, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Ohio, South 
Carolina, South Dakota and 
Texas 

Murphy said he expects to 
see more catei this summer 
compared to last. 

"We expect the number to 
be greater this year because 
the vims was roughly to the 
Colorado border "rfiis year we 
are expecting it to spread clear 
to California," he said 

In order to keep the num 
ber of cases minimal. Chuck 
Murphy, Riley County Man- 
hattan Health Department dt 
rector, said his staff is working 
to educate and monitor. 



"The plan is prevention, 
and we need everybody's help 
with that We need to 
mos<)uito proof our homes, " he 
said. 

Murphy said the most 
eHeclive way to protect 
yourself from the virus 
is installing well Titled screens 
on windows and doors and 
to eliminate standing 
water, ranging from a bucket 
to a pet dish to swimming 
pools 

Since there is no vaccine 
for humans, the key is keeping 
the number of cases to • 
minimum. Murphy said. 

"Polks who are immuno 
compromised should stay 
indoors in the morning and 
Gveninip," he said. 



"The vast majority of people 
who are bitten with an infect- 
ed mosquito will have mild or 
no symptoms But the range is 
from no symptoms to more 
severe cases that can result in 
death." 

The state health department 
has taken steps to detect the 
virus more readily with two 
hotlines. 

The first is staffed by an 
epidemiologist for people with 
questions about the virus 
symptoms The number is 
(«77) 427-7317 

The second hotline is for 
the reporting of dead birds to 
be tested, one of the first 
indicators of the virus. 

The number is (»t«>) 452- 
7810.

al businesses were damaged 

fVegaine publicity lead to another riot in 
1986, said Cheryl Ballard, former owner of 
Ballard's Kportin^ Goods Shirts proclaiming 
"Riutville" and "Kiot 11" kept the disaster in 
mind Officials estimated 4,000 to b.lKJO pen 
pie crowded into Aggieville after titc win over 
KU 

The burnt remains of a Volkswagen tketle 
and several thousands of dollars of damage 
to businesses were left in the aftermath 

"It was a real black eye to the university," 
said Dan Walter, textbook manager at Var 
ney's Hook Store and the "Otfrcial Aggieville 
Historian. "It took a lot of time and a lot ol 
hard work to make up for it"

group that meets every Salur 
day night around midnight in

In a LAKP, players assume 
the roles of characters they ere 
ale and act out their part in a 
setting established by the fic 
tional world in the Vampire 
rule book 

Boyer compares the game to 
improvisational theater, where 
acton ore given roles and a set 
ting but have no script in go by. 

"The only real di Terence be 
twecn improv theater and live- 
action role playing is a set of 
rules for resolving conflicts,' 
says Boyer. 

The rules are handled by the 



Narrator, who devises the plot 
line and channels the story, 
while players make most of ihe 
decisions Combat and other 
conflicts are resolved through 
informal means, such as paper 
rock-scissors lhal the Narrator 
decides lo use. 

Tlie Seaton Hall gaming 
group began in August of l<W8, 
Alicia Dodson said. 1 1 started as 
a small group meeting at some- 
one's house, hut moved lo 
Seatnn after it grew too large 
The group now has 20 30 peo 
pie playing, depending on the 
night 

Dodson plays the role of a 
female vampire named Hilel, 
who comes from a vampire 
clan in the Middle East She 
says this is her fifth or sixth 
character she has had since the 



group began The rest were lost 
to the story 

"That's how it goes." Oodson 
said "It's an ongoing story, tike 
a soap opera It's one big, non 
resolving story The liltlc stories 
gel played through, but it stilt 
goes on." 

On cool nights, Oodson 
dresses in a shawl and robes 
similar lo Middle Eastern garb 
lo better flesh out her character 

Many people dress up for 
Lhcir roles to help identify each 
others characters and catabtish 
the ambience of Ihe setting. 
Boyer said that dressing up ts 
not required, but many do. 

"We have a person who 
dresses as a priest with the col 
lar and all," he says "He plays 
the role of a fallen priest "

one of the biggest appeals of 
the game Boyer started playing 
Vampire because be gets lo as- 
sume the role of a person he 
could never be in real life 

"I like the subtle political 
motivation," Boyer said "Il is 
socially acceptable and encour- 
aged lo manipulate people's 
heads It's very Machiavellian 
and political" 

To get started in live action 
role playing, the Ogre's Book- 
shelf sells the books for Vam- 
pire The Masquerade, as well 
as other source books and di(- 
fetvnt games with different set- 
tings. The books are great lo 
lesm about the Vampire world, 
but Boyer said all that is need-

'It seems tu have started 
with the movie Roots,'" said 
Dorothy Ditkerhoof, president 
of the Kiley County Genealogi- 
cal Society, 2005 Claflin Koad 
"It was something that made 
people think about where they 
came from," 

According to hislorychan 
net com, the keeping of ances 
tral records can be traced back 
la biblical times Before the 
written word was invented, ge- 
nealogies were communicated 
orally from one generation to 
another 

Dickerhoof said the society 
offers classes geared toward 
people who want to study their 
family history She also said 
the public is welcome to visit 
during the society's open 
hours.

"I absolutely have no 
qualms at all, because there's 
an ongoing investigation into 
the 9 11 attacks, and we don't 
want 111 compromise that in 
vestigatJon," Bush said at a 
news conference with Israeli

"If people arc being investi 
gated, it doesn't make sense 
for us to let them know who 
they are" flush told reporters 
before meeting with al F-'aisal 

"Declassification ol ihal 
part ol a 900 page document 
would reveal sources and 
methods that would make il 
harder for us tu win the war 
on terror .

"At this point, I've been 
aruund long enough," Burton 
said 

"I'm going through the mo- 
tions. I'm eager to be done " 

Burton is not alone in his 
quest lo finish college with an 
August graduation, said Bctte 
fennings, senior administrative 
assistani in the Office of the 
Registrar. 

Jennings said 444 students 
earned degrees in summer 
2001 



The number increased by 
more than 60 students in sum 
mer 2002, with a total of 307 
students graduating. 

These statistics include 
both associates and under- 
graduate degrees and master's 
and doctoral. 

Burton said he narrowed 
his choices to concentrate on 
mechanical engineering after a 
majority of his classmates, 
thus the need for an extra 
summer of classes 

"I decided on engineering 
the end of my sophomore year, 
so I was just a little behind," 
Burton said 

Burton completed six credit 
hours this summer to fulfill the 
requirements for his under 
graduate studies 

"It was a pretty good load 
on lop of other things this 
summer," he said "It turned 
out lo be a lot more than I ex 
pected." 

Burton plans to relocate to 
Houston, Texas, to work for 
oil and gas company BP 
America in off-shore engineer- 
ing. 

"The job hunt was not as 
hard as some others," Burton 
said "I pursued pretty early, 
and I was not too picky, as 
long it would pay some mon 
ey."

Morgan said many student 
turn to Internet sites to begin 
their search, but she warned of 
the low success rate from

"Any passive source, such 
as online applications, need to 
be kept lo a minimum because 
it doesn't put you in contact 
with a real person," she said

that allow you to meet peo- 
ple" 

Morgan said she suggests 
pursuing leads with u phone 
call or visit lo make a personal 
connection 

"Talk with a real person lo 
express your interest for a po- 
sition," she said 

"II you do apply online. 



don't forget lo follow up If 
you don't hear back, be persis- 
tent." 

Reviewing life goals, reflect- 
ing on localipn preferences, 
consulting professors or advi- 
sors and practicing interview- 
ing skills can aid in the prepa- 
ration. 

Rather than getting de- 
pressed after failed attempts, 
Morgan said she suggests 
changing tactics to another 
style 

"These networking oppor- 
tunities can allow others to see 
your commitment and initia- 
tive to go into the field," Mor- 
gan said 

"Shadowing or job tracking 
can help, just for the sake of 
gaining a little more informa 
lion These possibilities tend lo 
yield much greater success 
rates" 

Although the cunenl eco 
nomics provide a good excuse 
to the job search challenges.

Intimate relationships some 
times turn violent Rather than 
avoid the problem or look the 
other way. The t'risis Center 
Inc offers services to help the 
victims of violence 

More than 1,200 victims ol 
intimate violence each year uti 
liie core servite.i of the eeilter, 
said Judy Davis, executive di- 
rector of the center 

"It's been pretty constant 
over the past several years." 
Davis said 

Based in Manhattan, Davis 
oversees the services the center 
offers, including ensis interven 
tion work, emergency trans- 
portation, referrals, safe shelter, 
support groups, counseling and 
legal assistance 

Reaching clients in Clay, 
Geai^. Marshall, Pottawatomie 
and Riley counties, the services 
are free and confidential, she 
taid. 

"It is important for people to 
understand that when they're 
reaching out for help, it will not 
cost them anything, and we will 
not betray their trust," Davis 
said "'If they seek help, they 
can be absolutely certain their 
conndcnce will not be be- 
trayed"' 

Mary Todd, advocate and in 
lerim assistant director uf the 
K-State Women's Center, said 
the Crisis Center deals with 
promoting behavioral change 
and emotional healing in vic- 
tims 

"We are fortunate in Man 
hattan to have the center to ad- 
dress the needs of women who 
have been victimized by vio 
lence and who need intensive, 
immediate services," Todd said. 

Answering the call 

Never leaving Manhattan af- 
ter graduating from K State, 
Davis first worked with the Cri 
sis Center in the 1980s She di 
rected the K State Women's 



Center for nine years before re 
turning to tbe Crisis Center in 
i^'il Her current responsibili 
ties as executive director in 
elude handling the administra 
lion and overseeing programs 
and services 

"It was a combination of the 
call of ihe work and an oppor- 
tunity to be involved in the 
broader community." she said 

As a therapist and coun 
sekir, Todd deals with the hu 
man side of the imitate viti 
lence She also has c«tnducted 
research projects lo find pat 
terns of violence among various 
populations 

"1 have worked with individ 
uals, both adults and children, 
who have suffered greatly from 
the violence, ignorance and 
shameful selfishness of others," 
Todd said "As a researcher, I 
have investigated the nature of 
hateful and violent behavior 
and am intensely interested in 
finding keys to unlock a differ 
cnt mindset in individuals who 
show these characleristies" 

"The Rev Karen Selig, advo 
calc and pastor at First Baptist 
Church, has worked with cen 
ter, as well as crisis programs 
across Kansa.s and the Midwest 
for nwtre than 25 years 

"I'm called to this work," 
Selig said. 

"From the very beginning of 
the scripture to the very end, 
the whole Bible is about rela 
lionships Most importantly, it 
is about a deep, intimate and 
joyful relationship with God 
and relating with one another 
with love 

"When there is a break in a 
relationship, that is not what 
Ciod wants,"' she said "II is not 
enough to preach the gospel, 
we have to live it out" 

Defining the problem 

The intimate partner vio 
lenc- lerminology introduces a 
nevi personal perspective to the 
verbal humiliation, threatening 
physical harm or pain, destruc 
tion of property, isolation, 
forced sexual acts or withhold 
ing money for necessities 

"The tcniiinolog;y changes 
all the time." Selig said. "Inti- 
mate violence used to be re- 
ferred lo as battering, I hen 
spouse abuse or domestic vio- 
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lence 

The more myths that are un 
covered, the harder it is to find 
one term for a delinilion, since 
not only wives face it of not 
just married" 

Intimate violence occurs be- 
tween current or former spous- 
es, dating couples, extended 
family and homosexual rela 
lionships 

According to the Center for 
Diseases Ccmtrol and Prcvcn 
tion, the common element in 
abusive relationships is the 
abuser's need for power and 
cimlrol over another 

Intimate partner violence 
touches everyone in a family 
The CDC cites studies showing 
children witnessing violence at 
home experience behavioral 
problems aiid increased aggres- 
sion, have less develojjed social 
and conflict resolution skills 
and might suffer long term de 
veliipmental effects 

Hope for the future 

Selig said that in the 1980s, 
misunderstandings stood in the 
way of solutions for those suf- 
fering private pain. 

"Many felt it was a private 
matter," she said Police didnt 
respond, pastors didn t under 
stand and people looked the 
other way Now we're much 
closer to having everyone 
working on the same team 
working for an end to the vio 
lence" 

Her work with the center 
helps to push the movement to 
the public's attention with real 
examples of the violence 

"We have made progress, 
since 25 years ago all of this 
was kepi secret." Davis said 
"There is power in a communi 
tys will to change s^Jinething If 
we can bring to bear on inti- 
mate violence the same forti- 
tude and focus as other public 
health problems, we could end 
il" 

Gaining strength 

Ilirec vi'urs :)ni), Selig served 



on a task force with police uffi 
cers. school officials, social 
workers and representatives 
from the religious community 
to address the intimate violence 
challenges in Manhattan The 
team worked with the center lo 
Tind methods of responding and 
preventing crisis in relatifin 
ships and families 

"We worked together for a 
unified response," she said 

A large outcome from the 
task force centered on cduca 
tion across all levels of the 
community Central messages 
included distributing (acts on 
the extent ol the problem in lo- 
cal neighborhiKHls and ihnmgh 
the Center. 

Focusing on those who are 
underserved. Selig said one of 
the largest overlooked chal- 
lenges comes from trying to live 
alone after enduring intimate 
violence 

"Beyond the general com 
munity education, we have to 
give practical, hands on help," 
Selig said. 

"Many times, in a relation 
ship, the misuse of power or 
control prevents both parlies 
from learning skills in manag- 
ing money, resources from the 
community or assistance in 
home care " 

The day to day life skills be 
come critical for survival 

The center offers support 
groups and training to help in 
dividuals deveU>p their abilities 
and strengthen their under 
standing of these issues. 

"In addition to a safe place, 
we have to pass along these 
skills." Selig said 

"No single organization can 
do il all And tt takes money to 
fund it" 

Finding a way together 

Aside In nil si;iiL' jihI federal 
grants, private contributions 
and United Way support, the 
Center relics on trained volun 
teers to administer the pro 
grams Thousands of hours 
working with children, provid

While Route 66 is no longer

Twenty solar-powered tars 
traversed the 2.233 miles last 
week, among ihem K State's 
solar car. CATalyst, 

KStale finished the Ameri 
can Solar Car Challenge in 
eighth place, one uf 12 teams to 
reach the finish line. CATalysl 
pulled into Claremont, Calif . in 
66 hours. 20 minutes. 

The University of Missouri- 
Holla won the race in 51 hours, 
47 minutes 

"We finished eighth, the 
highest finishing silicon array 
ear," team adviser Huth Miller 
said. "What that means is that 
our solar cells were l he least ef 
ficicnt of any of ihe lop cars 
That is a major disadvantage, 
because we can'l make as 
much power. 



This was the second Ameri- 
can Solar Car Challenge race, 
and it is the longest solar-pow- 
ered rate iit the world 

While sotar- powered racing 
originated in the United Stales 
in the early 1980s, it gained 
popularity with the Sunrayce 
contests beginning in 1990 

K-State }oincd the fray in 
1995 with its first car, Solution 
It fmished 24th out of 36 cars 
at Sunrayce '97, when it began 
building its second car, Apollo. 

Apollo raced from Washinj!- 
ton, DC., to Orlando, Pla , in 
Sunrayce '99 and finished 
ninth out of 32 teams. 

CATalyst was buih (he fol-

Greek Affairs adviser resigns 



Search for new leader begins following 
Goodson's 4-month tenure at K-State

K-State's Interfraternity 
and Panhellenic councils 
now are in search of a new 
Greek Affairs coordinator, 
only four months after hiring 
former coordinator Angle 
Goodson. 

Goodson, who took the 



place of former coordinator 
Barb Robel in April, resigned 
earlier this month due to per- 
sonal reasons, officials said. 

Panhellenic and Interfra- 
ternity council presidents Sara 
Jahansouz and Aaron Siders, 
in addition to greek executive 
councils and university offi- 
cials, are in the process of 
finding a replacement. 



"We're taking things day 
by day and in the best inter- 
est of the greek community," 
Jahansouz said. "We are 
doing all the necessary re- 
search for the K-State greek 
community."

Siders said there usually is 
a search committee that is 
put together according to 
greek constitutions, with the 
councils making the final 
decision. 

"The council has the final 
say because we're the prima- 
ry employers," Siders said. 

Currently, no search com- 
mittee has been selected, he 
said. 

"We are just looking at all 
of our options and our re- 
sources," Siders said.

Sororities across nation gear up for recruitment

Of the 500 women who went 
through K-State's sorority recruit- 
ment last week, 98.5 percent 
pledged membership to one of the 
11 houses on campus. But at oth- 
er campuses around the nation, 
potential members aren't as lucky. 

At the University of Kansas, 725 
women will go through recruit- 
ment, but only 78 percent will 
pledge. These numbers, however, 
are up from previous years after 
KU changed its recruitment 
schedule. 

Unlike K-State, which has re- 
cruitment the week before classes 
begin, KU schedules events the 
weekend after the start of school. 

"In the last four years, we 



have changed our schedule three 
times," Susan Henry, KU assistant 
for recruitment, said. "I think that 
it is overwhelming to move into 
dorms, and now it's recruitment. 
A lot of people put a lot of em- 
phasis on recruitment. I think it's 
a lot of stress, they haven't even 
met their roommate yet. We like 
the prospective members to 
get more settled in their 
surroundings." 

At the University of Georgia in 
Athens, Ga., with 25,000 stu- 
dents, 1,240 students went 
through recruitment week, while 
74 percent were placed in one of 
the 18 sorority houses. 

Recruitment takes place the 
week before classes begin and

The largest power failure in 
national history left millions of 
New Yorkers asking themselves 
"Why us?" when three transmis- 
sion lines in northern Ohio 
failed shortly after 4 p.m Thurs- 
day. An estimated 50 million 
people were left without power 
in much of the Northeast and 
Canada. 

Reports said four deaths were 
attributed to the blackout. 
Though it is believed the outage 
began in Ohio, no cause of the 
massive power failure has been 
finalized.

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Businesses prepare for back-to-school rush

Jeff Levin looks forward to August 
every year. 

In fact, he loves the month that brings 
thousands of students into Manhattan 
for another school year. 

"It's amazing - overnight, the excite- 
ment is fun and the energy level goes up 
1,000 volts when students come into 
town," Levin, manager of Varney's Book 
Store, said.

The news macJe me catch my breath 
ancJ sent a chill of fear down my spine. 

Yesterday I found out that my grand- 
mother had fallen. That is one of the 
worst pieces of news to receive concern- 
ing elderly friends and relatives. 

My grandmother has been a mentor 
and example to me my entire 
life and has taken to affection- 
ately calling me her "fourth 
daughter." It is through this re- 
lationship that a startling farce 
in society has been made ap- 
parent. 

With the baby boom genera- 
tion about to crest the hill of 
what is considered "old age," 
the current elderly population 
hovering at 12.5 percent, according to CIA 
estimates, looks to increase drastically. 

The scary part is that these individuals 
are stuck in a culture that shows decreas- 
ing respect for old age and increasing 
madness to discover that "cup of eternal 
youth."

When I heard that my grandmother 
had fallen, I called her. To talk to her is to 
drink from the well of wisdom and to bet- 
ter understand myself. 

She believes in and encourages me, 
and in a society that has little respect for 
personal worth, her support is a precious 
commodity. 

Most importantly, I saw how precious 
life is and began to see it througli her eyes. 

Her worth has never been determined 
by her circumstances, and she is the rea- 
son that I believe in my own worth. 

Appreciating those who have been here 
longer ensures that the cycle of life con- 
tinues in a more compassionate and wise 
manner, starting with ourselves.

Experienced Cat 
volleyball squad 
looks to improve

Boasting one of the most ex- 
perienced teams in recent 
memory, the 15th-ranl<ed 
Wildcat volleyball team 
opens its season against No. 
2 Hawaii on Aug. 22 in the NACWAA 
State Farm Classic. 

The ranking is the highest in school 
history and the fifth consecutive pre- 
season in which K-State has been 
nationally ranked. 

Returning for the Cats are six 
starters from last year's squad, includ- 
ing the preseason Big 12 Co-Player of 
the Year, senior middle blocker Lauren 
Goehring. 

"Our strengths right now would be 
our experience - the fact that we do 
have a significant portion of our team 
returning," Coach Suzie Fritz said. 
"Our core group of people from last 
year is back." 

Also returning is junior setter Gabby 
Guerre. Fritz said she believes Guerre 
has developed into one of the premier 
players at her position during Fritz's 
tenure at K-State. 

"She is certainly one of the best set- 
ters in the conference, if not the best," 
Fritz said. "She's got good size, a really 
nice left arm, and she can get on the 
ball on occasion and really put some 
pressure. She's just that added element 
of our offense that a lot of teams don't 
have." 

Gone, though, is outside hitter Jen- 
nifer Pollard, the lone senior from last 
year's team. 

"Jenny provided a tremendous 
amount of ball control for us," Fritz 
said. "That is a concern in that we will 
have to replace what she did for our 
team." 

Vying for playing time are freshman 
Sandy Werner and junior Valeria Hej- 
jas, the two newest members of the 
team. 

"We only have two new players in 
our program, one being Sandy Werner 
from Washburn Rural, who's doing as 
well as any freshman we've had," Fritz 
said. "It's not easy as a freshman in 
this program or any program when you 
make that transition from high school 
to collegiate volleyball. To adapt to the 
speed, to learn new systems and being 
in an entirely new environment - I 
don't think that's easy." 

Hejjas, a former member of the 
Hungarian Junior National Team, also 
has opened some eyes during

He birdied the final 
two holes for the win. 

Watkins, a senior from 
Mesa, Ariz., will be making his 
second trip to the U.S. Ama- 
teur after shooting rounds of 
69-66. Eighteen holes weren't 
enough for Watkins, though. 



He won his qualifier with a 
birdie in a two-hole playoff. 

"It'll be a new experience 
for Josh," Coach Tim Norris 
said. "Last year at qualifying, 
he shot seven under and didn't 
make it - lost out by a stroke. 
He's looking forward to it." 

Watkins, meanwhile, used a 
strong finish to K-State's sea- 
son to fuel his play this sum- 
mer. He fired a 3-under par fi- 
nal round at the NCAA 
Central Region Champi- 
onships, K-State's last event, in 
May. 

Watkins also will call upon 
his experience on the national 
stage. At last year's U.S. Ama- 
teur, Watkins made it through 
the stroke play portion of the 
tournament, where the field is 
cut to 64 players. In head-to-

head competition, Watkins 
won his first match before be- 
ing eliminated. 

"That helped me because I 
know what to expect and how 
the courses are set up," 
Watkins said. "It's just a fun 
experience to get out there 
with the tradition of the tour- 
nament and the course." 

That is because Oakmont 
Country Club has seen plenty 
in more than a century of 



world-class championships. It 
has been host to more major 
championships than any other 
course in the United States, in- 
cluding seven US Opens, five 
US Amateurs, three PGA 
Championships and one US 
Women's Open. Golf Digest re- 
cently ranked Oakmont No. 4 
in its list of "America's Top 
100" courses. 

"I think about it a lot," 
Watkins said of Oakmont's his- 



tory. "You know pros struggle 
there, so you know college kids 
are going to struggle as well. 
It'll be really challenging." 

That doesn't mean, howev- 
er, that Watkins is intimidated 
by Oakmont - or the U.S. Am- 
ateur. 

"My expectations are run- 
ning very high," he said. "I've 
been playing a lot better than I 
did last summer. I'd really like 
to win it, but my goal is to get 
into the final 16." 

One thing both Persons and 
Watkins can rely on is each 
other. Having two K-State 
players in the field can only 
help. Persons said. 

"Josh knows the ropes and 
what's going on. It will make 
us both a lot more comfort- 
able," he said.

Oth- 
ers made news off the field, 
both good and bad. From inter- 
national competition to life- 
threatening illnesses, here is a 
recap of the summer for 
K-State sports. 

Women's Basketball 

Senior Nicole Ohide teamed 
with junior Kendra Wecker on 
the 2003 USA Basketball 
World Championships for 
Young Women Team, while ju- 
nior Laurie Koehn competed 
on the 2003 Pan American 
Games team. 

Ohlde and Wecker helped 
lead Team USA in Sibenik, 



Croatia, to a 7-1 record, and a 
71-55 gold medal win over 
Brazil. 

Koehn, meanwhile, helped 
lead the Pan Am team to the 
silver medal in Santo Domingo, 
Dominican Republic. In defeat- 
ing the host Dominican Repub- 
lic, Koehn set a Team USA 
record by hitting six first-half 
three pointers. 

More good news came last 
week when Ohlde and Wecker 
were named Wooden Award 
preseason AU-Americans. 

Football 

While hype continues to 
mount on a season full of ex- 
pectations, plans had to be al- 
tered when five K- State football 
players were arrested in the 
summer's waning weeks. 

Tight end Travon Magee, 
wide receiver Derrick Evans, 
safety James McGill, defensive 



end Alax Carrier, nose tackle 
Andrew Bulman and running 
back Daniel Davis all had run- 
ins with the law. 

Not all news was bad for the 
K-State football team, however. 
Numerous Wildcats landed pre- 
season awards. Center Nick 
Leckey is on the Outland Tro- 
phy watch list, and quarterback 
Ell Roberson and running back 
Darren Sproles are being men- 
tioned as Heisman Trophy can- 
didates. 

The Wildcats also have been 
tabbed in the preseason top five 
by numerous publications and 
are ranked fifth in the first ES- 
PN/USA Today poll. 

On the verge of finals in 
May, former punter Travis 
Brown was diagnosed with life- 
threatening aplastic anemia, a 
bone marrow disorder. Emer- 
gency stem cell transplants 
from his sister have given 



Brown a 70-percent chance of 
survival, and according to team 
physicians, his chances climb 
with each passing day. 

The football team rallied 
around Brown in July with a 
Bowl-a-thon fund raiser at 
Zuckey Bowl in Manhattan. 
Fans had the chance to meet 
their favorite players and get 
autographs, with all proceeds 
designated to Brown's medical 
expenses. 

Rowing 

Jenny Hale, who command- 
ed the K-State rowing program 
through its first seven years, re- 
signed May 29 citing personal 
reasons. 

While a search for a new 
coach was under way, the team 
traveled to the prestigious Roy- 
al Henley Regatta on June 20- 
22 in Henley, England. The trip 
marked the first time K-State 



has competed in international 
competition, and two Wildcat 
boats each won a race before 
being eliminated. 

Upon returning to the Unit- 
ed States, rowers welcomed a 
new coach, who Sweeney 
comes to K-State with 27 years 
of experience at the collegiate 
and international levels. 

Track 

In addition to the NCAA 
Championships, seven Wildcats 
competed at the USA Track 
and Field Championships in 
June.

United Way," she said. 

Decke said the United Way 
is important because it helps 
support many organizations. 

"The United Way filters out 
to a lot of organizations here 
in Manhattan," Decke said. 
"They do a lot of good in 
spreading the wealth." 

Janice Dinkel, co-chair of 
the K-State United Way, said 
the money raised will go to the 
United Way of Riley County. 
She said the agency serves all 
individuals in the county, in- 
cluding people who attend and 
work for K-State. 

Dinkel said the United Way 
of Riley County not only helps 
people directly, but also indi- 
rectly by providing volunteer 
opportunities.

Families of 3 victims in West Virginia 
sliootings sliare memories, grief witli public

CHARLESTON, W.Va. - 
When a sniper preyed on the 
Washington, D.C., suburbs last 
year, Jeanie Patton feared she 
could be next, though she 
lived hundreds of miles away. 

"She said, 

'Mom, I'm almost 
afraid to go out. 
Something like 
that could hap- 
pen here in West 
Virginia,'" her 
mother, Joyce 
Patton, recalled. 

Jeanie Patton, 
31, was shot in 
the head Thurs- 
day while pump- 
ing gasoline at a 
convenience store 
miles from her home. 

Less than two hours later, 
26-year-old Okey Meadows Jr. 
was shot in the neck at a Go- 
Mart. And four days earlier, 
Gary Carrier Jr., 34, was shot 
in the head while using a pay 
phone outside another Go- 
Mart in Charleston. 

Authorities have expressed 
concern that the shootings re- 
sembled last year's sniper 
shootings, which panicked the 
Washington area in October. 

Police have confirmed that

the three Charleston-area 
shootings could be the work of 
a single sniper. All three 
killings were after dark. 

Police have acknowledged 
that the bullets in all three at- 
tacks were fired from the same 
caliber and class of weapon, 
all from more than 30 
yards away. They have 
not linked the three to 
the same weapon. 

The three victims 
lived about 10 miles 
apart but apparently 
did not know each 
other. 

Meadows, the di- 
vorced father of a 3- 
year-old, was preparing 
for a college admissions 
test so he could take classes at 
West Virginia State College. 

"He was trying to show his 
son that he could do anything 
if he put his mind to it," Robert 
Williams, a friend, said. 

Meadows, who lived in 
Campbells Creek, could bench 
225 pounds and sometimes 
would hold his mother above 
his head after hugging and 
kissing her hello. 

"He'd say that was how he 
showed her he loved her," his 
aunt. Donna Tinsley, said. 

Carrier also was a divorced 
father. He left behind three 



sons and one daughter, ages 
10 to 25. 

Carrier, a mechanic who 
lived in South Charleston, was 
a NASCAR fan and owned a 
selection of Dale Earnhardt T- 
shirts. He was a jokester, 
whose friends would hang out 
at Charleston Tire, where he 
worked. 

"One morning I came in 
here. They had sat my desk up 
on four-inch rims and dropped 
my chair down to the floor," 
Lisa Bishop, the garage's sec- 
retary, said. "We never had a 
bad day when he was around." 

Carrier's brother, Greg, said 
he could not come up with a 
motive in the death. 

"No matter how much I 
think about it, it just doesn't 
make sense," he said. "I know 
the police are trying hard, but 
so far no one can figure it out." 

Patton, who lived in Camp- 
bells Creek, was a substitute 
cook and custodian for 
Kanawha County schools. 

"Jeanie never hurt a person 
in her life," Joyce Patton said. 

Patton's 14-year-old son 
was struggling with the news 
of his mother's death, said her 
father, Larry Patton. 

"He took it pretty hard," 
Larry Patton said. "But the 
hardest part is still to come."

Improvement plan for district focuses on busy intersections

The city of Manhattan 
worked to repair and improve 
city streets this summer. 

The section of 12th Street 
between Moro Street and Blue- 
mont Avenue now is a one-way 
going south. This is part of an 
improvement plan based on a 
proposal by city engineer Jeff 
Hancoclt. 

Mayor Marlt Taussig said 
the Kansas Department of 
Transportation approved a 
grant for the improvement of 
the intersection at North 12th 
Street and Bluemont Avenue, 
along with the intersection of 
Claflin Road and Westloop 
Plaza. 

"These two intersections 
were deemed by KDOT to be 
'accident prone,'" he said. 

Taussig said six non-injury 
accidents occurred in 2002 at 



the intersection of 12th and 
Bluemont. That intersection 
was the first to receive the 
repairs. 

The Claflin and Westloop in- 
tersection will be completed in 
the future, he said. 

The recent change in Ag- 
gieville, despite 
being in the in- 
terests of safety, 
has some resi- 
dents and busi- 
ness owners per- 
plexed. 

"I was approached by sever- 
al different merchants who ex- 
pressed concern," Taussig said. 

These concerns caused Taus- 
sig to reconsider his initial vote 
in favor of the proposal, he 
said. However, for the second 
reading, Taussig said both he 
and City Commissioner Brad 
Everett changed their minds 
and voted against the proposal. 

Representatives of the Ag-

gieville Business Association 
were unavailable for comment. 
"I wouldn't say that we've 
created the best situation, but 
we created a workable situa- 
tion," Chucic Williams, director 
of Public Works, said. "It has 
the potential to solve the acci- 
dent problem." 

While both 
Taussig and 

Williams said 
they are con- 
cerned that the 
change will take 
some getting used to for stu- 
dents, they are confident it will 
go over well. 

"Students adjusted well to 
similar changes on Moro and 
Laramie streets last year," 
Williams said. 

However, he said the City 
Commission will evaluate the 
change within six months. 

In addition to the city's eval- 
uation, Taussig said he would 



like to have K-State students 
do an extensive study on traffic 
flow in Aggieville as a whole. 

Some other changes in road 
configuration will tal<;e place 
over the next few years. 

"The construction of a new 
Super Wal-Mart in east Man- 
hattan has created a need to 
widen Bluemont Avenue, Tuttle 
Creels Boulevard and McCall 
Road," Taussig said. 

Williams said the project in- 
cludes the synchronization of 
the traffic signals at the inter- 
sections of Third Street and 
Tuttle Creek Boulevard at Blue- 
mont Avenue to allow for more 
efficient traffic flow. 

"We are also considering 
three different proposals to 
widen Anderson Avenue east of 
Seth Child Road and near the 
Westloop shopping center will 
be voted on at a September city 
commission meeting for imple- 
mentation in 2006," he said. 



Israel considering deal to allow militants to remain free

RAMALLAH, West Bank - 
Israel is considering a deal that 
would shield wanted Palestin- 
ian militants from Israeli arrest 
provided they halt attacks and 
remain in their towns, officials 
said Sunday. 

In a new step forward under 
the "road map" peace plan, Is- 
rael will hand over two West 



Banli towns, Jericho and 
Qalqiliya, to Palestinian control 
Tuesday, Israeli security offi- 
cials said on condition of 
anonymity. 

Details of the handover were 
to be worked out at a meeting 
of security officials from both 
sides Sunday night. Early Sun- 
day, Israeli soldiers raided the 
home of an Islamic Jihad leader 
in Qalqiliya and arrested him 
ahead of the planned with- 



drawal. The withdrawal agree- 
ment was reached Friday. The 
deal calls for a troop pullout 
from the towns of Ramallah 
and TuII<arem later this month. 

Meanwhile, the two sides 
said they are also discussing the 
arrangement on Palestinian 
militants, a key sticlting point 
since the road map was 
launched in June. 

Under the arrangement, 
wanted militants would be al- 



lowed to remain in their own 
towns with the Palestinian Au- 
thority responsible for them, 
provided they do not carry out 
attacks, a Palestinian security 
official said on condition of 
anonymity. 



Blackout investigations 

uncover faulty alarms, 

transmission lines

WASHINGTON, DC. - A 
failure to contain problems 
with three transmission lines 
in northern Ohio just south 
of Cleveland was the Iil<ely 
trigger of the nation's biggest 
power blackout, a leading in- 
vestigator said Saturday. 

Alarm systems that might 
have alerted engineers to the 
failed lines were broI<en, ac- 
cording to FirstEnergy Corp., 
the Akron, Ohio-based utility 
that officials said owned at 
least two of the three lines. 

It was not immediately 
clear whether that impeded 
efforts to isolate the local line 
disruptions, some of which 
occurred an hour before 
power system shutdowns cas- 
caded Thursday from Michi- 
gan to New Yoric City and in- 
to Canada. 

"We are fairly certain at 
this time that the disturbance 
started in Ohio," Michehl 
Gent, head of the North 
American Electric Reliability 
Council, said in a statement. 
"We are now trying to deter- 
mine why the situation was 
not brought under control af- 
ter three transmission lines 
went out of service." 

Gent said the transmission 
system was designed to iso- 



late such problems and sug- 
gested that human error 
might have been involved in 
not successfully containing 
the situation. 

"The system has been de- 
signed and rules have been 
created to prevent this esca- 
lation and cascading. It 
should have stopped," Gent 
said in a telephone confer- 
ence call. 

FirstEnergy, which offi- 
cials said owns four of the 
first five lines that failed, said 
a system that is supposed to 
flash a red warning on com- 
puter monitors at the compa- 
ny's control center was not 
operational when the lines 
began failing Thursday after- 
noon. 

FirstEnergy was aware the 
alarm system was broken, 
said company spokesman 
Ralph DiNicola. 

A functioning backup 
alarm at the Midwest Inde- 
pendent System Operator, a 
nonprofit power pool that 
oversees the region's electri- 
cal grid, was in place, DiNi- 
cola said. 

At the Midwest ISO, 
spolceswoman Mary Lynn 
Webster said she did not 
know when worlcers noticed 
the FirstEnergy lines were 
disabled and what, if any- 
thing, they did about it.

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Humane Society, shelter 

advocate neutering pets 

to control population

For every person born, 15 
dogs and 45 cats are born, and 
only six of these animals will 
find a home, said Barbara 
Smith, feline technician and an- 
imal control officer at the T. 
Russell Reitz Animal Shelter. 

Smith said one out of 10 an- 
imals finds a home, which 
leaves the other nine animals to 
the streets, to the shelter or to 
be put to sleep. 

Animals like those were re- 
membered at the Candlelight 
Vigil for Homeless Animals 
sponsored by the Riley County 
Humane Society last Saturday. 
Animals like Dolly, a dog who 
was turned over to be eutha- 
nized because her owners were 
tired of her, and Spike, a dog 
who was too big for his owners. 

The Candlelight Vigil was 
not only to remember those an- 
imals, but also to spread aware- 
ness about controlling the cur- 
rent animal population. 

"The first thing is to have 
your pets spayed or neutered, 
just because there are too many 
already," said Courtney Smith, 
volunteer for the RCHS for six 
years. "Pet overpopulation is 
everyone's problem, not just the 
shelter or the humane society. 
It's the pubhc's problem - they 
are the ones with the pets." 

Manhattan has an overpop- 
ulation of cats but not dogs.

said Deb Mangelsdorf, veteri- 
narian and owner of Konza 
Veterinary Clinic. 

"The problem here is home- 
less cats," Mangelsdorf said. 
"There are literally hundreds of 
cats running the streets of Man- 
hattan. And they are just hav- 
ing more cats." 

Mangelsdorf said she knows 
a local woman who makes it her 
mission to catch stray cats, have 
them vaccinated and neutered,

then try to domesticate them 
and find them a new home. 

However, this is not the only 
way to help control the animal 
population. 

Mangelsdorf said college stu- 
dents can volunteer their time 
or resources to the animal shel- 
ter, which makes it possible for 
animals to stay at the shelter 
longer and increase their 
chances of being adopted. 

Shannon Branson, graduate 



student in adult education, vol- 
unteers her time working with 
the dogs at the animal shelter. 

"Dogs are very social, and 
they get depressed (when they 
are neglected)," Branson said. 
"Owning a pet takes time. You 
can't just feed it food and water 
and expect it to behave all the 
time. It'll be there all the time, 
hke a kid." 

Smith said students interest- 
ed in adopting an animal need 



to make sure their landlord al- 
lows pets before adopting, and 
they need to have a long-term 
commitment to the animal. 

Those adopting pets from 
the shelter are required to sign 
a legal document requiring 
them to be spayed or neutered 
within a set time period or face 
prosecution. Smith said. 

Having a cat or dog spayed 
or neutered ranges in cost from 
$70 to $200 based on species 



and weight of animals, and 
some veterinarians give a dis- 
count with adopted animals 
from the shelter along with a 
voucher from the shelter for an 
additional discount to the 
owners.

Some women don't mind 
working out in front of an au- 
dience.

vidualized training, along with 
monthly check-ins. 

"You get measured and 
weighed every month to check 
your progress," Dotson said. 

She said Curves is especial- 
ly appeahng to college students 
because a membership is good 
at any of Curves' 5,000 loca- 
tions. 

"Students can purchase 



their membership here, and 
also use it when they go 
home," she said. "Chances 
are, there is a Curves location 
in their hometown." 

Female college students also 
can receive their member- 
ships at a discounted price, 
Dotson said. 

"For non-college students, 
we typically charge initiation 
and monthly fees," she said.

Iraqi oil pipeline fires 
could mean sabotage

BAGHDAD, Iraq - Taps 
ran dry in the capital and oil 
exports to Turkey ground to a 
halt because of a water main 
explosion and two oil pipeline 
blazes that raised new con- 
cerns saboteurs are hitting in- 
frastructure to slow Iraq's re- 
covery. 

In new violence, a mortar 
attack on a Baghdad prison 
being used by the Americans 
killed six Iraqis. A new group 
of resistance fighters has said 
they would battle the U.S. -led 
occupation whether or not it 
brings progress in rebuilding 
the country. 

Later Sunday, a camera- 
man for the Reuters news 
agency was shot and killed 
while filming outside the 
prison. A Reuters staffer told 
The Associated Press the cam- 
eraman appeared to have 
been shot by U.S. soldiers. 

The explosion in northern 
Baghdad blew a hole in a 5- 
foot-diameter water main ear- 
ly Sunday, flooding streets 
and forcing engineers to cut 
off water to all of Baghdad. 

Witnesses said they saw 
two men on a motorbike leav- 
ing a bag of explosives and 
detonating it minutes later. 

"It was an act of sabotage," 
said Majid Noufel, an engi- 
neer with the Baghdad water 
company. 

"We've had to stop pump- 
ing water to the whole city so 
we can fix the damage," 
Noufel said. 

Residents, finding their 
taps dry, rushed to stock up 
on bottled water. Many stores 
ran out quickly. 

"I couldn't find any water 
to wash the clothes," lamented 



housewife Amira All, 46. "The 
next few days we're really go- 
ing to suffer." 

Officials said they would 
have water restored by 
evening. 

A new group of resistance 
fighters, the Iraqi National Is- 
lamic Resistance Movement, 
said in a videotape aired on 
the Al-Jazeera television net- 
work that they would battle 
the occupying troops even if 
the U.S. -led coalition helps 
Iraq recover from war. 

"This resistance is not a re- 
action to the American provo- 
cations against the Iraqi peo- 
ple or to the shortage of 
services, as some analysts be- 
lieve ... but to kick out the oc- 
cupiers as a matter of princi- 
ple," a man read from a 
statement. 

He sat with several other 
men holding grenade launch- 
ers and Kalashnikov automat- 
ic rifles. 

All men had their faces 
covered with checkered head- 
scarves. 

U.S. military spokesman 
Spc. Anthony Reinoso said 
Sunday that someone fired 
two mortar rounds at the no- 
torious Abu Ghraib prison the 
previous night, killing six 
Iraqis and wounding 58. He 
didn't know whether the ca- 
sualties were guards or pris- 
oners, or who was responsi- 
ble. 

The motivation was un- 
clear. Abu Ghraib, feared un- 
der Saddam's regime for the 
executions of political prison- 
ers and others that took place 
there, is now being used by 
Iraq's U.S. occupiers to house 
high-security criminals. U.S. 
troops positioned at and mov- 
ing near the prison have been 
attacked in past months.

consists of four mutual selec- 
tion rounds leading to Bid 
Day, Claudia Shamp, associate 
dean for greek life, said. 

When Shamp joined the 
UGA faculty in 1988, recruit- 
ment was 13 days long. 

The process has been re- 
vised into something more ef- 
fective in getting women 
placed. 

"You look for efficiency. 
What's important are the par- 
ticipants," Shamp said. 

While 18 percent of the un- 
dergraduate population com- 
mitted to the greek community 
at UGA, Shamp said recruit- 
ment is an integral part of the 
greek system and is not taken 
lightly by the chapters or the 
potential members. 

"I think there is a lot of 
misinformation about the re- 
cruitment process, and I think 
some people make it into a 
bigger thing than it has to be. 
It is a selection process - not 
everybody gets in. Being in a 
sorority, for some people, it's 
the be all end all. There are 
other activities on campus, and 
going into a sorority is a very 
individual choice. 

"Attitude is very important 
going into the process and for 
some people it works and 
some people change their 
mind. There are time commit- 
ments, and financial 
commitments. There is a lot of 
sacrifice, and you have to be 
ready to make that commit- 
ment." 

At Northwestern University, 
a private school in Evanston, 
III, 40 percent of the 8,000 
students are members of the 
greek community. 

However, unlike most uni- 
versities, Northwestern women 
go through the recruitment 
process in January. 

Prospective members par- 
ticipate in a mutual selection 
process for six evenings at the 
start of Winter Quarter. 

"I think it gives girls more 
time to decide if it is some- 
thing they want to do," said 
Alex Gadzala, a sophomore 
who joined Pi Beta Phi last 
year. 

"We have all of fall quarter

to see how greek life is on 
campus and if it is something 
we want to do." 

Winter recruitment works 
for Northwestern, Gadzala 
said, where the greek experi- 
ence is different than other 
universities. 

"It's not like your stereotyp- 
ical greek life," she said. 

"My roommate last year 
wasn't greek and she found 
her spot. There isn't the pres- 
sure to be greek and it's not 
overbearing or infringing on 
anything else. If you're a part 
of it, there are countless op- 
portunities available for social 
functions and philanthropies, 
but if you are not part of it you 
have the same opportunity 
through other venues and out- 
lets." 

Chapters look for different 
qualities in their pledge class- 
es, Gadzala said.

"One thing that would 
make greek life at Northwest- 
ern different is that it is not 
only socially focused.

Band members have been 
practicing three times a day, 
from 8:30 a.m. to noon, 1:30 to

Tracz said. 

Band members will resume 
their normal rehearsal schedule 
Aug. 19, practicing Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Fridays from 
3:30 to 5:20 p.m. 

During camp, band members 
practice in different instrumen- 
tal sections and as a group. 
They rehearse six pregame 
pieces, five halftime marches 
and several chants. A few 
pieces include Ceremony of Al- 
legiance, Wildcat March, Wild- 
cat Victory and the Wabash 
Cannonball. 

Susan DeVore, section 
leader, said it is usually hot out- 
side, which can elicit com- 
plaints from band members.

Schafer said. "When you have 
tens of thousands of people 
looking at you, it's such a rush. 
All the work and practice really 
pays off." 

With camp behind them, 
band members are anticipating 
the first game. 

"I have two things I'm really 
looking forward to," DeVore 
said. "First, the adrenaline rush 
you feel when you're in front of 
the crowd. Second, I can't wait 
to see the look on the fresh- 
men's faces when they go out 
on the field for the first time." 

Tracz said the first game is a 
big motivation for band mem- 
bers. He said new band mem- 
bers gain a solid understanding 
of the impact the band makes 
at games and former members 
relive the excitement. 

Tracz said the band plays a 
vital role at K-State. 

"The band is the spirit and 
the heartbeat of any athletic 
event," Tracz said.

Jimmy John's 

Restaurant review

MONDAYS 

Jimmy John s 

keeps it simple, 

yet so good 



The sandwich is about the most 
basic of food items - bread, meat, 
cheese, and possibly some vegeta- 
bles and condiments. Simple 
enough yet still so good. 

That's what 
I like about 
Jimmy John's. 
They keep it 
good and sim- 
ple. While oth- 
er sandwich 
shops are try- 
ing to gather 
customers by 
offering differ- 
ent kinds of 
bread, more 
vegetables and 
new sauces, 
Jimmy John's 
attracts the 

college student with fresh bread, 
bigger subs (eight inches rather 
than six) and late-night hours (they 
close at 3 a.m.). 

The Jimmy John's in Aggieville 
is no exception. I visited the sand- 
wich shop the other day and had 
the Beach Club: turkey, avocado 
spread, cucumber, sprouts, lettuce, 
tomato and mayonnaise on French 
bread. 

Despite the overload on sprouts 
and lettuce, which is easily reme- 
died, it was a wonderful sandwich. 
Simple, yet good. The avocado 
added a subtle extra flavor, and it's 
an ingredient in several different 
subs on the menu. 

But hands down, my favorite 
part about Jimmy John's is the 
French bread. It tastes like real 
French bread, rather than that air- 
puffed, processed carbohydrate 
substance. 

If you are thinking, "What's real 
bread versus fake bread?," the dif- 
ference in taste and texture is com- 
parable to real potatoes versus in- 
stant. Jimmy John's has real French 
bread - a harder-shelled crust and 
a soft inside, not that other mushy 
bread or that dry, toasted bread 
that could cut your cheek when 
you bite into it. They also have 
thickly-sliced wheat bread, but I 
am not a wheat fan myself. 

Also, you know the bread is 
fresh at Jimmy John's because they 
set their bread from yesterday out 
on the counter and sell it for the 
low, low price of $0.48 a loaf. One 
day old and the bread is still good 
... yet simple. Noticing a theme? 

Extra points awarded to Jimmy 
John's for the atmosphere. There is 
a cafe-style atmosphere with wood- 
en seats (as opposed to plastic 
benches), dim lighting and an array 
of vintage-style signs on the walls 
that read, "Hippies use side door," 
"Your mother wants you to eat Jim- 
my John's," and "We'd love to see 
you naked, but state law requires 
you to wear shirt and shoes." 

The only area Jimmy John's gets 
marked down for is their prepack- 
aged and, in my opinion, over- 
priced ($1.50 each) cookies. 

They taste decent enough, but 
I've had better chocolate chip and 
much better oatmeal raisin, which 
had too much ginger for me. But 
honestly, after finishing my eight- 
inch sub, I didn't have much room 
for a monster cookie anyway. 

Other than their overpriced 
cookies, Jimmy John's has competi- 
tive prices with other sub sandwich 
shops. They also keep their prices 
simple, offering six plain sandwich- 
es each for $2.50, seven basic subs 
for $3.50, 10 club subs for $4.50 
and one sub for $6.50, named the 
Gargantuan. 

Simply put, Jimmy John's proves 
not all sandwiches are created 
equal.

Reuters journalist killed in Iraq

LONDON - A Reuters cam- 
eraman was shot and killed 
Sunday while working near a 
U.S. -run prison on the out- 
skirts of Baghdad, the Lon- 
don-based news agency said. 

Witnesses reported that 
Mazen Dana, 41, was filming 
outside Abu Ghraib prison in 
western Baghdad when he was 
shot, Reuters said. 

A Reuters staffer told The 
Associated Press in Baghdad 
that Dana, a Palestinian, ap- 
peared to have been shot by 
U.S. soldiers as he was video- 
taping outside the Abu Ghraib 
prison after a mortar attack 
there Sunday, in which six 
prisoners were killed and 
about 60 others were wound- 
ed. 

The staffer, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said 
the videotape in Dana's cam- 
era showed two U.S. tanks 
coming toward him, two shots, 
apparently from the tanks, 
rang out and Dana fell to the

ground. He was taken away by 
a U.S. helicopter for treatment. 

"Mazen was one of Reuters' 
finest cameramen, and we are 
devastated by his loss. He was 
a brave and an award-winning 
journalist who had worked in 
many of the world's hotspots," 
Stephen Jukes, Reuters' global 
head of news, said in a state- 
ment. 

"He was committed to cov- 
ering the story, wherever it 
was, and he was an inspiration 
to friends and colleagues at 
Reuters and throughout the 



industry." 

A U.S. military statement 
issued in Baghdad confirmed 
"a fatal accident involving a 
civilian at Abu Ghraib prison" 
and said an investigation was 
underway. 

Dana's death brings the 
number of journalists killed in 
Iraq since the war started 
March 20 to 17 

An outspoken critic of the 
Israeli government's treatment 
of journalists, Dana was hon- 
ored by the Committee to Pro- 
tect Journalists with an Inter- 
national Press Freedom Award 
in November 2001 for his 
work covering conflict in his 
hometown of Hebron in the 
West Bank. He was shot at 
least three times in 2000, ac- 
cording to the citation on the 
group's Web site. 

"Words and images are a 
public trust and for this reason 
I will continue with my work 
regardless of the hardships, 
even if it costs me my life," 
Dana said after accepting the 
award.

years, then he entered the 
business field. 

After working in various 
leadership positions for 22 
years, Galle said he then pur- 
chased his own company. Cen- 
tral Kansas Hatchery, to raise 
turkeys. After retirement, he 
moved to Manhattan. 

Galle said he also has 
gained experience throughout 
his life from Kansas higher ed- 
ucation. He has volunteered 
with the KSU Foundation 
serving as a chairman of the 
executive committee, and is 
now a member of the Board of 
Trustees. He also has served 
on the Hesston College Presi- 
dents' Advisory Council. 

Galle said he has no specif- 
ic goals right now - only a 
general goal of maintaining 
quality education at the 
Kansas schools. 

"My goals are pretty broad 
right now because I am new to 
the position and have to learn 
the job," he said. "I have the 
time to devote to this job and 
am very proud to serve the 
people of Kansas on the Board 
of Regents."

Indonesian police arrest 9 in hotel blast

JAKARTA, Indonesia - Inves- 
tigators have arrested nine 
people in the Aug. 5 attack on 
the Marriott Hotel in Jakarta 
that killed 12 people and 
wounded nearly 150, the na- 
tional police chief said Sun- 
day. 

Gen. Da'i Bachtiar said the 
nine suspects were picked up 
in separate raids over the past 
week. He gave no details on 
the arrests or the suspects. 

He said the total number of 
suspects so far in the attack 
was 10, including the apparent 
suicide bomber, who police 
have identified as Asmar Latin 
Sani, based on body parts re- 
covered after the blast. 

Bachtiar's announcement 
came two days after the arrest 
in Thailand of Riduan Isamud- 
din, an Indonesian better 
known as Hambali who is the 



alleged mastermind of an al- 
Qaeda campaign of bombings 
in Southeast Asia, including 
the Marriott blast and the Oct. 
12 bombings of two nightclubs 
on Bah Island that killed 200 
people. 

Hambali heads the al-Qae- 
da-linked terror group Jemaah 
Islamiyah, which is blamed for 
both attacks. He is now being 
interrogated by U.S. investiga- 
tors in an undisclosed loca- 
tion. 

On Sunday, Thai Prime 
Minister Thaksin Shinawatra 
said a Hambali accomplice 
tried to scout the venue of 
an upcoming Asia Pacific 
Economic Cooperation su 
mmit that will be attended by 
President Bush and 20 
other world leaders in Octo- 
ber. 

That reinforced investiga- 
tors' suspicions that Jemaah 
Islamiyah was plotting an at- 
tack on the October summit. 



U.S. Deputy Secretary of 
State Richard Armitage said it 
would be foolish to assume 
that Hambali's arrest ended 
the threat of an attack on the 
summit. 

"We have a top planner, we 
do not have all the members 
of al-Qaeda in our possession, 
or Jemaah Islamiyah in this 
case," he told Australian televi- 
sion in an interview aired Sun- 
day. 

Thaksin said he did not ex- 
pect revenge attacks against 
Thailand for the arrest. "But 
they surely have a lot of other 
targets to go first," he said, 
adding that the United States 
is a chief possibility. 

Indonesian President 

Megawati Sukarnoputri spoke 
with Bush on Sunday and 
asked that Indonesia be given 
access to Hambali because of 
his suspected involvement in 
the Indonesia blasts and earli- 
er bombings.

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Journalists voice concern over shootings

BAGHDAD, Iraq - Fellow jour- 
nalists accused U.S. troops of 
negligence in the shooting death 
of a Reuters cameraman, saying 
it was clear the victim was a 
newsman when soldiers on two 
tanks opened fire. 

Press advocacy groups called 



for an investigation. 

Mazen Dana was shot and 
killed by U.S. soldiers Sunday 
while videotaping near a U.S.- 
run prison on the outskirts of 
Baghdad. The U.S. Army said its 
soldiers mistook his camera 
for a rocket-propelled grenade 
launcher. 

Press advocacy groups Re- 
porters Without Borders and the 



U.S. -based Committee to Protect 
Journalists demanded a full in- 
vestigation into the shooting. 

Reporters Without Borders 
urged Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld to conduct an "honest, 
rapid" investigation. The group 
also noted that there have been 
isolated cases in which soldiers 
in Iraq have been hostile to the 
news media. 



"Such behavior is unaccept- 
able and must be punished. It is 
essential that clear instructions 
and calls for caution are given to 
soldiers in the field so that free- 
dom of movement and work of 
journalists is accepted in Iraq," 
the group said in a statement. 

The film Dana shot showed a

One of K-State's pioneers in 
bringing K- State Libraries into 
the digital age will retire at the 
end of the fiscal year. 

Dean of Libraries Brice Ho- 
brock, who has worked at 
K-State since 1982, will end his 
tenure at the university in late 
June. 

Hobrock, who oversees the 

main campus 

library and its 
four branches, 
was instru- 
mental in the 
design and 
construction 
of Hale Li- 
brary in 1997. 
During his 
years at Brice Hobrock 

K-State, both DEAN OF LIBRARIES 

library staff 

and library funding saw sharp 

increases. Hobrock also 

founded the Friends of K-State 

Libraries. 

K-State Libraries will unveil 
Hobrock's latest project 
Wednesday. CATnet is designed 
as a digital library, through 
which users can gain access to 
library information faster and 
easier. 

Elizabeth Unger, vice 
provost and dean of academic 
services and technology, helped 
Hobrock spearhead the project 
and said his vision is essential 
to the site's implementation. 

"The one thing that people 
need to realize is how forward- 
looking he was to see that the 
digital library was the wave of 
the future," Unger said. "He is 
a visionary and has done a su- 
perb job of putting K-State far 
ahead of other institutions in 
terms of digital libraries." 

Provost James Coffman said 
he believes the new digital li- 
brary is the start of a new era 
for K-State and that Hobrock's 
assistance was a large part of 
its success. 

"He, along with Dean 
Unger, have done a masterful 
job of recognizing the library's 
technologies in looking to the 
future," Coffman said. "They 
have merged two cultures: the 
library culture and the comput- 
er culture." 

Hobrock said, however, that 
after his work at K-State ends, 
he simply wants to be known 
for making information

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Service providers 
flooded with calls

With more than 20,000 
students flocking back to 
K-State, basic service 
providers have been over- 
whelmed with requests. 

At Westar Energy, gas and 
electric service requests are 
busy this time of year, but the 
employees are keeping up, 
Karla Olsen, Westar represen- 
tative, said. 

"There was kind of a rush 
at the beginning of the month," 
she said. "We know it is going 
to happen. Mondays and Fri- 
days are also a very, very busy 
time for that kind of thing." 

Olsen said the average time 
for new service being 
switched on this month was 
two to three days. 

But the Collegian called 
Westar Energy's customer ser- 
vice line and was told cus- 
tomers calling this week were 
getting service activated in 48 
hours. However, at the begin- 
ning of the month, service ac- 
tivation was delayed up to a 
week and a half. 

The delays, Olsen said, 
could be a result of credit. 

"It all may be a credit issue 
and if someone doesn't have 
credit in their name," she said. 
"Students usually don't have 
credit or haven't had the op- 
portunity to get it. Each ac- 
count is individual." 

Olsen said she suggests new 
residents visit the Westar Ener- 
gy Web site, www.wr.com, be- 
fore they actually move to en- 
sure their lights are on. 

"If they are not physically 
there yet, they can go onto 
our Web site and there is a 
section there for moving and 
setting up new service. Usual- 
ly it's better not to call the

same day. If you can call in 
advance, that's the best thing 
to do." 

Between Aug. 2 and Aug. 
13, the City of Manhattan 
Public Works Department 
filled 756 work orders for wa- 
ter related requests. Gary 
Fees, city clerk and communi- 
cations manager, said the re- 
quests are being filled quickly. 

"That's pretty high, but 
compared to this time in past 
years, it's about average," Fees 
said. 

City employees have pre- 
pared for the volume of re- 
quests, he said. 

"Our crews have anticipat- 
ed this, and they block some 
time to make sure they do 
these. We try to do them the 
same day," Fees said. 

Cox Communications also 
has seen an increase in re- 
quests as well. 

With the higher volume of 
calls recently, he said the train- 
ing center potential employees 
to handle the workload. 

Cable and Internet requests 
should be made up to a 
month in advance. 

"The main thing is calling a 
week or two in advance. If 
you know the address and the 
date you know you are going 
to move, the best thing is to 
call now so you can set it up 
any time of the day you are 
available," a customer service 
representative said. 



Police activity increases as students return to city

The increased number of 
residents as the school year be- 
gins has created some extra 
work for the local police. 

To handle the higher vol- 
ume, the Riley County Police 
Department has more units out 
on patrol, Sgt. Troy Hensley 
said. 

"We limit the amount of 
leave time officers can take 
during the first few weeks of 
school and during football 
games," he said. "We black out 
peak times for officers to take 
days off so, by extension, there 
are more cars on patrol." 

The number of phone calls 
to the police increases as stu- 
dents return for the fall. Hens- 
ley said. The amount of viola- 
tions and crime also increases, 
especially for noise violations, 
DUIs and fights. 

Hensley said Manhattan res- 
idents grow accustomed to qui- 
et summers and often are irri- 
tated by loud stereos and 
parties of returning K-State stu- 
dents. This irritation results in 
more calls to the police for 
noise violations. Other prob- 
lems arise from new or return- 
ing students who feel a new 
sense of freedom. 

"Students being away from 
home gives them more inde- 
pendence. They think they're 
bulletproof, and students make 
some mistakes," Hensley said. 
"It generally takes a few weeks 
before they realize they have to 
hit the books." 

To resolve the issues result- 
ing from the semester's start, 
patrol assignments are shifted 
to concentrate more on areas

where students tend to concen- 
trate, he said. This includes 
Aggieville and the neighbor- 
hoods surrounding campus, es- 
pecially those to the east and 
south of the university, where 
there is a large concentration of 
rental properties. 

Capt. Brad Schoen said the 
RCPD also operates several 
DUI checkpoints throughout 
the fall. 

The checkpoints usually are 
early on Sunday mornings, he 
said, and are located in areas 
where police statistics show 
high numbers of violations 
from people driving while in- 
toxicated. 

Schoen said checkpoints are 
announced in advertisements 
in the Manhattan Mercury and 
on the KMAN radio station the 
day before. They also are an- 
nounced in official press releas- 
es from the RCPD. 

"We have only one date 
scheduled for Aug. 23 because 
our contract is under review," 
Schoen said. "The contract is 
being renewed through the 
state, so other dates are still 
tentative." 

Lucas Oplinger, who works 
at Classic Wine and Spirits on 
Seth Child Road, said he has 
noticed more activity because 
students are returning. 

"There's been a lot of parties 
around my house, people 
drinking until three or four in 
the morning," Oplinger said. 
"The parties are loud, but I un- 
derstand. There's not anything 
else to do." 

Ophnger said students can 
be a little rowdy, but he does 
not see too much of a problem 
with most of the behavior. 

"That's the fun of the new

semester," he said. "Most of 
what happens is harmless. It's 
most peoples' first time away 
from home, so they will proba- 
bly go a little nuts. I know I 
did when I first came here." 

Although he said he does 
not feel that most of the behav- 
ior that goes along with the end 
of summer is a major problem, 
Oplinger said he admits that 
students can be an annoyance 
to residents used to the quiet 
summer. 

He said he also feels that 
students do make mistakes that 
must be dealt with. DUIs, 
fights and disrespect for other 
people are especially a prob- 



lem, he said. 

Oplinger said he is happy 
with the more active police 
presence since the influx of 
people to town. 

"The police are acting ap- 
propriately," he said. "They 
catch a lot of flack, but they're 
doing their job making the 
town a safer place." 

Police cannot handle every 
problem, he said, and students 
out on their own must realize 
there are rules to be followed. 

"We are adults," Oplinger 
said. "It's our job as citizens to 
stop drunk driving and other 
things. It's our responsibility to 
act like adults."

Rec installs new computer program; 
cardio equipment to arrive shortly

Students visiting tlie Chester 
E. Peters Recreation Complex 
may not see big differences this 
fall, but employees have been 
working throughout the sum- 
mer to install a new computer 
software program that will 
make the rec more user- 
friendly. 

The new program, from 
BNW Software Inc., replaces 
one that had been used in the 
facility for the past three years, 
Raydon Robel, Recreational 
Services director, said. 

"The system that we had be- 
fore was an older software pro- 
gram that could basically no 
longer handle the quantity of 
people that we have on campus 
and through the facility," he 
said. "We did some investiga- 
tion and found a software pro- 
gram that we found campus-re- 
lated." 

After six to eight months of 
testing, the new program was 
found to be more user-friendly 
and easier to use for the stu- 
dent workers at the front desk, 
said Paul Sizemore, network 
administrator for the Rec Com- 
plex. 

"The old software wasn't 
quite friendly for the university 
standards," he said. "It was 
more for membership-type fit-

ness centers." 

Sizemore said the new pro- 
gram took one week to install 
and no major setbacks oc- 
curred. 

"I'm rather happy how 
smooth it has gone," he said. 

Although the new program 
handles more information, 
Sizemore said it won't shorten 
the wait for those students 
wanting to enter the facility 
during peak times, such as ear- 



ly morning and at 5 p.m. 

"It will be about the same 
amount of time just because it's 
the act of swiping a card," he 
said. "It does react a little 
faster, but that's only a matter 
of seconds." 

In addition to the computer 
program, Robel said new car- 
dio equipment, including ellip- 
tical machines, will be arriving 
at the Rec Complex early in the 
fall semester, depending on 
shipping dates. 

"We will have some equip- 
ment traded out and some pur- 
chased new," he said. "They 
will replace elliptical and other 
cardio machines that have been 
overused." 

Intramural sports programs 
haven't seen any changes. Steve 
Martini, associate director of 
Recreational Services, said in- 
tramural sports' registration has 
a similar procedure to previous 
years. 

This, he said, means stu- 
dents interested in fall activities 
need to start preparing for the 
season soon. 

"When registering for team 
sports, the thing to remember is 
that if you get in the office ear- 
lier in the week, you get to pick 
the play time," he said. 

"There are more choices, 
and it's a good idea to get the 
entry form turned in early for 
team sports." 



Increased nighttime patrols hit West Virginia 
communities, streets near series of shootings

CAMPBELLS CREEK, 
W.Va. - Pohce stepped up 
their patrols and conducted 
door-to-door interviews in this 
mountain valley, hoping to 
calm residents fearful that a 
potential serial killer lurks in 
their midst. 

Two residents from Camp- 
bells Creek were killed Thurs- 
day - one in the town itself - 
and police said their deaths, 
along with an earlier killing, 
could be the work of a single 
shooter. 

As night fell Sunday, five 
patrol cars patrolled the area 
- usually a job undertaken 
by two units. 

Several officers began in- 
terviewing residents at their 
homes, searching for clues 
and hoping to reassure ner- 
vous homeowners. 

"It has a calming effect on 
the public," Chief Deputy 
Phil Morris said. 

Under the glow of a porch 
light, children playing ball in 
Margaret Meador's yard 
quickly took cover and 
clutched their bat for protec- 
tion whenever an unfamiliar 
car passed by. 

Meador's grandson, Pat 
O'Connor, said the increased 
patrols made him think that 
investigators believe the

shooter lives in the neighbor- 
hood. "It makes you leery of 
being outside," O'Connor said. 

All three killings had been 
after dark near gas stations or 
convenience stores. 

Morris recommended that 
residents do their shopping 
during the day and not go to 
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gas stations at night alone. 

Police stopped black trucks 
with tinted windows and ex- 
tended cabs; witnesses de- 
scribed seeing such a vehicle 
at the shootings. 

Authorities also were scru- 
tinizing video from surveil- 
lance cameras. 

"There is no suspect at this 
point," Morris said Sunday. 

O'Connor said his family 
had gathered Sunday night to 
prepare for the funeral of his 
newborn daughter, Katie, who 
died the same night Jeanie 
Patton, 31, and Okey Mead- 
ows Jr., 26, both of Campbells 
Creek, were slain.

Fall rowing season draws near 



New coach, team 
members set for 
shakedown year

Tuttle Creek will be stirring 
once again as the K-State 
rowing team puts its oars 
in the water to begin a new 
era this fall. 

After taking over the rowing pro- 
gram seven years ago, Coach Jenny 
Hale resigned last May, citing per- 
sonal reasons. 

She was the first K-State coach 
since the program moved to NCAA 
Division I status in 1996. 

Enter Patrick Sweeney. 

Sweeney, a native of London, 
England, brings more than 27 years 
of coaching experience to K-State. 

He will use all of that experience 
as he inherits a team that lost seven 
seniors and a program that has only 
known one way of doing things. 

"We are really excited to have a 
new coach and to be shown a new 
perspective" Lori Holcomb, a senior 
from Manhattan, said. 

Lacking both experience and 
depth, the 2003-04 season will be a 
building year for Sweeney and the 
senior rowers. 

Despite having a mountain to 
climb, expectations this season re- 
main manageable. 

"I expect this year's team to really 
help lift the level and standard of the 
program," Sweeney said. 

Senior Courtney Franssen, a na- 
tive of Glenvil, Neb., said she agrees 
with her new coach. 

"I just hope the seniors can help 
build the program up for the future 
rowers at K-State," she said. 

Although there are only three 
schools in the Big 12 Conference 
with varsity rowing - K-State,

Kansas and Texas - Sweeney said 
the Central Region is one of the 
toughest in the nation. 

Texas, for example, displayed its 
power last season by making its first 
trip to the NCAA Champion- 
ships, where it finished 
a program-best 13th 
place. 

"There is plenty of 
competition out there 
and we have to compete 
well in the region to 
make it to nationals," 
Sweeney said. 

Practice for the row- 
ers will begin the sec- 
ond day of classes, and 
their first competition 
will be Sept. 27 at the 
Head of the Des 
Moines in Des Moines, 
Iowa. 

Although practice 
has not officially start- 
ed, Holcomb said the rowers have 
been working out individually during

the summer in preparation for the 
season. 

K-State will compete in three re- 
gattas this fall with the season kick- 
ing into high gear this spring. 

In 2002, the Wildcats swept 
Kansas 24-0 for the first 
time in school history. 
While that battle was 
fought in Lawrence, this 
year's showdown will be 
in Manhattan. 

"It is always fun to 
beat KU, especially the 
way we beat them last 
year," Holcomb said. 

Even though there 
are many questions yet 
to be answered for a 
program on the rise, 
there is plenty of excite- 
ment in the water.

New rowing 
coach ready 
to take on 
challenges

The best coaches often rely on ex- 
perience to make their programs suc- 
cessful. New head rowing coach 
Patrick Sweeney is no exception. 

Sweeney, 50, has been involved in 
rowing since age 12. Working his 
way through the ranks, he helped the 
British National Team to three 
Olympic Games, winning a silver 
medal in 1976 and a bronze medal in 
1988, along with eight World Cham- 
pionships. 

As an international coach, he has 
taken 11 crews to the World Cham- 
pionships and four Olympic Games. 
Sweeney's collegiate coaching career 
began in 1980, when he led Univer- 
sity of California to four national 
championships. He comes to K-State 
after spending one year as the associ- 
ate men's varsity coach at Stanford 
University. 

Sweeney said the opportunity to 
coach in Manhattan was simply per- 
fect. 

"I was looking for a program to 
build and to be able to develop ath- 
letes, and K-State fulfilled both of 
those," Sweeney said. 

He and his wife, Martha, also 
were looking for a more stable life 
for their family. They have a 4-year- 
old daughter, Toula. 

"Being an international coach, I'm 
on the road six months out of the 
year, and I have a young daughter at 
home. I think Manhattan will be a 
nice place to live," Sweeney said. 

Along with the challenge of taking

Riley County has a new as- 
sistant to help residents find 
their way around the area. 

In March, the county 
launched the Riley County 
Community Geographic Infor- 
mation System (GIS) Web site, 
www.gis.cico.org. 

John Cowan, GIS coordina- 
tor, said the site links informa- 
tion with a geographic location. 

"A phone book is another 
example of a geographic infor- 
mation system," he said. "It 
links information, a person's 
name, with a geographic loca- 
tion, an address." 

Cowan said the site was cre- 
ated for easier access to infor- 
mation. 

"It's a way of putting infor- 
mation out to the public and 
making it more readily avail- 
able so they don't have to come 
into our office to get the infor- 
mation," he said.

"People can use the informa- 
tion on the Web site to find a 
tennis court, where to vote, or 
who owns the property next 
door," he said. "Depending on 
who you are depends on why 



you'd use the Web site." 

Cowan said students might 
want to use the Web site for 
recreation or entertainment 
purposes. 

"They might want to find out 
where a bowling alley is or 
where to get a car tag," he said. 
"They might also have an ad- 
dress and need to know where 
it's at." 

Shawn Hutchison, assistant 
professor of geography, said it 
also is possible to use the GIS

"We've had some feedback 
about students being unsure 
about where to park," Kennedy 
said. "There are 40 spaces for 
students right next to the build- 
ing." 

Zweimiller said he hopes ex- 
terior signs identifying building 
entrances and parking would 
be in place within the next cou- 
ple of weeks. 

Lafene now is using tempo- 
rary signs to identify those ar- 
eas. 

Although Lafene employees 
have to purchase a K-State 
parking permit with a Mercy 
Health Center overlay to avoid 
getting a ticket, patients or 
clients of Lafene won't need a 
pass to park in the visitor lot, 
Darwin Abbott, director of 
Parking Services, said. 

Abbott said he hopes stu- 
dents won't try to take advan- 
tage of the parking spots meant 
for Lafene patients, and he said 
there would be consequences 



for doing so. 

"We hope it won't be a prob- 
lem - that will just clog up that 
area," he said. "And between 
the several users of that area, 
cars can be towed out of there 
just like anywhere else." 

Kennedy said the location 
change will be positive because 
students can count on having a 
place to park if they are stop- 
ping by on their way to or from 
school. However, she said she 
isn't sure whether the longer 
walking distance from campus 
will be a disadvantage. Students 
might rethink the timing of ap- 
pointments since the health 
center isn't in the middle cam- 
pus anymore. 

Kennedy said that so far, 
Lafene has been seeing compa- 
rable numbers of patients as in 
past years at this time. 

Zweimiller said he agreed 
that the move hasn't seemed to 
hurt the number of patients 
they see. 

"They seem to be finding us," 
he said.

THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 

WASHINGTON, D.C. - 
North Korea could be a sub- 
ject of a U.S. -led, 11-country 
effort to develop skills for 
blocking transfer of weapons 
of mass destruction by sea, air 
and land, the Bush administra- 
tion said Monday. 

The first such exercises, in- 
volving planning for high-seas 
interdictions, will take place 
next month off the coast of 
Australia shortly after North 
Korea disarmament talks are 
held in China. 

State Department spokes- 
man Richard Boucher told 
reporters Monday that the ex- 
ercises are not aimed solely at 
North Korea. 

"It's a global initiative with 
global reach and it's aimed at 
stopping the flow of weapons 
of mass destruction, missiles 
and related materials," Bouch- 
er said. 

But he noted that North Ko- 
rea has a long history of in- 
volvement in proliferation activ- 
ities. 

"If North Korea wants to 
continue to aggressively prolif- 
erate missiles and related tech- 
nologies, it might find itself af- 
fected by this initiative," he 
said.

White House officials said 
the upcoming exercises were 
designed with North Korea in 
mind, without limiting the ini- 
tiative's reach to the commu- 
nist nation. 

Presidential press secretary 
Scott McClellan called North 
Korea "probably the most seri- 
ous proliferator of missile 
technologies." 

The administration contin- 
ues to seek to expand the so- 
called Proliferation Security 
Initiative, first announced by 
Bush in Krakow, Poland, in 
May, by looking for new mem- 
bers and exploring additional 
capabilities, said Sean McCor- 
mack, a White House spokes- 
man on national security is- 
sues. 

U.S. officials have said pre- 



viously that North Korea has 
sold missiles to Syria and Iran 
and has engaged in a deter- 
mined marketing campaign in 
other countries. 

Boucher described North 
Korea and Iran as "two of 
the greatest proliferators in 
the world - potential 
proliferators." 

Joining with the United States 
in the September exercises will 
be Australia, France, Germany, 
Italy, Japan, the Netherlands, 
Poland, Portugal, Spain and 
the United Kingdom. 

At the Aug. 27-29 talks in 
China, the United States will 
demand that North Korea shut 
down its nuclear weapons pro- 
grams verifiably and perma- 
nently. North Korea is ex- 
pected to be seeking security 
guarantees and economic ben- 
efits in return. 

In addition to the United 
States and North Korea, other 
participants at the Beijing talks 
will be South Korea, Japan, 
China and Russia. 

President Bush said it will 
be difficult to convince North 
Korean leader Kim Jong II - 
who "loves the idea of, you 
know, making people nervous 
and rattling sabres and getting 
the world all anxious" - to 
give up his nuclear weapons 
program. But, Bush said in an 



interview last week with 
Armed Forces Radio and Tele- 
vision Service in Miramar, 
Calif., he beheves it can be 
done diplomatically. 

"It's going to take a lot of 
persuasion by countries be- 
sides the United States to con- 
vince him," said Bush, accord- 
ing to a transcript released 
Monday by the White House. 

Meeting China's leaders 
Monday in Beijing, Australian 
Prime Minister John Howard 
said, "The North Korean nu- 
clear threat is about as real 
and serious a threat as we can 
have anywhere in either the 
region or the world." 

Meanwhile, North Korea 
warned Monday that Japan 
could spoil the Beijing talks 
with its insistence on raising the 
issue of Japanese citizens ab- 
ducted to the North years ago. 

North Korea touched off a 
political firestorm in Japan last 
September when it acknowl- 
edged that its agents abducted 
or lured 13 Japanese nationals 
in the 1970s. It said eight had 
died. 

Boucher seemed to have no 
objection to any such Japanese 
effort to raise the issues in Bei- 
jing, suggesting that the talks 
won't necessarily be limited to 
North Korea's nuclear 
weapons program.

tank driving toward him. Six 
shots were heard, and the cam- 
era appeared to tilt forward and 
drop to the ground after the 
first shot. 

"We were all there for at 
least half an hour. They knew 
we were journalists. After they 
shot Mazen, they aimed their 
guns at us. I don't think it was 
accident. They are very tense. 
They are crazy," said Stephan 
Breitner of France 2 television. 

Breitner said soldiers tried to 
resuscitate Dana but failed. 

A U.S. military official said 
on condition of anonymity that 
American soldiers saw Dana 
from a distance and mistook 
him for an Iraqi guerrilla, so 
they opened fire. When the sol- 
diers came closer, they realized 
Dana was a journalist, the offi- 
cial said. 

"This is clearly another trag- 
ic incident, it is extremely re- 
grettable," Central Command 
spokesman Sgt. Maj. Lewis 
Matson said. 

Dana's driver, Munzer Ab- 
bas, said Dana had got out of 
the car when he saw the tanks 



approaching. 

"We saw a tank, 50 meters 
away. I heard six shots, and 
Mazen fell to the ground. One 
of the soldiers started shouting 
at us, but when he knew we 
were journahsts, he softened. 
One of the soldiers told us they 
thought Mazen was carrying a 
rocket-propelled grenade," said 
Abbas. 

"There were many journal- 
ists around. They knew we 
were journalists. This was not 
an accident," he said. 

Reuters quoted soundman 
Nael al-Shyoukhi, who was 
with Dana, as saying that the 
U.S. soldiers "saw us and they 
knew about our identities and 
our mission. 

"Mazen was one of Reuters' 
finest cameramen, and we are 
devastated by his loss. He was 
a brave and an award-winning 
journalist who had worked in 
many of the world's hotspots," 
said Stephen Jukes, Reuters' 
global head of news, in a state- 
ment. 

Dana's death brings to 13 
the number of journalists who 
were killed in Iraq since the 
start of the war March 20.

Suicide bomber leaves 20 dead in attack's wake, including top U.N. envoy

BAGHDAD, Iraq - A cement 
truck packed with explosives deto- 
nated outside the offices of the top 
U.N envoy in Iraq on Tuesday, 
killing him and 19 other people 
and devastating the UN head 
quarters in an unprecedented sui 
cide attack against (he world 



body At least 100 people were 
wounded. 

The bombing blasted a b-foot- 
deep crater in the ground, shred- 
ded the facade of the Canal Hotel 
housing U.N ofTices and stunned 
an organization that had been 
welcomed by many Iraqis, in con 
Irast to the U.S. -led occupation 
forces. 

Except for a newly built 



concrete wall, UN officials at the 
headquarters refused the sort of 
heavy security that the US mill 
tary has put up around some sen 
si live civilian sites. 

The United Nations did not 
want a large American presence 
outside, Salim Lone, the UN 
spokesman in the Iraqi capital, 
said 

Emergency workers pulled 



bloodied survivors from the rubble 
and lined up the dead in body 
bags Survivors reported other vic- 
tims still buried.

llie logic and facts behind many of 
their ailments are solid it is true that 
unwed couples can receive a number of 
the same benefits that spouses are entitled 
to in state sanctioned tnarriagcs It is also 
true, proven by survey after survey, that a 
majority of Americans feel that marriage is 
traditionally a uni<m between a man and a 
woman

stone r»f ctur society," people certainly have 
not shown much interest in upholding the 
inviolability of marriage until a minority 
wants the same rights as those granted to 
the majority 

Maybe it's a religious thing Uf the 
many types of families that can be found in 
the Holy Scripture, it is a bit surprising not 
to find samesex couples included There's 
a bit of shcKk while browsing through 
Deuterimomy to find thai rape victims 
should settle dctwn with their attackers. 

Many cite the passages pertaining to

Library chooses 
to fund project

There is new technology in 
Hale Library and new security 
features to protect it. 

Durinf the summer, Hale in 
stalled a digital library and 
compact shelving to better 
serve studenU. faculty and staff 

The digital library, called 
CATnet, is a new way of 
searching Hale's electronic re 
sources, said Laurel Liltrell. as- 
sistant dean for user services 

"II combines a lot of scpa 
rate searches we used previous- 
ly." she said "Por the under 
graduate researcher, lis ;i 
one-stop search that will be far 
superior to places they may 
have searched before, such as 
Google, 

"This will search scholarly 
resources such as eleclronic 
journals, books in our collec- 
tion and information the uni 
venity has placed online" 

Littrell said the library ha!> 
been seriously working on the 
CATnet project for the pasi two 
to three years and (hat il will he 
ready to use today 

Littrell said CATnet was de 
veloped through |oini efforts 
between K-Stale and Endeavor, 
a company that the funding for 
the prefect came from u variety 



of university and library 
sources, 

jean Darbyshire, director of 
administrative services, said al 
though the project has been 
funded over its development, 
there might be some costs that 
the library will need to take out 
a loan to cover 

Darbyshire said the compact 
shelving, which provides more 
room for a growing collection 
of books and articles by placing 
shelves vcrj' close tt^ether and 
using an electronic track to 
move shelves away from each 
other, was an intended feature 
of Hale when it was renovated 
in 1997. 

She said that during the ren- 
ovation, there was not enough 
money to purchase all of the 
equipment it took to fmish the 
inside of the library, so Hale 
has been periodically adding 
shelving 

She said some of the funding 
came from Hale's budget but 
some wilt have to be paid off by 
a loan Because Hale has been 
adding new technology' and ser- 
vices periodically, new security 
features were installed to make 
the building more secure both 
for the people and equipment 
in it. Littrell said 

Darbyshire said ihey have 
added delayed alarm systems 
that will go off and keep (he 
doors from opening if a person 
tries to leave Hale through a 
fire exit 

She said the change allows 
Hale employees to make sure 



people are entering and exiting 
through areas that are moni- 
tored. 

She said that in the future, a 
swipe card entrance will be in- 
stalled 

She said this entrance won't 
be Used for (he majority of the 
day, bul at a certain point in 
the evening it will be turned on 
and students will be able to en- 
ter and exit only by swiping 
their student ID card 

"Thai way if technology has 
been taken, we will know who 
was in the library," Darbyshire 
said 

She said that although sur- 
veillance cameras had not been 
installed yet. Ihey probably 
would be in the future, 

Darbyshire said the added 
security features were mostly 
funded by university money, 
with a small portion being 
funded by loans the library 
plans to lake out. 

She said Kan.sas offers a 
loan situation with a reason- 
able interest rate to state ugen 
cies, and that she was hopeful 
thai they'd be able to pay off 
the loans in the next tew years 

Darbyshire said there are 
many things In lake into con- 
sideralinn when deciding which 
pro|ccls should be funded. 

She said there art a variety 
of ex pedal it ms to be tncl, in- 
cluding keeping Hale open as 
well as developing electronic 
resources so students can use 
the library online, even when 
the building itself is closed

In an immediate response, 
Israel halted all contacts with 
the Palestinian Authority, as 
well as (he hand over of two 
West Bank towns, Jericho and 
Qatqiliya, to Palestinian control. 

'Hie handover had been ex- 
pected later this week Israel 
also decided lo seal off the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip, a 
security source said. 



The powerful explosion

sections - shortly after 9 p m 

At the time, the bus was 
heading from the Wes(ern 
Wall, ludaism's holiest shrine, 
to an ultra Orthodox Jewish 
ncighborhrxid. 

In Washington, the White 
House deplored (he bombintr 
and offered sympalhies to the 
victims and their families 

"We condemn this vicious 
act of terrorism," said Sean 
McCormack, a spokesman on_ 
national security issues. "We

the RCPD has been attempting 
to pass control lo the USD 
383 school board 

"What happened was, when 
crossing guards don't show up 
for work, the police depart 
mcnl has lo put sonicorjc out 
there to lake over (heir duties," 
RCPD Director Mike Watson 
said "We end up pulling police 
off of the street to do that. 
When they are on crossing 
guard duties, they can't answer 
'Jl I calls We don't have un ex- 
cess of officers For that reason 
the former director and myself 
havf been trying lo function 
with what we believe is the ap- 
propriate place for it - the 
school syslem " 

Watson said the problem 
has become so bad in recenl 
years thai unly one or two offi 
cers are left on palrol duty 

The f<CI'D then look its 
proposal to turn over control 
to the school board to the law 
board, which resulted in the 
termination of Iht RCPfl 
crossing guard program as of 
Dec 3 1 , 2001 

The RCPD offered lo give 
$22,500 to the school board 
for their control of the pro 
gram from Aug. 20 to Dec, 31.

issues are keeping the school 
district back, but they arc ex- 
ploring all legal issues in* 
volved. 

"The obvious one is the lia- 
bility issue If there is some 
kind of accident, who's liable 
for thai' Thai's ihc same prob 
lem for the police departmeni 
or the city or whoever docs the 
program." he said "The other 
issue is whether Ihe school dis 
trie! can in fact assume re- 
sponsibility if there are any le 
gal barriers lo thai." 

The legal barriers are a re 
suit of a home rule law. which 
went into effect |uly 1, The law 
states that school districts can 
only do ihmgs that other gov 
ernment agencies are not do- 
ing. 

School board member Dave 
Colburn said the current inter 
pretation was ihai if the school 
district took control of the 
crossing guard program while 
RCPD was still officially in 
charge, it would be illegal 
Members will gel more de- 
tailed legal inlerprelations 
(roni Ihc stale ai their meeting 
at 7 tonight a I the Robinson 
Education Center 

School board members have 
questioned the need for cross- 
ing guards, and Walson said 
not all the locations need to be 
guarded by legal standards 

"There are some stale 
guidelines and federal guide- 
lines that determine where a 
critssing guard should be 
placed. There are only two nf 
ihe locutions in Manhattan 
that meet that criteria. Proba 
biy 11 of the crossing guards 
could be deleted," he said 

Colburn said he believes the 
program will run at a reduced 



level if the district lakes over 
Ian 1. 

"I think we will see a re- 
duced program, but I don't 
think we will see the program 
abandoned," he said 

Some alternative options to 
reduce costs would be busing 
children from neighborhoods 
that don't have a safe way for 
children to walk to school. 

"1 do foresee some service 
being reduced and things done 
differently,' Colburn said "H 
the school district does indeed 
do it, we will see various 
school personnel staffing some 
of those crossings, particularly 
where Ihey are adjacent to the 
school " 

Another option, Colburn 
said, is coiiibining playground 
and lunch supervisor duties 
with Ihe crossing guard duties 
to make the job easier lo staff 

But no matter what resolu 
tion is reached. Colburn said, 
it's lime to decide and move 
on 

"We don't want to be decid- 
ing on fan, 1 and irying to 
have something in place when 
school starts on |an 4," he 
said "I really am going lo push 
thai we figure it out wilhin the 
next couple of weeks Thi' 
thing has drug on long enough 
It's time Kj get un lo other is 
sues." 

As nf Monday, Ihe RCPD 
hired 1 1 guards, leaving two 
spots open Watson said he en- 
courages college students to 
apply for the positions, which 
require one hour in the morn 
ing und one hour in the after 
n»Mjn.

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Ashcroft says anti-terrorism 
success result of Patriot Act

WASHINGTON. DC - Attor 
ney General lohn Ashcroft be- 
gan a nationwide tampaign 
Tuesday to defend the USA Pa 
triot Act, saying the anti terror- 
ism law is the chief reason 
America has rtot suffered an- 
other catastrophic terrorist at- 
tack since Sept II, 2001 

Quoting Abraham Lincoln 
and Winston Churchill 
Ashcroft compared the law- 
passed six weeks after the 200 1 
adacks to tumini; points in his 
tory such 'as the Civil War's 
Battle of Gettysburg and US 
aid to Great Britain in the early 
days of the struggle against 
Nazi Germany 

"We have used these tools to 
prevent terrorists from unleash- 
ing more death and destruction 
on our soil," Ashcroft said in a 
speech at the American Rntcr 
prise Institute, a conservative 
Washington think tank "We 
have used these tonh to pro 
vide the security that ensures 
liberty" 

Critics scoffed, contending 
that the speech and the justice 
Departments campaign tn bol 
ster the fatriot Act were signs 
of growing opposition to the 
law 

"Although the Department 
of Justice is understandably re 
luctant to admit it. the real si^; 
nificanie of this road show is 
that it shows the Patriot Act is 
bccuntin(> a kitchen-table is 
sue," said I-aura Murphy, dtrec 
tor of the Washington ofhce of 
the American Civil IJbcriie?. 
Union 

The speech marked the start 
of a mitnth long effort by the 
justice Department tu rebut 
criticism from civil liberties 
groups and politicians of both 
parties who say the f'atrutt Act 
has undercut civil liberties and 
jeopardized constitutional 
ri(>hls 

"Tliere is a great deal of un- 
case about how these new laws 
are being used" said Vermont 
Sen. Patrick Leahy, senior De 
mocrat on the judiciary Com- 
Fnittee 

The act exj^andcd govern- 
ment capabilities, toughened

criminal penalties (or terrorists

Legislators in Alaska.

The Republican led House, 
by an overu helming margin, re 
cently passed an amendment to 
restrict so called sneak and 
peck searches that allow lor the 
delayed notification of the 
search target.

Ashcroft, however, contend- 
ed that Americans broadly sup- 
port the Patriot Act, citing 
opinion polls and the lopsided 
votes in favor when the mea- 
sure passed Congress in 2001 
Justice Department officials say 
the opposition is beini' generat- 
ed by a vocal rnin(i>ity that has 
spread false impressions of the 
law. 

The Patriot Act, Ashcroft 
said, allows the government to 
"anticipate, adapt and outthink 
our terrorist enemy To aban-

Tfie recent congressional in- 
telligence investigation into the 
failures that preceded the at 
tacks is "like a preamble" to the 
Patriot Act, Ashcroft said. 

Among other things, that re 
port cited lack of communica- 
tion and cooperation between 
federal agencies such as the 
CIA and Hhtl and outmoded 
technology as reasons the gov- 
ernment failed to connect the 
dots and possibly prevent the 
Sept 1 1 attacks. 

"If we knew then what we 
know now. we would have 
passed the Patriot Act six 
months before Sept 1 1 rather 
than six weeks after the at- 
tacks," A.sh croft said 

Ash croft's rr>ad trip this 
week includes speeches to law 
enforcement audiences Wed- 
nesday in Philadelphia aitd 
Cleveland and 'I'hursday in tic 
Iroij and Des Moines, Iowa 

The full Itinerary has not 
been made public but includes

The justice Department also 
has created a special iniernet 
site called "Preserving Life and 
Liberty' that starts with a quote 
from the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence 

The site includes key provi- 
sions in the Patriot Act as well 
as its entire text, favorable 
quotes from politicians and se 
lected positive stories about the 
law 

As part of the campaign, all 
44 US attorneys around the 
country are being encouraged 
to hold town hall style events 
to discuss the Patriot Act and 
its role in preventing terror

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BOMBING I U.N. officials pledge to continue Iraq mission as U.S. forces, FBI launch investigation into attack

"The truck was parked in 
such a place htire in fmnl of 
the building thai it had to af 
feet his ofiice," Bremer said 

Vieira de Mello - a 55 year 
old veteran diploma! serving in 
what one UN spokcsniun 
called the world bodj/'s lough 
est assignment - was meeting 
with other UN oiricials in his 
office when the explosion 
brought the room down 
ii round them. Vieira de McUo 
was wounded and trapped in 
the rubble, and workers Rave 
him water as Ihey tried to ex- 
tricate him Hours later, the 
United Nations announced his 
death. 

"Those who killed him have 
committed a crime, not only 
against the United Nations but 
against Iraq itself," UN Secrc 
lary General Kofi Annan said 
in a statement, calling the 
Hraziltun diplomat "an out 



standing servant of humanity." 
U.N. officials vowed to con- 
tinue their mission in Iraq. But 
the blast, the shock at being 
targeted and the death of a ris- 
ing star beloved in the organi- 
zation struck deep All the na- 
tional flags that ring the UN 
headquarters' entrance in New 
York were removed from their 
poEes, and the blue and white 
U.N. Hag was lowered to half 
staff Staffers, tears in their 
eyes, gathered in hallways and 
watched in shock as televi- 
sions reported on his death 

U.N, and US officials 
called the bombing a '" terrorist 
attack." but there was no im 
mediate claim of responsibility. 
The bcmibing came nearly two 
weeks after a cor exploded and 
killed 19 people at the |ordan 
ian Embassy in Baghdad and 
after a string of dramatic at- 
tacks on oil and water 
pipelines in Iraq

It was the 
worst attack on a UN facility 
since Israeli forces, responding 
to a Hezbollah attack, bom 
barded a I'.N compound at 
Qana in southern Lebanon in 
April 19')6, killing 91 refugees. 

In Tuesday's attack, a ce- 
ment truck - packed with 
twice the amount of explosives 
as the embassy blast - deto- 
nated at the concrete wall out 
side the three-story Canal Ho 
tel The blast occurred while a 
news conference was under 
way in I he building, where 500 
UN employees work

were counted by a UN work 
er at the hotel, and a survey of 
Baghdad hospitals by The As- 
sociated Press found five other 
people who had died in the 
blast U.N. officials said )4 of 
those killed were UN. workers 
and 100 people were wound 
ed. 

An AP reporter counted 40 
wounded people lying in the 
frtint garden and receiving first 
aid Some were loaded into a 
constant stream of helicopters 
which ferried the injured away 
A senior UNICEF official also 
was seriously wounded in the 
blast, UN officials said.

'The heat index in Manhattan 
peached 108 degrees Wednesday 
flftemann, creating an uncom 
frirtablc situation tor students 
walking to class. 

"August is usually the hottest 
because you gel some of the 
residual It starts healing up the 
ground so you can retain the 
heat." Mary Knapp, state 



climatologist, said. 

Manhattan has seen five days 
in August with temperatures 
above 100 degrees, with the 
highest temperatures this sum- 
mer occurring Sunday and 
Monday at 103 degrees. 

In 1915, the situation was 
more severe, as temperatures 
reached above 100 for 24 days. 
Nearly 20 yean later, in 1934, the 
highest temperature ever recorded 
in Kaasas was 121 degrees. 



Heat advisories are issued in 
Kansas, Knapp said, when tem- 
peratures are expected to reach 
105 or above for two consecu 
live days Advisories have been 
issued this week in the Kansas 
City metro area and throughout 
Kansas. 

However, temperatures Ihat 
do not significantly cool down 
at night can become more dan- 
gerous than high temperatures 
during the daytime 



"If the lows stay above 70 to 
75 degrees, then you see a lot 
more stress accumulating as far 
as people are concerned," 
Knapp said 

"There is not the ability lo 
recover and recuperate There 
are sludie.s thai show fatalities 
start increasing more with ele- 
vated low temperatures." 

Low (cmpcralures Tuesday 
night stayed at 78 degrees 

While rain can lower the 



heat indices, weather forecasts 
(or the Manhattan area predicl 
only a 20 Itt 30 percent chance 
of rain in the next week. 

"What we have been seeing 
is the unfortunate combination 
of we haven't gotten a lot of 
moisture, but we have gotten 
clouds at nighl, which prevents 
radiation from cooling," Knapp 
said "Wilh clear skies at nighl,

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Athletes cope with heat as 
semester practices begin 



PRE-CLASS CHAT

High school and collegiate athlek-s 
and.coaclics have lo deal with rising 
temperatures at the start of each fall 
season. 

"lis not very fun this time of year," 
said Randy Cole. KSlate's disiante 
events and cross country coach "With 
cross country though, it hasn't been 
loo bad yet because we go really early 
in the morning" 

Cole said that as a precaution, the 
team begins running as early as 6 15 
a.m and as late as 7 in the morning. 
They spend three hours warming up, 
working out and cooling down 

"By the lime we get done, it's just 
starling to warm up outside," he said. 

Manhattan High School Athletic Di 
rector Bill Greene said he also knows 
what it's like to workout in hoi weather 

"For us, its nothing new," he said 
"U is hot, Ihuugh, and you have to be 
very careful." 

Greene said he is taking precau 
tions to protect athletes' health 

"The tennis and soccer teams prac- 
tice for only an hour in the afternoon 
because of the heal and a lack of 
shade." he said "We give the football 
players three or four breaks during 
each practice They can also stop lo 
get water at any lime they need to" 

High school football practice is 
from 3 30 to 5 p ni daily, but that can 
be altered if it gets loo hot 

"If the heat is unbearable, we'll go 
ahead and call an end to practice and 
push it back to seven al night," he 
said 

Greene also has professional slaff 
available at practices. 

"We have a veteran staff on hand 
lo keep a close eye on our athletes," 
he said. "If they see someone get light- 
headed, they'll pull ihem aside into 
the shade and get some water" 

Cole said he also has trainers at 
cross country and track practices 

"The trainers are with us every 
day,"" he said. "Sometimes I'll even fol- 
low the runners along in a van or 
Iruck with cups of water" 

To make sure the runners stay hy- 
drated, Cole said each runner carries a 
water bottle throughout the day 



"l.oading up on water right before 
practice isn't necessarily going lo help 
You need to stay hydraled hefore and 
after runs and throughout the day," he 
said 

"Athletes also need to gel in replen- 
ishing things like potassium and phos 
phale and those other mimrals ihcy"ll 
be losing from working oul ' 

fHihlic health nurse Pally Grub said 
a person can lose up lo a gallon of wa- 
ter an hour due lo the heal 

"Drink a lot of water during the 
day before an evening workout, and 
drink a lot throughout practice," she 
said. '"Athletes especially sliuuld also 
drink Ualorade to replenish vitamins 
lhey"ll be losing." 

When a person becomes liglit 
headed. Grub said the person needs to 
be cooled down quickly 

"If someone gets flushed, put cool 
rags behind their neck," she said "Have 
Ihem sit down and drink lots of water" 

David Cherry, assistant executive 
director of Kansas Stale High School 
Activities Associaiion, said I here are a 
few things to watch out for during hot 
weather 

'"Watch out for someone who has 
stopped sweating. Sweating is very im- 
portant because that is how the body 
cools itself down," he said 

"So watch out for that and lor some- 
one who is turning really red Watch out 
for someone who is feeling di/zy or who 
is not having any nonnal coherency." 

Cherry said KSflSAA provides in- 
formation to coaches about warning 
signs of heal cKhauslion and stroke, 
but there arc no regulations for when 
lo cancel a practice 

"We have charts thai help make de- 
cisions, but there are other factors ihut 
come into play. For example, it could 
be over 100 degrees in one area and 
raining in another," he said. 

It would be too difficult to set regu- 
lations that would apply lo the entire 
state, he said 

"Each school district sets its own 
parameters We provide information 
about heat index." he said 

"We give handouts at rules meet 
ings to educate ihe couches. I^ach 
school has information, and we are 
confident that they monitor Ihe ath 
Ictes closely"

the Icmperalurc drops inore readily" 

The hoi weathfr means students 
need l<t lake precautions when outside. 
such as carrying a bottle of water and 
getting eight to 12 ounces of water 
every hour 

"People should not rely on thirst as 
an indication thai (hey are well-hy- 
draled."' said Carol Kennedy, health 
promotion director at Lafene Healih 
Center 

To check hydration levels, students 
should monitor IF they arc urinating at a 
normal rate ol once every lour lumrs 
when awake. Urine should be a yellow 
color. 

Amber colored urine, dizziness and 
di7 mouth are indications of dehydra- 
tion. 

If the dehydration is not corrccled, a 



person will e.>kpcriejici' cramps followed 
by heal cxiiauslion 

If Ihe person is not hydiated at Ibis 
point, heal stroke can occur, which is a 
iTicdicul emergency. Kennedy said 

Throughout our life, we should have 

the same body temperature, she said 

ll doesn't increase normally when it's 

hill outside When there is heal slmke. 

the body temperature increases" 

A person sutlering from heat stroke 
should apply cool, wet towels to the 
skin and gel medical treat mcnt

First, Lafene's health ser- 
vices relocated to 1105 Sunset 
Ave earlier this month, mov- 
ing all Counseling Services to 
the second floor Then univer- 
sity work crews began reno 
vating the first floor of the old 
Lafene building for future Eng 
lish classes 

Include trying to distinguish 



both Lafene buildings, and ad- 
ministration said they have be- 
come concerned about how to 
filter through the chaos 

"We're finding that people 
are very confused," Counseling 
Services Director Fred New- 
ton said. 

"People have seen work 
men around and think that the 
building is not in use They see 
signs up front that says Lafene 
has moved services, and they 
think that includes all ser- 
vices." 

Fur this reason. Counseling 
Services have started a cam- 
puswide campaign to notify 
students thai counseling ser 
vices has not moved out of the 
building, Dan Wilcox, as.Histant 
director, said 

"We're doing a lot of stuff 
to coordinate when students 
return," he said 

"We have some visual pre- 
sentation sf) all publicity will 
be consistent, and we've put 
together posters to hang on 
stands in the Union and Kec 
Center." 



Wilcox also said Counsel 
ing Services will create a 
banner to put out in front of 
the old Lafene building, in ad 
ditiun to putting flyers up 
throughout campus and gel 
ling the word out through 
deans, department heads and 
large housing units on campus, 
such as the greek houses and 
residence halls. 

Despite having the extra 
space of the second fluor, 
Newton said there are some 
disadvantages of being sepa- 
rated from the health services 
that were once provided 

However, he said he does 
not believe it will be a problem 

"We have talked closely 
with the medical staff, and 
there's certain things we do in 
counseling that we need med 
ical back-up fur,' Newton said 
"It's not as easy when they're 
two blocks away, and we have 
taken some of those things in- 
to account " 

Mike Lynch, associate vice 
president of education and 
personal development, said he 



doesn't believe there will be a 
negative effect on Counseling 
services with health services in 
a different location. 

Lynch said, the health cen- 
ter's move will be bencricial to 
Counseling Services. 

"We now have all of our 
services on one floor," he said 

111 addition to the health 
center's move, renovation is 
going on in the old Lafene 
building Once the renovation 
is completed, a majority of 
the Department of English 
will move to the first floor 
and out of Denison Hall, 
Newton said 

Newton said Counseling 
Services will stay at the old 
Lafene building until further 
notice 

"Theri-'s been rumors and 
negotiations for several years 
about moving to space in the 
hospital," he said 

"1 was told that by moving 
onto the second flcjor we'd 
stay here a minimum of three 
years, but all this stuff changes 
over time."

Students shouldn't expect KKSU replacement soon

president )oii Wcfald never promised K State 
a new radio station within a year of the sale ol 
KKSU To say such a thing would 've been wish- 
ful thinking to say the least Wefald did say he 
was "cautiously optimistic" and that there was a 
possibility of a reinvented station or other cum* 
munication outlet. 

However, that possibility looks pretty slim 
right now, in a time that the Federal Communi 
cations Commission is not considering new ap- 
plications for the creation or exchange of radio 
stations 

"The chances of getting a tiew station are not 
very good at this time," said l^rry Jackson, for 
mer station manager of KKSU and coordinator 
of the KState Kadio Network "At this point in 
time, the FCC is really concentrating their efforts 
on analog br^jadcasting and digital broadcasting, 
and until they figure out tlvosc problems, they 
aren't going in complicate the process by throw 
ing other stations in the mix" 



Jackson said hiii contacts with the ECC say 
the cominissitm won't be accepting applications 
in the Manhattan area anytime soon 

He said that unless K- State were to buy a ra- 
dio station that already exists, there's no way to 
satisfy the hunger for a new KKSU 

"With emiugh money we could buy a station 
in the area, but that's not our prelerred attack," 
lackson said. "We think the stations in the Man- 
hattan area are doing a great gob, and we'd 
rather create a new one that would complement 
what other stations are doing already" 

Ah hough Nov 27, when KKSU signed off for 
the last time as the "voice of Kansas Stale I'ni- 
verstty,' was a day that made some K Slaters 
question their Wildcat pride, there's not much 
that can be done right now to redeem that sttua 
tjon 

"People will have to sjl by tike we're having 
to sit by and work within the process that VCC 
has created," fackson said "There's nothing that 
students can do at this point Once we are able 
to apply, then tetters of support and things like 
that wilt be valuable"

"It's trying lo function with 
course content when you are 
losing days ll is extremely awk 
ward," Spears said "Wc have 
classes that are sel up where we 
liave multiple sections that 
meet different days It is easy 
for those sections of the same 
class to get out of sync with 
each other." 

The other concern involves 
starting earlier in the summer, 
and that means less lime for 
faculty research and collabora 
lion through travel to other 
universities 

"When weeks gel fragment* 
ed, faculty can lose u week or 
so of that kind of collabora 
tion," Spears said "They are 
trying lo balance academics 
and research" 

To accommodate everyone's 
needs. Spears said it is impor 
tant for students to voice their 
concerns with their student 
senators. 

"Student Senate does a good 
job of articulating student is- 
sues, but sometimes we get 
mixed messages from students," 
she said. "Some wani a whole 
week off rather than fall break, 
which is better for professors I 
think if students could sort of 
gain a little more consensus 
and communicate that with the 
Student Senate, tlial would 
help,"

both his new wife and child? 
Who is really better off here^ 
It seems to me that the answer is 
no one We add to the number of 
dangerously dysfunctional families 
while lelting the government trans- 
form the business of getting married 
overnight 

And the key word here is "busi 
ness" of marriage, because now it 
won't just be l^a-i Vegas making 
an industry oul of late night 
weddings where you bring 
you>' own costumes and no 
shoes are required.

Tuition increase without bigger loans hinders poverty-stricken students 




On Aug 12, I wrote a check that 
felt like I was passing a kidney stone 

The freshnien new to campus may 
not know this but the rest of us do 

Tuition is up Housing costs are up 
Student loan limits have 
stayed the same 

l.as( year, I paid roughly 
$1,600 fur 1.^ credit hours, 
including all campus fees, 
CES registratiiin and a 
parking pass This semester 
1 shelled out $2,300 for the 
tune services. 

Granted, I am taking j«iMLo«Mn 

classes in both engineering 
and business, the two departments 
that had the largest tuition hike, but 
to me this amounts to a 43 percent 
increase in my tuition 

After working 50 hour weeks all 
summer, seeing all the money I made 
and all the loans 1 am taking out go 
to K-Slate this semester feeU some 
thing like a rectal exam administered 
with a baseball bat 

In other words, just slightly more 
ptinhil than tlie tests from certain 
teachers in my department who shall 



remain nameless You know who you 
arc 

Last semester, K-Statc announced 
tuition increases to combat past, pre 
sent and future budget cuts caused by 
(he weak economy and the 
largtf slate deficit 

At the time, the Col- 
legian reported an across- 
the-board tuition increase of 
20 percent for all majors 
and an increase of 25 per- 
cent for business and engi- 
neering. 

Naturally, I under- 
stand the need lo pay for my 
education and that the money has to 
come from somewhere What I do not 
understand is why our loan mau- 
munis have not been increased lo re- 
flect the rising cost of tuition. 

K-State is not the only school rais- 
ing its rates. According to the Wash- 
ington Post, schools across the coun- 
try arc raising their rates mure than 
Ihey have in many years, witli some 
schools' tuitions going up nearly 40 
percent 

However, I can still borrow on- 



ly $5,500 per year and 1 am not eligi 
ble for a Pell grant I honestly do not 
care how much I have to borrow, 
within reason, tn pay for school 

I know that once I have my degree 
and begin practicing engineering I will 
be able to pay off my loans within a 
few years. 

But for I he moment . the tuition 
hike, without a subsequent loon in- 
crease, is beginning to feel like a high- 
maintenance girlfriend - tiw much 
stress for the good times to be 
worth it 

One thing the PAFSA folks 
need lo learn is that money 
is the KY-lelly of life, it 
greases palms and 
makes getting 



screwed over a lot less painful 

I do nut care if my tuition goes up, 
as long as 1 have a means ol living 
comfortably in the interim 

If our loan rates went up with our 
tuition I would still be paying lor 
school, but I would have some cash 
left over to hove a little fun with and 
the government would make a little 
more money on the interest 1 pay. 



As for you unfortunate fellows 
chasing passions in areas that do not 
have as high a payout as engineeriag, 
I am sorry 

Vou guys are really getting screwed.

Government should spare 
'human shields' in Iraq 

One of the almost forgotten 
sidelights of the Iraq war was 
the 'human shields." Some 300 
of these self styled peace ac- 
tivists, about 20 of them Ameri- 
cans, journeyed to Iraq before 
the war with the intention of 
placing themselves in schools 
and hospitals to discourage air 
strikes 

Most of them left before the 
bombing, many of them disillu 
sioned by the Saddam regime's 
use of them for propaganda 
purposes and its suggestion that 
they might be more usefully 
placed around military targets 

Those shields that stayed 
survived the war, unwitting tes- 
timony to the precision of the 
allies' attack Now, those Amer- 
icans who went to Iraq are re- 
ceiving letters from the US. 
Treasury noting that they face 
up to 12 years in prison and 
fines of up* to $27'i,0O0 (or vio- 
lating U.S. sanctions against 
Iraq 1*hc sanctions against Iraq 
are US taw and treasury is not 
in a position lo ignore its viola- 
tions, but the liuman shields 
merit only the most token 
penalty and probably shouldn't 
be prosecuted at all. Surely there 
are bigger sanction busters the 
Ireasury stioutd be after

"Cancer affects so 
many people, and this event 
gives both hope and encour- 
agement to those who have 
dealt with the disease in one 
form or another." 

A( dusk, luminary candles 
around the track will be lit in 
memory of those who have 
lost the battle to cancer, she 
said 

Throughout (he night, each 
team is required to keep one 
team member on the track at 
all times. Elliott said the teams 
are comprised of individuals 



who raised money through 
pledges or various fund-raising 
events 

To keep the teams awake, 
entertainment and food are 
provided. 

"There's going to be a Df, a 
moonwalk and some crazy 
laps where they'll carry an egg 
for the lap or go around on a 
scooter," Carr said "Lots of 
fun things like that There will 
also be the games that some of 
the teams will bring." 

Overall, the event is a 
chance for many people to )oin 
together. 

Elliott said the purpose of 
the relay is to bring citizens to- 
gether in an effort to Tight can- 
cer by raising funds for ACS's 
educational programs and pa- 
tient services She said Relay 
for Life is one of the ACS's 
most important fund raisers. 

While the importance of

Court ruling:10 Commandments out

MONTGOMERY. Ala - ' 

Alabama's associate Supreme 
Court justices ordered the T^n 
Commandmints monument re- 
moved from the rotunda of ihc 
state judicial huildin}; TlTur^duy. 
despite Chief lusticc Roy 
Moore's fiery defense of his 
5,300 -pound jiranitc marker 

As supporters prayed on the 
building's steps, Moore fcriti- 
ci^ed his colleagues' de'ision 
and said the federal judgt who 
had ordered the moniimenl 
moved had put himself 'abovu 
God ' 

"1 will never deny the God 
upon whom our laws atid coun- 
try depend," Moore sakl before 
supporters who chctred and 
prayed on the building s steps 

The monument was -itiil in 



the building's rotunda early 
Thursday evening, and court of- 
ficials did not say when or 
where it would be moved 

U.S. District fudge Myron 
Thompson . who had ruled the 
monument's placement violated 
the Constitution, has said it 
ton Id be moved to a private 
place still within the building. 
He had threatened $5.000-a- 
day fines if Moore left the mon 
umeni in the public rotunda 

Moore installed the monu- 
ment two years ago and con- 
tends it represents the moral 
foundation of American law 

"Not only did Judge Thomp 
son put himself above the law. 
hut above God as well," Moore 
(old his supporters Thursday 

llic chief justice had ap- 
pealed to the US Supreme 
Court for an emergency stay of 
the removal order, but the court 



rejected it Wednesday Moore 
said Thursday he would file a 
formal appeal "to defend our 
constitutional right to acknowl- 
edge God" "I cannot forsake 
my conscience." he said. 

ffis supporters, meanwhile, 
promised to block any effort to 
remove the monument 

"Wc will kneel at the doon, 
We will prevent forklifts or 
trucks from coming in." said 
Rev. Patrick Mahoney, director 
of the Christian Defense CoaJi- 
tion. 

Moore's eight colle^un on 
the state Supreme Court Inter- 
vened after Thompson's mid- 
night deadline for removing the 
monument passed and the 
monument remained In order- 
ing the monument moved, the 
justices said they were "bound 
by solemn oath to follow the 
law."

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District fails to meet annual progress 

Manhattan school test scores OK; participation levels remain too low

The Manhallan-Ogden 
school district reccnily learned 
how tough of a grader Uncle 
Sam can be 

USD 383 received results 
this month showing that the 
district did not meet govern- 
ment standards set by the No 
Child Left Behind Act 

The district did not pass the 
first Adequate Yearly Progress 
(AYP) assessment - by one 
IcQlh of a percent. 

"We were mathematically 
:is close as we can be without 
making it," said Lori Martin, 
director /coordinator for re 
search, assessment and evalua 
lion for USD 383 "Manhattan 
not only met, but exceeded 41 
of the 42 indicators thai 
school districts are assessed 
for. But the federal govern 
ment requires a yes' in every 
hf>x." 

The district's test scores 
were well above state stan 
dards, but the participation 
fate of one subgroup was too 
iiiw to meet requirements 

Under (he law, each test 
must have a participation rale 
of 45 percent, Martin said. Of 
tire district's 37 Hispanic

students eligible for testing, 
only 14 took the math test, a 
rate of 94 9 percent - one- 
tenth of a percent too low 

The participation level lor 
Kispanics was low for several 
reasons, she said First, atten- 
dance rates for llispanics are 
generally lower than for other 
ethnic groups - however these 
attetidance rates are still above 
federal standards. 

Students also might have 
had test anxiety and/or prub 
Icms with low language profi- 
ciency in Knglish, because the 
test is not offered in any lan- 
guage besides Rnglish 

"This alone has kept the 
district from ttieeling the Ade- 
quate Yearly Progress stan- 
dard," said Michck [ones, di- 
rector/ coordinator of 



communications and public 
relations for USD 383 "AH of 
our test scores were Tine. If we 
had had one more student 
take the test, we would have 
passed" 

]oncs said the AVP does not 
fully indicate the quality of the 
district Hhe said people are 
confused about what the act 
requires and can miss the 
many successes of the dislrici 

"USD 383 is doing very 
well," she said. "We are five to 
six years ahead of where we 
need to be at this time" 

Kesulls also showed that 
math scores For twu of (he 
school's subgroups were below 
government standards. In 
math, 29 percent of students 
in each subgroup must be at 
proficient levels 

Students with disabilities 
had only 19.6 percent of stu- 
dents at that level. For eco 
nomically disadvantaged stu 
dents, only 19 7 percent 
reached that level. 

"These are two historically 
challenging groups of kids," 
Martin said "We know that's 
the area we need to work on 
We knew it a year ago," 

Martin said the report cards 
fur each school's pei^ormancc 
wilt be released to parents 



The reports will allow par- 
ents to see the results and 
show the successes of the 
schools, including the awards 
of standard of excellence to 
ten schools in the district 

The districts percentage of 
proficient readers also was 
more than double the assess- 
ments standards 

"No one else is as close as 
we are to meeting AYP." Mar- 
tin said "We care about this, 
and we care about those kids 
who didn't achieve. I don't 
want (his to overshadow the 
successes" 

Martin said the district's 
problems are similar to other 
large districts Manhattan 
faces diversity and poverty 
that smaller districts might not 
experience, she said. 

The district is taking steps 
to ensure more students take 
the test next year, she said. 

"Before, we allowed teach 
ers to decide when (o adminis- 
ter iht test during a six-week 
period." Martin said 

"This year we have deditat 
ed a week for state testing We 
are also involving local busi- 
nesses and parents to help 
teach the importance of the 
testing. We are uying to make

It is true that most Ween tans (at

"Quebec" is not monopolized by 
these spacey tracks, though It opens

Track eight, the cheery "Hey There 
Fancy Pants," is evidence that Ween 
once cut a track called "[>oop de 
Loop" about shoe tying (or the Nick- 
elodeon cartoon "Sponge Boh 
SquarcPants." 

This is possibly the first Ween al 
bum that doesn't come with a parental 
advisory warning 

So if you take "Quebec " home and

U.N. leader says the world body 
will stay in Iraq despite attack

STOCKHOLM, Sweden - 
U.N. Secretary-General Kofi 
Annan said Wednesday that 
the world body will not pull 
out of Iraq despite an attack 
on its headquarters in Bagh 
dad that killed its top envoy 
and 19 other people. 

"We will persevere We will 
continue It is essential work," 
Annan said at a news confer 
ence in Stockholm, where he 
stopped briefly before heading 
to U.N headquarters in New 
York. 

Annan said he was to meet 
with the Security Council later 
in the day to discuss ways to 



better protect U.N. workers in 
Iraq 

"We are reassessing our se- 
curity arrangements in Iraq 
We have been in Iraq for 12 
years and we have never been 
attacked," Annan said 

Annan also said he was 
mourning those killed m the 
attack, including the lop UN 
envoy in Iraq. Sei^io Vieira dc 
Mello, whom Annan called 
"our brightest and best ' The 
United Nations will continue 
its humanitarian mission in 
Iraq so that the victims' deaths 
"shall not be in vain" 

Vieira de Mello began work 
June 2 and would have fm- 
ishcd his assignment at the 
end of September 



A cement truck packed 
with explosives detonated out- 
side the L' N offices, where 
300 employees work In addi- 
tion to the deaths, about 100 
people were injured 

Annan appeared to indi- 
rectly criticize the United 
Slates fiir having underesti- 
mated the difficulties of pacify 
ing and rebuilding Iraq follow- 
ing its March invasion to 
topple Saddam Musscin 

"We had hoped thai by 
now, the coalition forces 
would have secured the cnvi 
ronmcnt for us to be able to 
carry on economic recon- 
struction and institution build- 
ing." Annan said "That has 
nut happened."

The new tower has many 
specialized corridors. 

Guillen said the tower is 
four stories tall and has a 
women's center, a nursery, C-

operation Tooms, surgery 
rtKims, medical /surgical units 

She said the fourth floor is 
open and is currently being 
used by civic groups and oth- 
er organi/utions for meetings 

"Administration is very vi 
sionary and is expecting lo 
use this florir for expansion 
and however the hospital 
needs it," Guillen said 

The new rooms also fea 
turc up to date equipment 



This is all fhe latest equip 
nient," a tour guide said, refer- 
ring to the surgery rooms 
"We can do any type of 
surgery, outpatient and inpa 
tient, except heart surgery and 
transplants, all in one place." 

Another tour guide said 
the tower has six labor/deliv- 
ery rooms, each with a bath- 
room There are also three 
hot tubs - one for every two 
rooms - for labor patients 

"The tower also contains a 
rooftop courtyard on the third 
floor where patients will be 
able to look at the yard be 
low " Pam Marks, registered 
nurse, said. 

.Subtle tones are used in 
the new tower to create a 
more at home atmosphere 
She said carpet was laid to 
help quiet certain areas 

"I love ii. I think it is very 
relaxing and soothing," she 
said. "I am pleased that each 
of the main entries has special 
architectural features and cor- 
ret|>onding colors They put a 
lot of thought into it." 

Now that this tower is 
built, staff will need lo move 
everything from the old tower 
lo the new tower 

'The last week in Septem 
ber is when we plan to begin 
the move," Marks said "We 
hope to have everything 
moved by mid October" 

After everything is moved, 
Marks said renovations will

Achieving and sustaining the 
title of professor is more diffi- 
tult than many think For most, 
the path to be eligible for the 
prestigious title of professor 
takes many years of working 
toward a doctoral degree, Once 
an individual has a doctorate, 
they must work in an area re 
lated to their expertise before 
applying 1o become a professor 

l^ofessors at K-State arc al 
lowed to teach more in depth 
courees where knowledge and 
expertise in a certain field is vi- 
tal lo teaching the class. In- 
structors are uhlc to teach more 
basic courses with a more 
clear-cut curriculum. 

Professorship has different 
levels An instructor with ihe 
right credentials can apply to 
be an assistant professor, and 
then move up lo an associate 
professor and finally to a full 
professor 

For K State to hire an assis- 
tant professor, a national 
search is usually carried out. 
said lane Rowlelt, director of 
the Office of Academic Ser 
vices. 

K-State is an equal opportu- 
nity employer, so available po 
sitions are advertised and re- 
cruited for, said Pam Wilkie. 
associate director of the Office 
of Affimiativc Action 

"The hiring decision is based 
on the hiring qualirications, and 
we hire the most qualified per- 
son," she said. "A committee is 



formed from the department 
that is hiring to make the deci 
sion." 

Most colleges require a per- 
son to have a doctorate to ap 
ply for the position of assistant 
professor, although exceptions 
have been made in the past, 
Wilkie said 

One example would be if an 
instructor was close to complet- 
ing his or her doctoral degree. 
If the instructor is able lo finish 
the degree in a semester or so, 
he or she might be given the ti- 
tle of professor and allowed to 
finish the degree while teaching 
as a professor, Rowletl said 

"The applicant can be con 
sidered if they have other ac- 
complishments meriting accep- 
tance, but they still have to be 
the most qualified." she said 

Each case is dealt with indi- 
vidually, with diHereni circum- 
stances taken into considera 
tion, Kowlett said 

"There is no standard re- 
quirement," she said ' Rach in 
dividual department sets the 
standards" 

Charles W Sanders |r, ussis 
tant professor in the Depart- 
ment of History, said although 
being a professor of history is 
what he has always wanted to 
do, he began it as his second 
career 

"I had two master's degrees, 
neither of which had anything 
to do with history, but 1 knew 
that t wanted lo leach history, 
and 1 wanted to teach it al Ihe 
university level," he said "The 
price of admittance was to get a 



Ph.D., so I went back to 
school,' 

Sanders chose to pursue his 
doctoral degree al K State, and 
completed it over a number of 
years, finishing in 2001 White 
he was finishing his degree, one 
of his professors took a posi- 
tion in Michigan, creating a va- 
cancy for a new professor. 

A nationwide search was 
done to find a replacement, 
Sanders said 

"1 put my name in the hat 
with about 100 others, and il 
came down to three applicants 
- myself and two others," he 
said "I was lucky enough to be 
chosen." 

Although teaching before he 
coming a professor is not usual 
ly a requirement, it is a good 
idea for iwo rea.sons, Sanders 
said. 

"It gives you Ihe practical 
experience of being in front of 
a group." he said "Also, if you 
are not sure this is what you 
want to do, it it a good way to 
find out." 

When a professor is hired, 
I hey are selected for a I enured 
track, or probationary faculty 
member position, Rowlctt said 

"TItey arc reviewed for reap 
pointmeiit every year for six 
years," she said 

After the assistant professor 
has proven him or herself to be 
creditable, he or she receives a 
promotion. 

"They must develop a good 
record for themselves, then 
they can apply to be an associ- 
ate professor," Sanders said 
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The applicant's peers decide 
if he or she is qualified for the 
position of associate professor 
by vote, Sanders said 

Once the applicant has the 
approval of his or her peers, Ihe 
application is forwarded to the 
dean of the college, with the 
president of the university mak- 
ing the finat hiring decision, 
Rowlett said. 

With Ihe title of professor, 
either assistant or associate, 
comes huge responsibility, 
Sanders said 

"We have committees thai 
we are on, we must develop our 
own curriculum and new 
courses as we think the need 
requires and we must conduct 
research in our areas of expcr 
tisc," he said. 

Being a professor is not a 
}ob - it is a career, Sanders 
said 

'I gel here at about 7:30 in 
the morning and leave at about 
5:30 or f>, but I work all the 
time." he said 

Although being a professor 
is lime consuming, Sanders said 
he is exactly where he wants to 
be. 

"One measure of job satis- 
faction is the people you work 
with, and 1 work with the best 
people and for the best boss in 
the world,' he said

BOSTON - An autopsy will 
be conducted Monday on for 
mer priest (ohn Geoghan, the 
convicted child molester who 
died after apparently being 
strangled in prison 

Geoghan, who was at the 
center of the sex abuse scan- 
dal that rocked Ihe Catholic 
church, died Saturday after 
being attacked by a fellow in 
male at the state prison in 
Shirley. Worcester District At- 
torney )ohn [ Contc said. He 
was 68 

"Geoghan personified the 
pedophile priest," said )im 
Post, president of Voice of 
The Faithful, a lay reform 
group organized after the 
abuse scandal broke And 
what people saw \n the han 
dling of Geoghan was the 
twisted logic, in which a 
church Ihat is supposed to 
protect the innocent and pun 
ish the guilty protected the 
guilty and punished the innn 
cent." 

Geoghan was killed by an 
other inmate Saturday at the 



maximum security Souza- 
Baranowski Corrections Cen- 
ter in Shirley where he was 
serving a nine- to 10-year 
sentence for assault and bat- 
tery on a 10-year-old boy, of 
Ticials said 

Geoghan's death drew 
mixed reactions. 

"He's never going to hurt 
anybody again, and at the 
same time he still had a lot of 
penance to do on Earth," said 
Michael Linscott, who says 
he was abused by Geoghan 
from 1967 to 1972 in Hing- 
ham 

Worcester County District 
Attorney |ohn Conte said Ge- 
oghan appeared to have been 
strangled, though an autopsy 
was scheduled for Monday 
The suspect, [oseph Drucc, 37, 
was serving a life sentence for 
a 1988 murder. 

Conte said Druce will be 
charged with murder. Dcpart- 
mcnl of Correction spokes- 
woman Kelly Nantcl said

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Israeli attacks on Hamas escalate as security lockdown looms on road map for peace

GAZA CITY, Gaza - Israeli 
helicopters fired missiles at a 
group of armed men silting 
near the Gaza City beach Sun- 
day, killing four Hamas fighters, 
including a fugitive command 
er, lust hours after Israel's army 
chief said fHama.s militants were 
tartlets for "liquidation " 

The attack occurred just 200 
yards from the office of Pales- 
tinian security chief Mo- 
hammed Dahlan 

"Israel has no choice but to 
act in those areas where the 
Palestinians are failing to do 
so," said Gideon Meir, a senior 
Israeli Foreign Ministry official 

Israel's army chief said only 
hours earlier that all members 
of the Islamic militant ttroup 
are "potential targets for liqui- 
dation." Sunday's attack came 
three days after Israel killed 
ffamas leader Ismail Abu 
Shanab in a similar strike in re- 
taliation for a hiamas bombing 
that killed 21 people, including 



five Americans, on a Jerusalem 
bus. 

Palestinian o^cials said 
Sunday's attack would under- 
mine a planned Palestinian se 
curity clampdown that began 
Saturday- with moves against 
arms smugglers, casting fresh 
doubt on an already shaky 
US -backed peace plan. That 
so-called "road map" envisions 
a Palestinian state by 2f}05 

"This aims to sabotage the 
efforts that began last night," 
said Saeb Erakat, a iienior 
Palestinian lawmaker "It's very 
obvious that the Israeli govern 
ment is acting as if the Palestin- 
ian Authority is something from 
the past." 

One witness, Shadi Wassi, 
said he was about to enter his 
house "when suddenly a huge 
explosion shook the ground un- 
der my feet. When I looked 
back. I saw a big flanie burning 
the trees, then another two 
huge explosions hit the area " 

Other witnesses said the 
men were sitting near the beach 
for about half an hour when 



the missiles hit 

Bystanders carried the 
bloodied body of one man to 
an ambulance, as the helicup 
ters fired flares Onlookers 
holding cigarette lighters 
searched the ground to gather 
pieces of flesh from the sand 

ffamas idcnlilied the dead 
men as fighters Ahmed 
Aishtawi, Wahid flanias, Ah- 
mad Aub llelal and Mo- 
hammed Abu Lubda. 

An Israeli military official 
.said on condition of anonymity 
that Aishtawi, 24, was the main 
target, describing him as a sen- 
ior operative who planned and 
committed attacks in Gaza and 
the West Bank 

A Hamas spokesman said 
Aishtawi led a unit that pio 
neered the firing of htnncniade 
missiles and specialized in hit 
ting tanks 

Aishtawi's 21 -year -old 

brother, Hussam. said. "1 am 
sad because I lost my brother, 
but I am happy because he be 
came a martyr. I will follow in 
his footstefM." 



The military strike came as 
Palestinian leaders were locked 
in a power struggle over com- 
mand ol their security forces 

The crisis between Palestin 
ian leader Yasser Arafat and his 
rival, U,S -backed Prime Minis- 
ter Mahmoud Abbas, was trig- 
gered by Arafat's refusal to re- 
linquish control of security 
forces as demanded by the 
United States in a push to dis- 
mantle armed groups. 

It appears unlikely Arafat 
will back down since his au- 
thority would be considerably 
weakened if he gives up com- 
mand over security. He con- 
trols several key security 
branches, while Abbas controls 
the rest. 

Abbas and his sccunty chief, 
Dahlan, have said they need 
control over all men under 
arms to confront llamas, the 
smaller Islamic fihad militant 
group and renegades in their 
own Fatah movement Arafat 
stalled when asked to support 
such a crackdown after last 
week's bus bombing, which 



killed six children. 

Several members of Patah's 
Central Committee have pro 
posed appointing Gen. Nasser 
Yousef, a longtime Arafat loyal- 
ist, as overall commander of se- 
curity forces. 

Arafat said he didn't mind 
appointing Yousef as Dahlan 's 
boss, but balked at relincjuish- 
ing control, several committee 
members said. 

Israel has accused Arafat of 
involvement in terrorism, and 
the United Slates has ignored 
him for months, seeking instead 
to work with Abbas, who was 
appointed in April under U.S. 
pressure 

Abbas on Sunday stood by 
Dahlan, and said he will not re- 
sign as security chief 

As the Palestinian wranghng 
continued, Israel intensified its 
hunt for militants, killing 
Shanab on Thursday and send- 
ing troops and tanks into West 
Bank towns. 

'Rvery member of Hamas is 
a potential target for liquida- 
tion," Israeli army chief Lt 



Gen. Moshe Vaalon said Sun- 
day in the first public comment 
by a senior defense official on 
Israel's new policy, adopted af- 
ter Tuesday's bus bombing. 

In the past three years of 
fighting, Israel has killed scores 
of wanted militants in targeted 
attacks - the Palestinians call 
them assassinations - but 
rarely has gone after Hamas 
political leaders. Abu Shanab 
was the most senior Hamas 
leader killed in a missile strike. 

Hamas remained defiant af 
ter Sunday's missile strike. 

"If the Israelis thought as 
sassinations would destroy our 
determination to continue in 
our resistance, to continue de 
fending ourselves, they are mis- 
taken," Hamas spokesman Is 
mail Haniya said "We will 
move ahead whatever the sac- 
rificc" 

Also Sunday, a rocket fired 
from the Gaza Strip landed 
about four miles from the Is 
raeli city of Ashkelon, about I Q 
yards from an unmanned life 
guard post

"We worked to develop 
more chapters throughout the 
state," he said "The big univer 
sities, KU and K-Statc. have 
good chapters, but I wanted to 
reach out to the community 
colleges and get them in- 
volved, too." 

As national president. Gall 
away said he will be able to 
work out of Lawrence, where 
he lives.

BOMBAY, India - A pair of 
car bombii ripped through 
lunchtime crowds in India's fi- 
nancial capital. Bombay, on 
Monday, killing 44 people and 
wreaking havoc at a crowded 
jewelry market and a popular 
historic landmark More than 
150 people were wounded 

I'olice Commissioner Kanjit 
Sharma blamed India's long- 
time rival. Pakistan, saying sus- 
picion in the blast fell on Is- 
lamic militant groups '"let loose 
by the enemy ct)untry." 

The group are the focus ol 
the investigation, bui victims 
from the explosions were al- 
most certain to include both 
Muslims and Hindus. 

The bombs were hidden in 
(he trunks of two taxis and ex- 
ploded within five minutes of 
each other, police said 

Several people were being 
interrogated, including one taxi 
driver No one immediately 
claimed responsibility Un (he 



bombings 

The liming raised concerns 
the blasts were linked to a dis- 
pute over a religious site in the 
northern city of Ayodhya 
claimed by both Hindus and 
Muslims that has been the 
source of much bloodshed in 
(he past. 

The bombings came hours 
after the release of a long- 
awaited archaeological report 
on the site that itself showed 
divisions over the site's history 

Sharma specifically men 
tioncd the Students Islamic 
Movement of India, or SIMI, a 
militant Muslim students" 
group outlawed in 2001, and 
Lashkar-eTayyaba, one o( 
more than a dozen Islamic 
rebel groups fight tng Indian se- 
curity forces in Kashmir since 
1989, seeking independence 
for the Himalayan province or 
its merger with Muslim domi 
natcd Pakistan. 

The reference to Pakistan 
could increase tension be- 
tween the nuclear armed 
neighbors at u lime when the 



two countries are taking steps 
to improve relations. Pakistan 
has condemned the attacks. 

Pakistan - which has 
fought three wars with India 
and came close to a fourth last 
year - quickly condemned the 
attacks as an act of terrorism 

"We deplore these attacks 
and we sympathize with the 
victims and their families."' 
Pakistan Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Masood Khan said 

"I think that such wanton 
targeting of civilians should be 
condemned in the strongest 
possible terms" 

New Delhi accuses Pakistan 
of supporting militants, which 
Islamabad denies Indian po- 
lice said there was no direct 
evidence linking those groups, 
or Pakistan, to Monday's 
bombings 

Secretary of State Colin 
Powell telephoned Indian V.x 
lerna) Affairs Minister Yash 
want Sinha to voice his out- 
rage and to extend 
condolences to the Indian gov 
emment and people 



In March, a bomb attack on 
a Bombay train, which police 
blamed on Islamic militants, 
killed 1 1 people and wounded 
64 others 

That explosion came a day 
after Ihc 1 0th anniversary of a 
series of bombings in Bombay 
that killed more than 250 peo 
pic in 1993 and were blamed 
on Islamic militants seeking to 
avenge Muslim deaths in the 
riots that followed the 
mosque s razing. 

'Die attacks appeared aimed 
more at the city itself than at 
members ol a certain religion 

One of Ihe bombs exploded 
at the Gateway of India, a his- 
toric landmark 

The massive arch often is 
host lo outdoor concerts and is 
a popular lunchtime eating 
spot for both Hindus and Mus- 
lims 

The other blast was at the 
crowded neighborhix)d of jew 
eiry stores, where many shops 
arc owned by Hindus but 
where many of the artisans are 
Muslims.

Additionally, skills that are obtained 
outside the classroom are often taken inio 
consideration Some cmploycre will be 
more interested in the experience obtained 
from part-time jobs or extracurricular activi- 
ties than in the type of curriculum studied. 



A simple online search from www.career- 
huitdercDtn reveals 50 available positions in 
Kansas that simply ask that applicsnls have a 
bachelor's degree of any variety. Other listed 
positions show a preference for some degrees, 
but encourage applicants in "related fields" to 
apply 

My advice (or freshmen and sophomores is 
that you shouldn't limit your degree selection 
to thai which you think will lead you to a spe 
cific job Keep your horizons broad and 
choose a curriculum that you enjoy

L.ast March, Student Senate 
voted into effect a bill that raised 
everyone's privilege fee by $1 50 
and has the potential to save your 
Ufe. 

The SafeRide program had its 
inaugural drive "Thursday and was 
serving students through Saturday. 
With 78 rides and more than 1 30 
passengers the program has start 
cd out strong. 

It now is up tu students to 
keep the ball rolling and the 
program run 
ning As 




this is a trial year, it is imperative 
that students make the 
program knosvn and 
used 

It has taken at least 
two years of debate and 
negotiation to make the 
idea of SafeRide a reali- 
ty here at K State. 
Starting with a 
plebiscite vote and in- 
cluded in a number of 
student presidential tickets, the 
program has drawn its fair share 
of controversy 

Many students argue the 
negatives of the program as 
they see them 
One, Ihey contend, is that 
since it is a privilege fee. 
every student is paying 
for the few who are 
not responsible 
enough to set up 
designated drivers. 

Others make the 
point that the univer- 
sity-backed program 
encourages irrespon- 
sibility and that the 
university should not 
endorse such a pro- 
gram for the welfare 
of students' acade- 
mics.

Sweltering heat 
adversely affects 
departments on 
K-State campus

Gov. Kathleen Sebelius on 
Friday designated Riley Coun- 
ty as one of 1 1 Kansas coun- 
ties in a state of drought 
emeriiency. 

Several departments at 
K-State are feeling the effects 
of the combination of pro- 
longed heat and drought. 

One program becoming 
more concerned with each 
passing day of 90-plus degree 
heat and no rain is the De- 
partment of j^ronoitiy. 

K-Statc Extension agrono- 
mists Scott Staggenbnrg and 
Dale Fiell said the university 
maintains two agronomy re- 
search facilities where it 
grows crops for research and 
sales 

Fjell said the north field, 
near Marlatt Avenue have re- 
ceived slightly more rain than 
the fields at Ashworth Bot 
toms, south of the Kansas 
River. As a result, the north 
field is not suffering as much 
from the drought 

Workers at the field might 
be able to harvest some dry- 
land corn and some grain 
sorghum; however, unless the 
area receives rain soon, the 
soy bean crop will be turned 
into hay instead of being har- 
vested. 

These problems have the 
potential to create very sen 
ous long-term effects on the 
department 

"All of the money from 
crop sales supplements our 
operating budget." Staggen- 
borg said 

Fjell said the crop revenues 
are especially important be- 
cause state revenues have 
gone down in recent years. 

In addition to the loss of 
crops and the revenue they 
bring in, Staggenborg ^aid he 
worries that some graduate 
students might be forced to 
stay an extra year The nature 
of agricultural research work 
is such that the weather can 
severely hinder a student's 
ability to finish a project and 
retain funding for his or her 
graduate studies 

Possibly the most worn 
some consequence of the heat 
is its effect on undergraduate 
students who arc reaching the 
end of their studies 

Fjell said he worries about 
students not having internship 



and job opportunities due to 
the economic effects o( the 
drought on the agricultural 
economy as a whole. 

Also, he said the weather 
might adversely affect under- 
graduate clusei such as Soil 
Science <»nd Plant Growth 
and >'jr.agemenl 

"It's hard to teach students 
about the growth and man- 
agement of plants when there 
is no growth occurring," 
Staggenborg said. 

The Department of Agron- 
omy is not the only depart 
ment feeling the effects of the 
recent drought and heat wave 

Scot Hulbcrt, a geneticist 
and professor of plant pathol- 
ogy, said his work also is ad- 
versely affected by the weath- 
er, although not as severely as 
other departments. 

Hulbert said the reason his 
work is not affected as much 
in the long term is because his 
department's interest is only 
in studying the plants and 
their reaction to diseases, not 
in producing as much as pos 
si hie 

He did say, though, the de 
partmenl's studies in fungus - 
which thrives in cool, wet en- 
vironments ~ will be slightly 
hindered 

'We can't go in the green 
house hardly at all right now 
because it's just ton hot." tful- 
berl said. "Mostly I just feel 
sorry (or the sludentii coming 
hack so early" 

The Department of Animal 
Science and Industry is not im- 
mune to the heat wave either 
Department Head |ack Riley 
said the main problem is m the 
loss of animal pnxluction. 

'Because of the heat, the 
animals just don't want to eat 
and drink as much as they 
need to." Riley said 

To remedy this pntblcm, 
animal science students and 
faculty are working very hard 
to haul in water for the cattle 
in pastures where the ponds 
have run completely dry, Kiley 
said 

Riley said the swine and 
cattle populations are the 
ones that are feeling the cf 
fects the most The poultry 
animals are indoors, and 
while Riley said they are 
stressed, their climate is man 
ageable and they are being 
kepi as coo] as possible. 

Riley said that while they 
loo are worried about a loss 
of revenue, the effects aren't 
as drastic when dealing with 
animals because the produc- 
tion will adjust to normal with 
the temperature. 

"All we can do is do our 
level best and keep the ani 
mals cool as best we can, and 
that's exactly what we are do- 
ing,' Kiley said

See Ten Mile Tide begin its national tour at 
O'Malley's Alley on Wednesday for $5 - but 
download its music beforehand for free. 

Although the Recording Industry Associa 
tion of America recently has launched lawsuits 
against those who share music illegally, Ten 
Mile Tide guitarist [ason Munning has no 
complaints as tar as his band is concerned 

Munning attributes much of the indcpcn 
dent band's success tu file sharing. He said he 
believes online song-swapping can help musi- 
cians attract fans. After all, he said, people 
have always shared music 

"The culture of music has always been 
about sharing with people, whether sharing 
tapes or file-sharing,' he said "File-sharing has 
taken it to another level, bu) it's the same 
principle, now through the Internet" 

He said the band began in San Francisco 
"during the Napster situation" and that the 
members liked the idea of giving away their 
music Munning believed thai making the mu- 
sic available for download was a way to reach 
a national audience that wasn't 
possible before. 

The idea worked Whereas 
many unsigned bands struggle to 
develop a fan base, users of 
www kazaa com have down- 
loaded around ten million of Ten 
Mile Tide's songs, and the band 
appeared on CNN earlier this 
year to discuss its stance on file 
sharing 

'We put our music out, and it 
snowballed," Munning said "If 
you took at our Web site, it's an exponential 
curve" 

Making its music available for download 
helped Ten Mile Tide achieve its goals 

"Our goal is where we're at right now," he 
said "To do this as a full-time thing, have fans 
and have a following This is our first nation 
wide tour, and we're excited by the response 
we've been getting" 

Munning said the band members have 
been able to quit their day jobs.

"Samples of your music better be only a few 
clicks away, or you've lost them " Dinkel said 
"For unsigned bands, this is Ihe game Hvery 
little bit of exposure counts " 

Dave Studnicka, trombonist for Kuskabank, 
said his band posts music on wwwMP'icnm. 
www RockKatlsas.com and their record label's 
Web page, wwui. noisome com 

He said he wants people to have access to 
his band's music. 

"As independent musicians, most of us 
don't have access to nationwide distribution for 
our CDs," he said 

He said Ruskabank lias found international 
success because of file sharing. 

"(We) use the Internet to spread (our

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In Iraq, building 

peace will cost more 

lives than the war

BAGHDAD, Iraq - With the 
announcement Monday of the 
latest U.S. death, the number of 
troops killed in Iraq by combat 
or accident reached 1 38, match- 
ing the number of troops killed 
before President Bush declared 
an end to major combat in the 
coimtry May 1. 

A total of 276 soldiers now 
have died since the war began 
on March 20, making it clear 
that keeping the peace and re- 
building the country will cost 
far more American lives than 
winning the war 

On Monday, the US mili- 
tary reported one soldier had 
died of a non-hostile gunshot 
wound The number of combat 
deaths since May 1 in this esca- 
lating guerrilla war stands at 
more than 60. 

"We knew all along that 
post-combat operations would 
be equally hazardous, but in a 
different way," said Maj. 
William Thurmond, spokesman 
for Coalition command in 
Baghdad 

During the initial combat 
stage, U.S. troops' main enemy 
was conventional soldiers, but 
now they're being attacked by 
guerrilla fighters - at times in 
densely populated, urban areas, 
Thurmond said. 

"This is a different environ- 
ment, during full-scale combat 
the enemy was uniformed and 
organized," he said "The enemy 
now is much more malicious 
and attacks from the shadows." 

The attacks come every two 
houn on average. Combat con 
tinues for US troops, Thur 
mond said, but their added role 
as peacekeepen means they 
can no longer use the full range 
of American military might 

"Now we have to be effec- 
tive mililarily but we also have 
a responsibility to protect the 
people," Thurmond. "We can't 
indiscriminately use the fire 
power at our disposal" 

Britain, America's biggest al 
ly in Iraq, suffered new losses 



of its own Saturday after three 
of its soldiers were killed and 
one was seriously wounded in 
an attack in the southern city 
of Basra, the British military re- 
ported The deaths brought the 
number of Britons killed to 48 
- 10 of them in combat since 
May 1. Denmark's military has 
also reported one death. 

U.N. Secretary-General KoG 
Annan warned Friday that the 
United States' attempts to bring 
in soldiers from other countries 
to bolster its troops were likely 
to fail unless Washington 
agrees to a UN authorized 
force that shares decision- mak- 
ing with Coalition forces. 

Secretary of State Colin 
Powell said on a visit to the 
United Nations on Thursday 
that the United States would 
not cede any military power as 
Prance and other nations have 
demanded. 

Meanwhile al home. Repub- 
licans and Democrats alike say 
Washington should reconsider 
its troop strength following the 
unrelenting ambushes and a se 
ries of sabotage attacks on the 
Jordanian Embassy, oil export 
pipelines and water lines in 
Iraq culminating in the Tues- 
day's truck bombing at U.N. 
headquarters 

"We have to evaluate 
whether we have enough peo- 
ple, whether we have the right 
kind of people and whether we 
are spending enough money, 
and I think it's appropriate to 
make that evaluation," Sen 
[ohn McCain, R-Ariz and a 
former Vietnam POW, told re 
porters at Baghdad Internation- 
al Airport last week 

Some soldiers' families have 
been blunt, saying changes 
must be made to better protect 
their loved ones serving in Iraq 

They need to get more help 
(for the troops) or maybe get 
them out of there," said Ronda 
Quarlerman of Galesburg, III , 
whose son Chad is an infantry 
soldier in Iraq. "We're con 
cemed that (Bush) said it is 
over when we still have guys 
that are being killed"

"This court cannot and must 
not ignore, us if they did not ex- 
ist, the rights and wishes of mil- 
lions of parents, inside and out 
side this country, to raise their 
children free of the intruding 
details of rape that we now can 
expect to see on ESPN's Sports 
Center sandwiched between the 
Major League Baseball high- 
tights," Thompson wrote. 

If Gannett denies the re- 
quest, Thompson asked him to 
require a delay of at least H) 
seconds for a Jive broadcast 
from the hearing to allow a 
court appointed official to 
delete sexually explicit material 

Gannett allowed cameras in 
the courtroom for Bryant's ini- 
tial court appearance Aug 6 



over the objections of defense 
attorneys but ha.s not said when 
he might rule on the latest re 
quest. 

He has threatened to bar 
from his courtroom news or- 
ganizations that identify 
Bryant's accuser 

The plea comes during a 
time when the Bryant case is 
being compared with that of 
O J. Simpson and of the rape 
case regarding Mike Tyson The 
accuser is white, and many said 
it was just a matter of lime be 
fore racial tensions crept back 
up 

Spokespeople close to the 
Bryant case say a televised 
hearing will just create more 
racial stirs and eventually will 
thwart the results of the case a.s 
well as its credibility.

Liberia's president asked the 
United States on Monday to 
help stop clashes raging in the 
countryside despite a week old 
peace deal, and urged West 
African peacekeepers to speed 
up their deployment as well. 

['resident Muses Blah told 
The Associated IVess that US 
Anibossadur fohn Blaney 
agreed late Monday to try to 
contact rebels in hopes of engi 
neering a true cease-fire in the 
interior U S Embassy offtcials, 
reached soon after Blah made 
his appeal, said they had no in 
formation 

"Tlie Americans said they are 
trying to assist us out of the 
trouble," Blah said "We are 
working on the situation seri- 
ously." 

Blah inherited power after 
President Charles Taylor re- 



signed and flew into exile in 
Nigeria because of pressure 
from West African leaders, the 
United States and rebels laying 
siege to the capital. Taylor's de- 
parture led to the cease fire and 
the deployment of a West 
African peace force. 

The West African peace 
keepers, who arrived three 
weeks ago, have effectively 
brought peace lo the capital, 
Monrovia But refugees and 
combatants in the southeast 
and north have reported new 
clashes despite the cease-fire 
and a week-old power-sharing 
deal. 

Blah said he had asked the 
West African peacekeepers to 
move out quickly The peace 
force now has 1,500 Nigerian 
troops on the ground 

•| have told them that mov 
ing into the cauntryside (Ijy die 
peacekeepers) has become a 
priority lor this government,' 
he said.

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West Nile virus spreads, claiming human lives in Kansas

KANSAS sure (0(t[fil«H 

Fourteen human cases of Wesi Nile 
vims have been cnnlirmed in Kans^ in 
2003. which has caused one death. 

As Kansas health ofTictals predicted, 
the virus has come back with more 
severity than last summer In 2002. 
Kansas saw 22 human cases and the 
virus was confirmed in 103 of the 105 
Kansas counties. 

"We had expected early on that this 
year would be worse," said Sharon Wat 
son, public information director at the 
Kansas Department of Health and En 
vironmcnl 'We looked at what hap 
pened previously in states where West 
Nile had bt-cn going on for many years 

"We were able to look at their statis- 
tics, and this was an information base 
for our planning. We saw the second 



year tended to be more serious as far « 
number of cases, and in some cases, the 
numbers of deaths" 

The first death in Kansas was a 93- 
year-old man in Butler County who de- 
veloped encephalitis, or swelling of the 
brain 

Other human cases, ranging in age 
from 2 to 83, are confirmed in Barton, 
Cloud, Decatur, Ford, Gray, Pratt, Sedg- 
wick, Seward, Sherman and Thomas 
counties. 

The virus has been identified in 60 
Kansas counties su far, in humans as 
well as birds and horses It is first dis- 
covered in dead birds or mosquito 
pools as the mosquitoes contract the 
vims after bitmg infected birds Riley 
County has tested positive for the virus 
in mosquito pools and birds 

Last year the vims was not discov- 
ered until late [uty, Watson said, while

It hasn't happened since Sept. 12, 
37,617 B C , but tonight. Mars will be 
the closest it has been to Barth in 
60.000 years 

Mars, the fourth planet from the 
sun, will be the brightest object in the 
sky next to the sun and moon as Mars' 
natural elliptical rotation around the 
Earth bnngs il only 
35 million miles 
iiway - 50 percent 
<>ser than nomral 
i u-dictions are that 
Mars won't he this 
close again until 
2287 

"It will be a 
deep red. and that 
will be very notice- 
able," Michael 
O'Shea, professor 
of physics, said. 

The planet will 
be visible after sun- 
set, looking toward 
the southeast sky Although the view 
will be good at 10 p. m, O Shea said 
the prime viewing lime will be around 
midnight 

"If you have really good eyesight, 
you should be able to sec it as a tiny 
ball.' he said "It's best to look at it 
through binoculars, but you still won't 
sec surface features " 

Using a telescope of three to tour 
inches in diameter, gazers should b« 
able to see slight surface features 

Kim Bosco, senior in geology and 
secondary education, said she plans to 
view the event at 10 p. m 

"It's bright enough you can see U 
wherever you are I wouldn't be sur- 
prised if people in the big cities would 
be able lo see it" she said 

Getting away from Manhattan city 
lights won't be a problem, O'Shea said 

"You should see it even with city 
lights It will be bright, indeed." he 
said "As long as there isn't a building 
in the way, you should be UK" 

Bosco said students should go out- 
side and look for the planet because it 
is such a rare event 

"It happens every 60,000 years," she 
said "This won't happen again for a 
lung lime It's something c(h>1, and you 
can say to your kids that you taw iL"

Hard work, time and money 
go into painting the campus 
with brightly colored flowers, 
green grass, plants and trees. 

The recent rise in tempera- 
ture makes keeping the color in 
campus more difficult. 

"We have people coming in 
un weekends to hand water 
plants and put sprinklers out," 
said [olin Woods, director of 
services for the Division of Fa- 
cilities. "Tfie flower beds are re 
ally attractive ttiis year despite 
the heat" 

The extra effort is made. 
Woods said, because landscap 
ing plays a central part in the 
atmosphere of the university 

Jerry Carter, director of 
planning for facilities, said he 
agreed 

"We work very hard at this 
university to invest in tlie ap- 
pearance of our campus so the 
people of the stale of Kansas, 
students, faculty and staff have 
a university they can be proud 
of," he said. 

Students often visit the cam- 
pus of a college they might 
want to attend. The campus 
grounds are the first to greet 
them. 

"Surveys have proven that 
people select the colleges that 
they go to by the appearance of 
the grounds," Woods said. 

LandiicapinK haii been a con- 
cern throughout the history of 
the university. 

"One of the long-term goals 
of the university has been to 
show the people o( the stale 
what is possible to be done 
with the plant material that can 
be adapted to this region," 
Carter said. "The area around 



the president's house was origi- 
nally an orchard to show peo- 
ple you can grow oak and wal- 
nut trees in Kansas ' 

The campus grounds offer a 
learning experience to those in 
fields such as horticulture, plant 
sciences and parks and recre- 
ation. 

"A major part of the educa- 
tional process for some majors 
is the identification of woody 
plants," Carter said 

The trees, flowers, plants 
and shrubs scattered around 
campus give K-State a unique 
atmosphere. 

"Our campus provides us 
with a living laboratory that, to- 
gether with buildings, have cre- 
ated the environment that de- 
fines the K-State experience" 

The aesthetic appearance of 
campus is created by utilizing 
open spaces. Carter said. 

"Open space landscaping is 
a critical eicment,"' he said "We 
need space in order to show- 
case the university in the best 
way possible Our master plan 
has taken as much careful 
thought of the open space of 
the K State community as it has 
for the buildings." 

The destruction of Denison 
E-iall will provide open space 
for landscapers to work 

"I've been waiting to take 
Denison down since 1994," 
Carter said "The removal of 
Denison has been a part of the 
long-range master plan of the 
appearance of campus I'eople 
will be surprised at the look 
that the open space gives the li 
brary," 

Support is important in ere 
ating the environment of the K- 
Stale campus. 

"The money comes from a 
variety of sources,'* Carter said. 
"It's more than monetary sup- 
port that makes this campus 
what it is - it's the fact that the 
people of K State have pride in 
their campus" 

"We have a beautiful cam 
pus 1 appreciate everyone re- 
specting it and keeping it 
clean"

Although it's easy to notice 
the new landscaping and work 
that is being done tu make K- 
Stale look better on the out- 
side, it might be more difficult 
to see the same type ot 
progress inside - in the class 
rooms and buildings that stu- 
dents, faculty and staff work 
in each day. 

However, work is being 
done at all times, said Ed 
Hcptig, director of mainte 
nance for the Division of Fa- 
cilities. 

"We have been doing a lot 
of work across campus," he 
said "Ygu can see some sort 
of upgrading in just about 
every building.' 

However, he said there is 
still work to be done. 

"Campus isn't as pretty on 
the inside as it is on the out- 
side, but we're working on it 
as we can," he said 

General maintenance must 
be kept up, but technoli)gy 
and structural upgrades have

Some of the structural 
work done by facilities in 
eludes replacing ceilings and 
floor tiles, painting, fixing 
leaky water systems, sound- 
proofing and upgrading heat 
ing and cooling systems, 
among other things, Heptig 
said. 

Facilities employees have 
been working as hard as they 
tan with what money they 
have available. Ilepiig said 

Upgraded also are being 
done on the technological 
side, said Rebecca Gould, di- 
rector of the fnf urination 
Technology Assistance Center 

"We have W technology 
classrooms on campus, and 
two more just came on line 
this semester,' she said. 



Different dcparttncnts have 
been meeting to plan for fu 
ture technology upgrades, 
Gould said. 

"Music and physics are two 
departments thai we are look 
ing at now and the future tu 
see how they can enhance 
learning and provide a stimu 
lating learning environmcni." 
she said 

Other departments are re 
quiring students to bring their 
own technology to the class- 
mom, Guuld said 

"Apparel atui textiles class- 
es have started requiring stu- 
dents to bring laptop*: to 
class," she said "They also 
work on their drawings on 
them." 

I'he Department i>f Geogra 
phy also is providing more 



technologically improved 
classes, Gould said. 

"They are working with stu- 
dents on geographic informa- 
tion systems, as well as global 
positioning systems to make 
them understand why they 
need to know them,"" she said. 

Technology upgrades are 
important to students' acade- 
mic well-being, Provost fames 
Coffman said 

"Technology is a part of 
everyone"s life and a part of 
the future success of students 
when they leave here,"' he said 
"It increases the ability of 
teachers to provide informa- 
tion in one way and tu provide 
learning in another way" 

Although technology is im- 
portant, it will never become 
more important than old-fash- 
ioned learning. Cuff man said. 

"Nn university will ever be 
completely technology-based 
and succeed." he said "How 
ever, technology will always 
increase, and we will have to 
balance new strategy in lerins 
tif where to use it effectively 
and where not to."'

Division of Facilities prepares for destruction of Denison Hall

Denison hiall will be razed 
this summer, which is none toe 
soon for those in the Depart- 
nnenl of English who call the 
building home. 

"We all reaily want to see 
the wrecking ball come 
through, so we're hoping we 
can get some kind of event 
scheduled through that," l,inda 
Brigham, English department 
head, said 

Division of facilities and 
planning ufricials said land- 
scaping will replace the old 
Denison 

"Initially, we will come in 
and do landscaping and return 



il to grade level ground," said, 
lerry Carter, director of plan- 
ning for facilities. 

This time next year, the 
south facade of Farrell Library 
will be vi.sible. he said, and 
Denison 's former location will 
have some nice sloping ground 

Carter said he docs not 
know how much the demoli- 
tion of Denison will cost be- 
cause the university hasn't be- 
gun taking bids yet 

lie did say, however, that 
K-Stale has had the legislative 
authority to level the building 
since 1994, the same year the 
Farrell Library addition was 
built and making it f^ale Li- 
brary.

"More office space is going 
to directly effect Ihe cnnditions 
under which the instructors 
and CTAs work And as far as 
faculty members go, we're not 



going lo have to double up fac- 
ulty who do not have tenure 
(which is the current situation 
in Denison)." she said "But I 
don't want to underplay the en- 
vironmental problems of Deni-

Locker rooms can became a 
sojicluary for some athlcles. 

It can be a place to unwind, 
reflect, talk lo teammates and 
become a second home. 

For K State rowers, this is a 
scene they have never known 

Now, with construction un- 
der way, the men's and 
women's rowing crews fmally 
have a home 

The $11 million boathouse 
will give the athletes locker 
room facilities, showers, train- 
ing rooms, meeting ruums and 
offices for coaches at Tultle 
Creek Lake. 

The uld cement boathouse, 
built in the 1960s, was used for 
housing boats and equipment 
with no locker rooms or show- 
ers, and four porta potties were 
used for restrooms. 

"This is a drastic improve- 
ment from the old facilities and 
will give us a much better train 
ing environment," said I'alrick 
Sweeney, women's head rowing 
coach. 

Without shower facilities at 
Tuttle Creek, rowers were not 
able to wash off before going to 
class and often had to sit 
through class in wet clothes. 

"It will be so much more 
convenient to shower out (at 
Tuttle Creek) and not have to 
sil through class dripping wet,' 
[^ra Schrock, senior in biolo 
gy, said 

The new facility also will 
serve as a center for regattas 
that take place at Tuttle Creek 
and a shelter for fans when 
weather turns ugly. 

"The boathouse will allow 
parents and fans to stay dry, 
and it will be nice not to have 
to jump from tent to tent when 
the weather is bad," fames 
Rawson, women's novice row 
ing coach, said. 

Money tor the new building 
was raised through fundraiser? 
and private donations. 

Must notably, George Brci- 
denthal of Kansas City, Kan , 
gave $500,000 lo the program 
to help with the cost of build- 
ing the facility. Breidenthal was 
a manager for the rowing team 
in the 1960s 

Sweeney said the new head- 
quarters will help the team per- 
form better and will be a re- 
cruiting tool for the future 

"ft is important to have good 
facilities for recruitment, be- 
cause it does play a part in 
some athletes* minds when they 
are choosing a school," 
Sweeney said 

"This definitely makes our 
program more attractive to 
people that have rowing experi- 
ence," Schrock said

Israel discovers Nablus militant network 
hard to crack following 7th invasion

NABLUS, West Dank - Is 
raeli Irnups in Arab dress 
swarmed inlti a Wcsl Hunk 
hospilal, dcmuncJi'd thai a 
panicked nurse lead llieni lu 
twu wounded Palestinian Kun 
men and promptly wheeled 
the two away in their hospital 
bedi. 

The daring raid was the lat 
csl in a series of military oper 
at ions that have dealt blows, 
but failed to completely rout 
militants and demoliith their 
bonih labs in Nablus, the Wesit 
Bank's largest city 

The low expeetations arc 
perhaps best reflected in the 
cnde name of one recent niili 
taiy operation: "Maybe This* 
Time" 

Hie latest Israeli military 
push into the Wcsl Rank 
comes at the end of a two 
month cease fire, which col 
lapfed last week after a llamas 
suicide bomber killed 21 peo- 
ple, including six i^^hildren, on 
u jeruitalem bus Lsruel re- 
sponded by killing a top politi- 
cal leader of the violent Islam 
ic Hamas t^roup in a helicopter 
missile strike in the Gaza 
Strip. 

The violence has frozen 
progress on the US. backed 
"road map" peace plan and 
exposed the reluctance of 
Palestinian t*rime Minister 
Mahmoud Abbas to confront 
the armed t>roups. 

Israel says the ceasefire it 



self may be to blame, giving 
Palestinian militants a 
breather to regroup 

Though it was a truce 
culled only on the I'ak'stiniaii 
side, Israel respimded by seal 
ing down military action and 
releasint; a few hundred Pales 
tinian prisoners 

"We needed lo ^o in there 
again and arrest the new cells 
which were fonning," said 
army spokesman Capt |acob 
Dallal 

The army has had some 
successes, he ^aid, including 
sciiring and destroying 2T> 
pounds of explosives and an 
antitank missile, making sev 
eral arrests and snatching the 
two wounded Palestinians 
from the city's main hitspital 
on Tuesday. 

Soldiers dressed as Arabs 
leapt from the back of a truck 
and ran into Haffidiyeh I tospi 
tal from two sides with back 
up They declared u lock 
down, confmcd nurses and 
doctors lo a few nxjms and, 
after knocking, broke dt»wn an 
electric door to the Intensive 
l!are Unit. 

Soldiers with M 16 nllrs 
asked a nurse lo lead thcni tc 
the wounded fugitives - one 
of whom was involved in a 
suicide bombing that killed ari 
Israeli Soldiers then grabbed 
the militants' medical Hies and 
wheeled the two men out on 
their hospital beds to military 
ambulances. 

The two wanted men - 
members of the Al Aqsa Mar- 



tyrs' Brigades, a militant group 
loosely affiliated with Yasser 
Arafat's Tat ah faction - were 
driven to the Beilinson flospi- 
tal near Tel Aviv and were be 
ing treated for moderate in 
juries, military sources said. 

The two militants - who 
had taken refuge in the Nabtus 
hospital weeks ago - were 
wounded l*nday when an Is- 
raeli sniper spotted them on 
the roof of the hospital and 
fired shots that killed a third 
colleague

western Kanias, Watson said. 
Although a connection cannot 
be confirnicd, Colorado Kas 
seen 699 human cases in 2003 
with eight deaths 

Symptoms of the virus range 
from mild to severe. Watson 
said. I^tients over 10 and those 
with prior conditions, which 
leave their immune system 
weak, are more vuhierable to a 
severe case of the virus. 

"People miRht not even real- 



ize they have it because their 
body develops antibodies," she 
said. 

If symptoms do develop, 
mild indications of the virus 
are headache, low-grade ever, 
aches and pains and an overall 
sick feeling Severe symptoms 
are a stiff neck, which can lead 
to neurological problems indi 
caled by disorientation, diRlcul 
ty walking, coma, paralysis and 
eventually death. 

It is estimated that 1 in 150 
pers()ns infected with West Nile 



virus will develop a severe fonn 
of the disease

demiology hotline at 
1-877-427-7317 

More human cases are ex- 
pected in the coming months, 
Watson said, as the West Nile 
season ranges from late July to 
late October with the tiighest

The rest of the group re- 
mained outside, chanting, "Re- 
sign now' Resign now!" 

The '53U0 pound monument 
remained m the rotunda of the 
judicial building, where chief, 
[uslice Kuy Moore installed it 
two years ago A federal judge 
has ruled it violates the consti 
lution's ban on government 
promotion of religious doctrine 
and gave Moore an Aug 20 
deadline to remove it 

When Moore refused, asso- 
ciate justices, supported by Pry 
or, ordered it out. On Friday, 
Moore was suspended on

Pryor's office filed a m<itiiin 
Tuesday afternoon to dismiss 
the lawsuit, saying the Mobile 
court lacks jurisdiction and the 
complaint lacks merit The mo 
tion said that while the associ 
ate justices might disagree with 
the federal court order to re 
move the monument, the suit 
wrongly was brought against 
them for complying with the 
order. 

Barry Lynn, executive direc

Water shortage plagues city 

Manhattan officials request help during time of drought

Manhattan city officials are 
asking residents to conserve 
water in their homes and 
workplaces despite the rain 
Tuesday evening. 

"We have asked citizens lo 
be a little more watchful of 
how they are using water," 
Public Works Oirector Chuck 
Williams said 

On Friday, Governor Kath- 
leen Sebelius declared Kiley 
County as one of the 11 coun- 
ties in a drought emergency. 

According to the Web site 
accuujeather.com, the Manhat 
tan area has received 51 inch- 
es of rain in August Average 
participation for the month is 



3.36 inches Precipitation 
numbers were down in July as 
well as reporter precipitation 
was 1 J9 inches. Average rain- 
fall for July is 3 32 inches. 

Williams said the drought is 
a result of several dry sum- 
mers. But despite the drought, 
the city has not had trouble 
meeting demands and 
Williams said he does not ex- 
pect any shortage soon. 

"Unless we would have a 
mechanical problem, 1 would 
not expect anything in the 
near future," Williams said. "If 
this continues, it could potcn 
tially affect imr wells We are 
still in pretty good shape," 

At K-State, Dale Boggs, as- 
sociate director of building 
maintenance, said as part of a 



larger conservation plan, the 
maintenance department 

works to stop walcr waste, 

"1 try to take care of all the 
water leaks and any conserva- 
tion stuff we can do," Boggs 
said 

To conserve water, Williams 
suggested washing your car at 
an automatic earwash rather 
than your driveway and not 
watering lawns during the 
hottest part of the day 

Other tips include installing 
shut-off nozzles an garden 
hoses, selecting the appropri- 
ate water level for laundry, 
taking shorter showers and 
fiUing the dishwasher before 
running it.

One of the reasons behind 
blending the two fairs is to be 
considerate of students' time, 
said Dottic Hvans. assistant di- 
rector of CES "It might be 
beneficial lo come to one 
event on one day to look for 
all of the kinds of opportuni- 
ties," she said. 



Another reason to combine 
the events is convenience for 
potential employers 

"We found in the last cou-

Easy Mac, late-night beer runs and the oc- 
casional slice of piz7.a all take their toll on the 
bank account 

With such expenses, students can Tind 
themselves looking for a part-time job. 

There are many advantages and disadvan 
tages to getting a part time job. depending on 
where the student lives, said Dottie Evans, as- 
sistant director of Career and Employment 
Services. 

Evans said most campus jobs are taken by 
students who live on campus, and those with 
work study options often are favored 

Por those who live off campus or do not 
have work study, an off campus job might he 
the best bet. 

Evans suggested that students choose their 
part time job carefully 

"Part-time jobs can be a good opportunity 
for handson experience in a student s chosen 
fields," Evans said "Employers tend to look 
for hands-on experience when looking at po- 
tential employees" 

She advised students lo be selective and 
apply for jobs that give good hands-on experi 
ence, These jobs might help students to be 
competitive when searching for long-term em- 
ployment 

Becky Riley, junior in mass communica 
tions, said she likes her on campus job at 
CES 

For Riley, the job carries many advantages, 
such as not having to drive to work, flexible 
hours that work with her schedule and mak 
ing use of her work study 

"Being able to walk to work is a major ad- 
vantage," Riley !!aid 

While the pay might not be the best at on 
campus jobs, it is balanced by all the advan 
tAges, Riley said. 

Rebecca Fry, junior in lamily financial 
planning, works as a manager-in-lraining at 
McDonalds on Third Street. 

She said the biggest advantage to her off- 



campus )ob is having plenty of money to pay 
the bills 

"111 can balance it just right, it's great," Pry 
said 'If f take too many hours at work, it 
makes it hard to keep my grades up" 

A big advantage of having an off- campus 
job is having more hours and better pay, Pry 
said 

"I hated my campus job," she said 'The 
pay was horrible At least here you make more 
than minimum wage.' 

Michael Haug, sophomore in open-option, 
said his four years at Kmart have provided 
him with spending money and an opportunity 
to work with friends 

However, he said the downside of having a 
job is that working late nights makes ii diffi 
cult to wake up for early classes 

Haug said his off campus job provides him 
some needed time away from school, but that 
the drive can be a hassle 

"If you have a class and have to be at work 
directly after, it's kind of hard to get to work 
on lime," he said. 

Marc Moreau, sophomore in psychology 
and Spanish, also works at Kmart, and said he

Moreau said a disadvantage of having a job

"We basically encourage 
students lo have a specific 
rl^sume that highlights 
their skills (or a specific 
position," she said. 

It is also imporlani to 
use a professional e mail 
address when contacting 
potential employers 

"Students should ovoid 
using e mail addresses with 
personalization, especially 
those that would be inap 
propriate." Barkley said 

Many job seekers are 
now turning to Web sites 
to obtain jobs, hut this 
strategy might not be the 
best option for all students 



as students are usually 
looking for jobs near Man 
hattan. 

"Students can have suc- 
cess at these sites, but that 
depends on the student," 
Evans said. 

"These searches only 
work if the student is high- 
ly motivated and willing to 
relocate. 

"It is important to real- 
ize most of these jobs are 
with major curporalions 
and around 80 percent of 
our students will find jobs 
with small or mid size 
companies." 

Evans said students 
should follow up with em- 
ployers after they send 
their resumes. 

"Students should always 
call and follow up after 
they send or give their re 
iami to a potential em- 
ployer because things can 
happen and the employer 
may not have gotten it," 
Evans said 

"Students should also 
send any updates of their 
rdsumc if anything has 
changed and they should 
also bring a fresh copy to 
any interviews."

Interviewing skills crucial for jobs

Don't chew gum 

In face to-face interviews, 
whether a person gels hired 
could come down to just that, 
said Merry Magill. office man 
ager at Blueville Nursery 

Magill said professionalism 
is a must when an interviewee 
is applying for a job. and that 
means being prompt, dressing 
neatly and having good man- 
ners. 

Roy Hulett, Wal Mart store 
manager, said his company 
never hire^i a person without 
several face to-face interviews. 

"We need the interaclion," 
he said 

"We're going to sec the per- 
son the way a customer would 
see them, which is one of our 
biggest concerns. They need to 
be approachable and have 
good customer service." 

"There's no way you're go- 
ing to get that from a piece of 
paper." 

Jim Muller, manager of facil- 
ity operations for athletics at 
Bramlage Coliseum, said face 
to-face interviews are a must 
for his workplace as well. 

"We have to have a level of 
commitment from the 



applicants - thai they are going 
to be the righl type of employ 
ee for us," he said "We can't 
get that any olher way" 

Muller said thai at EVram 
lage, where commitmcni to em- 
bracing the company's philoso- 
phy of customer service is of 
the utmost importance, eye 
contact and agreement during 
the interview arc looked for 

He said supervisors Iw^k lor 
applicants who are prepared 

"When someone arrives for 
the interview - are they pre 
pared, how are they dressed, 
do they care enough lo put 
their best foot forward," he 
said 

The consequence of coming 
unprepared to an inlerview is 
lliat the applicant seems unin- 
terested in and uncommitted to 
doing the job well. 

"We don't hire people who 
iusi want a job," Muller said 
"We hire people who want to 
work here." 

I^eparalion isn't the only 
important thing, though 

Hulett said first impressions 
arc very impfjrtani and are dic- 
tated by a person's appearance 
before anything else 

"You should present yourself 
as if you were going lo go to 
work that day," he said 



"If folks come in wearing 
sandals, shorts and a tank-trjp, 
how seriously am I going to 
take them that they want to 
work for me Thai's your first 
impression before they open 
their mouth" 

Hulett said interviewees 
who express genuine interest in 
a specific job are more likely to 
be hired. 

"When they really hava a 
passion - when you can tell 
they are really enthusiastic 
about a certain area of the 
store, that's a big plus ' he said 

Magill said the interviewees 
that vtand out lo her are the 
ones who can answer questions 
knowledgeably. 

'They arc sure of when they 
can work sure of their capa 
bilities," she said. "They have 
self-esteem" 

She said the worst thing an 
applicant can do in an inler- 
view is arrive late 

"ll shows that they won't be 
to work on lime." she said 

Muller said applicants 
should remember lo be honest 
during interviews, and avoid 
giving answers to questions 
that Ihey don't know 

"If you don't have an an- 
swer, it's all right to say you

Internships can be vital for 
students entering the job 
market 

The Parl*Time Opportuni- 
ties Fair might give some stu- 
dents a chance lo receive 
one, said Dottie Evans, assis- 
tant director of Career and 
Employment Services 

"Every one of the organi 
zations that have been here 
in the past are prime targets 
for students to obtain intern- 
ships," she said. 

If students are looking lo 
find an internship at the fair, 
Ihey should come prepared, 
Eivans said 

'They should have several 
r^sum^s with them," she 
said "They can 

lei the reeniilers know Ihat 
their interest is in a hands- 
on experience As long as 
it's hands on experience, 
it's an internship" 

A student still should 
express interest in intern- 
ships, even if there aren I 
any internships currently 
available, Evans said. 

"Ask questions," she 
said "Ask if ihey have, 
have had or are interest 
ed in establishing an in- 
ternship program. 

"If they have never had 
one before, CES can help 
Ihcm establish one" 

A variety of companies 
will be at the fair this year, 
Evans said. 

'There will be a landscap- 
ing company, a food manu- 
facturer, a certified public ac 
countant firm, a financial 
planning firm, a photograph 
er and the military," she said 
Evans said she believes in 
ternships will greatly help 
students in Ihe lung run 

'"An overwhelming number 
of employers have indicated 
that students who have had 



direct hands»^on experience 
increase their potential for 
hire," she said. 

Chuck Lubbers, professor 
of journalism and mass eom- 
municalions and internship 
coordinator for the 2002-03 
school year, said he agreed 
with Evans 

"Having more than one in 
temship is a good idea," he 
said. "It exposes students to 
different organizations and 
different ways of doing a job." 

Connections also can be 
made through internships. 
Lubbers said. 

"Every time you work with 
a different organization, you 
network," he said "Though 
some companies don't hire 
interns, you arc more likely 
to pull a job offer out of it." 

Having more than one in- 
ternship might help a student 
to find a job directly out of 
college. Lubbers said 

"Some companies substi- 
tute multiple internships as 
job experience," he said 

Ian Hansberger, junior in 
milling science, had an in- 
ternship this past summer 
with Cereal Ingredients Inc 
gathering and researching 
wheat samples. 

Hansberger said he gained 
skills from his inlenitthip that 
he wouldn't have learned in 
the classroom 

"I learned about wheat, 
but I also learned a lot of 
people skills I had lo deal 
with a lot of people," he said. 

"I am going lo be dealing 
with wheat every day for my 
job It helped me to see what 
to look for" 

Students should take ad- 
vantage of internship oppor- 
tunities, Hansberger said 

"How do you know some- 
thing is what you want to do 
if you can't experience it first- 
hand'" he said "It's also a 
good chance to just gel fife 
experience."

City 
debates 
casinos 

Junction City officials 

grapple with bringing 

gambling to area

Nontribel casinos are illegal in 
Kansas. 

But function City ufficiftU have 
plans in their packets for a $50 mil- 
lion casino All they need is legisla- 
tive support. 

Tallc of expanding gaming isn't 
new to the state Earlier this month, 
Gov. Kathleen Sebelius announced 
the formation of a 15-membcr com- 
mittee that will study gaming 
statewide. 

Legal gaming in Kansas includes 
lotteries, certain types of racing and 
American Indian, or tribal, gaming 

State oflicials are looking at gam 
ing as a way to raise revenue in tight 
budget times. In her announcement, 
Sebelius voiced concern about 
Kansans spending their money in 
Missouri casinos. 

Committee members plan to study 
the potential effects of increased 
gaming by visiting Topeka, Wichita, 
Kansas City and other cities in the 
next couple of months. 

Junction City officials would like 
to see the committee come there, 
said David Bossemeyer, president 
and CBO of the area's Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The chamber has been working 
with a Kansas City firm to plan a 
casino that would include 1,500 to 
2,000 slot machines, a restaurant and 
retail shopping next door. 

The plans haven't cost the city 
any money, and city officials still 
have a lot of work to do before de- 
ciding whether to support them, 
Bossemeyer said. City officials just 
want to be able to make choices 
about the casino, he said. 

"If the state goes forward with 
this, we want the ability to have one 
here if we want to," he said. 

Junction City, like any other city, 
will have lo consider the pros and 
cons of gaming The city's image, 
problem gambling, potential increas 
cs in crime and the effects on local 
businesses are all concerns that 
Bossemeyer has heard. 

Proponents say increases in 
tourism and job opportunities out- 
weigh the negative effects of gam- 
bling.

He was never in a fire fight. He never fired any 

rounds. But Ryan Forsythe heard gun shots every 

night during his month and a half of military service 

in Iraq.

"About halfway through the night, an 
Apache helicopter was hovered directly over 
our building," Horsythe said. 

"1 didn't actually experience it, but it was 
everywhere" 

Fnrsylhc, freshman in mechanical engi- 
neering, left the dry climate of Iraq to pur- 
sue a degree at K-State with the assistance 
of the Green and Gold Scholarship program 

Arthur DeGroat, lieutenant colonel in the 
U.S. Army and professor of military science, 
said the scholarship program gives active 
duty enlisted soldiers the opportunity lo 
obtain a college degree and then go back to 
duty as an officer 

Forsythe was one of 194 applicants for 
the Green and Gold Scholarship program, 
and only 16 percent were selected across the 
country, DeGroat said. 



An independent fight 

Forsythe knew that after high school gradua- 
tion he wasn't ready for college. 

As a result, he decided to do a term &t 
service and enlisted in the military his senior 
year 

in the summer of 1999, just months after 
his high school graduation. Forsythe left to 
Ft Leonard Wood. Mo., for training and 
stayed lliere from Septemher through the be- 
ginning of December 

Following a short leave, Forsythe went to 
Korea and spent a year in the infantry divi- 
sion 

"It was the first time 1 was out on my 
own," Forsythe said. 

"1 spent time in basic, but in basic you 
don't have much time lo get yourself in

"There are some graduate 
students, as well as some un- 
dergraduates from my Earth in 
Action class here," she said "It 
would be great (or us lo be 
able to see the ice caps at the 
South Pole" 

Sarah Stewart, senior in 
geology, said she could sec the 
planet more distinctly in the 
telescope. 

"It was really bright red. 



and you could defmitely tell it 
was a sphere, which you can't 
normally see with the naked 
eye," she said 

Stewart said that being able 
to do something like this is a 
unique experience. 

"I'm really happy lo be liv- 
ing at a time that something 
like this is happening," she 
said 

Mars ii home to the largest 
volcano in the solar 



system - Ml Olympus, Nico- 
laysen said 

"One of the really 
interesting things that was 
found by the Rover a few 
years ago was that the 
comfiotilion of the rocks are 
different than was expected in 
thai they were more like the 
volcanic rocks on Earth that 
form in the presence of water," 
she said 

'People were excited about 



the idea that there might 
have been a lot of water 
on Mars. Part of the topogra- 
phy on Mars is really low and 
flat, sort of like you might 
expect if you had a dried-up 
ocean" 

The reason Mars gets this 
close to Earth only once every 
60,000 years is because of its 
ettiptical orbit, Michael 
O'Shea, professor of physics, 
said 



"ir both the Mars and Earth 
moved in perfect circles 
around the sun, it would be 
this bright once every two 
years," he said. 

"Right now, Barih is at its 
farthest from the sun, and 
Mars is at its closest" 

Brian Shafer, junior in busi- 
ness, said he was glad lo be 
able lo lake part in the event. 

"It's a once-in-a-lifetime 
experience," he said.

truuble I experienced a lot, 
and was able to go out and not 
have anyone really keep (rack 
of me on my time off" 

However, Forsytlie's inde- 
pendence took an early test. 

While in Korea, Porsylhe's 
father died, causing him to 
take a 24 hour flight back 
home in Wisconsin. 

"ft was hard to be away 
from somelhin(> like thai," 
Porsythe said "fie was proba 
biy the one in ray family that 1 
was closest to, so that made it 
doubly hard. 

"ft just started to reinforce 
that I was on my own now, 
because any time I'd go get 
help or advice first, il had 
always been htm, and, he was 
gone." 

Going to war 

After Korea, Fnrsythe was 
transferred over to Port Riley 
in the first brigade of the fir^l 
armor division 

Two years later, after a 
monthlong training trip to 
California, he and his brigade 
found themselves preparing for 
war 

"Wc got back from Califor 
nia, and as soon as we got 
back, one of our companies 
was already prepping to leave," 
Foreythe said 

"There were a couple of 
units and one of our compa- 
nies that went over immediate- 
ly, so the rest of us had it in 
the back of our minds 

"It was pretty much when 
are we going as opposed tu if 
we arc going" 

The day the United States 
declared war in March, 
Porsythe said he was on leave 
visiting his family 

"1 was at home, with my 
mother sitting on the couch," 
he said "The war started, and 
1 wished 1 could help." 

Porsythe got his chance 
when he and his unit left for 
Iraq at the end of April His 
unit reached Kuwait on May 1 
and two weeks later the troop 
was in Baghdad, where

Porsythe spent the rest of his 
time, 

"My unit was working on 
a variety of projects, such 
as getting the drinking water 
and the sewers working," he 
said. 

"II was unreal It's hard to 
realize how unsettling il is to 
watch and see sewage running 
in the streets and trash piled 
up because the basic services 
have nut been run" 

One ol the most surprising 
sights, however, came in the 
first minutes of Forsythc's ar 
rival - when he reali/cd (here 
were still remains from the 
first Gulf War. 

"The first five minutes I was 
there, I saw power lines that 
were completely twisted and 
lorn," he said 

"There wasn't any kind of 
burn marks or indication what 
had been done to them - it 
was clear that il had been 
done year^ ago and it had nev 
er got fixed" 

Experiencing the real Iraq 

Al line pnitit ill the tnunlh. 
Porsythe said his unit had the 
chance to go around and tour 
Baghdad with an interpreter 

"One of the things he told 
us is that il was illegal to have 
a satellite television because 
they didn't want people to 
hear anything from the outside 
world,' he said 

"One of his family had 




a satellite TV, and Ihey 
had tu keep it hidden so 
they could find r>ut what was 
going on in the rest of the 
world" 

I3uring his work. Porsythe 
said he saw the real people of 
Iraq and the type of conditions 
they had to live in 

"People were suffering,'" he 
said. 

"I never once ran into 
someone who supported Sad- 
dam I heard some disturbing 
things One person told us that 
we shouldn't arrest or process 
people His solution was just 
to shoot them." 

Porsythe said these ideas 
were the hardest to under 
stand. 

"Stuff like thai makes you 
just reali;te the kind of harsh 
and unrealistic government 
they have.' he said 

"That's what they're used 
tu That's the kind of way the 
government nded 

"People would disappear in 
the night when they caused 
trouble. 1 still find ii hard to 
understand how people could 
live like that" 



Winning the Green 
and Gold 

Porsythe said the reason he 
applied for the Green and 
Gold Scholarship was because 
he wanted to improve himself 

"I felt I could probably 
serve in a greater capacity I 
didn't feel (hat 1 had dune 
enough yet," he said. "I wanted 
to do something more and I 
thought that with a wider 
range of responsibility I could 
do more for the country and 
the Army" 

When Porsythe first learned 
he received the Green and 
Gold Scholarship (une im 21, 
he felt guilty for leaving his 
unit behind. 

"That was hard," he said 
'Kven though they were happy 
for me and wanted me to pur 
sue my scholarship to become 
an ofricer, I didn t want to 
leave them in a lurch" 

Porsythe put all feelings 
aside, however, and accepted 
the scholarship - only to run 
into his Tirst of many problems 

"The date on the letter was 
the May 29, and they accepted 



an original signed accejilance 
form 30 days from the letter," 
he said "There was no way 
possible il could get there, so 
we had to wait" 

The following Monday, 
Porsylhe's battalion comman 
der was on satellite phone to 
DeCiroat 

Weeks later, Porsythe found 
himself in Manhattan as a col- 
lege student 

He enrolled Aug 19 and 
the same day raced to Port 
Kiley to get discharged 

DeGroat said the cadet will 
(»ffer a range of experiences 
that the faculty cannot offer 

"He's our first and only 
veteran of Operation Iraqi 
Freedom We have upperclass- 
men that have been in Bosnia. 
and most of the faculty have 
been in cumbat," he said. 
"What's really compelling is 
that he's a freshman and the 
insight that he can offer his 
peers"

His unit is in Iraq, and 
Porsythe said they will serve 
for a year, which is the next 
time he might see his 
colleagues. 

But in the meantime, he's 
living life as a college student 
- going to class, visiting 
Aggie ville, and complaining of 
homework 

"There's some things 1 
didn't realize," he said. 

"I haven't had math in five 
years, so my calculus course is 
a bit bystanding I'm sure il 
will be better once I remember 
more from high school."

lunclion City is doing the right thing 
in preparing early for legalized gaming 
- but we're glad the casinos aren't 
coming to Manhattan 

The issue loomed 
over the Kansas 
1 legislature for much of 
the last session, and 
Citiv. Kathleen Sebelius 
took a step in the right 
direction by forming a 
committee to review 
the prospect of 
gambling in Kansas. 

The state's budget 
crisis has forced deep 
cuts, including right 
here at K-State. By keeping gamblers 
and their money in Kansas, tax 
revenues generated could help bridge 
some of the financial gaps. 

Casinos in Manhattan would 
threaten the community's family atmos- 
phere and serve as an additional 
distraction to students, many of whom 
alieady are strapped for enough funds 
to afford their college education.

The double standard reveals itself when 
Ihe same health insurance that may not cover 
contraceptives covers drugs like Viagra

Constitutional argument for 
removing monument invalid 



Editor, 

In defying a federal court 
order to remove the Ten 
Commandments display from 
the Montgomery Courthouse 
steps, judge Roy Moore ha* 
joined the ranks of Martin 
Luther King and Mahatma 
Gandhi in using nonviolent 
tivi! disi^bedience to raise the 
public awareness of a nation- 
al injustice. 

The Ten Commandments 
are the foundation of our 
laws, the Declaration of In 
dependence and our nation 
Itself, 

The misused concept 
known as "separation of 
church and state" which so 
many invoke at the drop of a 
hat today was created on a 
whim and by a 5-4 vote of 
the Supreme Court in the 
1 947 Everson v the Board of 
Education case. 

No public school student 
is aware of this fact or al- 
lowed the freedom to discuss 
it in a classroom. 

If you read the First 
Amendment and the notes 
from the Constitutional Con- 
vention, you will discover 
that the founders were only 
trying to prohibit any one de- 
nomination of Christian 
churches from being the oHj 
cial state church. 

Surely, we must be toler 
ant of other faiths and other 
beliefs, but others also must 
be tolerant of historical 
truths, which include the 
Christian foundation of our 
laws, government and Consti- 
tution, Our laws were based 
on the Bible and the Ten 
Commandments. 

George Washington con- 
cluded in his farewell address 
that "religion and morality 
arc indispensable supports," 
but this portion of his speech 
has been censored in public 
school American history and 
government books 

At the time of our nation'^ 
creation, taws were measured 
against the supreme law of 
God (the Bible), and if ihey 



were found to contradict the 
Bible, they were to be re 
moved, Lawyers were en- 
couraged to study theology 
before law school, lo under- 
stand the foundation of law. 

The Bible has been re 
moved as our national and 
legal foundation, but it has 
been replaced with nothing 
more than the whims and 
prejudices of our federal 
judges creating whatever laws 
they desire - this is what 
Judge Moore was trying lo 
point out.

When I challenged via e-mail 
Steve Chamraz, KCr\' 5*s inves- 
tigative reporter, "Why the silence 
by KCTV about the need for cam- 
paign finance reform in Kansas?", 
Chamro^'s response was more 
abtjut his ego than his concern 
for public discussion 

Chamra/ replied, "1 think I 
I old you this one before - I break 
stories, I di»n'l follow other peo- 
ple's leads" 

The Capital Journal recently 



was concerned with a $500 cash • 
contribution aixepted by Topeka 
Mayor Butch PeDcer, but ignored 
the story about $200,000 in laun- 
dered PAC money. 

Perhaps publisher John G, 
Montgomery at the Junction City 
Daily Union should admit he 
might be a bit biased since he 
made several contributions to the

Tom Bell from the Salina Jour- 
nal correctly observed, "It is also 
troubling that this story was over- 
looked by the state's media, in- 
cluding reportera for Harris News 
Service."

But finishing second wasn't good 
enough Tlie team went out and paid 
for Anderson and White.

Three members of K State's women's 
basketball team helped the United States 
take home medals in two international 
tournaments last summer 

Senior Nicole Ohide and (Uniur 
Kendra Wccker played on the gold 
medal winning I! S team in the World 
Championship for Young W(*men, while 
junior l^urie Koehn helped capture sil- 
ver at the Pan Am Games 

"The people were friendly, really nice 
~ just high class and treated all the ath 
letes well," Koehn said of Santo Domin 
go, Dominican Republic. "U was a good 
time to have a chance to spend twelve 
days down there" 

Ohlde and Wecker, meanwhile, loved 
what they saw of Sibcnik, Croatia, site of 
the World Championships 

"It was really pretty," Ohidc said 
"Croatia was a beautiful ct>uiitry We 
stayed right by the Adriatic Sea and got 
to take a couple of boat rides out there" 

While Ohlde had played in interna 
tional tournamenis belore, the trip 
marked the first time for Wccker 

"It was something that Ive never ex 
perienced in my life" she said "To go 
over to a different country and to ejtpcri 
ence the different culture - just to play a 
different level ol basketball was a good 
experience lor me" 

Koehn, however, said adapting to the 
international style was difficult 

"It was a little different than how the 
Big 12 normally is," she said, "just be 
cause teams were probably not able to 
scout as much here and because there 
wasn't as much time between each game 

"There's only certain limes when you 
can actually gel a timeout, so that's a lit 
tie different It causes players out on the 
floor to really have to dig in, and know 
when you've got to get a slop and know 
when you've got lo stop another team's 



momentum," Koehn said. 

Ohlde also said that while inside play 
is more demanding in international 
games, it bears a strong resemblance to 
the Big 12 

"I think the Big 12 is a lot like that," 
she said "The thing is the refs don't like 
to call a lot, so everybody can get away 
with quite a bit" 

The physical play, wide lane and sub 
lie changes in style also improved each 
individual's defense, Wecker said 

"Whether we're in a zone or man to 
man. it doesn't matter 1 need to work on 
pressuring the ball and being up in their 
face - not letting them make an easy 
pass into the post I really tried to con 
centratc and focus on the defensive part 
of my game a Un on this trip,' she said 

Wccker noticed other differences in 
international basketball, such as four 
10 minute quarters with a jump ball to 
begin each While lanes are wider, the 
three point line also is farther back 

Koehn, who made several three 
pointers in the tournament, made the 
adjustinciil well. 

'it's further out, I'd say like nine or 
10 inches further out, but 1 didn't really 
notice it too much," she said 

University of Virginia women's 
basketball coach Debbie Ryan, 
head coach of the Pan 
Am Games team, was 
impressed with Koehn's 
ability to break down 
zone defenses with 
her outside shout- 
ing 

"Shc"s money 
in the bank

Resident finds his dog nearly beaten to death; man cited with animal cruelty

In human cases of assault 
and battery, there are different 
degrees of severity lo be consid 
ered 

When it comes to dogs and 
other animals. Tony "Buck" 
Huckner said there needs lo be 
something similar lo examine. 

"The amount ol rage in 
volved needs to be considered 
in determining punishment in 
animal cruelly cases," he said 
"I was very close lo my dog He 
was pretly much the only fami 
ly member I have here because 
I'm not frimi Kansas" 

Buckner. Manhattan resi 
dent, said he returned home 
from work early Friday morn 
ing lo find his dog, Wiji, beaten 
nearly to death. 



"I arrived home at about 
5:30 to find my dog in pretty 
bad shape His right rear leg 
was broken wilb the bone 
slicking out ihrough the skin," 
he said "There was a gash on 
his front leg. and there was a 
hole in the side of his dog 
house" 

Huckner said be called an 
animal hospital and came to 
the conclusion that Wiji would 
need to be pul to sleep, 

"Then I tailed the police, 
and the dispatcher came out to 
ihe house " he said "1 showed 
him the broken push broom 
and thai I he leash couldn't 
reach the alley Tbt- officer lold 
me about a dog bile complain I 
eariier in the morning." 

A dog bite complaint was 
made around 4:10 that morning 
at his house, he said Buckner 



said Ihe officer who responded 
to his call was the same one 
who responded to the dog bile 
call 

Buckner said he then called 
a friend lo pick up Wiji while 
the ofFicer talked lo the man 
wh«i had complained The same 
man. I^nce Hcin. was cited for 
animal cruelty, according to po- 
lice reports. 

"The next day. I read in the 
Mercury ihal the man was cited 
for animal cruelty," he said 
"Since then, I've been putting 
up flyers letting people know 
what's going on We are slart 
ing widi community legislation 
I'll conlatl Riley County law 
review board lo see sonie maxi- 
mum and minimum sentences 
fur animal cruelty Each case 
should be treated differently." 

Buckner said he also has 



been in contact with the city 
prosecutor's office 

Mall Pemberton, Buckner's 
roummale, said he is also mak- 
ing effort.s to inform Ihe public, 

"We're putting up flyers, but 
there's a lot of other things in 
Ihe works," he said. "We'd like 
lo organize a tribute benefit 
concert in City Park and have 
some bands come out People 
can bring their dugs and just 
celebrate being dog owners." 

Pembcrlon said he wants to 
raise awareness that people 
need to protect their pets 

"1 can deal with people be 
ing idiots, but this was a dog on 
a leash," he said "All the man 
had to do was walk away," 

Buckner said he had Wiji for 
six years and only had one pri 
or biting incident 

"About a year and a half ago, 



my dog was accused of biting 
someone Animal control came 
out and told me lo shorten the 
leash," he said 

"I did everything they lold 
nie to do," 

Ihe dog's leash was four feel 
long, Buckner said, which is 
one to three feet away from the 
alley and sidewalk 

"Someone would have lo 
come up on my property to 
even touch ihe dog," he said 

U. Kuri Moldrup of Ihe Ri 
Icy County Police Department 
said animal cruelty cases are 
rare in Manhallun. 

"1 would say there are ex- 
Iremeiy few cases thai are re 
ported and cited," he said. 

Moldrup said this incident's 
citation will be forwarded lo 
the city attorney for review.

Bossemeyer said he's been 
told (hat a casino might make 
lunction City a destination spot 
instead of a place to drive by. 

Even so, Bossemeyer said he 
will keep a critical eye before 
moving further with plans for a 
caiino. 

"We're not going to put it in 
if it won't work," he said. 

Beyond facing these 
concerns, actually bringing a 
casino to any city in Kansas 
wiU stiil require a great deal of 
work for lobbyists and discus 
sion on the legislative bench 

Last session, proponents 
wrote about 10 different bills to 
expand gaming in Kansas 
None met approval from both 
houses 

This year might not be any 
different, Bossemeyer said, be 
cause legislators are facing up- 
coming elections They might 
be hesitant to take a controver- 
sial stance by supporting 
increased gaming, he said. 

For now, the next step for 
function City, Bossemeyer said, 
is to work on revising the bill 
that interested officials the 
most last year

and Geary County 

In a recent survey the cham- 
ber conducted, about 85 
percent of the area's approxi- 
mately 280 chamber members 
said they supported bringing a 
casino to the county, 
Bossemeyer said 

Manhattan businesapeoplc. 
however, showed split support 
and opposition in a similar 
survey. 

The Chamber of 

Commerce's about 800 
members were split on whether 
to support an expansion of 
gaming in Kansas to bring 
money to the state, said Lyle 
Butler, chamber president. 

But, for Manhattan, the 
issue might not hit as close to 



home as it could in Junction 
City. 

Butler said he hasn't heard 
of any movement to expand 
gambling in Manhattan or Ri- 
ley County. 

Jeff Levin, Manhattan busi- 
nessman and a member of the 
governor's committee, also said 
he hasn't heard about any pro 
posals for the area 

Since the formation of the 
committee, Levin said he has 
received a lot of response. He 
said local opposition to gam- 
bling includes religious and 
moral issues, as well as the role 
of government. 

Those issues, as well as 
gambling's effects on local 
erfinomy, are important for the 
committee to research. Levin 
said 

He said he plans to consider 
all sides very carefully. 

"I'm taking this very seri- 
ously," he said. "This is too big 
to lightly go in or not treat 
with the proper attention" 

If the state does increase 
gaming, it's unclear where the 
money would go, Levin said. 
Legislators will have to discuas 
where to allocate revenue, but 
the higher education budget 
could be among those options, 
he said

Research shows media portraying homosexuals in 
positive light has beneficial influence on society

Shows such as "Will and 
Grace" might have more of 
an effect on society Ihan peo- 
ple think 

According lo a study done 
by the Department of I'sy- 
chology at K State, media 
thai portray homosexuals in a 
positive manner can positive- 
ly influence the social alti 
tudes of its consumers, at 
leasl temporarily 

ttescarch projects on me- 
dia recall are done often, 
Richard ftarris, professor of 
psychology, said 

"This particular study was 
about nremories of the por- 
trayal of guys and lesbians," 
he said 

Three groups participated 
in the study, said |eniiifer 
Bonds Raaeke, graduate stu 
dent in psycbology, who 
helped carry out the research. 

"The first group thought of 
a gay or lesbian character 
who was portrayed in a posi- 
tive way," she said. "The sec- 
ond group thought of a gay or 
lesbian character whit was 
portrayed in a negative way. 
The third group thought ot a 
character who was unmar- 
ried, but there was no mcn- 
ti(m of sexual preference " 

The students in each group 
then rated their specific char 
aclers on several personality 
dimensions, Bonds Kaacke 
said. 

"Afterwards, they complei 
cd a scale to assess (heir so 
cial altitude towards gays and 
lesbians." she said 

The results varied between

"Overall, women had a 
more positive attitude toward 
lesbians and gay men than 
did tnen," she said 

hlach separate group 
showed a trend in results as 
well, Bonds-Kaacke said 

"Those who recalled a pos 
ilive porirayal later had a 
more positive attitude toward 
lesbians and gay men than 
those who recalled a negative 
portrayal or those who were 
in the control situation," she 
said 

The results of the study en- 
force the "prinung theory," 
said Belh C'ady, graduate stu- 
dent in psychology, who 
helped with the research 

"I'eople who were primed 
to ihtnk of positive characters 
showed more favorable atli 
tudes loward gays and lesbians 
on tlte rating scale," she said 

C'ady said she thinks It 
shows that characters we see 
in the media' affect our atti- 
tudes 

"If someone is shown in a 
positive way, it can make us 
ihink nf others in that same 
group in a positive way," she 



said 

The results of Ihe study 
were written and submitted 
lo a psychology journal, with 
m<jre researcb to come this 
semester, Harris said 

"The results arc whal we 
predicted - they were whal 
we were hoping for." he said 
Leigh I'ine, president of 
the Queer/Straight Alliante, 
said he thinks the hndings of 
the study arc interesting 

."! can definitely see the 
correlation between the 
short terif) effect and the pos 
ilive rating." he said 

There are many positive 
images of homosexuals in the 
media, which can help lo 
promote tolerance. Fine said 

"Through demonstration, 
people can see that gays and 
lesbians arc people with 
hopes and dreams and feel 
ings, loo," he said "Ihev may 
be thf person next door or a 
close family member ' 

Positive homosexual char 
actcrs benefit gays and les 
bians, too, I-'ine said 

"Many people who are just 
starting to come out o{ the 
closet don't have a positive 
gay role model, so they may 
have a gay character whii is 
their role model," he said 
"The media kind of gives 
guidelines on behavior." 

Fine said be hopes that 
someday, everytme can Ihink 
of a gay person in a positive 
light, and the media is help 
ing that process 

"It gives us a pleasant im 
age - a pleasant face," he 
said "Jt does a lo! lo help 
bridge the gap thai helerosex

"The misused concept 
known as separation of church 
and state' which so many in- 
voke at the drop of a hat today 
was created on a whim and by 
a 5-4 vole of the Supreme 
Court in the 1 947 Everson v 
the Board of Education case" 

Wrong again The phrase 
"separation of church and 
state" was first used in the 
context of American govem-

and justice for all, 
regardless of religion. 

ment by Thomas Jefferson in 
1 802 The term actually was 
coined several hundred years 
earlier 

"It you read the First 
Amendment and the notes 
from Ihe Constitutional Con 
vention, you will discover that 
the founders were only trying 
to prohibit any one denomina- 
tion of Christian churches from 
being the official slate church, 
as was the Church of England 
in Great Britain ' 

Wrong again Youra is a 
very narrow and biased inter 
pretation of the First Amend- 
ment 

The First Amendment not 
only preserves rehgious free- 
dom for Christians, hut for citi- 
zens of all religions, or no reli- 
gion at all I suggest you read 
the book "|ames Madison on 
Religious Liberty," edited by 
Hobcrt S Alley 

"Surely, we musi be tolerant 
of other faiths and other be 
liefs, but others also must be 



tolerant of historical Imths, 
which include the Christian 
foundation of our laws, govern- 
ment and Constitution Our 
laws were based on Ihe Bible 
and the Ten Commandments." 

We must not only be toler- 
ant of other faiths, bul extend 
to I hem equal rights under the 
Constitution Our laws are not 
based on Ihe Bible They arc 
ba«ied on the principles of lib- 
erty and justice for all, regard- 
less of religion 

"At the time of our nation's 
creation, laws were measured 
against (he supreme law of 
God (the Bible), and if they 
were found to contradict the 
Bible, they were to be re- 
moved Lawyers were encour- 
aged to study theology before

Should Q sacred Christian 
document be displayeil on gov- 
ernment property'* 

This issue is on the nation's 
radar yet again because of the 
current situation in Mont 
gomery, Ala - and Manhaltan 
residents might be feeling deja 
vu. 

The chief justice of the 
Alabama Supreme Courl 
recently defied a federal court 
ruling to remove a Ten Com 
mandments monument from 
the state judicial building 

In 1999 a monument 



displaying the Ten Command- 
ments was removed from in 
front of Manhattan City Hall 
and moved lo its new resi- 
dence al Manhattan Christian 
College after a lawsuit was 
brought against the city of 
Manhallan regarding the stone 

The mttnument, said ]olene 
Kupc, assistant in Institutional 
Advancement at Manhattan 
Christian diltegc, was one of 
many donated by the h'raternal 
Order of Ragles to cities 
throughout the United States 

Dick Kurtenbach. executive 
director of (he ACLU in 
Kansas and Western Missouri. 
said the Manhattan siluatinn 



differs from the current Alaba- 
ma situation because of the 
way things were handled 

"The legal issue is whether 
or not it is lawful for a state 
agency to display that monu- 
ment," he said. "The Alabama 
state Supreme Court justice put 
the monument there and iK 
defying federal law but the city 
of Manhattan removed the 
monument, which is the 
appropriate way" 

As city commissioner Ed 
Kliniek recalls, the topic 
brought up hot debate from 
both sides. 

"The issue is one that has 
extreme emotions on both 



sides. It tends to be very divi- 
sive and it splits apart the com- 
munity," he said. 

Klimek said the reason the 
debate is so strong is because 
(here is confusion us lo exactly 
what type of document the Ten 
Commandments really is. 

"The question is, is the Ten 
Ctmmiandments a symbol for 
the church or are they a sym 
bol of rules to lead one's life 

W" 

Kurtenbach said that is not 
the questiiin According to the 
federal precedence, displaying 
the monument is unconstitu 
tional. 

"The First Aniendmcnl says 



that Congress shall make no 
law establishing religion, 
meaning that governments 
should be neutral," he said. 
"IJisplaying a depiction of the 
Ten CommandmL-nts represents 
the state taking sides on reli- 
gion, and that is not permit- 
ted" 

Klimek said the Ten Com- 
mandments are rules to live 
one's life by 

"It's good for society to live 
by those rules Many still advo 
cate what the Ten Command 
ments say, regardless of where 
they were or are on the issue." 
he said 

Klimek said he doesn't 



expect the national issue sur- 
rounding the monument to end 
anytime soon 

"It's a struggle on both 
sides, and it faces many com- 
munities," he said "The courts 
have battled this out all over 
the country and will continue 
lo do so" 

Kupe said that although she 
was sad the munuttient had lo 
be removed from in front of 
City Hall, she is glad to have it 
on MCC's campus 

"Wc are thrilled that Ihe 
monument is on our campus," 
she said "They are more visi 
bic here than tliey were at City 
Hall'

with K-State Police 

Campus police take over escort 
service after insufficient funding

It's dark, quiet and a tone 
student is standing outside. 
looking around and feeling un 
comfortable 

The student has given their 
name, location and dt'stinulion 
to the dispatcher, but still 
no one has shown up lo give 
them an escort home from 
class 

This scenario might be a 
very real problem fur students 
this semester as the escort ser 
vice. Wildcat Walk, has been 
dropped in the lap of the K- 
State Police 

Wildcat Walk is an escort 
service provided by the univcr 
sity, which allows students to 
call for an esLort aftei t> p m if 
they do not feel ciunforlable 
walking back to the dorms or 
home alone 

However, the campus police 
might not always be available 
right away to accompany 
students home 

"We will do our best to get 
to the student as soon as possi- 
ble, but we have to prioritise 
Ihe calls coming in and it may 
lake a while," said, Ll Richard 
flerrman, patrol commander 
of the K State Police 

la Ihe past the service was 
nm through the Kansas Slate 
University Association of Kesi- 
dence Halls, with sludenl vol 
untecrs providing the escorts 

This year, however, the lack 



of student volunteers has 
forced the campus police to 
take on the program 

llerrman said that even 
though Wildcat Walk was run 
by the KSUARH last year, the 
campus police handled most of 
the escort calls 

"The phone number has 
been rolled into tmr office per 
manenlly and there is no 
longer an office for Wildcat 
Walk in Hale Library." 
Merrman said. 

Although no budget for the 
■service and no extra staff 'las 
been provided, campus police 
are still expected to handle the 
service Fat Bosco, dean of 
student life, said there was 
good reason lor this 

"We made the transition so 
that we could provide a more 
consistent year round service 
for student s," Bosco said 

During home K State 
football games, students nnghl 
not even have the option of 
waiting for an escort Instead, 
they could be denied the 
service all together 

"We will he so busy with 
at football games that it will 
be tough for us to provide an 
escort," Herrman said 

liespite the possible proh 
lems. the Wildcat Walk 
program is up and running 

"Wc will do our best to 
provide a safe campus for 
students and, if at all possible, 
provide escorts when we can,"' 
Kernnan said

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Law enforcement increases patrol for holiday i Labor Day celebrations begin

Labor Day traffic can be 
very heavy. 

Ll John Eichkorn of the 
Kansas Highway Patrol said 
this weekend typically is the 
last summertime vacation for 
most people 

Eichkom said that because 
he expects more traffic this 
weekend, there will be an in- 
crease in enforcement. The ad- 
ditional enforcement is funded 
by a grant from Kansas Dc 
partment of Transportation's 
Special Traffic Enforcement 
IVoi^ram 

"The money is funneled 
through federal gtwemment to 
KDOT to the different agcn 
cies. It allows us to put addi- 
tional troopers on the road, " 
he said "Mostly, we'll be 
watching out (or speeders, un- 
belted passengers and those 
not using child restraints " 

Eichkorn said the patrol 
also is concerned with im 
paired drivers.

KDOT has four of these ef 
forts each year, she said, and 
this is the last one for the year. 

"It's basically just stepped- 
up enforcement We try In 
raise awareness over the holi 
days because more people arc 
out on the roads," Pomeroy 
said

and watch out every time 
they're traveling This is also 
an effort on part of the drivers 
- for them to be responsible 
for obeying posted speed lim 
its, buckling up and no! drink- 
ing and driving " 

Major Rita I'orter of the 
Overland Park l*olice Depart- 
ment said extra officers were 
on duty yesterday. 

"We had Operation Impact 
Day Hopefully, people 
weren't able to go more than a 
few hundred feet without see 
ing an officer on the road," 
she said 

"We don't really plan to 
have many extra officers out 
this weekend, but we will on 
Monday," she said 

Porter said she encourages

for the quiz Steve Levin, 
manager of the K-State Union 
Bookstore, said this problem 
is common because of the sci- 
ence of ordering textbooks. 

"Our number one priority 
is to get books on the shelves. 
The professors choose what 
books are used on campus, 
and we tried to send ihem a 
book requisition form well 
before the semester starts," 
Levin said "We will get those 
back from the professor and 
analyze them." 

The textbook manager at 
Vamey's Book Slorc counts 
the number of books bought 
back from students and deter 
mines how many additional 
books need to ordered Var- 
ney's orders 80 percent of the 
books needed for the class, 
taking into account students 
who drop the class and books 
that are circulated on cam- 
pus, passed between room- 
males and friends 

"We look at history," Levin 
(aid. "We have lo make deci- 
sions in June for August We 
have to get the books on the 
shelves We look at what is 
pre en rot I men I and what was 
the historical data on the 
book. How many students 
bought it last year'' We look

Problems can arise,

"We order Ihem in the 
time frame they normally 
take to get there, There are 
also misshipments," Levin 
said 

"A lot of times, what 
happens is, we order a num- 
ber of books thai have sold, 
and the enrollment goes up." 

Levin said professors 
sometimes are unavailable in 
the summer and forget lo 
turn in their requests or are 
unable to answer questions 
about which edition they 
want lo use 

Al Claflin Books and 
Copies, part of the reason 
books aren't coming in on 
time is because of the black- 
out on the East Coast, owner 
Stormy Kennedy said.

If students do have diffi- 
culty buying books for their 
class. Levin said the book- 
store will special order the 
book and get it as soon as 
possible. 

"Depending on where we 
can get the book, those can 
come in a day," he said. "We 
have some courses that the 
instructor might ask for a 
book lo come tom Europe." 

As a K-State graduate, 
Levin said he remembers 
whai u is like to not have a 
book to complete assign 
ments and tries his best to 
help students. 

"We know what's it's like, 
and we are just as frustrated 
that we don't have a book. 
It's hard for us because we 
want to get Ihem on the 
shelves. It isn't something we 
want to have happen If it 
were easy to do. there would 
be a lot more college book-

The list reads like a who's 
who of college football wide 
receivers: Kashaun Woods <tl 
Oklahoma State, Hoy Williams 
and Sloan Thomas at Texas. 

All Ihree will take shots at 
the K State defense this sea 
son, but Saturday the Cats will 
be tested by yet another deep 
threat in the form of Troy 
State junior jason Samples. 

Sample.^, College Football 
News' No 3 rated receiver 
among independents, had a 
break-out season last year by 
catching 4'5 passes for 552 
yards and three touchdowns, 
twice topping the century 
mark for yards in a game. 

Last year's pass-happy of 
fense was a haven for Samples, 
and despite the Trojans chang 
ing their offensive scheme. 
Samples is expected to remain 
a threat 

That is particularly worn 
some for a K State defense 
that allowed more than 350 
passing yards against Califor 
nia. 

"Will they throw tr Yes," 
Coach Bill Snyder said "Do 
we need to w«»rk on people 
throwing the bail'' Yes" 

Samples has played in every 
game during the past two years 
at Troy State and has also seen 
time at kick and punt returner 

His athleticism is perhaps 
most obvious, however, whei^ 
looking at his high school cu 
reer. Sampler played quarter 
back, throwing lor 1,7110 yards 
and 26 touchdowns while 
rushing for another '560 yards 
and 16 more touchdowns 

That arm has been put to 
the test at Troy State as well 

As a freshman he threw a 
31 yard touchdown pass 
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against LouisianaMonrue on 
an end around play 

One way the Wildcats will 
try to shut down Samples is by 
treating more pressure on the 
quarterback Snyder was criti 
tal of his defensive line's push 
Saturday against Cal. 

'if we're not getting there, 
that's us," Snyder said, "for 
the most part, when il's one 
on one, we have to win a more 
substantial number of those 
battles" 

With a secondary that re- 
turns just one starter from last 
year, and had to replace Thor 
pe Award- winner Terence 
Newman, a pass rush spear- 
headed by All Rig 12 per 
former Andrew Shull is a must 

'Hopefully, we will put a lot 
of pressure on them and do 
our job," Shull said "That's 
what we are out there to do 
We have to get it done this 
weekend and there are no ex 
cuses." 

If they don't get to the quar 
terback. Samples is the big 
play receiver that could cause 
problems for the secondary 

Samples nirched Big 12 foes 
Missouri and Iowa Stale last 
year Me had 10 catches for 
135 yards against the Tigers 
while snaring 10 catches fur 
I2K yar^s against the Cy- 
clones 

Samples caught six passes 
that went for 20 or more yards 
in 2002, proving himself as 
quarterback Hansel I Keardens 
go- to guy 

While Samples will un 
ddubledly test the K-State de 
fensc. Snyder said he didn't 
know if that was a benefit ut 
drawback for his defense 

"I don'i know what's good 
and what's bad for us io see 
right now," Snyder said 
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Tetuan displeased with 
play, looks to improve

Disappointment canie by the 
yard for K-State's defense in lasi 
Saturday's season opener After 
allowing 440 yards, defensive 
coordinator Bob Elliott said he 
saw it coming. 

"Hell yeah," he said. "We 
saw it coming since the first day 
of training camp I knew going 
into this game it would be a 
tough season opener - we pre- 
pared for a million different for- 
mations and they gave us a mil 
lion different formations" 

California had four touch- 
downs, three coming on pass 
completions of 34, 65 and 22 
yards 

After defensive back Jesse 
Tbluan got beat on the 34 yard 
touchdown pass, Coach Bill 
Snyder said he's quite certain it 
won't happen again - or not as 
easily next time 

"He learned a lesson on Sat 
urday night, " Snyder said. "He 
got beat on the first touchdown 
pass and understands why He 
has really picked up our defense 
and has a good feel for it He's 
playing above his years as a 
sophomore" 

Despite Snyder's praise, Tet- 
uan was disappointed at his lev- 
el of play against Cal. 

i didn't play good defense 
ttn that play at all," Tetuan said 
"I was suppose to have inside 
leverage, 1 don't know if 1 lost 
lucu^ for a minute, but I lost it 
and he got a step on me. 

"It's [usi hitJe things like Ihat 
1 can't let huppen Maybe I 
could have gotten away w'iih it 
last year being a freshman, but 
it's inexcusable" 

He finished the game with 
five lackleM. all solo, including a 
sack for a five yard loss. The 
gante was a career best for him, 
beating hi;^ old record of four 
tackles against USC last season 
It also heals his record for solo 
tackles, three, set last season 
against Oklahoma State 

"1 kind of let that one big 
play gel to mc," Tetuan said. 
"but 1 was happy that I was still 
able to make tackles," 

Snyder hopes that playing 
alongside senior defensive back 
Rashad Washington will pre 
pare Tetuan for a leadership 
role when his lime comes

"lis still going.' Tetuan said 
"At some point in the season 
we've got to make a 100 per- 
cent decision, but right now we 
don't have to and Coach isn't 
going to do that 

'It's good for me and [ames 
We're going to get better that 
way. just like this week We're 
still going to compete for who's 
going to be number one |ames 
hasn't gotten down on himself 
He's still going 100 percent and 
that makes me go 1 00 percent," 
Tetuan said 
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After the defensive perfor- 
mance last week, allowing the 
most yardage since the Col- 
orado game last year, Tetuan

The defensive line wasn't 
able to pressure the quarter- 
back on Saturday, and the 
secondary spent the evening 
chasing receivers into the end 
zone 

But in the middle of it ail, 
K-State's most experienced 
unit, the linebackers, seemed 
to have a decent game 

Returning starters [osh 
Buhl and Bryan Hickman 
alongside newcomer Matt 
Butler were the top three 
Wildcat tackle rs Saturday 

Buhl picked up right where 
he left off last season - irt- 
volved in seemingly every 
play to lead K- State with 13 
tackles 

Buhl wasn't the lone line 
hacker, though 

Butler, in his first colle 
giale start, was second on the 
team with eight tackles while 
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Hickman came up with six. 

Nevertheless. Coach Bill 
Snyder's message was simple 
Looks can be deceiving 

"They understand that they 
have some work ahead of 
them." he said. "There are 
some things both in the pass- 
ing game and in the running 
game that they have to adapt 
to yet " 

The most deceiving aspect 
ol the linebackers right now 
may be one of Saturday's 
biggest surprises 

No one expected a poor 
game from Butler, but he was 
able lo show off some speed 
and good mstincts chasing the 
quarterback on several occa 
sions 

Still, Snyder said he has a 
long way to go. 

Terry Pierce was a three- 
year starter who was twice 
elected team captain, ffe 
brought something to the 
Wildcat defense that can't 



easily or quickly be duplicat- 
ed 

Snyder said that he wai 
more than the 1 10 tackles he 
recorded in 2002 

"You can look at Matt and 
say Matt played pretty good, 
so therefore they ought lo be 
pretty doggone good," Snyder 
said "But there s isn't that 
continuity there yet Regard- 
less of how good of a player 
Ferry was, there were some 
other things that he was in- 
volved with that brought con- 
tinuity to Ihat group of play- 
ers" 

The leader of the lineback- 
ers isn't Butler yet Now the 
crown lies with weak side vet- 
eran Josh Buhl 

A senior and leam captain, 
Buhl has emerged as one of 
the team's most vocal and 
emotional leaders Defensive 
coordinator Bob Elliott said

Ron Hudson, responsible for 
the best single season offensive 
output in K Slate 
history, lumped 
ship in January 
to take over the 
offense at Ken 
tucky 

Joining him 
was offensive 
line coach Paul 
Dunn, who also 
will lake over 
similar duties for 
Kentucky. 

The coaching shuffle at 
K-State was made immediately 
and quietly Promotions came 
from within, and changes were 
subtle. 

Del Miller, Snyder's first hire 
in 1989, returned to K-State 
last year to coach defensive 
ends. He was promoted to co- 
offensive coordinator lo replace 
Hudson. 

Miller was with Snyder at 
Iowa in the 1980s before fol 
lowing him to Manhattan He 
spent four seasons as head 
coach at Southwest Missouri 
State from 1995-98, relumed lo 
K-State in 1999 and was the of- 
fensive coordinator at Okia 
homa State in 2000 

In addition to running the 
offense. Miller will coach an 
experienced crew of quarter- 
backs Ell Robcrsnn is receiving

national attention for the Heis 
man Trophy, and backup Jeff 
Schwinn is a senior. 

"If you were to ask Ell 
Roberson about Del Miller," 
Snyder said, "he'd say. This is a 
guy I can really work with'" 

Also moving to the offensive 
side of the ball is Bob Stanley, 
who returned to K-State after 
serving as offensive line coach 
last year under former K Slate 
assistant Phil Bennett. 

Stanley has made a tour of 
the nation, so to speak, serving 
as offensive line 
coach at Texas 
A&M, Texas 
Christian, Van- 
derbilt, Texas, 
Purdue, Akron, 
Temple and 
K-SUte. 

Taking over 
an offensive line 
built around All- 
America candi 
date Nick Leckey, Stanley is 
charged with molding a line 
that has to replace four starters 
Joining Miller as co-offen 
sive coordinator is Greg Peter- 
son, who served as the passing 
game coordinator for K- SI ate 
from 1997 to 2000 

"It's been very easy," Peter 
son said of the coaching shuf 
fle 'All of the changes were 
Just natural moves to make " 

The offense has clicked un 
der the new leadership, as cvi 
denccd by the 535 yards of to- 
tal offense the Wildcats put up 
in their season opener against 
California. The offensive line 
gave up just two sacks, helping 
the Cats lo hang 42 points on 
the Golden Bears. 

The only change made on 
the defensive side of the ball 
was the promotion of Joe Bob 
Clements from graduate assis-

Manhattan homeowners, 
beware. 

All Komeowners using 
their lawn as a parking lot 
during K-Slate fuotbull games 
now will be cited by the Riley 
Count)/ Police Department 

"Last year, there was no 
enforcement of a private per 
son charging people to park 
on their lawns There is a 
code ordinance against ihi<i 
It is specific," Lt. Michael 
Quintanar of the RCHD said. 

The code ordinance states, 
"park a vehicle, whether uc 
cupied or not, except tem- 
porarily for the purpose of, 
and while actually engaged 
in, loading or unloading of 
property or passengers . in 
a front yard, as that term rs 
defined in Ihe Manhattan 
Zoning Rcgulatiotis . ,," 

Pines will be issued to 
homeowners for SIO, in addi 
tion to a $59 court cost, 
Quintanar said 

The code has always been 
in effect, but last year the 
RCPD fielded so many com- 
plaints from neighbors that 
action will be taken for this 
year's football season. 

"We started getting com 
plaints about it." Capt. Brad 
Schocn said "Attendance has 
increased, and this is Ameri- 
ca, where the enUepreneurial 
thought struck Many don I 



know it exists and say we're 
getting complaints from 
neighbfjrs who aren't inter 
ested in seeing that happen 
in their neighborhoods" 

Quintanar said a copy of 
the code will be on hand at 
the first game to provide to 
homeowners. 

A haxard, Quintanar said, 
is the difficulty getting emer 
gency vehicles through rcsi 
dential areas when the cars 
are piled up. 

"People are hacking up 
residential areas. You could 
n't get any emergency vehi 
cles in if you needed to." 
t^intanar said 

Homeowners also will be 
ciled if cars are in driveways 
and are blocking sidewalks 

With no more parking in 
yards and the fact thai neigh 
horhoods nearest the stadi 
urn are designated as no 
parking zones on game days, 
drivers are forced to pay to 
park in surrounding K-Slate 
lots. 

As a result. Parking Ser- 
vices will be opening lots 
ft)iir hours before kick-off 
with a chaise of $10 per car 

"They (parking lots) are 
filling up even more, so peo 
pie are going to end up park 
ing fanlier away," [efl Hamcs, 
external operations manager, 
said

Terry's success underrated compared to offense

With a simple stop-and-go 
move, K- State wide receiver 
lames Terry gave a California 
defensive back a perfect view of 
the No. 5 on the back of his jer- 
sey Saturday in the BCA Classic. 

The 6-foot-5 senior then 
cruised into the end zone on a 
52-yard touchdown pass during 
the second quarter of the Wild- 
cats' 42-28 win 

Not until long after the game 
did Terry realize the severity of 
his move 

"Ah, man, 1 didn't see how 
hard he bit until yesterday on 
film," Terry said. "He bit it pretty 
hard. I didn't think he was goin^ 
to bite that hard He was just re 
ally trying to get that ball" 

With all the attention on thi- 
backfield duo of quarteriiack Ell 
Roberson and Darren Sproles 
Terry admits he might he the la^i 
perstm on the defense's mind 

Even TVoy State Coach l^arry 
Blakeney had trouble identifying 
Terry in his Monday press con- 
ference, referring to him as "the 
big receiver" 

"That is lucky lo have two 
backs like Ell and Danen," Terry 
said "That just opens the door 
for the receivers to do their job, 
because all the focus is filing to 
be on them " 

When the Wildcats face TYoy 
State Saturday, Terry tar expect 
some extra attention after rack- 
ing up 1 16 yards on four catches 
against Cal 

The positive attention is 
something Terry relishes after an 
up-and-down 2002 season that 
included several dropped passes 
in key situations. 

Since then, however, the But- 
ler County (Kan.) Community 
College product has grown in 
the eyes of Coach Bill Snyder 

"lames has kind of been up 
and down," Snyder said "Prior 
to the California game and prob- 
ably in the last four or five days 
you just saw greater intensity 

"His effort was good and his 
practice habits were better I just 
think he was into it a little bit 
more Me realized that his effort 
needed to be enhanced." 

After Sfvl yards and five 
touchdowns receiving in 2002, 
including a career-high fivi- 
catches in the Holiday Bowl, 
Tbrry knew his senior campaign 
would bring more expectations 
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"This is the last year and 
there is no time for mistakes 
You just got to go out and give it 
your all every day, and it will pay 
off for you Saturday,' Terry said. 

"I feel totally different from 
last year I wasn't really into the 
game. It's a big step from junior 
college - the tempo is much 
faster," he said "This year I felt 
more focused and into the game" 

While the defense attempts lo 
fight through growing pains, 
consistency on the offense is im- 
portant to take pressure of the 
defense, Terry said With that 
comes a need for leadership in a 



relatively young receiving corps 
"That's our job, to take the 
pressure off each other," Teny 
said. "If we don't score more 
points than the other team, then 
we didn't do our job We dc 
pend on them, just like tliey de 
pend on us" 

Terry's success is also push- 
ing the receiver into a leadership 
role he has never had before 

"They want to do what he is 
doing on the Held, so automati- 
cally you look up to him," 
sophomore receiver Davin Den 
nis said. "1 was happy for fames. 
He was out there catching about 



every ball that was thrown to 
him, and lliat made me ready lo 
do my thing when my number 
was called." 

If Terry's on-field play gener- 
ates attention from his team- 
mates, it could grab the atten 
tion of opponents and push 
K-State's receivers into the spot- 
light alongside the highly touted 
backfield 

"This year he has been 
around the block and he knows 
what to expect,' Dennis said.

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Evaluations one of key factors in 
determining tenure for professors

"There is slippage." said l>ar- 
ry Rodgcrs, assoeiale dean o( 
the College of Arts and Sci 
enees "There is faeully that 
have turned tenure into a prop 
erty right to do controversial 
work lo a lifetime comfort." 

Tenure was a popular policy 
ill the 1950s during the Hcd 
Scare, giving professors the sc 
eurity to discuss communism in 
class. 

A more recent example of 
tenure's protection was last 
fall's controversy surrounding a 
University of Kansas professor, 
Dennis Dailey Dailey taught u 
human sexuality cta<is in which 
he used graphic images, draw 
ing a complaint from a female 
KU student 

Recently, Sen Susan Waglc, 
R - Wichita, attempted lo pass 
a law that would allow the 
Kansas Legislature to evaluate 
university curricula The bill 
was vetoed by Gov Kathleen 
Sebelios 

Without his tenure, Dailey 
would have been terminated. 
Hodge rs said, 

There are safeguards m 
place at K-State, though, to en- 
sure the system is not abused 

"Because (hat can happen. 
there is a very rigorous process 
in place that faculty go I hough 
year after year - holh lo be 
evaluated and to he certified 
that the (act thai they are 
tenured is a reasonahle position 
of them lo hcdd." Kodgers said. 

Student evaluations are one 
of the most heavily weighed 
factors in evaluating faculty 
performance 

"Student feedback in cnor 
mously important," ftodgers 
said "Those leaching evalua 
lions really matter Sonit* (acul 
ty frustration is that studenl 
feedback is too strong of a 
factor ' 

Rodgers said those teachers 
who leach claHses intended to 
prepare students for medical 
school or other high-level 
courses often receive negative 
evaluations because of the

"If it turns out your raise dc 
pends on students - it's a tough 
situation," he said. 

But ohen, negative teacher 
evaluaticms are unfounded, said

"We have in our classes a 
hu^c range of background and 
abilities, and it's hard, unless 
you do some pretty nifly tricks 
in the classroom." she said 

"Students don't know what 
other students iirv experiencing 
1 1 may be because u( your back 
ground ihal things seem horri- 
ble and others ore 
saying Uh, I like 
this course " 

When Brtgham 
does receive nega- 
tive evaluations 
about one of her 
professors, she dis- 
cusses the results 
with the professor 

"We spend, as 
faculty members, a 
lot of time in the 
classroom and 
preparing for a class." she said 
"It's nut a pleasant situation for 
a faculty member to not be suc- 
cessful It carries its own pun 
ishment" 

Those professors who begin 
performing at the minimum lev 
el are not left to motivate them- 
selves to impnivc, Rodgers said 

"What's happening to that 
teacher is, that teacher is likely 
getting suh standard raises, is 
likely getting feedback from an 
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evaluator that they need to go 
through processes of improve- 
ment, is likely getting the mes- 
sage very strongly that he or 
she needs to adapt or work on 
teaching," he said 

"Docs thai always work? f 
think students very rightly won- 
der if they have pi>or teachers, 
why they continue to be there." 
Faculty wlio are classiRcd as 
chronically low achievers can 
be terminated after a plan for 
improvement has not been met. 
designed by the depart men I 
head, according to section 
C31 5 of the University Hand- 
book. 

After two consecutive evalu- 
ati<ms or three evaluations in 
live years that indicate below 
minimum work, the department 
head can recommend dismissal 
to the dean. 

It's not just teaching effec- 
tiveness that is considered in 
professor evaluations Those 
teachers who seem to be noto- 
riously bad teachers among stu- 
dents might have their greatest 
strength in research, Rodgers 
said. 

"Maybe they 
are also ctmtributing 
that leaching is the 
weakest of their ar- 
eas. They might be 
excellent re- 

searchers," he said 
"The university, col- 
lege and department 
are trying tlieir best 
]<) make this person 
a belter teacher. The 
chances are good 
that if the person is a poor 
teacher, they arc hearing about 
it" 

Although the slippage in the 
tenure policy has set the stage 
for a debate about its effective- 
ness, the abusers are only a 
small fraction tif K-State's 
teaching faculty, Rodgers said 

That l-to-2 percent makes 
us lt)ok bad," he said. "And we 
don't like them anymore than 
you do."

more harm to 

school structure 

Sometimes, tenure just doesn't work. 

The system can serve as a way of 
stabilking a professor's job so he or she 
can tackle controver- 
sial subject matter 
without fear of 
dismissal. 

Or it can breed 
laziness and compla- 
cency. 

The associate dean 
of the College of Arts 
and Sciences admitted 
there are some profes- 
sors who use tenure as 
a form of property 
right and comfort. 

This is unfair to students who seek 
to make the most of their college 
education and younger faculty who 
would take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to feed eager young minds 
with knowledge. 

Many professors who have 
earned tenure continue to perform 
to K-State's high standards - but a 
few have abused the security 
granted by their tenure. 

Instead, job security needs to be 
based on pertomiance. 

These professors should step up 
and take responsibility for 
maintaining K-State's place as one 
of the nation's premier institutions or 
step aside to make way for other 
faculty who will do so.

However, it would be great for corporate 
America Overtime pay is currently the only 
thing protecting the 4f)hour work week Bil- 
lions of dollars would be shifted from the pay 
checks of hardworking middle-class citizens to 
the pockets of wealthy corporate officers 

I know that most of I he people who will 
read this colutnn come from weahhier families 
than mine I also know that, because we arc all 
a part of the institution of higher education, we 
hope to make salaries that will make the over- 
time issue of little personal importance

Although the act was pulled from the Con- 
gressional voting schedule due to Republican 
tears that it lacked the votes to pass, overtime 
pay is not safe The act can still be brought up 
for a vote at a later date 

Additionally, the Bush administration is 
seeking to enact changes that would reduce the 
number of workers eligible for overtime pay. 
Workers such as law enforcement officials, con- 
struction workers and retail clerks could he 
forced to work more than 40 hours in a week 
without additional pay or compensation time

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Former K-Stater urges students 
to avoid, stop cycle of cheating

During the 2002-05 acadt- 
mk year, of the 79 ca»cs in 
volvmg 104 K State sludeiits 
alleged to have violated the 
Honor Pledge, one c^sc was 
luiique 

A former K-State student, 
enrolled at another Regents in- 
stitution, wrote lo the Honor 
System office, confessing to a 
number of Honor Pledge viola- 
tions while u K- Stale student 
during the 19g9-?000 academ- 
ic year. 

His conscience had been 
bothering him and he wanted 
to alleviate his guilt 

He wrote, "Lilte many fresh- 
men, f was more interested in 
having fun th^n getting an edu- 
cation. My goal was lo mini- 
mize my time spent in class, 
doing homework and studying 
and still maintain good enough 
grades to stay in college. I 
wanted lo beat the system, gel 
through college and receive a 
degree wilbout learning or 
working," 

During a series of e-mail ex- 
changes, we learned that one 
of the Honor Pledge violations 
involved acquiring an old test 
from a fraternity friend and 
hiding it under a text during an 
exam in the class 

It turned out thai the cur- 
rent test was nearly identical to 
the previously acquired test 
and copying the completed old 
test provided the student with 
an unearned good grade. 

Further inquiry confirmed 
other cheating strategies such 
as "typing formulas into my 
calculator lor chemistry," as 
well as "copying homework 
from friends m calculus," 

In a macroeconomics class 
the students admitted letting 
"another student copy my an- 
swers for a test" He continued, 
"It is possible I cheated in oth 
er ways. I didn't give it a sec-

ond thought at the time, so 1 
am sure I did other things I 
can't recall" 

In his letter, the student 
continued, "I decided second 
semester 1 was going to do bel- 
ter. Not better in my classes, 
but better in reaching my goal 
of less work, I went to very 
few classes, one or iwo a week 

"I also found that rather 
than trying to do my home- 
work, 1 could usually find 
so/neone who would let me 
borrow theirs and 1 could just 
copy This meant 1 learned 
even less than I did my first se- 
mester 

"It also made cramming 
much more challenging, espe- 
cially in the harder classes I 
was taking second semester 
My grades started slipping and 
1 could tell Instead of getting 
back tests with A's and B's on 
them, they were C's, D's and 
F's Two classes I )ust gave up 
on. 

"One class I found that I 
could ask around and get tests 
from previous semesters with 
similar problems: that way I 
could study only what the 
teacher nonnally put on the 
tests 

"t knew it was cheating, but 
I had friends who cheated - 
no big deal" 

After two semesters, the stu 
dent decided not to return to 
K-State because, I didn't like 



the person I had become." 

He continued, "We get 
trapped in cycles We go to 
class and cheat on a test We 
know it's wrong, but we think, 
Well. I've done it before; 
what s it going to matter if 1 do 
it again?'" 

The student's letter includes 
the positive message that he 
has changed his ways by ac- 
knowledging his past transgres- 
sions and reconciling himself 
to becoming a man of integrity 
and honesty in all dealings 
with others 

He concluded with this 
message to fellow students, "tf 
you are a student who is cur- 
rently involved in cheating, 1 
strongly encourage you to stop. 
Get yourself out of that cycle 

"If you haven't cheated, 
don't worry - the temptation 
will come When it does, take 
it from me that you will be 
much better off with the bad 
grade than with the burden (of 
having cheated] 

"If you have cheated in the 
past and regret it, get it right 
You will be much better off 
with the grade change, or 
whatever resolution is made, 
than to carry the burden." 

The student asked that his 
letter and regret for his previ 
ous Honor Pledge violations be 
published in the Collegian, in 
part to help relieve his con- 
science of what he had done, 
but also because, as George 
Washington said in his 1796 
farewell speech. 'Honesty is al- 
ways the best policy"

The ignorance displayed in 
the letters section of the Col- 
legian astounds me 

I am speaking specifically 
of last Friday's letter by Scott 
Bahr 

Bahr obviously does not 
have a background in law 1 
have a limited background in 
law and will attempt to cor 
rect a few of the grievous in- 
accuracies in his letter 

First of all, the Constitu- 
tion is not the only law 
Supreme Court decisions are 
law. 

Secondly, the US. govern- 
ment can address the issue of 
religion in its laws. However, 
there are standards to which 
the government must adhere. 
Laws must 

1 Have a secular purpose 
and effect. 

2 Neither advance nor in- 
hibit religion. 

3 Avoid entanglement of 
church and state 

The primary basis for these 
standards comes from Lemon 
V Kurtzman (1971) 

Furthermore, Bahr claimed 
that all powers not explicitly 
delegated to the federal gov- 
ernment therefore belong to 
state governments 

While this is true for the 
most part, there also is the 
14th Amendment, which re- 
quires state governments to 



respect the Bill of Rights. 

Therefore, a state govern- 
ment must obey the First 
Amendment and relevant 
Supreme Court decisions 

I also would like to correct 
some information from my 
last letter, which was a reply 
to Charley Morasch's letter 

While it was Thomas |ef- 
feraon who first used the 
metaphor of a "wall of sepa- 
ration between church and 
state" to describe the First 
Amendment, it actually was 
Roger Williams, founder of 
Rhode Island - the first 
colony lo make provisions for 
religious liberty - and 
founder of the first Baptist 
church in North America, 
who coined the 'wall of sepa- 
ration" metaphor 

Secondly, while the exact 
words "separation of church 
and state" do not appear in 
the Constitution, this concept 
is a constitutional principle 

Incidentally, it also is a 
principle which lesus es- 
poused in Matthew 22:17-21, 
saying, "Render therefore un 
to Caesar the things which 
are Caesar's; and unto God 
the things that are God's" 

Morasch also suggested we 
should return to Biblical law 
instead of using the Constitu- 
tion and the Supreme Court 
Here is a glimpse of what 
might be in store if we were 
to do so: 



■ Disobedient children would 
be stoned to death 
(Deuteronomy 21 20-21, 
Mark 7 10, Exodus 21:15-17) 

■ Women who wear jewelry 
would be executed (Isaiah 
3:17-26) 

■ People who overeat would 
be killed (Numbers 1 1 :32-33, 
Psalms 78:31) 

■ Fornicators would be killed 
(1 Corinthians 6:9-10) 

■ Children bom out of wed- 
lock would be killed 
(Deuteronomy 23:2) 

■ Promiscuous women would 
have their noses and ears cut 
off and their children taken 
away (Leviticus 21:9) 

■ If a man and woman were 
to have sex during the 
woman's period, they would 
be banished from society 
(Leviticus 20:18) 

■ Rapists wouldn't go to 
prison, they would be forced 
to marry their victims 
(Deuteronomy 22:28-29) 

■ And if you refuse to sell all 
your possessions and give 
your life to Jesus, you would 
be killed, too (Acts 5 MO) 

Sounds like fun, right "^ 
Personally, I'm glad we live in 
a country that has a Bill of 
Rights and the separation of 
church and state. 

If you don't like it, maybe 
you would be more at home 
in Iran

Mary Knapp, state climalolo- 
gist, sajd the past summer has 
been a unique one for craps 

"What makes it different is 
probably the repetition with 
which it emerged," Knupp said 
"We hadn't completely emerged 
from the drought from the pre 
vious summer The rain in May 
and )une eased a lot, but didn't 
fill it completely 

"When the rain stopped, 
there was no backup, which 
means the conditions deterio- 
rated much more rapidly." 

So rapid that Gov. Kathleen 
Sebelius signed an executive or 
der Aug 21 approving an oper 
ations plan for the state's 
drought response team, accord- 
ing to the Associated Press 

The following day the 
drought alerl level was raised to 
emergency status in 11 coun- 
ties, including Riley County 

"Basically, what they're try- 
ing to do is anticipate drought, 
monitor conditions, and coordi 



nale programs that may be of- 
fered by the different agencies 
And to plan actions to prevent 
drought, to anticipate the con- 
ditions and be prepared for 
them so they can act quickly 
when a situation develops," 
Knapp said of the Drought Be 
sponse Team 

K-State's Research and Ex 
tension Program, Knapp said, 
works with Kansas' Drought 
Response Team, in addition to 
providing a Web site for those 
affected 

"We keep a drought infor- 
mation page that we update on 
a regular basis," Knapp said "A 
lot (if information there is how 
particular people in agriculture 
can deal with the fallout that 
they're going to have and what 
kinds of decisions tJiey have to 
make" 

Some decisions are available 
through Kansas Farm Bureau 
Federation, a statewide organi- 
zation that represents about 
42,000 farmers and ranchers in 
the state, said Mike Matson. 



director of communications for 
Farm Bureau in Manhattan. 

Farm Bureau, along with 
other organizations, works 
closely with Sebetius. as well as 
offers services such as crop in- 
surance to assist farmers. Mat- 
son said 

"Generally speaking, some 
are doing the best to salvage 
what they can of fall crops,' 
Matson said "Some have al- 
ready cut corn, but many have 
crop insurance so they won't 
suffer as much Others who 
don't have crop insurance may 
not have thai option, and they 
face some Gnancial challenge." 

More importantly, Matson 
said, the organization provides 
state farmers with help - and a 
lot of prayers 

"We pray for rain," he said. 
"And that's one of the frustra- 
tions, We canaoi make it rain, 
but we can and we do provide 
our members with other sorts 
of efforts aimed at enhancing 
their profession "

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Wyandotte Indians 
gamble with opening 



Credit cap receives mixed responses

KANSAS CITY, Kan - The 
biggest gambler at Ihe new 
VVyandotif Sfvt-nth Street Casi- 
nu is likely the Indian tribe llial 
opened the casino against tKe 
wishes of nearly everyone in- 
volved in the long fight over In- 
dian gambling in Wpndotte 
County 

When the casitio opened 
Thursday in the midst of down- 
town Kansas City, Kan , leaders 
of the local government were 
furious, claiming the Wyandotte 
Nation of Oklahoma iiad creat- 
ed an eyesore that 'will be a 
burden for the county 

Supporters say Ihe tribe's 
move might increase pressure 
on lawmakers to expand gam- 
bling in Kansiis Opponents 
doubt It will make a difference 

The casino is in narrow trail- 
ers encased in paneling and at- 
tached to a renovated Masonic 
j^dge building, nes\ to the tribe's 
cemetery, across from City Hall 
and other government buildings 
in a section of downtown 

The US. Interior Depart 
ment ruled in [une that the 
tribe's downtown land was eli- 
gible for federally licensed 
Class II gambling activities, 
which allows slot -like machines 
that play bingo and other pull- 
tab types of games. 

That decision, after seven 
years of legal battles, prompted 
the tribe to open the casino, 



said David McCullough, an at- 
torney for the Wyandot les 

"We have not done anything 
on the land for a long time in 
hopes of going somewhere else," 
he said. 'Everyone, including 
the tribe, agrees that is not the 
best place for a casino. The 
question for us became. How 
long do you sit and wait'"' 

McCullough said the tribe is 
always willing to negotiate for a 
different site lor a casino The 
tribe has sought to open a casi- 
no at the Woodlands racetrack, 
in Edwardsville, or near the 
Kansas Speedway 

The state Legislature consis- 
tently has denied those re 
tjuests, either to protect four 
Kansas-based tribes who al- 
ready operate casinos in the 
slate, or because of general op- 
position to gambling 

Thursday's casino opening 
seemed to further sour the rela- 
tionship between the tribe and 
Unified Government 

Sen Chris Steineger, D- 
Kansas City, said he though) 
the casino opening should pro 
vide evidence to state lawmak- 
ers that gambling is popular in 
Kansas 

"Kansans are gambling, 
whether some lawmaken like it 
or not " Steineger said "It is 
past time for the stale lo eslab 
iish some amount of state over- 
sight, control and taxation for 
this activity We've watched 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
flow out of the slate"

to take more 

than 18 hours

This semester's pre-enrolt- 
ment session added a cap lo 
prevent students from register 
ing fur more than 21 credit 
hours 

IHJtting a cap on undergrad 
uule enrollment is one of the 
first steps K-State is laking in 
order to prevent some students 
from taking advantage nl 
KATS' shortcomings 

Last week, when KATS was 
still adding and dropping 
courses, an attempt to enroll in 
more than 21 credit hours 
would encttunter the follttwmg 
message "If you need lo en 
roll in additional hours, con- 
tact your dean's office " 

The new policy, effective 
since lime 9. allows under- 
gradualf students to pre enroll 
online in up to 21 credit hours 
each semester, bui limits the 



number of earned credits lo ItJ 
unless granted permission by n 
dean's office 

Although the change might 
seem new to current students. 
it's actually a long-standing 
rule thai was ignored with the 
introduction ijf KATS in spring 
1998, said Jackie Spears, pre si 
dent-elecl of Faculty Senate 

"The university has always 
had Ihe policy of a majcimum 
load that students can carry," 
she said 

Inceptions could be mode 
with a permission of a dean's 
office, hut in genera! we have 
limited students' academic 
load to 18 credit hours. When 
the KATS enrollment system 
wa» mtroduccd, the <»riginal 
programming did not limit Ihe 
number of hours students 
could sign up f(tr." 

Spears said that from the 
facuily inemhiTs' point t»f view, 
il was not n problem if stu 
dents actually stayed in all 
those hours 

"WhttI renllv was happening 
was that sludents were laking 
advantage of ihe fact that 
KATS allowed them to enroll 
in as many classes as ihev 
wanted tci hold places and sec- 
lions " she said 

fohn O'fiura, student body 
president, said he is aware of 
cases in which sludents pre 
enrolled m as many as Tj cred- 



it hours lo ensure a convenient 
schedule for themselves or 
save spots for friends, 

"It Is abuse of the system 
that violates rights of other 
students who really want lo get 
into a class." O'Hara said 

Sucli practices have been 
drawing criticism from both 
faculty and sludents for some 
years, hut il was not techno- 
logically possible to change the 
KATS program until this sum- 
mer, Gunile De Vault, associate 
registrar, said 

The administration's next 
step is to prevent students 
from enrolling in several sec- 
tions of the same class, which 
should be implemented before 
online enrollment for the 
spring semester begins 

O'Hara said one more mea- 
sure - not letting students en- 
roll in more than one class at 
the .same time - would be 
helpful in restoring enrollment 
order 

However, technologically 
and eccmomically, it is not fea- 
sible at this potnt. 

t'atricia Brewster, senior in 
prevelerinary medicine, said 
she had problems while en- 
rolling for cla.s.ses this sum- 
mer 

Brewster said both the limit 
imposed on undergraduate en- 
rollment and some students' 
allemph to enroll in classes

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Living wage advocates 
sponsor Laborfest picnic

To support a family of Four 
above the poverty line, an indi- 
vidual would need lo earn al- 
most $10 an hour - benefits 
included. 

The Flint Hills Living Wage 
Coalition sponsored its second 
annual Laborfest on Saturday 
to express this fact to the 
working community. 

"Living wage is basically the 
amount of money I hat would 
need to be paid to a family of 
four to raise them above 
poverty level," FHLWC Chair 
)an Carton said. "In Man hat 
tan, livin)! wage would be $4 
an hour with benefits" 

Living wage varies across 
the United States due to differ- 
ent costs of living, she said 

"We're asking that if tax 
dollars are used lo bring busi- 
nesses into communities 
through different incentives, 
then businesses should have to 
pay employees at least $9 an 
hour so that taxpayers don't 
have lo subsidize residents in 
other ways, such as welfare," 
Carton said 

She said that five speakers 
at Laborfest talked about liv- 
ing wage and other topics cen- 
tered around labor issues. 

"There was also a comedi- 
an-musician who had musical 
satire about the labor move- 
ment," she said 

The event was open to any- 
one who works in the commu 
nity. 

"Most of the people who 
came were members o( sup- 
porting organizations - labor 
unions and iheir members," 
she said 

"Even though it rained, we 
were protected because we 
were in the Pavilion, but I 
think the weather did affeci 
the size of Ihe crowd," Garlon 
said 

She said it is important to 
nole thai worker productivity 
in the United Stales has been 
increasing quite rapidly 

"That doesn't translate intij 
more money for workers, 
though," she said "ll seems 
that more work is going over- 
seas, and companies are laying 
off more workers." 

Because ul many labor is- 
sues, it is important lo cele- 
brate t-abor Day 

"For Labor Day, nothing of- 
ficial was ever happening," she 
said "Laborfest is our effort to 
bring attention to the working 
community' 

John Exdell, associate pro- 
fessor of philosophy and for- 
mer FHLWC chair, said he 
thinks it's important lo have 
such an event during Labor 
Day weekend. 

"We wanted lo have some- 
thing that would bring atten- 
tion to Ihe contributions of

Servers and waiters are an 
example of workers who are 
paid minimum wage and rely 
on tips to pay bills 

Potucek said she en c our 
ages college students to gel in 
volved in community organisa- 
tions because they ean make a 
difference. 

"Students dcm'l think they 
have a lot of power in a com 
muntty, but they do The first 
thing is to figure out what they 
care about 

"Most likely there is an or- 
ganization oul there thuy can 
get involved in," she said 
"Whatever you think you can 
do is enough because you're 
helping"

•'There was nothing overtly 
obvious aN lo the can.se of his 
death," Zaieski said, "but bc- 
ctaise there's a relalitmship 
between the two individuals, 
wc are over iheie ' 

The 43 year-old man, 
whose name was not relea.sed 
Sunday ufiernoon, worked 
with llrian Douglas Wells, 4b. 
wlo) died Thursday shortly 



after robbing a hank in Eric 
Minutes before the bomb 
went off, Wells told officers 
who slopped him that he had 
been lt»rced lo rob the bank 
No one else was injured in the 
explosion 

Wells had gone lo deliver a 
pi'/.ia lo a mysterious address 
in a remote area ahoui an 
hour before he turned up al 
the hank with Ihe bomb 
strapped to his body 

Police received a call early 
Sunday asking for medical as- 
sistance al Ihe home where 
Wells' CO worker lived with 



his parents, but the man re- 
fused medical assistance, Za- 
ieski said.

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Chinese military to shed 200,000 troops as it seeks to modernize

BEIJING - The worlds 
laiigest military is getting a little 
smaller. 

China on Monday an 
nounced plans to cut 200.000 
more soldiers as part of efforts 
to modernize its armed forces - 
tuts that come on top of a 
500,000-man reduction in the 
five year? ending in 2000, 

Altogether, the military will 
shrink (rom about 2.5 million 
people (o about 2.3 million 

The cuts will coincide with 
the introduction of more high- 
tech battle systems, military 



commission chief and retired 
president )iang Zemin was 
quoted saying by state televi- 
sion and the official Xinhua 
News Agency 

"With the introduction of 
new technology - especially in- 
formation technology - inter- 
national competition in the 
area of military affairs is gelling 
hotter." said {iang, who still 
heads the government and 
Communist Party commissions 
that control the military. 

China's military is still ori- 
ented toward ground combat 
with huge numbers of troops 
Its planes, tanks and ships are 
antiquated, and its soldiers are 



poorly trained. 

By reducing manpower, Chi- 
na can maximize the use of its 
limited strategic resources and 
speed up information technolo- 
gy development in the military, 
)iang was quoted as saying at 
SOthanniversary celebrations 
for the National Defense Sci- 
ence and Technology Universi- 

ly 

For years, China has been 
upgrading specific units to 
higher technical levels and 
shifting focus from sheer num- 
bers of soldiers The announce- 
ment of further troop cuts sug 
gests that strategy is being 
adopted across the military 



Military leaders had mulled 
an even bigger cut of another 
500,000 men by 2005 but wa- 
vered after the United States 
went to war in Iraq, putting its 
high tech fighting force on dis- 
play, said Professor Maochun 
Yu, an observer of the Chinese 
military at the US Navy Acad- 
emy in Annapolis, Md 

"The high command has 
been wobbling back and forth" 
on the issue, Yu said in a tele 
phone interview Commanders 
have wanted cuts to reduce the 
traditional primacy of ground 
forces over the navy and air 
force, he said. 

Such cuts are problematic, 



however, because jobs must be 
found for former servicemen 
and the military remains bur- 
dened with thousands of non 
combat troops in areas such as 
logistics, propaganda and the 
party's political commissar sys- 
tem, Yu said 

Chinese military planners 
consider the United States to 
be their biggest threat, and have 
spent years trying to refocus 
their forces to keep up with 
American advances. 

Bei)ing has spent billions of 
dollars in recent years upgrad- 
ing its arsenal with Russian- 
made fighter jets, submarines 
and other weapons China's re- 



ported military budget rose by 
nearly 10 percent this year to 
$22 4 bilhon, though analysts 
say the total Hgure could be five 
times that. 

The Chinese military also 
has shifted strategy to dovetail 
with its highest priority - unit- 
ing the island of Taiwan with 
the mainland. 

The strategy moves away from 
the notion i>f sending waves of 
troops across the Taiwan strait, 
tnstead, China is believed to be 
focusing on the prospect of an 
air and sea blockade and the use 
of high-tech missiles and even 
computer viruses to cripple its ri- 
val's economy

Intermittent rain dampened 
the Yale demonstrators, part of 
a band ot wet, stormy weather 
that stretched southwestward 
to Texas Rain also put a 
damper on holiday beach out- 
ings in parts of Hawaii, which 
was on the northern edge of 
Tropical Storm fimena, down- 
graded from a hurricane early 
in the morning. 



In Detroit, union members 
and supporters faced the rainy 
weather to march downtown to 
celebrate Labor Day and call 
attention to the challenges 
faced by American workers in a 
struggling economy. 

The parade ended at the re- 
cently unveiled Michigan Labor 
Legacy monument in flari 
Plaza, which symbolizes the 
continuing spirit of organized 
labor and the importance of 
unions to ihe region's history 

"We're very concerned 
about this economy," said 
Patrick Devlin, secretary-treas-

Pipeline explodes in Nigeria, 
resulting in massive oil spill

LAGOS. Nigeria ~ Crude 
oil spilling from a ruptured 
Shell Oil pipeline burst into 
flames near a southeastern 
Nigerian village, scorching 
yam fields and spreading 
thick, black smoke for miles, 
residents and activists said 
Monday 

Residents of Gio, 40 kilo- 
meters east of Nigeria's oil 
city of Port Harcourt, said 
they first learned of Ihe spill 
when they awoke to an explo* 
sion early Friday and saw 
flames leaping from the pipe 

Shell workers raced to the 
scene to extinguish the blaze 
but were denied access by an- 
gry villagers demanding com- 
peitsation for the spill, a com- 



pany spokesman said, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymi- 
ty 

Company officials were ne- 
gotiating wlih the community 
to repair the leak, the 
spokesman said. 

Ledum Mitee. leader of the 
activist Movement tor the 
Survival of Ogoni People, said 
the flames had died down but 
that rolling smoke made it dif- 
ficult for nearby residents to 
breathe Crude oil also was 
flowing into nearby streams, 
polluting drinking water. 

Since 1993. Shell has sus- 
pended drilling in violence- 
prone Ugoniland as a result of 
protests by villagers who ac- 
cuse the oil giant and the 
Nigerian government of col- 
luding to cheat them of oil 
royalties.

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Ephedra continues to be popular energy drug despite warnings

Students searching Inr energy and weight 
loss in the form of the herb ephedra might 
have to look bardcr or elsewhere 

Kphedra based supplements came under 
heavy scrutiny this year after the death of the 
Baltimore Orioles pitcher Stevf Bechler 
Bechler collapsed during spring training, and 
ephedra was found in his system. 

General Nutrition Centers pulled all sup- 
plements containing the herb off their shelves 
earlier this year Local GNC store owners re 
fused to tomment on the topic of ephedra. 

Ephedra, also known by its Chinese name, 
Ma huang, once was widely used in the Unit- 
ed States a<i a decongestant and asthma treat- 
ment Doctors slopped prescribing it in the 
1930s in favor of safer medications 

Now it shows up most in performance -en- 
hancing dietary supplements marketed lo ath 
I ties 

"We don't sell ephedra products because of 
bad press " said Patsy Anderson, owner and 
Certified Nutritionist at Guiding Light Nutri- 
tion 'People have abused it in the past" 

It's safe if used properly, but if abused, it 
will have negative consequences, Atiderson 
said 

Hte dietary supplement ephedra has been

tied lo catastrophic complications such as 
sudden cardiac death, strokes and seizures. 

Although the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion has linked ephedra to more than 120 
deaths in the last decade, they have not yet 
decided whether they will discontinue the 
sale of ephedra-based products entirely 

Edgar Brooks, nurse and fireman, knows 
ephedra can have dangerous side effects 

'"1 know two guys with no prior medical 
history or family history of heart problems 
who died after using ephedra products These 
were healthy, physically fit guys " 

"Vou can't replace someone"s health The 
beneDls of these products could never out- 
weigh the negative aspects," he said "It's not 
worth risking your life to look good." 



However, not everyone sees ephedra in the 
same light Consumers of ephedra can still 
find products at Pro Fitness in Aggievillc 

"1 personally don 'I think ephedra is as bad 
as it's made out lo be," Daryl Bussen, owner 
t»f Pro-Pilncss. said "1 hope they don t outlaw 
it. because I think it s a great Ihermiigcnic 
weight loss supplement " 

The most popular ephedra products are 
sold in drink fonn, Bussen said 

"We have guys that come in here and 
drink the stuff religiously," he said "It's part 
of their workout" 

Bussen said he thinks the use of ephedra 
can be overdone and some people should stay 
away from the products 

'One man drank too much of an ephedra 
drink before getting on a treadmill." Bussen 
said "We were a little worried he was going 
to overheat His heart rate and body tempera- 
ture shot up." 

The National Football League, the NCAA, 
the Olympic community and the I' S Military 
ban the use of ephedra products. Ihc stale of 
Illinois prohibits the sale of ephedra all to 
gclhcr 

Nutritionists and stores are suggesting al

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City residents battle for 
Anderson housing

Many Manhadan residenis 
were relieved dt last night's City 
Conunissiun meeting that they'll 
have an answer soon on Ihe fate 
of their homes near Aggievillc. 

Citizens said they were con- 
cerned that Thursday night's Ur- 
ban Area Planning Board meet- 
ing would be postponed he-cause 
of a new proposal The meeting 
is scheduled to approve a cur- 
rent rezoning proposal 

Jeff L^vin, owner of Vamey's 
Book Store, said he was work 
ing with the Aggicville Business 
Association and K State to pro 
pose a master plan for the dis- 
trict 

He said the decision to cre- 
ate such a plan was a result uf 
many issues - Agfcieville parking 
issues, Fourth Street re/oning, 
traffic flow and business con- 
straints. 

"Our group met this summer 
to envision a long-term plan," he 
said "Some problems are about 
more than Aggieville, but also 
K-State. There is Ihe idea that a 
multi-use parking garage fit in 
with the environment" 

Levin said (he group agreed 
to explore possibilities with oth- 
er city members. He said they 
would like lo meet with neigh 
borhood organizations and in 
corporate their input into the 
plan 

"It's an opportunity to ad- 
dress the issue uf student huus 
ing It's an area we want to alio 
cate for higher density student 
housing and a parking garage." 

Levin proposed thai the city 
commissioners consider the pro 
posal together 1 1 is important 
to protect housing in the Ag- 
gievilte area, he said 

Mary Don f^elerson, Manhat- 
tan resident, said Ihe city is in 
need of affordable, single family 
housing, which should be the 
city's focus - rather than rental

Meters help pay Parking Services expenses

Parking Services makes 
$200,000 from campus park- 
ing meters each year This 
money helps fund Parking 
Services' many expenses 

"Everything we do in 
Parking Services is done 
based on people paying for 
parking," fJarwiii Abbott, di- 
rector of Parking Services, 
said. 'We get no tuition mon 
cy, we get no tax money 
We're self supporting." 

Ahbolt said that in addi 
tion to running a free shuttle 
service. Parking Services 
pays for lights and electricity, 
cameras and emergency 
phones, the salaries for two 
policemen lo help keep the 
lots safe, and basic lot main 
tenance and cleaning II also 
must keep the computer sys 
Icms up to dale to make or 
dcring permits efftcienl 

Knr some students, just 
knowing what their parking 
money is used lor alkviaies 
the frustration of having to 
feed the meter 

"This makes me feel better 
about paying for parking 
now because 1 know that my 
money's not just going to- 
ward scmicthing else," Krisli 
na Wendt, sophomore in ele 
mentary education, said 

The mos\ frequently used 
meter lots on campus are by 
Ihe residence halls, near An 
dcrson and Pairchild halls, 
and the K- State Student 
Union 

Ihe lots are patrolled by 
full time employees who cir- 
cle the sectors checking for 
illegally parked curs 

These sectors arc designed 
to lake 45 minutes to an 
hour !o patrol, and Parking 
Services patrols continuously 
throughout the day 

Abbott said that although 
there isn'i one particular lot

I hat is targeted for assigning 
Ihe majority of tickets, of the 
eight sectors there are a cou- 
ple of lots that are only 
checked about twice each 
day However, he wouldn't 
reveal which lots those were. 

"The truth is, there's an 
awful lot of the element of 
luck in there," Abbott said. 
"Obviously, the longer you 
leave your car after it's gom 
lale on the meter, the greater 
Ihe chance that somebody 
will go Ihrough there" 

Newer and more efhcient 
electronic parking meters 
have helped alleviate some 
problems with meters 

The electronic meters are 
less likely to malfunction 
than the older wind-up me 
ters, which would often col 
led dirt and slow down If 
something goes wrong, such 
as a low battery, the newer 
machines shut down auto 
malically. before a student 
can use them 

However, with the rise in 
meter prices from five min- 
utes lur 5 cents to four min 
utes for 5 cents, Abbott said 
what people regard as a mal 
functioning meter is often a 
mistake on their own behalf. 

"People need to look into 
the face when they're drop- 
ping money into the meter,' 
he said. "'If you drop a quar- 
ter in, you don't have 25 
minutes, you have 20 min 
utes, but the meter will ini- 
tially show the quarter Then 
il will show your 20 
minutes "

Death sentence 

decision 
preserves rights 

The Ninth U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals decision to commute more 
than 100 death sentences in three states 
positively changes the way capital cases 
are sentenced. 

The inmates, origi 
nally sentenced by a 
judge in si tad of a 
jury, will serve life 
sentences instead. 
The decision, 
although applicable to 
only a small f rati ion 
of all capital punish 
ment cases in the 
United States, is a 
move in the right 
direction. 

Many argue that 
judges are more capable in evaluating 
guilt than a jury of peers that often 
liavc no legal background. However, 
I he thought of one person holding the 
life of the accused in the balance runs 
counter to our historic traditions, 

American legal culture is grounded 
otj many principles, one of them being 
a trial by jury. The right to a jury trial is 
explicitly guaranteed in the Seventh 
Amendment 

While waiving the right to a jury 
trial is often a preferred option for the 
accused, capital cases necessitate the 
use of a jury The opinion of a jury 
should be favored over that of an 
unilateral judge when the life uf the 
accused is at stake.

Artist creates critique 
of American culture

An old radio playing songs like "Dueling Banjos," 
as well as red, blue, yellow, black and orange nnor 
tiles - almost none of which arc without stains or 
cracks - help to give the Value Zesl Nickel and Dime 
store the look of an old toy store 

The Value Zesl store, whose official title is Every- 
thing Must Go: The Toys of Randy Regier, will Till the 
Wefald Gallery in the Marianna Kistler Beach Muse 
um of Art until [an. 4 

At first glance the gallery appears just like a iy40s 
toy store, but Regier warns, "don't lake anything for 
granted." 

In addition to creating a world apart, Regier said 
he also is making a statement about communication, 
and he's using subtle humor to do it 

An example is the clock over the store's entrance, 
which carries the names of companies that make the 
toys: KrccpEaz, the Turnabout Toy Co , Hasbin, I'crf- 
O-Rama, WindUp. Gypco. Shyt-ee Toy and Schcit 
Werk. 

"Toys historically are made by adults and more re 
cently by corporations who decide what children will 
buy," Regier said 'Ideally, a toy is something that a 
child would find delight in, but in reality toys arc 
ministers of adult experiences in the adult reality, 
which is not actually very childish " 

Originally, the toys were going to be displayed on 
pedestals, but museum senior curator Bill North gave 
Regier the freedom to do whatever he wanted 

"I said it would be great if we could do it in Ihr 
context of a five and dime store so it would have It 
gitimacy," Regier said. "If you rid yourself of the mu- 
seum atmosphere, then the believability just escalates 
with every bit of museum you get rid of" 

"There is huge attention to detail," education and 
public supervisor Kathrine Sclageck said " People will 
want to talk and think l^oplc 
could spend an hour just look- 
ing and thinking because of so 
many tittle, tiny specific de 
tails" 

Regier said that even 
though they're not actual toys, 
they seem to fit in a decade 
and a realm 

One example is Ex-GI joe 
from Hasbin Toys Ex-G [ Joe is 
a real GI {oe to which Regier 
has added a beer gut and a 
shaved head, with stains on 
his shirt, one hand down his 
pants and a cake placed next 
to him 

"He becomes a single father 
later on in years, frustrated and angry The glory of 
war that Fiasbro would like to portray with G] |oe is 
long gone, and now it's about reality." Regier said 
"It's not what Hasbro would have yuu know aboul 
GI |oe" 

Just as important as the toys themselves are Ihi 
boxes. Kegier said the packaging is where the adult 
premise lies, and the toy is where it falls short. 

His technique to make the boxes is surprisingly 
simple Regier just scans images from old books and 
then arranges them using the Photoshop computer 
program 

The box for his Shokor X-7 robot contains images 
from a Lassie novel, and Regier said the robot image 
is from a Belgian biscuit tin trading card from the 
40's. 

"Not to overrate what I do, hut in a lot of ways 
people accept these things as real because we're not 
necessarily a nation of critical thinkers - we're no) 
encouraged to be critical thinkers," he said. "If some 
one like me with very little money and as an under 
graduate college student can make these toys thai ap 
pear to generate u legitimate history from false 
histories, then we can imagine what a govcrnmeni 
can do with untold resources." 

North said "hverything Must Go" is deceptively 
sophisticated and complex 

"The people can marvel at the craftsmanship and 
the witty wordplay and all of that, but what's really 
going on here is a serious critique of American strain 
on capitalism and the way in which all of us as youn^ 
children are implicated with consumerism," North 
said. "We've all been seduced by packaging and open 
the box up and found broken pieces or unintelligible 
instructions." 

He said the show will resonate with anybody who 
has been a part of American culture over the past 
couple of decades. 

"Randy is not conscious of art history and think 
ing of the traditions that preceded his work, but its 
sort of a lineage of conceptual art," he said "It builds 
on some of the signification traditions of 20th centu 
ry art."

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Federal court throws out 100 death sentences

SAN FRANCISCO - A 
federal appeals court threw out 
more than 100 death sentences 
in Arizona and two other states 
Tuesday because the inmates 
were sent to death row by 
judges instead of juries. 

The case stems from a 2002 
decision by the US Supreme 
Court, in which the high tourl 
found thai juries, not judges, 
must render death sentences 



But the Supreme Ciiurt left un- 
clear whether the new rules 
should apply retroactively to in- 
mates awaiting; execution 

In an 8-3 vote, the San Hran 
Cisco based ninth IIS Circuit 
Court of Appeals said all cim 
demtied inmates sentenced by u 
judge should have their sen- 
tences commuted to life in 
prison. 

The ruling applies only to 
Arizona, Idaho and Montana, 
the only states in the ninth Cir- 
cuit that have allowed jud);es tii 



impose death sentences. 

'I\vo other states, Nebraska 
and Colorado, also have allowed 
judges to sentence inmates tu 
death 

Hut the federal appeals courts 
that oversee them have yet to 
rule on the issue. 

The ruling affects approxi- 
nialely 5 percent of the 1.700 
people on death row. 

The ruling is cjipecled to re 
duce the death sentences of at 
least 1 6 condemned inmates in 
Idaho 



Montana Assistant Attorney 
General Pamela Collins said 
state attorneys were reviewing 
the decision to determine 
whether its five condemned in- 
mates would be affected.

WASHINGTON, DC. - A 
breakdown in communication 
and cooperation among Mid- 
west utilities contributed sig- 
nificantly to the worst power 
blackout in U.S. history, a util- 
ity executive has told congres- 
sional investigators 

Government and industry 
officials, testifying at congres- 
sional hearings that begin 
Wednesday, will say it's too 
early In pinpoint the cause of 
the Aug 14 blackout that cas- 
caded from Ohio through 
Michigan and into Canada, 
then engulfed New York slate 

But the governors of Ohio 
and Michigan will join the call 
for Congress to enact new fed- 
eral electricity grid reliability 
standards, replacing the volun 
lary standards that most now 
agree are inadequate 

In a letter to House investi 
gators, the chici executive of a 
major Michigan ulilily says he 
is convinced that a power 
plant shutdown and transmis 
sion line failures in Ohio were 
the triggering event for the 
blackout and that an apparent 
failure in communication was 
a major reason the problem 
spread. 

"For some reason, the re 
quired level of communica 
lions and coordination failed 
on Aug 14," Anthony Earley 



]t.. chairman and chief execu- 
tive officer of DTE Energy, 
wrote the House Energy and 
Commerce Committee He 
said the breakdown in com- 
munications must be fixed. 

Earley complained that 
"Michigan utilities did not 
have timely or adequate warn- 
ings about deteriorating sys- 
tems condition in Ohio" dur- 
ing the hour before the 
blackout 

He said Detroit Edison did 
not begin to detect anything 
unusual until 4 06 pm , five 
minutes before the blackout 
hit full force in alt or parts of 
eight states Investigators said 
the first of five transmission 
line failures in Ohio began oc 
curring an hour earlier 

In a separate letter to 
House investigators, FirstEner- 
gy Corp , the Ohio-based com- 
pany whose generating plant 
and transmission line failures 
have been al the center of the 
blackout investigation, dis- 
missed the notion that a single 
event triggered the blackout 

"The events of the day in- 
volved thousands of separate 
and discrete incidents across a 
widespread multisystem re- 
gion," H Peter Burg. PirstEn 
crgy's chairman and chief ex- 
ecutive, wrote the committee 

New York, First Energy s 
chief financial officer, Richard 
Marsh, said, 'There is proba- 
bly no single straw that broke 



the camel's back. We think 
what happened is a combina- 
tion of events, not an isolated 
event on anybody's line or any 
one operator." 

Executives of the Interna- 
tional Transmission Co., which 
operates transmission lines in 
Michigan, also have com- 
plained that their engineers 
did not receive even a courtesy 
call from Ohio utility officials 
about their line problems prior 
to the blackout. 

When ITC found out about 
the problems on the Ohio 
lines, "it was at the point of no 
return" and too late to act, 
Michigan Gov Jennifer 
Granholm will tell the law- 
makers She says in prepared 
remarks that had Michigan 
grid operators been warned, 
"they might have been able to 
craft a contingency plan .. and 
avoid the cascading failures " 

The hearing Wednesday by 
the House Energy and Com- 
merce Commitlee will be the 
first congressional inquiry into 
the blackout, which has 
spawned renewed interest in 
Congress to act to increase the 
reliability of the country's ag- 
ing power transmission sys- 
tems

anyway. College students are in

Combining ephedra with

Students deal wilh address 
changes in a variety of ways 

"When I moved into my 
apartment, I just told anyone 
imporiani where to redirect 
my mail lo," said Sarah Laib, 
sophomore in political science 
and public relations 

The problem is less signifi- 
cant lor incoming freshman 

"1 jusi have my mom col 
led my mail and send it here," 
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said Kevin McBelh, freshman 
in computer science and matli 
ematics. 

The Manhaltan Post Office 
has several tips for students 
who are either receiving mail 
for others at their place of res- 
idence or are not receiving 
their mail after moving 

Ken Olson, supervisor of 
customer services at the post 
office, said the easiest thing for 
students lo do is notify Ihe 
post office of their address 
change immediately to prevent 
any loss of delivery service 

'The biggest thing with us. 
like any other business, is 
communication," he said 



Olson said students can no 
lity the post office of any 
changes either by phone, at 
Ihc post office or any satellite 
locations, or by mail Students 
may also obtain a change of 
address form from the United 
Stales Postal Services Web 
site. They can either print it 
out and mail it or file it elec- 
tronically with a credit card 
Electronic filing is the only 
method that is not free of 
charge 

The main problem that the 
post office sees is students fil 
ing a temporary address 
change for the summer 
months and then failing to file 



another change when they rc- 
lum for the schtwil year, Olson 
said 

Olson said that during the 
first lew weeks of school, car- 
riers will place blue vacant 
cards in mailboxes in higti 
turnover areas, mostly around 
campus Students can fill these 
cards out with the names of all 
occupants of the residence and 
place it back in their mailbox 
or drop it off at ilie post office. 

He said he also recom 
mends that students who re- 
ceive mail for pasl residences 
note that on the envelope and 
place it back in their mailbox 
to prevent further mistakes

Even the most devout Christian may 
need to purchase liquor on a Sunday for 
a weekday event 

Besides, this law is a laughingstock in 
counties on the Missouri border

Overland Park, Kan , a 
city near the Missouri border, has 
passed a law allowing its liquor 
vtores lo be open between the 
ours of II am and 8 pm on 



Sundays 

This has made purchase of alcohol 
more convenient for Kansas citizens and 
has also allowed Kansas liquor stores 
more opportunity for profit from local 
clients. 

Sales on Sundays provide the prospect 
of a boost for local economies that will 
benefit from the local clients. 

A Sunday sales ordinance would assist 
the economy in cities like Manhattan as 
well 

Many sporting events take place on 
Sundays across the United States and in 
Manhattan.

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Diversity essay not answer to color-blind admissions

The University of Michigan last 
week announced a new admis- 
sions program to replace the 
"point system" which was found 
unconstitutional by the US 
Supreme Court 

However, rather than using the 
opportunity to rework their sys 
tem and move it forward in the 
direction of a strict merit-based, 
color-blind process, the new sys- 
tem now includes a "diversity es- 
say" for applicants to examine 
racial and ethnic issues 

TTic admissions process al the 
University of Michigan previously 
used a system in which points 
were awarded to the applicant 
based solely on race 

The point system placed more 
weight on an applicant's race 
than it did on the applicant's 
itandardized test scores It was 
this system that President Bush 
denounced, calling it "fundamen- 
tally flawed" 

"At their core, the Michigan 
policies amount to a quota system 
that unfairly rewards or penalizes 
prospective students, based solely 
on their race," Bush said in a )an 
uary speech from the While 
House. 

The US Supreme Court 
agreed, and in [une, they ruled 
the point system unconstitutional 
and remanded the case to a feder 
al trial court The trial court has 
yet to convene, but in the mean 



time, the University of Michigan 
went to work to revamp its un 
dergraduate admissions process 

For those of us who yearn for 
a color-blind society, a society in 
which advancement is based on 
merit rather than skin color, the 
new Michigan admissions process 
smacks of political correctness 
and shows America that we are 
far from leaving race behind 

The new process includes a 
"diversity essay" in which appli- 
cants must choose from one of 
two topics on which to write 

In the first topic, the applicant 
must describe how his or her ac 
ceptance into the university 
would contribute to "an academi 
cally superb and widely diverse 
educational community" 

II the applicant chooses the 
second option, he or she must de- 
scribe a personal experience in 
which "cultural diversity or a lack 
thereof changed the applicant's 
life 

lite inclusion of this essay is 
simply ridiculous, and is a blatant 
attempt to maintain race based 
admissions policies 

If all things were equal among 
applicants academically, the sub 
ject mutter of the applicant's di- 
versity essay should not be the 
determining factor Drawing 
straws would be infinitely more 
fair. 

Is someone really more quali- 
fied tor an advanced education 
because he or she has a cultural 
diversity story to write about? 
No. 



A simple fact stands out when 
looking at the affirmative action 
issue discrimination cannot be 
ended by discrimination 

Discriminating against one 
group to promote another is 
wrong and only produces ill will 
More importantly, if the best stu

In addition, 
faculty raises are generally merit - 
based ai ihe departmental level 

Sorry, but a hard-earned 
tenured faculty member's career 
is not similar to a football 
game. n(»r are faculty foiithall 
players. We do not enjoy the 
same privileges and lataries of 
professional football players! 

We only educate new gencra- 
tiom and advance tlie fiekU of 



sciences and arts If a tenured 
faculty member "does not per 
form as expected," il may be due 
to low achievement, but also a 
variety of other reasons like 
health or lack of resources 

In any case, Ijial is reflected 
in ihe perfonnance rating If the 
low achievement is chrtjnic then 
administrators can resort to a 
prescribed pnjcess to revf>ke Ihe 
faculty member s tenure 

At a time when K-State 
salaries remain low compared 
to peer institutions, the Colle- 
gian's editorial board shotdd he 
very careful in these matters 
and should check tlie facts be 
fore publishing them

Taking conipensaiory time 
off for overtime hours worked 
in lieu of overtime pay is 
completely voluntary 

Tlie bills stales an employee 
may take compensatory time if 
Ihe company offers it. and if 
"the employee has chosen lo 
receive compensatory Imie in 
lieu of monetary overtime com 
pcnsation, and entered into 
knowingly and voluntarily by 
such employees and not as a 
condition of employment" 

A company does nol have 
to offer the compensatory time 
off, and the employee is nol 
required to lake it (Witliamsl 
incorrectly slates, "This means 
thai il an employee put in a 
60 hour work week, then the 
employer could 'owe that em 
ployee 20 hours of compen- 
satory time off instead of time- 
and-ahaU overtime pay" 



The bill allows for 1 5 
limes the amount of overtime 
worked for compensatory 
lime off Ihus, if an employee 
had 2(1 hours of overtime 
worked they could take at 
least 10 hours of compensato- 
ry time off 

As the bill states, "An em 
ployee may receive, in accor 
dance with this subsection 
and in lieu of monetary over 
time compensation, compen 
satoi^ lime off at a rale not 
less than one and one-half 
hours for each hour of em 
ptuyment for which overtime 
compensation is required" 

I Williams) said "Billions of 
dollars would be shifted from 
the paychecks of hardworking 
middle-class citizens to the 
pockets of wealthy corporate 
officers " 

This is only true if all of the 
corporations choose to offer 
the compensatory time off, 
and all middle class employees 
choose to take il Even if that 
is the case, it could be argued 
that corporate officers will not 
reap greater profits than they 
would have otherwise, 

Although they are saving 
tile amount of money they 
would have to pay employees, 
Ihey are also losing producliv 



ity. For each overtime hour a 
corporation has an employee 
work, they will lose a half 
hour from thai employee on 
another day 

She also states, "Do we 
want poverty levels lo rise^ 
Do we want more people on 
welfare? 'The writer seems to 
be representing blue-collar as- 
sembly line workers, such as 
those who work at a major 
auto manufacturer, so 1 will 
assume she is doing the same 
when making this statement. 

However, according to 
United Automobile, Aerospace 
and Agricultural Implement 
Workers of America fUAW), 
the average total compensation 
for a union employee is $29.66 
per hour Thus, even without 
additional overtime houn, 
none of these workers should 
drop below ihe poverty level. 

The bill also gives the 
workers options with their 
compensatory lime They may 
choose to "bank" up to 160 
hours of il, and the employee 
can choose to have the em- 
ployer pay them for their ac- 
crued compensatory hours 
should they decide they do 
nfit want them

The much-maligned K State see 
ondary is again al Ihe forefront of 
K Stale fans' thoughts as they begin 
preparing for McNecsc Slate and 
quarterback Scot f*endarvis 

Pendarvis, who completed 14 of 17 
passes last week against Henderson 
Slate, was named the Southland Confer 
ence's offensive player of the week 

Those numbers include touchdown 
passes of six and 14 yards, and his first 
completion was the 200th of his career, 

'"The youngster threw it awlutly well," 
K-Statc Coach Bill Snyder said 
"Pendarvis completed, I think, 82 
percent of his passes Thai's hard lo do" 

The returning starter threw for more 
than 2,000 yards last year, tossing 1 1 
touchdowns and just 6 interceptions 

Pendarvis is looking to attack a Wild 
cat secondary that showed vasl improve 
mcnt last week in holding Troy State to 
only 99 yards of passing offense 

That came on the heels of an opening 
win against California, in which the 
Golden Bears threw for 378 yards and 
four touchdowns, including strikes of 65 
and 11 yards, 

"I don't know whal's guod and what's 
bad for us to see right now," Snyder said 
after the Cal game "What's important 
tor us is we're playing a variety of offen- 
sive schemes over our non-conference 
•chedule, because you'll sec all uf it once 



the cimference scheme begins" 

Une player that Snyder was adamant 
in praising is senior captain Rashad 
Washington, who has not only been a 
leader >m defense but also in the special 
teams 

"That certainly allows us to see him in 
a very unselfish light." Snyder said 
"Thai's part of the quality of leadership - 
lo be a team oriented leader" 

While Washington, a preseason All 
Big 12 selection, has excelled in the de 
fcnsivc baekfield, Snyder said it's time 
for Randy Jordan to prove himself 

"The jury's still out." Snyder said of 
tordan "1 think he has the obvious 
things, more experience now that he's 
had more snaps in games and practices, 
a better understanding of what we do 
now, what his role is." 

Snyder said it's now )ust a matter of 
Jordan stepping into a different role with 
the departure of Thorpe Award winning 
comerback Terence Newman 

"Terence, you could match up and do 
some things," ,Snyder said, "so Kundy 
didn't have to carry as much of the hur 
den a year ago. Now he'll have to carry 
it a liltic bit more," 

Following the Cal game, defensive co- 
ordinator Boh Elliot said his secondary 
is in a similar condition to where il was 
a year ago. when the Wildcats gave up 
J24 yards of offense against Eastern llli 
nois, 

"Those guys have pride," Blliol said 
"It's going lo be a good group. I think

Abbas vote temporarily blocked 

Palestinian parliament speaker delays confidence vote

lERUSALEM - Postponing 
a showdown, the Palestinian 
parliament speaker temporarily 
blocked a confidence vote 
Wednesday that was sought hy 
Prime Minister Mahmoud Ab- 
bas in his power struggle with 
Yasser Arafat 

If a vote is held in the coin 
ing days, the U.S.-backed Abbas 
could be toppled, dealing a 
heavy blow to efforts to end 
three years of violence and 
move toward Palestinian state 
hood The prime minister has 
minimal support among Pales- 
tinians, many of whom say they 
distrust him because he has Is- 
rael's backing 

Abbas is to address parlia- 
ment Thursday to sum up his 
first ItK) days in office, a penod 
marked by somewhat reduced 
violence but also disappoint- 
menl over a lack of movement 
in implementing the U S 
backed "road map" peace plan 

Abbas' report will be debat- 
ed, hui legislators said a confi 
dence vote is not expected fur at 
least another week In the 
meantime, parliament will Iry U> 
help end the wrangling between 
Arafat and Abbas over their au 
thurity. particularly control ol 
the security forces 

Israel has warned of dire 
consequences should Abbas be 
ousted, saying it won't du busi 
ness with a government hand-

Abbas has told a senior 
Palestinian official he wanls

The ongoing deadlock indi 
catcs that each man needs the 
other The international support 
enjoyed by Abbas helps shield 
Arafat from possible Israeli ai.

among Palestinians 

"They depend on each other 
kind of like an old couple that 
can't stand each other, but can't 
live apart," said Israeli analyst

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Child care choices difficult I Awareness sought in child deaths

Which is belter, licensed 
child care providers or regis- 
tered child care providers , 
child care cenlers or home 
providers? 

These are some of the ques 
tjons a parenl must ask them 
selves when they are looking 
for (he proper child care 
provider for their children. 

The Flint Hills Child Care 
Resource and Referral Agency 
has information packets to as- 
sist parents and give them an 
idea of what kind of research 
they need to do 

The first step parents 
should take is evaliiating their 
needs and their child's needs 

"I think it is most impor 
tant to evaluate their own 
needs first and then start in 
that fashion," said Kanae Mar 
tin, assistant director of the 
Kansas State Child Develop 
ment Center 

A registered provider can 
not care for more than six 
children at a time where as li 
censed providers are required 
to follow certain guidelines 
and can care for as many as 
10 children at a time. 

"Licensed providers have to 
have a certain amount of cdu 
cation and first aid training," 
Martin said 

Each child attending a li 
censed day care must have a 
health form and immuniza- 
tions. Also, the provider is up

Organization works 
to educate parents 
about heat hazards

It has happened to doctors, 
lawyers and business managers 

It has even happened to 
hospital CEOs and college pro- 
fessors 

All have been caught leav- 
ing a child unattended in a car, 
only to come back and find the 
child dead because of a heat 
related injury 

"Parents should never leave 
kids alone In cars, and heat is 
just one of many reasons, " said 
lanette Pcnncll. founder of the 
national non-profit organiza- 
tion Kidfi And Cars in Kansas 
City, Kan 

Although August "s heat 
wave may liave passed, parents 
still need to be aware of high 
car temperatures, Tcnnell said 

'"'llicre's many different fac- 
tors, but in general we can say 
that in a very, very short period 
of time - as little as 10 or 20 
minutes - the temperature in 
the car really spikes," h'ennell 
said 

But the organization's mes- 
sage is not educating everyone 

At least 36 children in the 
United States have died this 
year after being left unattended 
in a vehicle, according to the 
Associated Press. 



"I think that kids being left 
alone in cars is realty an epi 
demic," Fennel I said. "No one 
really understands how danger- 
ous it is to do that." 

As a result, 10 states - in 
eluding Kansas - are consider 
ing legislaticm making it illegal 
to leave a child unattended in 
a vehicle. 

Fennell said when she finds 
children left unattended, she 
waits until the parents return 

""rhe other day a man said, 
'well the baby was sleeping,'" 
she said '"Sometimes people 
put their own convenience in 
their defense." 

The proposed law (rom the 
Kansas Senate reads, "Causing 
harm to another person by mo- 
tor vehicle is leaving a child 
seven years of age or younger 
unattended in a motor vehicle 

unattended' means not ac- 
companied by a person 12 
years of age or older " 

Sharon Wolff, child care li- 
cense surveyor for Riley Coun- 
ty, said she and others educate 
day cares about the heat before 
the high temperatures begin 

In fact, Wolff said day cares 
must abide by stale laws and 
regulations

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Kansas may face bedbug risks 

With 1 reported case, medical officials seek to educate public

Sleep tight, don't let the 
bedbugs bite 

But bedbugs have been bit- 
ing some people, said Ludek 
Zurck, professor of medical 
entomology. 

"Bedbugs have been mak- 
ing a comeback," he said. "The 
number of cases was down - 
they were almost eliminated, 
but over the las I few years the 
number of cases has gone up 
again There have been cases 
in 27 states in the past two 
years, with one case in 
Kansas." 

A possible explanation is 
international travel. Zurek 
said. 

"In many Asian countries, 
the problem was never re- 
duced," he said "They arc 
transported to the United 
States by people in their lug- 
gage." 

If someone sleeps in a hole) 
room infested by bedbugs, 
they can then transport them 
to their homes in their own 
luggage, Zurek said 

"A good prevention is good 
sanitation and thorough clean- 
ing," he said. 

People with <i bedbug infes- 
tation can also use an extermi- 
nator to get rid of the prob- 
lem 

Ravi Sachdeva, vice presi- 
dent of American Pest Man- 
agement, said the Manhattan 
store has treated for bedbugs, 
and that there arc several ap 
plications to do so.

Besides applying an insecti 
cide, he said, there arc other 
ways to treat for an bedbug in 
feslation 

One method is giving a heal 
treatment which entails raisinjt 
the temperature of the sur 
roundings to 130 degrees in a 
controlled environment. 

"For example, if a mattress 
was infested, instead of apply- 
ing an insecticide, we'd put it 
in a controlled environment, 
such as an oven like machine 
which is capable of holding the 
temperature at 110 degrees for 
a period of 68 hours," he said 
"That temperature is high 
enough that they'd die of dehy- 
dration or of the heat" 

Sachdeva said if a person 



thinks they have a bedbug in- 
festation, they should get an in- 
sect specimen so the extermi- 
nator can identify which kind 
of bedbug it b 

"There are several different 
kinds of bedbugs, they come 
from different sources." he said. 
"So they require slightly dififer- 
ent types of treatment " 

Bedbugs are very small, 
brown, nocturnal insects and 
are blood feeding insects at all 
stages of development, Zurek 
said. 

"The bedbug, or cimex Icc- 
tularius, feeds on human 
blood," he said "They can live 
on the blood of cats and dogs 
for a while, but they really need 
human blood 

"They are only active at 
night," he said. "If you suspect 
an infestation, turn on the 
lights and you will see them 
running to hide" 

The signs of an infestation 
are very specific, Zurek said 

"They produce an odor - 
it's a very distinct, sweet odor 
produced by the fecal material." 
he said. "There will be dark red 
spots on the bed sheets from 
the feces." 

Common household pesti- 
cides are of no use to bedbugs 

"Pesticides are much more 
specific now," he said "They 
don't control against bedbugs." 

Despite their feeding habits, 
bedbugs do not carry disease 

"Bedbug don't transmit any 
pathogens that we know of, but 
some people may iiave skin re 
actions or u rasli," he said

Tens of thousands of olive 
clad soldiers stood in neat 
lines at a Pyongyang rally as a 
speaker called for increased 
"battle readiness against Amur 
ican imperialists" 

Women in colorful dress 
and children wearing red 
scarves sang songs and danced 
on streets decorated with flagn 
and flowers. 

The festivities, carefully 
choreographed by the Stalinist 
regime, came as Kim upped 
the stakes in negotiations with 
the United Stales and other 
countries over the North's nu 
clear weapons program 

North Kurea says it will 
give up its program only if 
Washington guarantees the [Py- 
ongyang regime's security by 
signing a nomiggression treaty 
and providing badly needed 
economic aid. 

The United States insists 
that North Korea first scrap its 
nuclear program 

As Kim watched, Ihe 
Supreme People's A.'sscmbly 
adopted a statement backing a 
recent government announce- 
ment to "keep and strengthen 
its nuclear deterrent force as a 
just self defensive means li> 
repel U.S. pre emplive nuclear 
attacks," the North's official 
news agency KCNA said 

The parliament then "decid- 
ed to take relevant measures," 
KCNA said without elaborat 
ing 

Representatives from the 
United States, the Iwo Koreas, 
)apan, China and Russia met 



in Beijing last week to discuss 
ways to end the nearly year- 
old nuclear crisis, which start- 
ed when American officials 
said the North admitted hav- 
ing a nuclear program in viola 
lion of international agree- 
ments 

After the Beijing meeting, 
China. North Korea's only 
remaining major ally, said all 
six countries agreed to contin- 
ue talking. 

But the North later said it 
no longer had "interest or 
expectations" for future lalks 
and would build up its nuclear 
capabilities. 

It was unclear whether 
North Korea intended to 
boycott the lalks or simply 
escalated its rhetoric to elicit 
U.S. concessions 

The North also has been 
careful in describing its 
nuclear capabilities, saying it 
has a "nuclear deterrent force" 
hut not elahoraling 

Some US officials believe 
North Korea may have 
one or Iwo atomic bombs and 
could build several more in 
months 

North Korea's envoy to 
the Beijing talks warned that 
the reclusive state might 
test a nuclear device to prove 
its capabilities, a U.S. official 
said cm condition of 
anonymity 

When North Korea enters a 
crucial negotiation or engages 
in a confrontation with the 
outside world, its leaders 
orchestrate huge rallies and 
other public outpourings ol 
loyalty for Kim

"The raise in minimum 
wage will be great for the 
students, but it will cause 
for cutbacks by campus em- 
ployers," sold Beverly^ Tol- 
bcrt, public service adminis- 
trator for Career and 
t'.mploymenl Services 

Cutbacks by employers 
have yet to become a big 
issue 

Last year's budget in- 
creases forced employers to 
let go of a few workers, 
which means this increase 
in wages will not cause 
major employee cutbacks. 

Although not everyone 
took part in the decision to 
raise the minimum wage, 
some still have an opinion 

"It wasn't a decision our 
office made," said Tanya 
McGee, associate director 
of Student Financial Assis- 
tance 

'Although it is something 
that needs to be done 
nationally, we (K-State) 
have decided to be proac- 
tive at the state level ' 

Nationally there has yet 
to be a mandatory mini- 
mum wage increase ol such 
a drastic measure, she said. 




Kansas students' ACT scores still higher than national average 

High school student s scores remain high, but participation, average composite scores see slight declines

The percentage of Kansas 
students participating dropped 
by one-tenth of a percent due 
to a higher graduation rate, ac- 
cording to recently released 
slate records. 

Tlie Kansas State Depart 
mcnt of Education recently re- 
leased the resulu of 2005 ACT 
scores for Kansas high school 
students. 

Kathy Toelkes, director of 
communication for the KS- 
DOE said there was also a 
slight drop in the average 
score for state students, she 
said 

'At this point, there is noth 
ing to get up in arms about," 
Toelkes said "With the small 
drop we're still well above the 
national average It's a statist! 
cal thing from the increase in 
the number of students taking 
the test. The percents were 
down, but the numbers went 
up." 

Composite scores were 
down just one-tenth of a per 
cent to 21 5 This is higher

than the national average of 
20 8 The participation rate for 
Kansas high school graduates 
was 75 6 percent, which is 
much higher than the national 
average of 40 percent 

"When we look at Ihe per 
formance of students in other 
states with similar statistics, 
Kansas is very high,' Toelkes 
said "More kids ec|Uals lower 
scores" 

The ACT test is a popular 
standardized test used by 
many universities to determine 
the ability of applicants to per 
form well The ACT is the pre 
ferred test for admissions in 
Midwestern universities, al- 



though standardized test 
scores are just one of many 
factors determining admission 
eligibility 

"For the Kansas Board of 
Regents universities, students 
can score a 21 or above on the 
ACT to meet admissions re- 
quirements," said Susan 
Brinkman, director of admis 
sions at Emporia State Univer- 
sity. "Students can also gradu 
ate in the lop one third of 
their class or earn at least a 
2.0 in their core curriculum " 

She said students can also 
meet admission requirements 
by transferring 24 hours from 
a community college with a 
grade point average of 2 or 
more. 

The requirements are 
basically the same for oul of 
state students, she said, with 
the exception that they must 
earn a 2 5 on their core 
curriculum 

Toelkes said the "core or 
more" curriculum is availabk- 
for Kansas high school 
students, and it focuses on 
subjects and classes that the 
Board of Regents looks at for 



admissions Students enrolled 
in this curriculum tend to 
score higher on ACT and SAT 
tests, she said 

When students do not meei 
academic admissions ret)uirc 
mcnts, they can still be consid 
ered fur admission to one of 
ihe Regents' universities 

"All Regents schools also 
have a 10 percent window for 
when a students academic 
ability does not meet these re 



quirements," she said 

The determining factors are 
unique to each of the six Re- 
gents universities, but 
Brinkman said ESU has a 
committee that looks at each 
sludcnl individually 

"They might look at a stu- 
dent's extra curricular activi- 
ties or have students write a 
letter - basically an admis 
sions letter - outlining acade 
mic goals," she said

The area approved for high- 
density housing covers 22 
blocks between North Manhat 
tan Avenue on the west and 
North Ninth Street on the east 

In its decision, the planning 
board denied recommenda- 
tions by the City Commission 
to expand the area approved 
for high-density housing as far 
as North Juliette Avenue on 
the east. 

Ockcrt Pourie, senior plan- 



ner for the city, said this mu 
tion would help maintain and 
conserve Manhattan's older 
core neighborhoods At the 
same time, this would provide 
affordable housing fur students 
close to the campus 

Fourie said that his office 
dues not expect the demand 
for student housing to increase 
in the next few yean 

"According to the universi- 
ty's office of planning and 
analysis. K-State enrollment 
will show no significant in- 



crease over (the current num 
her of about I 22,000," he said 

At the same time, Pourie 
said demand for family hous- 
ing is projected to increase in 
the next few years. 

In a vote 2-'i. the planning 
board denied the proposal to 
delay renming of the five 
blacks adjacent to North Man- 
hattan Avenue until the associ 
ation completes the master 
plan of this territory.

This worked well for pro 
feasors, but the freedom to 
schedule classes this svay was 
creating ccmflicts for under 
graduate students, Spear*, 
said

starting times would differ by 
20 minutcH or so - (he stu- 
dents would end up having 
difficulties scheduling the 
classes they wanted." she said. 



The new policy calls for 
standardised class (imes 
across (he univenity for two 
(tiain reasons msmimizing use 
of general use classrooms and 
minimizing (he conflicts stu- 
dents run into when setting 
up their class schedule 

Spears said general use 
classrooms are nnrmally large 
lecture halls that are used by 
all colleges and all depart 
nients With no standardized 
class meeting times, these lee 
lure halls were left vacant for 
hours at a time because of 
differing class starting limes 

"llie real issue is that I he 
university is very, very tight 
on general classroom space - 
there's just not enough of it," 
she said "The faculty adjust- 
ed the times to fit themselves, 
which would work if this 
were a small university wilh a 
lot of space, but it's not."

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RCPD Dive Team pulls stolen car out of Big Blue River 



Investigation underway to determine nature of the theft

The Riley County Divt 
Team was called in to pull a 
!it(j|en rar uiil of the Big Blue 
River on Thursday iiftcrnuun 

Representatives from the 
Riley (.'((unty Police Depart 
nuni believe the car was 
stolen earlier this summer be 
fore being pushed into the riv 
cr near a remote stretch uf the 
Btp Blue, just north of Knox 
Place on Manhattan's far 
northeast side 

Police sources said stolen 
cars are commonly driven into 
rivers or lakes 

Divers helped recover the 
rid four door Hord Escort after 
two residents reported seeing 
the partially submerged car 
while hiking near the river 
Wednesday night ITie car was 
visible because of the recent 
drought that has lowered the 
river's level 

The divers were assembled 
early Thursday morning. At 



about 12:30 pm, (hey hooked 
a chain from a tow truck tu 
the car, allowing the wrecker 
lo pull the vehicle out of the 
water 

Once hooked up, it still 
took nearly an hour to get the 
car completely out of the wa- 
ter. The car was weighed dtiwn 
with mud and was near a steep 
stretch of the river's bank. 

Sgt ftichard Pink, leader of 
the dive team, said at least 
three divers are used on all re- 
covery operations. 

"We use a primary diver, 
back-up diver and a '^0 percent 
diver," he said. 

Pink said the 90 percent 
diver suits up except for their 
mask and is ready to go into 
the water in case of an emer- 
gency. F.ach diver also has a 
partner standing on the shore 
line to make sure the dive goes 
smoothly. 

Fink said the group consists 
of nine members of the HCPD. 
which keeps the county from 
having to bring in divers from 



another location 

"Calling a team is really ex 
pensive Having our own team 
is cost effective." he said. 

The dtve team is budgeted 
from a drug seizure fund creat- 
ed from drug seizures in Riley 
County Fink said the teams' 
police vehicles include two 
sport utility vehicles taken in 
local drug seizures 

"All seizures go into a 
seizure fund thai funds the 
dive team and saves tax mon- 
ey," Fink said 

The car hod no visible li- 
cense plate number, but police 
will attempt lo recover its ve- 
hicle identificatiun number 

The car is being treated as a 
crime scene Fink said police 
will try to obtain fingerprints 
after giving the vehicle time lo 
dry out 

'it's not common to find 
prints in this situalitm, but it 
does happen," he said 

I'ink said the car was the 
dive team's third vehicle re 
coverv in 2005

diocese, former priest, 
claiming sexual abuse

men are suing the Kansas City 
St loseph Diocese, a bishop 
and two priests for sexual abuse 
I hey say they suffered more 
than two decade.s ago 

An a Homey lor Kenneth 
f.aiides and a second man idcn 
tified only by the initials DLB 
said Thursday she expects to 
file more lawsuiLs against fur 
iner Kansas City priest Hugh 
Miinahan and others, possibly 
in the fall 

l^ndes. r>f California, claims 
he was sexually molested by 
Monahan between 1982 and 
m«7 DLB, who still lives in I he 
Kansat City area, says he was 
molested between 1475 and 
1 974 

The lawsuit filed T'hursday 
in lackson County Circuit 
Court claims the diocese knew 
Monahan was abusing children 
and transferred him to several 
parishes during his 2t> years 
with the diocese because of the 
misconduct 

Monahan served in eight 
parishes within the diocese be- 
tween 19e>9 and 19M9, said Re 
becca M Handles, a Kansas 
City attorney who filed the law 
suits 

"We have information that 
leads us to believe there was 
knowledge by the diocese," 
Randies said 'Most priests stay 
in the same area and are nut 
moved around so much" 

I>I>B's suit alleges that the 
diocese agreed lo pay for men- 
tal health counseling after he 



took his claims t< t a diocese re- 
view board in 1999, then re 
ncged aller 1 2 ses.sions between 
DLB and a psychologist re 
fcrrcd lo him by the diocese 

DLB was 1 1 when the abuse 
began, and Landes was 1^, ac 
cording to the lawsuits Both 
men are seeking unspecified 
compensatory and punitive 
damages 

Named in the lawsuits arc 
the diocese, Monahan, the Kev 
I'airick f{ush and Bishop Kay 
niond |. Boland. 

Monahan lefl the diocese 
and the priesthood in 1989. lie 
is believed to be living in Boca 
Raton. Ma , but lawyers and the 
diocese said they have not been 
able to hack him down 

Hush, vicar general of the 
diocese, said the diocese first 
received sexual abuse allega- 
tions from Ijindes' family in 
November 1990, the year after 
Monahan left. At thai time. 
Rush said, Landcs was not will- 
ing to communicate ^ith the 
diocese Other abuse allega 
tions surfaced in 1999 and 
2002. Rush said in a written 
statement 

Randies, who filed the law- 
suits on behalf of Landes and 
f)LB, said b<ith men didn't real 
i/c they had been abused until 
recent years 

The suits claim the lives of 
both men were ruined because 
of Mona ban's abuse, and both 
suffered extreme psychological 
damage 

Randies declined to say 
whether there had been any 
settlement negotiations with

To stay in accordance with 
the mission stalement, the cen- 
ter also of/ers a dropout recov 
ery and prevention agreement 
with the local high schools. 

"This program gives our stu 
dents an opportunity to go back 
to school and accomplisti 
something thai may help them 
out for their entire life," Stanley 
Cole, director of the program, 
said 

To help those who are inter 
ested in the program, lessons 
are offered via internet The 
center itself, 415 Lincoln Ave 
in Warn ego, houses several 
computers (or the purpose of 
assisting students with Iheir 
lessons. 

There is no restriction on 
the length of lime available to 
complete a lesson or any sub 
ject in its entirety. 

Cole said he thinks it is 
more beneficial for people to 
work at their own pace 

"The majority of our stu- 
dents take advantage of our of-

K-State's new Sufeltide pro 
gram has been so popular that 
students aren't always able to 
get a safe ride when they need 
it 

"People aren't getting a ride 
just because it's available," 
Gayle Spencer, coordinator of 
student activities, said at Thurs 
day's Student Senate mcetitig 

She said the service's usage 
is steady throughout its hours 



of operation, but it is busiest 
between I and 5 am 

"llicrc are more calls than 
cabs." she said, "The lines are 
busy - people can't even get 
through to tlic service." 

Spencer said each cab will 
take as many people a» it can, 
but the average cub is only tak 
ing two people The cab service 
cannot use vans because of lia- 
bility issues, she said 

"We sat down to look at our 
budget to see if we could add 
more cabs, but there's no mon 



ey available," she said. 

To add more cabs, the ser- 
vice would need about $5,000 
more each semester, she said 
Currently the service is budget- 
ed at about $79,000 each sc 
inester, which averages to about 
S2 per student 

"The service is still pretty 
preliminary,' she said "We're 
only in the first two weeks of 
operation" 

At the K-Statc Salina cam 
pus, a Safe Ride program began 
a trial period in fanuary. said 



Doug Zerr, Manhattan relations 
chair for K-State-Satina's Stu- 
dent Senate The service shut 
down in May with the end of 
the spring semester, he said 

"Last Ttjesday we had our 
second SGA meeting We're 
trying to pas? legislation to get 
SafeRide back up and running 
by Sept 1 0." he said 
"It was a phenomenal success 
The benefits outweighed the 
cost to students It's a legacy 
from the previous Senate that

Kansas hunting 
season begins 
this weekend

In the early morning sky. a puff of 
feathers slowly falls to the ground 

Then it follows, spiraling toward the 
earth after being plucked from the sky by 
a 12 -gauge shotgun The opening of hunt- 
ing season is here and ii all starts with a 
small, slow bird - the dove 

With Ihe start of Ihe hunting season 
last weekend, hunters all across the stale 
will pull on I heir camouflage and pick up 
their guns, venturing into a field with a 
group of people, hoping to gel lucky 

"Some days you gel your limit, other 
days you gel nothing," said Ben Stocke- 
brand, sophomore in agribusiness, who 
came away with two doves Thursday 
morning 

In the following weeks, two mure sea- 
sons will open for licensed hunten Un 
Sept 13 Ihe Early Teal (duckl and Muz 
zlcloader Deer Seasons will open in 
Kansas. 

Kansas hunters will cover the coun 
tryside to hunt their prey of choice 

"I hke to shoot deer, because they are 
such a large largel," Brandon Sager. 
junior in mechanical engineering, said 

The state of Kansas has leased one 
million acres of land from private proper 
ty owners to use as walk in fields that 
hunters may use without permission of 
the land owner 

Otherwise, hunters must ask permis- 
sion to hunt on private property 

A county atlas of the locations of Ihe 
walk-in fields is available at any license 
vendor. 

Hunting licenses are available 
throughout Kiley County and cost $ltt.50 
for basic resident hunting 

"In order to get a license, anyone born 
after [uly 1, 1957 is required to pass a 
hunter safety course," said Steve Field, 
district supervisor of Ihc Kansas Depart 
mcnt of Wildlife and Parks. [>aw Enforce- 
ment Division 

Along with the basic license to hum 
ducks and deer, there is an cKtm cost in 
the form of duck stamps and deer lags 
The stamps and tags limit Ihe number of 
game one hunter can lake home 

There are several variations of deer 
lags, but the most popular is the antler 
deer lag This tag allows only one

Bridges' career turned out to be a 
great one although for ihe most part he 
has flown under the radar Another one 
of his great parts was that of Lightfoot 
from the 1974 movie ' Thunderbull and 
Lightfoot" 

The acting was so great it garnered 
Bridges a best supporting actor nomi- 
nation for the job he did alongside 
Clint f^astwoud and George Kennedy 
("Airport " and "The Naked Gun ' se- 
ries) 

"Thunderbolt and [jghlfoof is also 
extremely underrated as a great Clint 
Eastwood movie It's |us( as good as 
"The Good, the Bad and Ihe Ugly" and 
even belter than "Dirty Harry" 

Kastwood stars as Thunderb<jlt, a 
former bank robber who's posing as a 
preacher in a country church lie's hid 
ing from his former partners who 're 
convinced he stole all the money from 
their last job. $500,000 from the Mon 
tana Armory 

Fleeing a church service after being 
shot at with a shotgun Thunderbolt 
runs into Bridge s character. Lightfoot, 
who's driving a stolen T-Bird Lightfoot 
is a flashy, 20 something playboy with 
a real talent for getaway driving. 

The two buddy up and »pend the 
next day womanizing and forcibly 
swapping cars wilft squares all over 
southern Montana 

That is, until they run into Thunder- 
bolls old partners. Red Leary and Ed- 
die Goody played by Kennedy and Ge- 
offrey Lewis ("Maverick" and 
"Midnight in the Garden ol Good and 
F.vil") Before Leary and Goody can 
kill tlie two. Lightfoul convinces them 
to rob the Montana Armory again 

So, like most heist movies, the four 
get straight jobs while (hey plan the it 
out. Along the way there's naked 
women, belligerent children and Gary 
Busey. 

It's given that as a heist and Clint 
Eastwood movie, there is going to br 
plenty of gratuitous violence. 

However, it's the ^reat dialogue that 
makes this film stand apart from a 
generic heist movie like something 
Steven Soderbergh would do The dia 
log is as good as those in. The Big 
Lebowski," "Fear and Loathing in Las 
Vegas " and "Pulp Fiction ' 

In the first half, 'Thunderbolt and 
Lightfoot" drive around like John Tra

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Plasma donations puts money in 
students' pockets, gives needed aid

Sometimes, Nate lacobs 
is strapped for cash 

lacobs. senior in fi 
nance, said he has donated 
his plasma for money 30 
to 40 times to ZLB Plasma 
Services in Manhattan 

"One summer ( was in 
Manhattan for a four-week 
Course and couldn't find a 
job for that short period." 
he said. "I Hved off of $45 
a week from donating 
plasma." 

He said the process is 
easy and relatively painless 
" although it does take 
time. 

"The first time, it takes 
three to four hours for 
blood tests and urine 
tests," Jacobs said. "Then 
they hook you up to the 
machine to take your 
blt)od for an hour, hand 
you a check and you're 
done." 

Donors earn $20 lor

$25 for the second dona- 
tion within a week, Sherry 
Shefelton, physician at 
/LB, said 

After the first week, 
donors are paid based on 
their weight because the 
amount of plasma that can 
be drawn depends mainly 
on the size of the individ- 
ual, Depending on size, 
donors can earn $120 to 
$140 per month, she said. 

Shefelton said the 
process is easy and safe. 
but it can take a while to 
go through because of a 
screening process. 



"New donors must go 
through a free physical be- 
fore they donate," she said. 

There are few risks, she 
said, and most are similar 
to the risks faced when 
donating blood. Donors 
are tested to make sure the 
plasma has enough protein 
and to make sure veins are 
suitable to donate, 

"I'ew donors experience 
problems because of the 
screening process," she 
said 

"A lot of druiors say the 
finger prick to check the 
blood is the witrst part " 

During the process, 
blood is drawn from the 
body and a machine scpa 
rates plasma, the watery 
pari of the blood, from the 
red blood cells 

The red blood cells are 
then returned to the body, 
Sfiefclton said. 

The plasma is then used 
to make vaccines for ra- 
bies and other diseases 
and to make medications 
for children and adults.

His father and grandfather 
were both coaches who in- 
spired him to follnw in their 
footsteps 

"My dad coached for over 
35 years," Webb said "He defi 
nitely influenced me and 
showed me how to cuach." 

Webb said he believes he 
serves as a father figure to his 
team. When the head coach 
rips into one of the players, 
Webb often will approach the 
boy afterwards and serve as a 
voice of reason, 

"I will tell him that he 
should be glad coach was up- 
set," Webb said. 'Some kids re- 
spond well to that certain tactic 
and others don't 1 try to assure 
them that coach wants to get 
the most out of them and I do 
too." 

That was apparent Wednes 
day when Manhattan defensive 
end Ray Spencer came out of 
his stance early in a punt for- 
mation When Spencer came 
off the field he was greeted by 
his angry head coach Webb 
later approached him, put his 
arm around his shoulders and 
demonstrated what he did 
wrong. 

Spencer said having a 
younger coach like Webb 
around has been good fur the 
team. 

"He has helped myself and 
the other defensive ends out an 
awful lot," Spencer said "I 
think it is good that he is 
younger because we under- 
stand each other and can see 
eye to eye on a lot of things ' 



Craig Lauppe is a freshman 
defensive end at Manhattan 
High who agrees that Webb's 
age is an advantage. 

"I feel more comfortable 
asking him curtain things than I 
do some of the older coaches," 
t.auppe said 'We know he is 
stilt in school and feel he can 
relate to some of our problems" 

Not all of the students who 
take up assistant coaching do it 
at the high school level 

David Richard, senior in ele 
mentary education, is a coach 
for the Manhattan Area Root- 
ball Association's traveling scv 
enth grade ['anthers. He, too, 
has an intense desire for coach- 
ing 

"I love the competitive na 
lure of it," Kichard said "I 
strive to turn Ihc kids on to the 
way the game is to be played by 
showing them the correct 
techniques, so that they can 
enjoy sports as much as 1 did" 

Richard has been involved 
with coaching for the past 8 
years In addition to coaching 
football, he also has coached 
track at Eisenhower Middle 
School 

Even at a young age. coach- 
ing is something Kichard knew 
he always wanted tu do 

"Since middle school I al- 
ways wanted lo be around 
sports," he said "When my time 
to compete came to an end, 1 
knew I wanted to transition in- 
to coaching." 

Richard believes there is 
more to coaching then just 
teaching sports 

"I believe a coach should be 
a role model and a friend." he 



said "We need to be there 
when they need something and 
serve as a parent figure who 
fosters learning Cur his team" 

Kichard runs his seventh 
grade full contact football team 
the same way a high school or 
college team would. 

'We try to prepare the boys 
for what they will experience in 
high school We watch film, 
scout teams and run our prac- 
tices the same way a high 
school would We are serious 
about teaching them and 
preparing them for what is to 
come," Richard said 

Jesse Warren, senior in edu 
cation, is an assistant with 
Richard on the Panthers team 
Although the two coach for 
free, Warren says coaching has 
rewards that money cant buy 

"When wc started coaching 
these guys none of them had 
played a down of tackle foot- 
ball before," Warren said "We 
have seen them grow and de- 
velop into league champs. Their 
improvements were absolutely 
amazing Being a part of that 
development is pretty cool" 

Webb. Richard and Warren 
all hope to he head coaches 
one day They feel the experi- 
ences they have will help them 
achieve their dream Receiving 
credits h a bonus, but all agree 
they would have done it any- 
way 

"It is what 1 love," Richard 
said 

"I just hope lo have a coach- 
ing position someday that al- 
lows me to live my life and 
continue to help kids grow as 
athletes and people."

"We are Rghting that enemy 
in Iraq and Afghanistan today, 
so that we do not meet him 
again on our own streets, in 
our own cities." 

Since the end of the war, 
more Americans have died in 
Iraq than were killed during 
the war. The overall death 
count is 287 - 149 since May 
1 

The violence - including 
four major bombing attacks in 
a month - has raised alarms 
about Bush's handling of Iraq 
Republicans and Democrats 
alike have urged Bush to 
change course and seek more 
troops and money from other 
countries 

Queitions also have been 
fueled by the administration's

Pressed by Democrats and 
Kepublicans alike for a 
pricelag for Iraq.

Appealing to Americans' pa- 
triotism. Bush said the United 
Slates has "done this kind of 
work before [following World 
War 11, we lifted up the defeat 
cd nations of japan and Gcr 
many and stood with ihem as 
they buill representative gov- 
ernments We committed years 
and resources to this cause." 

He said US strategy in Iraq 
has three objectives "destroy- 
ing the terrorists, enlisting the 
support of other nations (or a 
free Iraq and helping Iraqis as 
sumc responsibility for their 
own defense and their own fu- 
ture." 
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News and World Report placed 
K-State in the third quartilc 
among doctoral degree gradu 
ates, Zaber said All other col 
leges in the Big 12 were in the 
top two quartile rankings. 

"This is the way K-State is 
widely viewed," ^.aber said "I 
believe we're close to greatness, 
but witli a few strategic im

Regardless. Wefald said he 
believed the university will he 
able to overcome its adversities 

"Wc solve problems - not 
tomorrow, not next week, but 
wc try to solve problcnis today."

Guns can be source of safety, 

recreation; accidental deaths 

don t justify strict control 



1 am nol going to base my argument against gun control on the 
Second Amendment of our Constitution, but rather on the effect 
legal civilian ownership of Hrearms has on our scKiety 

Virtually everyone hunts or knows someone who hunts I myself 
shoot recreationally at a pistol range when I am in Kansas Oty. 
Shooting, for me, is a form of stress reUef It 
requires discipline, locm and, at the same time, 
relaxation 

However, recreational shooting is about as 
sigmficant an argument to the pro-gun 
conlrulten as a woman s right to control her 
body is to the pro-lifera The primary 
ai^ginncnls from the control side are ttiat 
civilian owned fireanns promote crime 
and thai they kill kids 

One pro-gun argument is that 
privately-owned firearms are an effective means of self-defense and 
a deterrent to crime and that they are not a significant cause of 
child death. 

lliough it is true that guns play a part in the accidental deaths of 
children and that in past years firearms have played a role in 
schoolyard massacres, the National Safety Council reported in 2000 
that more children under age 15 died by accidental 
drowning (800, with 550 between 3 and 14) than 
by accidental discharge of a firearni (80). 
According to the National Center for 
I iutation Statistics, for the seven-year 
nod of |uly 1. 1992 to |une 30, 1999, 358 
people died a violent death at 

school, 255 between 5 and 
19 years old.

We cannot blame the gun for the violent acts of our nation's 
youth, bul what of guns and violent crime ^ Contrary lo popular 
liberal thought, firearms actually reduce violent crime 

Bff<irc Rorida passed its concealed cany laws in 1987 the 
murder rate w as 40 percent greater than the national average After 
the law was passed, the murder rate in Florida dropped lo near the 
national average. 

Criminals are opportunists and less willing to approach a victim 
that could be anned. By granting its citizens the right to carry a 
firearm, the state of Honda actually reduced its mttrder rate and 
made its citizens safer 

Furllicrmure, guns are nut jusl a deterrent but also an effective 
means of self-defense According lo the 1995 study "Armed 
Resistance to Crime; The Prevalence and Nature of Self Defense 
with a Gun," each year guns arc used between 2 and 25 milUun 
times to fend oS an aggressor, often without the gun having been 
fired 

By conirast, the National Crime Victimization Survey found guns 
were used in 847,652 violent cnme incident* in 1992. the highest 
crime rate prifir lo llie 1995 survey Guns do more grH>d than bad, 
and where the law allows concealed carrying, guns reduce crime 

For children, fireamis are not a signiricant cause ol death 

More kids die by drowning than by misuse of a firearm, and 
ccjmpared lo the number of limes each year a gun is used lo defend 
oneself the number of lives saved by possession and use of a firearm 
more than justifies the handful uf lives lost in accidents 

By owning firearms we decrease our likelihood of being a victim 
and grant our^.'lves the means to defend our families

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Recording industry files lawsuits for downloading 



K-State blocks 
downloading of 
songs; hundreds 
sued nationwide 
for sharing files

The recording industry filed 261 
lawsuits Monday, accusing individuals 
of illegally downlnadinf; and sharing 
songs over the Internet 

The Kecurding Industry Association 
of America filed the federal lawsuits on 
behalf of its members, iricluding Univer- 
sal Music Group, Simy Music, and 
Warner Music The KIAA said that more 
lawsuits are expected, and the l«>tal 
eventually might rt-ach the thou<iand^< 



K- State's campus Internet service 
blocks the access of these file sharing 
networks, such as Kazaa and Mor 
pheus 

Harvard Townsend. director of 
Computing and Network Services, said 
the network ban began in May 2000, 
when Napster wiis the main tool peo- 
ple used to share files 

"Back then, you could either let 
people do what they wanted and in 
crease the connection to accommodate 
that, or you tould limit the non acadc 
mic uses to allow for the academic 



ones," Townsend said. "It was killing 
our Internet connection, and legiti 
mate use of the networks was flooded " 

He said that in addition to the fact 
that K- State doesn't have the money to 
accommodate these non -academic 
connections, it refuses to support their 
illegal actions 

According to the RIAA, the individ- 
uals sued Monday were sharing an av- 
erage of 1,00(1 copyrighted songs each 
- a number that isn't considered out 
rageous among college students 

Alex BIccha, freshman in business, 



said he has at least this many songs on 
his own computer 

"As far as I'm concerned," Blecha 
said, "if CDs weren't priced as high as 
they were, it would be better off. I'd 
buy CDs if they were $10, but 15 or 20 
- that's way too much" 

The music industry blames this 
downloading activity for the 31 per- 
cent decline in compact disc music 
sales in the past three years

File- sharing 
penalties won't 
end exchanges 

The penalties threatened against 
online file sharers are too harsh and will 
not stymie peerto-peer exchanges. 

The Recording 
industry Association 
of America filed 
charges Monday 
against 261 people for 
sharing copyrighted 
music. Earlier state- 
ments had said the file 
sharers could be fined 
as much as $150,000 
per song. 

The charges were 
filed against people 
who shared, on 
average, about 1 ,000 songs. 

Instead of fighting the inevitability of 
file sharing, artists and record labels 
need to turn the situation into a 
profitable opportunity. 

Some, including 10 Mile Tide and 
Tech N9ne, have decided to uUli/.c file- 
sharing programs to their advanlage. 

Upstart bands' goal is to be heard - by 
allowing the free flow of their songs, the 
hands can gain name recognition and, 
ullimalely. more popularity and 
increased record sales. 

When more artists and record labels 
come to grips with the fact that file- 
sharing can be a new outlet from which 
to distribute their product, they can 
change their marketing and make the 
situation profitable.

"I don't miss things with 
City Commission because thai s 
why I was elected, and I 
promised the community I 
would fulfill my commitment 
there," Everett said, 

"In this position, you short 
change your children 'h recital 
and school events. You try U> 
make it up to them, but you 



can't add that type of logic that 
you have to be in a meeting 
when your daughter or sun 
wants you to be at something" 

City Commission responsi 
bilities - researching agenda 
items and attending board 
meetings - take up a minimum 
of 10 hours a week, but some 
weeks lake much more lime, 
Everett said 

"You have lo block out spe 
cific times you arc committed 
to," he said, 

"I'm City Commission, you 
have noihing else you can do 
but do that task. You have to 
block out the time and make 
sure that ntithing else is intcr- 
feriti);" 

Commissioner Bruce Snead 
has been juggling his time be 
tween elected office and his job 
at K- Stale for eight years lie is 
fortunate, he said, that his day 
job is more flexible than most 

"My position at engineering 
extension involves adult educa 
tion and workshops that are 
ofl campus and across the Mid- 
west and tile country, so my 
schedule is up to me," Snead 
said. 

In his e.i(perieiice, Snead 
said, his time commitment to 
Commission can be as little as 
10 hour; a week to as much as 
40 

"It really docs depend,' he 
said 

"When you start being a 



commissioner - your first two 
years you spend a lot of time 
reading and coming up to 
speed. After being on the Com- 
mission for eight year^, the ex 
pcrience reduces the learning 
time ' 

As mayor, Mark Taussig not 
only has to attend City Com 
mission meetings, but he als<i 
serves on boards for the li 
brary, law enforcement and 
Chamber of Commerce in ad 
dition ttt steering committees, 
city /county and intergovem 
mental meetings fie appears 
on two radio shows as well 

flis compcnsaliim is $10(1 a 
month before taxes, 

All of that is in addition to 
his university job as a land 
scape architect in (he Division 
of Facilities and the father of 
five children 

"It is really tough because 1 
have a job to do here at the 
univcrsiiy, just as all the other 
commissioners have jobs." 
Taussig said 

"And then we have the 
Commission duties, which, as 
mayor are much more than as 
a commissioner We can't back 
off from thai, either A lot of 
times it IS the family that gets 
hurt in the process" 

Those sacrifices mean talk 
ing In his wife on the phone 
more than in person, missing 
events featuring his children 
and not being home for sup 



per every evening, he said. 

Snead has served as mayor 
twice and has experienced 
Taussig"s mayoral workload. 

"You jusi have to make 
choices," he said "Being may 
or is a once in a lifetime op 
portunity I have been furtu 
nale to do it twice and will do 
it one more time. It takes 
making choices and doing the 
best you can to balance." 

In scheduling his out-of- 
town meetings as well as fami- 
ly vacations, Snead said he 
tries lo miss no more than two 
Tuesday night meetings in a 
row 

"I try and minimize the 
number of meetings that 1 
miss and work with the sched- 
ule of topics to try tu make 
sure t am here for very impor 
lant and critical meetings," he 
said 

Fverell said that despite his 
sacrifices, he has no regrets 

"1 have no regrets with run 
ning for office, but 1 feel at 
times sad that I miss out on 
some of the kids' events," he 
said

Whether it's a flat lire or 
an emergency, K State Police

A new help station has 
been placed on the sidewalk 
between Memorial Stadium 
and the K State Alumni Cen 

tCT, 

"This is the same type of 
phone with a different look,"' 
Fred Damkroger director of 
Telecommunications, said 
"TTiey are much more visible" 

'Ilie blue pole is ahoul 
eight feet tall and the blue 
stnibc light on top helps po 
lice identify emergencies 
mure quickly 

'When you push the but 
ton, the blue strobe light goes 
on, and if a police officer is 
in the area ihey can respond 
quicker because they see the 
light," Damkroger said 

Even if there is nol an of 
ficer in the immediate area, 
the help station is a direct 
line to campus police. 

When someone picks up 
the phone it rings into dis 
patch, and an officer is imme 
diolely dispatched,' said 
Richard flerrman, K State 
Police lieutenant and patrol 
commander 

This new help station is 
identical !o all emergency 
phones on campus in alt 



ways except appearuncc 

Ed Heplig, director of 
maintenance at Ihe Division 
of Facilities, said ihe new 
look will help students recog 
nizc the phones more easily. 

"I1iey are better lighted 
and more visual," he said. 
"Safety is what they are look- 
ing for and this one is easier 
to see" 

The tiew phone might look 
nicer, but at Sl.OOO each, 
Damkroger said, the older 
phones will work just fine for 
now 

" If the old phones start 
giving us trouble, we will 
start replacing them, but they 
really aren t used very much," 
he said 

Herrman said the phones 
aren't just tor emergencies 
and campus police urge stu- 
dents lo use I hem for any 
number of problems. 

"'The phime is for help, 
not just emergencies," he said. 

"As long as people consid- 
er them for emergencies only, 
Ihey aren't going to be used 
as much'" 

Damkroger said the 
phones should he used for 
common t lungs that affect 
each of us 

'The police wani students 
to use them for an^lhing, for 
example if they need a ride 
or if their ear is broken," 
Damkroger said

Legislators 

want details, 

support funds 

for Iraq war

WASHINGTON, DC, - 
Both Republicans and De- 
mocrats preditled Monday lliat 
Congress will approvt- the $87 
billion President Hush wants 
for Iraq and Afghanistan, but 
they said approval wun't be as 
speedy as las) spring and law 
makers will demand details 

With relentless American 
casualties, a paucity of allied 
support and a realization that 
the adniinJslralion undrrcsti 
mated the operation's price tag, 
lawmakers seem emboldened 



to play a stronger role in shap- 
ing the measure than they did 
when they quickly approved an 
initial S79 billion package in 
April 

Legislators of both parties 
seemed ready tu use Bush's 
proposal as an opportunity to 
ask detailed questions 

Democrats juxtaposed the 
proposal with Hush's npposi 
tion lo added funds for Ameri- 
can schools and other domestic 
programs. They also voiced 
doubt that even $87 billion - 
nearly triple the Homeland Se 
curity Departmenl's total budj* 
el - would be enough 

"Already facing a nearly 
half Irillion dollar dcricii. 

American la-tpayers deserve I" 
kntiw hrm' this spending will 
affcci our ability lo address the 
unmet needs in our own coun- 
try." said House Minority 
Leader Nancy Pelosi, DCalif. 

"This may nut be Vietnam, 
bui boy it sure smells like il.' 
.Sen Tom Karkin, D Iowa, said 
on I lie Senate floor. "And every 



time I see these bills coming 
down for ihe money, it's tosl 
ing like Vietnam, too " 

Other Democrats, like Sen 
Edward Kennedy of Massachu- 
setts, were preparing lo de 
mand ihul as a condition for 
I he money. Uush would have 
to tell Congress his assessment 
of the size the U.S. military 
commitment lo Iraq and 
schedules for removing Aineii 
can forces 

An amendmeni seeking such 
tonditionv seemed unlikely to 
pass the Senate But a could 
give Democrats an opportunity 
to spend lime criticizing Bu.sh's 
Iraq policy a year before the 
presidenlial election 

Uemocrals were not alone 
in seeking answers 

Hepublican Rep !^ach 
Wamp of Tennessee said, "Its 
a huge number, and Congress 
needs lo step up to its constitu 
lional responsibility to vet the 
request and put as many ques- 
litms to the president as we 
can " 



Wamp said he wanted ways 
to measure progress in rebuild- 
ing Iraq and would push for 
U,S. investment there to be 
partly repaid by revenue raised 
by Iraq's oil industry. 

Kcpublican leaders, hoping 
to lay the groundwork for 
speedy work by the GOP- run 
Congress, expressed support 
for the president's plan 

Senate Majority Leader Bill 
f'risl, R Tenn. said the proposal 
'warrants the support of Con 
gress " And House Appropria 
tions Ctimmittee Chairman Rill 
Young, R Fla , whose panel 
will help write Congress' vcr 
iion, said he would "aggressive- 
ly expedite Ihe president's re 
quest'" through ihe committee 

Bui in a foreshadowing that 
il would take lawmakers longer 
than Ihe three weeks Ihey

U.S. officials still unsure of bin Laden's whereabouts

ISLAMABAD, I'akisiim - 

Nearly two years after the 
Sept. 1 1 attacks, Pakistani 
troops have begun moving - 
gingerly - into a remote tribal 
belt where Osama bin Laden 
and other al Qaeda fugitives 
might be hiding 

But officials say they have 
no evidence the terrorist mas 
termind is there, and a brief 
militan,' foray last week came 
up empty handed Bin Laden. 
they say, has melted into the 
mountains 

'It has been a lotig lime 
since we have heard anything ' 



about bis whereabouts, said 
Brig Javed l(|bal Cheema. who 
IS head ot the Interior Min 
istry's crisis unit is in charge of 
cooperating with the Liniled 
Slates in the war t>n terrorism 
We have received no electron 
ic intercepts cjr anything to in- 
dicate where he is " 

Under intense pressure trom 
both the United States and 
Afghanistan. Pakistani troops 
have reluctantly moved into 
several tribal areas in the ultra 
conservative North West Fron 
tier Province uicluding 

Wa/irislan and Mohmand, 
hunting lot al Qaeda and Tal 
iban fighters. 

The government has histori 



cally esereiscd virtually no con 
trol over the areas that border 
Afghanistan, where ethnic 
Pasivlun tribes have maintained 
a fierce independence for cen 
turies Pakistani Iroops rarely 
venture off mam rc»ads, part of 
an agreement worked out with 
tribal elders 

In Bannu. a tribal city on 
the edge of Wa;:iristan, a rock 
et attack late Friday greeted a 
contingent of Pakistuiu soldiers 
that helicoptered into the liny 
airport The three rockets, 
with a range of about ) 5 miles. 
were likely fired from within 
Wa/irtstan, said Nawaz Khan, 
a Bannu police official in 
volved in the investigation 



"They were most probably 
rited from the tribal area," said 
Khan The rockets struck emp- 
ty land on the airport grounds 
and caused no damage 

American intelligence offi- 
cials believe, as they have for 
months, that bin Laden is in 
the mountainous region along 
the border of Afghanistan and 
Pakistan His chief deputy. Ay- 
man al-Zawahn, is thought to 
accompany him. 

"The fragrance of the 
"flower' is occasionally smelled 
.. but the flower itself has not 
been seen in a long tintc,"' he 
said, referring to bin t.aden 
"Nobody knows with certainly 
where (he) has gone ' 



U.S. demands action 
against war from 
Palestinian leader

WASHINGTON. DC. - 

Secretary of Stale Colin 
Powell insisted on Monday 
that any new Palestinian 
prime minister make a com- 
mitment to fight terror and be 
given control over security 
forces lo get the job done. 

But on Ihe West Bank, 
Ahmed Qureia, the likely suc- 
cessor to Mahmoud Abbas. 
who quit in a showdown for 
control with Yasser Arafat, 
said he would face an impossi 
ble situation if Israel did not 
comply with its obligations 
under a US backed road map 
for peacemaking. 

'Fhc Bush administration 
gave a little ground on this 
front "f)ur goal is to move 
forward with both parties un 
der the road map," State Dc 
partment spokesman Richard 
Boucher said. 

But Powell, his spokesman 
and the White House all de 
dared ending terror was the 
first priority They gave no in- 
dication they would ease up 
on Qureia 

Powell, after a meeting with 
.Spanish Foreign Minister Ana 
Palacio. said "We hope thai 
however it tunis out. whoever 
the prime minister is, and I 
would suspect il is going lo be 
Abu Ala, that he will make a 
commitment to fight ternirism " 

Palacio, for her part, said 
'terrorists and peace cannot 
go together" and that was why 
the European Union decided 
to put Hamas on a terror list 
and try to choke off its fmanc 
ing 

This weekend. Powell tele- 



phoned Israeli Foreign Minis- 
ter Silvan Shalom, and on 
Monday made a flurry of calls, 
including one lo Nabil Shaath, 
the Palestinian foreign minis 
Icr, the senior Kuropeun 
Union diplomat |avier Solana, 
French Foreign Minister Do- 
minique de Villepin and Ital- 
ian F'oreign Minister Franco 
I'rattini, whose govemmenl 
holds the presidency of the 
Ruropean Union, 

The road map was pre- 
pared by the L'niled States, 
the United Nations, the Euro- 
pean Union and Russia. Even 
before Abbas stepped down, 
Powell said last week that 
progress in implementing it 
was slow 

Boucher, summarizing the 
adminislralitm's message lo 
Ihe Palestinians, said "forward 
movement with continued ter 
rorist activity by Hamas and 
other terrorist groups is simply 
not possible " 

'Hamas and such groups 
oblilerale the hopes for peace 
and the possibility of two 
slates living side by side in 
peace and security," Ihe 
spokesman said 

Still, to an extent, the ad- 
ministration kept some distance 
from the power struggle within 
the Palesliiiian movement 

This is an internal matter 
among the I^ileslinian peo- 
ple," While House spokesman 
Scott McClellan said Monday. 
"Our focus is vn the inslitu 
lion of Ihe prime minister and 
the power that it has " 

McClellan also said "il will 
be critical that the new cabi- 
net continues to press for re-

While you might still be 
searching (or yourself, for an in- 
formation thief, your identity is 
no longer a question It is a col 
lection of a dozen multi-digit 
numbers that can be used as 
passwords to your current sav- 
ings and future earnings 

According to the 2003 Peder 
al TVadc Commission survey, al 
most 10 million Americans - 4.6 
percent of the population - fell 
victim to identity theft in 2002. 
and the crime appears to be on 
the rise Criminals steal social 
security numbers, driver's license 
numbers, credit card numbers, 
ATM cards, telephone calling 
cards, utilities billing inf urina- 
tion, and even such data as date 
of birth and death 

According to www Wliden 
titythefl.com, 893 Kansans re 
ported experiencing one or more 
cases of identity theft in 2002 

Leading among identity thefts 
in Kansas are credit card fraud 
(38 percent of the identity-relat 



ed crimes), and phone and utility 
fraud (24 percent). The largest 
number of victims - about 16 
percent - was reported in Wi- 
chita, followed by Overland 
Park with nine percent of vic- 
tims. 

Here's how 

1, Do not carry extra credit 
cards, your social security num- 
ber or other personal documents 
and IDs with you, except when 
needed. 

2 Do not use your SSN as a 
driver's license or ID number 

3 Review your credit card, 
bank, phone and utilities state- 
ments on a monthly basis. 

4 Notify your credit card 
company tmraediately if your bill 
is incorrect or if your card is lost 
or stolen. 

5. Be extra cautious while 
shopping online Double check a

can be expected to pay for ed 
ucational expenses, based im 
income. Moeder said Al- 
lowances are taken out ol the 
income total to account for 
cost of living expenses, other 
children in the family, retire- 
ment and for the cost of state 
and local taxes 

"Tax tables needed to be 
adjusted," he said. "By lower- 
ing taxes, the allowance taken 
out for taxes in the EFC dc 
creased, thereby increasing 
the amount a family can be 
expected to pay (or education- 
al costs The result is fewer 
students receiving Pell Grants 
An estimated 84.000 students 
nationally will no longer be 
eligible'

thoriife the budget for educa- 
tion by Sept. 30, which will 
dclermine the funding (or stu- 
dent financial aid Several 
representatives in Congress 
are introducing legislation to 
stop the changes introduced 
by the Kducaliun Department. 
"The Pell grant is a unique 
program that allows thou- 
sands of students across the 
country to go to college," Luh- 
man said "As long as a stu- 
dent meets eligibility the stu- 
dent is guaranteed from $200 
to the maximum $4,030, 
based on the EEC and enroll- 
men! status. Members of Con 
gress are working to stop the 
changes that will result in 
thousands fewer students be- 
ing eligible (or the aid pro- 
gram"

"The graduate students, who 
are very bright, arc recruited bv 
the individual departments (hat 
have research projects going 



on," said Ken Holland, assistant 
provost uf international pro 
grams. 

"Some of the best students 
in the world are recruited to 
come and do research while 
completing their master's de- 
gree or doctorate. Many of the 
unde'graduates come lo learn 
Knglish or just to get a degree" 

The reason K-State is home 
lo so few international under 
graduate student<> is the cost. 



Holland said 

"When you're coming to the 
United Slates, say. from India, 
where the standard of living is 
much tower, $6,000 in tuition 
alone is very expensive," he 
said "You would have to be 
from a very well-to-do family 
to be able to afford it. 

Graduate students, on the 
other hand, are given some in 
centives lo study at K-Stale, 
Holland said.

KANSAS CITY, Kan ~ An 
American Indian tribe that 
opened a downtown casino 
more than a week ago violated 
federal law hy modifying a his- 
torical landmark. Kansas Attor 
ney General Phill Kline said 
Tuesday 

At a news conference in 
front of City Hall, Kline also 
said the Wyandotte Nation of 
Oklahoma did nol complete 
j the process necessary to gain 
I approval for a gaming site form 
the Natitmal Indian Gaming 
Commission. 

Kline said he has asked the 
commission to close the new 
j Wyandotte 7 th Street Casino, 
; which opened Aug 28 in nar 
j TOW trailers attached lo a reno 
vated Masonic Lodge building 
across the street Irom City Hall 

"The evidence that we have 
at OUT disposal indicates that 
federal law has not been com- 
plied with," Kline said 

He said he has notified the 
Iribe that it must provide evi 
dence of modifications it made 
to the building and whether it 
received the necessary approval 
to do so He also wants the 
tribe lo allow his investigators 
to inspect the facility 

If the iribe dues not comply 
with those requests hy Sept 18, 
Kiine said he would file a civil 
lawsuit the following day 

Kline also threatened to file 
suit against the federal govern 
mcnt if the Indian Gaming 
Commission does not investi- 
gate whether the tribe followed 
the Indian Gaming Regulatory 
Act when it opened the casino 
Kline, who believes the tribe 
did not meet those require- 
ments, gave the commission 
until Oct 10 to meet his re 
quest. 



"The law must not be 
mocked," Kline said. 

The tribe referred all calls to 
its attorney, David McCullough 
of Oklahoma City, wiio did not 
return a phone coll seeking 
comment. A person who an- 
swered the phone after hours at 
the Indian Gaming Commis 
sion in Washington, O.C., said 
the woman who could answer 
questions about Kline's allega- 
tions was gone for the day. 

The cramped casino, next to 
the tribe's historic Huron 
Cemetery, established in the 
tH40s. offers aboul 150 bingo 
games, "pull lab" games and a 
variety of eiectronic pull tab de- 
vices that look and play fike 
slot machines 

The US Interior Depart- 
ment ruled in June that the 
tribe's downtown land was eli- 
gible for federally licensed 
Class II gambling activities, 
which allows such games. 

rhe Iribe for years has 
threatened to open a down- 
town casino as leverage to 
force approval of its preferred 
plan For a larger -scale casino 
and resort at The Woodlands 
racetrack in Edwardsville or 
near Kansas Speedway in west- 
ern Wyandotte County 

Ihe Kickapoo Tribe and the 
Sac and Fox Nation also have 
proposed building a tribal casi- 
no about one mile west of the 
Speedway 

The state Legislature has 
consistently denied the Wyan- 
dntlc Nation's requests, while 
the Unified Government of 
Wyandotte County and Kansas 
City, Kan , had supported the 
tribe's effort. That support be- 
gan to erode last Oclober when 
the Iribe, citing treaties from 
Ihe 1850s, filed a federal claim 
to nearly 2,000 acres of indus- 
trial land in the Fairfax district 
of Kansas City, Kan

Students balancing 
work, school should 
get special treatment 

With the recent tuition increases, I can unly 
imagine the difficult financial situuljons that 
many students are facing this year, 

According to 
the K-Statc Uni 
veraity Web page, 
there are more 
than 7,000 students 
who have on cam 
pus jobs. 

Although 1 
was unable to fmd 
any statistics 
about how many 
K- Slate students 
have off-campus jobs, I'm going to assume that 
it is at least equal to the number with oncam 
pus jobs. 

There is a sigritficant number of students 
who are holding down jobs while attending K 
State Many of these students put in more than 
30 hour^ a week at their jobs in order to pay 
for their rent, car insurance and groceries. 

I have heard countless stories of financial 
aid that did not rise to match increased costs 
this year. For some, the only available option is 
to simply work more hours in order to nind 
their educational pursuits. 

Professors need to be aware o( this situation 
Only one of my five professors this semester 
asked students to share information about their 
n on -educational obligations Many professors 
express willingness to accommodate students 
with "special needs." but most students inter 
prct this as only pertaining to those who have 
physical disabilities. 

Special allowances need to be made for stu- 
dentji who carry a full lime class load while 
working 50 or more hours per week 

Let's imagine a student who is enrolled in 
12 credit hours and works 50 hours 
per week If this student spends 
Iheir days in class and Ihcif 
evenings at work, then when is 
homework supposed to be com 
plcted^ 



The only option is to replace sleep with 
studying, sacrifice their social lives and let 
things like laundry sit incomplete on their "to 
du" lists. 

Professors should encourage students to 
come to them when they arc having a difficult 
time completing class assignments due to their 
work schedule. The student and faculty mem- 
ber could work out a solution to the problem 
that lightens tbe student's stress load without 
sacrincing the content of the course. 

One possible option would be to allow a 
student extended deadlines for assignments 
Professors also could schedule exams and due 
dates for the beginning of the week so students 
have a weekend to catch up. 

Even making attendance allowances for 
working students could be effective if the time 
was made up through one-on-one meetings 
with the professor or by utilizing K State On- 
line. 

Now, I know someone will read this and 
want to scream at the injustice of making al 



lowances for working students. Why should 
some people receive special treatment? 

My response is simply because it is already 
unequal 

Students who are lucky enough to have the 
opportunity to live the carefree life of the job- 
less should be tfianking their lucky stan that 
they can afford the life of luxury 

I do not think it is fair that so many stu- 
dents are able to coast through life due to their 
parents' substantial incomes. 

Education is supposed to be the mechanism 
by which a person can improve their station in 
life Does this concept work if a student's per- 
formance in school is affected by their need to 
financially support themselves^ 

Obviously, there are people who would try 
to lake advantage of a system that assists work- 
ing iiiudents This pitfall could be avoided by 
standards and regulation 

If the student is required to submit pay stubs 
or other evidence to prove that they work a 
significant number of hours, then abuse of the 
system could be easily deterred. 

The system simply would be attempting to 
make up for the failings of fmancial aid 

Although I would not be among those who 
would be assisted by the system 1 propose, I do 
not feel like it would offer other students any 
unfair privileges 

Instead, I am thankful that my situation 
gives me the privilege to limit my hours at 
work in order to focus my energy and 
attention on my education

)ayson Kaus began invest 
ing when he was 16 years old 
Now the financial consul 
tanl for AG Edwards and 
Sons, Inc. in Manhattan en- 
courages young adults to do 
the same. 

"The younger you slait, the 
more oppoilunity you have lo 
create over the long haul," 
, Kaus said. 

'„ "I would encourage college 
students to look into it and 
get involved and star! invest 
ing as soon as they can" 
It comes with a price, 
J though, and Kaus said a num 
ber of college students typi 
cally don't have the time or 
. money to begin investing 

And many don't want to 
take the risk 

Lloyd Thomas, professor 
of economics, said he ob 
served many students invest 
, ing - namely Internet day 
I trading - throughout the 
1990s, when the market was 
thriving 

Then a stock market crasti 
came and the investing came 
to a hah, Thomas said 

"They were making some 

money at first, then when the 

crash came, I think some of 

them lost their money and 

decided to stop," he said. 

, "They got burned, so they 

* thought they shouldn't be do- 

r ing that" 

Now, Thomas said he sees 
a different story from five to 
10 years ago 

"Ever since the bubble 



burst, students disappeared," 
he said 

"Probably, most of them 
don't have the funds to do it " 

According to the College 
Investors Web site, however, 
students can begin investing 
with a small budget and some 
time, 

The Web site gives tips on 
how to invest with minimal 
funds, such as opening a on- 
line brokerage account and 
saving money in everyday liv- 
ing 

Kaus said college students 
also have the option to set up 
a meeting with a financial 
consultant, where they can 
obtain further information 
about the stock market and 
investing. 

"I ask them a lot of ques- 
tions about understanding of 
the market, risk tolerance and 
how much they can handle," 
Kaus said 

We talk back and forth 
and come up with some 
ideas." 

Most importantly, Kaus 
said, is that college students 
need to do their research and 
be prepared when meeting 
with a financial consultant. 

Try to have a basic under- 
standing of the equity mar- 
kets, debt markets and how 
the banking system works so 
you can compare the different 
financial markets and you 
can have a meaningful discus- 
sion," he »aid 

Kaus said it's easiest for 
college students to begin with 
mutual funds, which usually 
start at S250 to $500 with ad

Bonds, on the other hand, 
usually are a $5,000 mini 
mum investment with trans- 
action costs, he said 

"You're only investing in 
one stock, so it's a little more 
risky," Kaus said 

Students also can buy an 
index share, which is a share 
of the overall market, Thomas 
said 

"Instead of buying stock in 
a particular company, you 
could diversify," he said 

"Then you're getting a 
piece of the overall market 
and taking less risks" 

Kaus said that if students 
have the time to wait, invest 
ments tend to see significant 
increases over a longer period 
of time. 

"1 think the biggest task a 
college student has is time," 
he said 

"The longer you're in the 
market, the more wealth 
you'll accumulate."

A group billing itself as 
"Friends of Baylor" countered 
the senate's action - acadc- 
mia's severest form of criti- 
cism - by announcing it has 
raised $300,000 for a public 
relations campaign lo defend 
Sloan and the scandal-ridden 
university 

The opposing messages 
come amid mounting pressure 
from some circles for Sloan, 
who has headed the world's 
largest Baptist university lor 
eight years, to step down 

The 26 fi vote of no confi 
dence came after the faculty 
senate met for mure than 
three hours. 

"1 don't think we can begin 
to convey how difficult a deci- 
sion this was for all of us," 
said Chuck Weaver, a member 
ot the senates executive com 
mittee "This is something that 
has cost us all a tremendous 
amount of sleep." 

In its motion, the faculty 
senate said the ouster request 
wasn'l motivated by personal 
animosity toward Sloan 

The motion cited a climate 
of fear under which anyone 
considered disloyal to the ad 
ministration risked losing 
their job, hope for tenure or 
other benefits 

|oe Cox, the faculty senate 
chairman, said the motion 
cites the "deeply polarized 
and relationally paralyzed 
Baylor community" under 
Sloan's presidency.

Ultimately, the power of rock might 
not be strong enough to save this 
room The aforementioned "Chris" is 
missed by someone; is he dead like all 
the others r" 

Couldn"t "having multiples" just as 
easily mean ""excruciatingly painful 
head traumas" as "earth shifting or 
gasms"? In the room with the desk 
that asks "Have you whacked a seal to- 



day '' the only things certain are 
death, pop quizzes and an unidentifi- 
able (albeit mild) stench 

Something, for certain, is happening 
in Kedzie 216 Something has been 
slaughtering students in this classroom 
at the end of the hall for at least two 
decades 

The dates are obituaries written in 
bas relief - "2- 1 -80," 11-14-89," ""6-10-

University and local law enforce- 
ment officials refused to comment on 
the Kedzie crypt, as the writings on the 
desks are probably not theirs.

House defies threat of veto, votes 
to ease sanctions on travel to Cuba

WASHINGTON, DC - 
The House defied a ihrcalened 
presidential veto Tuesday in 
moving to lifl lour decade old 
restrictions on Iravel to Cuba 
Lawmakers also voted lu lift 
the caps on money thai can be 
sent 10 Cuban households 

The restriction on visits lu 
Cuba, said Rep |e(f Flake, R 
Ari?., is "not only ineffective, 
it curbs the basic American 
freedom to travel and to ex- 
port American ideals and val- 
ues" 

The 227-188 vote to open 
travel to Cuba was not as de- 
cisive as a similar vote last 
year, a reflecticjn of the Castro 
government's crackdown on 
political dissidents in recent 
months. 

It's unconscionable after 
the arrest of close to 80 dissi 
dents, said Cuban- American 
Rep lleana Ros Lehtinen, R 
Fla , "to be here seeking to re 
ward the dictatorship (or its 
deplorable action" 

There traditionally has been 



support in the House for lift 
ing the embargoes on trade 
and travel to Cuba, but moves 
in that direction have been 
thwarted either in the Senate 
or by the White House 
House-Senate negotiators re- 
moved the travel provision 
from a spending bill for this 
year's budget, also because of 
an administration promise to 
veto the bill 

Lihing sanctions now, the 
White House said in a state 
mcnt. "would provide a help 
ing hand to a desperate and 
repressive regime at the ex- 
pense of the Cuban people" 

House Majority Leader 
Tom Delay, R-Texas, opposed 
the amendment "Pidel Castro 
- thief, murderer and tyrant - 
is I he only Cuban who will 
benefit from this amendment," 
he said 

The Cuban measures were 
part of an $t<<).5 billion bill to 
fund Transportation and Trea 
sury Deparlmeni programs in 
the budget year starting Oct 
1 

The bill, heading (or House 
pa.tsage, includes S3 3.8 billion 



for highway spending and 
meets the president's request 
of $900 million for Amtrak 

It also includes u 4.1 per 
cent cost-of-living raise for 
civilian and military federal 
employees, an action that in 
effect also guarantees that 
members of Congress will re 
ceive a 2 2 percent raise to 
more than Si'SS.OllO a year 

The Treasury Department 
says about 160,000 Americans, 
half of Ihem Cuban Americans 
visiting family members, trav 
eled to Cuba legally last year 
Humanitarian and educational 
groups, lournulists and dipio 
mats also can visit the island 
Thousands of Americans also 
visit illegally, by way of third 
countries, risking fines and 
imprisonment. 

The administration earlier 
this year proposed new rules 
to restrict people to people 
educational e.uhanges. saying 
Iherc was a need to stop de 
ceptiun by groups whose only 
purpose in going to Cuba was 
tourism 

Rep )im Davis, D-Calif., 
who said he had supported the 



overall travel restrictions in 
the past, proposed an amend 
nient to stop the administra 
lion from enforcing the new 
lighter rules, saying they could 
curtail many important ex 
changes. 

President Clinton expanded 
the people to-people program 
in lanuary lyjQ 

Rep William OelahunI, D- 
Mass , also won 222 196 ap 
proval of an amendment to lifl 
the caps on remittances to 
families in Cuba 

"Dollars from American 
relatives can make a huge 
difference in the quality of 
life for a Cuban family," he 
said 

Opponents argued that the 
Castro government siphoned 
oH the money to bolster its re 
pressive and an ti -American 
policies 

Currently, Americans are 
limited to sending $300 a 
quarter to a Cuban household. 
Visitors to Cuba can carry 
$300 each for up to 10 house 
holds 

The Senate has yet to take 
up its version of Ihe bill

Lawyers for the RIAA said Bn 
anna's mother, Sylvia Forres, 
contacted them early Tuesday 
to negotiate 

'We understand now that 
file sharing the music was ilk- 
gat," Torres said in a statement 
distrihutcd by the recording in 
duslry 

Brianna added: "1 am sony 
for what 1 have done. [ love 
music, and don't want to hurt 
the artists 1 love " 

The case against Brianna 
was a potential minefield for 
the music industry from a pub 
lie relations standpoint The 
family said they mistakenly be 



lieved they were entitled to 
download music over the Inter- 
net because they had paid 
$29,99 for software that gives 
them access to online file-shar- 
ing services 

The top lawyer for Verizon 
Communications Ine charged 
Tuesday during a Senate hear 
ing that music lawyers had re- 
soTled to a "campaign against 
12 yearuld girls" rather than 
trying to help consumers turn 
to legal sources for songs on 
line Verizon's Inicrnet sub- 
sidian,' is engaged in a protract- 
ed legal fight against the RIAA 
over copyright subpoenas sent 
Verizon customers.

Liberian peacekeepers ease battle

CAREYSBURG, Liberia - 
West African peacekeepers 
look a crucial step toward se 
curing Uberia s peace Tuesday, 
making their first major move 
into the volatile countryside 
and brokering a cease-fire to 
end the latest battle between 
rebels and government troops. 

flighting erupted early Tucs 
day when rebels attacked and 
overran Kakals, 40 miles 
noriheast of Monrovia, said 
Col Theophilus Tawiab of 
Ghana, the peace force's chief 
of staff 

About 650 soldiers from 
Guinea Bissau arrived just out- 
side Kakata as the two sides 
traded fire Tlie contingent's 
Nigerian operations thief and a 
senior commander from 
Guinea Bissau then met with 
leaders in Ihe clash, negotiating 
an end to the battle 

"Our chief of operations in- 
tervened The fighting has 
ceased and the people are de 
ployed," Tawiah told The Asso 
ciatcd l*ress, referring to peace- 
kecpera. 

After the fighting eased, the 
peacekeepers moved into the 
town in armored cars and 
trucks 

Peacekeepers rounded up 
the rebels, who had briefiy lak 
en control of Kakalu. loaded 
them onto tnicks and trans- 
ported Ihem to their base at 
iubmanburg - passing over 
miles of government -he Id roads 
without any reported incident 

At least three rebel soldiers 



were wounded in the skirmish, 
along with two civilians includ 
ing a woman in her 30s The 
woman, whose house had )>een 
hit by a moriar round, was 
wounded in one fool 

Two trucks loaded with 
peacekeepers - an advance 
team preparing for the arrival 
of the larger force - had slept 
in Kakata overnight The rest of 
the force arrived later Tuesday. 
None of the peacekeepers fired 
weapons during the fighting, 
lawtah said. 

Unrest and large-scale 
refugee flows have plagued 
Liberia's countryside despite an 
Aug, 1 8 peace deal between the 
government and rebels 

The deployment to Kakata, 
delayed for several days, 
marked ihe peace force's firsl 
major push outside the capital 
since they arrived more than a 
month ago. 

"We don't see any sign of 
peace People signed the peace 
dfjcument, bul they're not abid 
ing by it," said Johnson 
Williams, Q 41 year-old carpen- 
ter listening lor news on the ra 
dio about 10 miles south of 
Kakata 

At least 200 civilians fled 
Kakata on Tuesday, said 
Coralie l/tchelle, of the French 
aid group Mcdecins sans Pron- 
tieres. 

Liberian Defense Minister 
Daniel Chea insisted the peace 
force 'must be firm against any 
cease-fire violations " 

Speaking at Careysburg, a 
crossroads 20 miles south of 
the fighting, Chea said "the at 
tack today is a test-case for 



their resolve " 

Both sides in Liberia have 
been accused of staging attacks 
or spreading rum{)rs uf fighting 
lo scare residents from towns 
so fighters could loot and steal 
food without interference 

West African soldiers landed 
in Monrovia in early August, 
bringing calm to the capital af 
ter 2 1/2 months of fighting 
that killed over 1 ,000 civilians 

Until now. peacekeepers 
have largely kept lo bases in 
and around Monrovia, sending 
only small teams on brief mis- 
sions lo the countryside 

In Washington, State De- 
partment spokesman Richard 
Boucher said he did not think 
US Marines would return to 
Monrovia despite renewed 
fighting between government 
(orces and rebels 

"I don t think that's really an 
issue at this point," he said. 
"The West African (peacekeep- 
ing) troops have been restoring 
security in Monrovia. Non- 
governmental organizations 
and UN agencies are operat- 
ing there again." 

The West African peace force 
is expected to reach its intended 
full strength of just over 3,500 
soldier! Wednesday with the ar- 
rival of 250 troops from Benin. 

The United Nations is sup- 
posed to take over the peace 
mission in the coming months

Suicide bombers strike 
twice in Israel, killing 10

JERUSALEM - Twin sui 
cide bombings killed al least 
10 people in Israel on Tues- 
day - striking a bus stop 
crowded with Israeli soldiers 
in a Tel Aviv suburb and a 
cafe in a Jewish neighbtirhood 
of ferusalem. 

The attacks underscored 
the collapse of US -backed 
peace efforts. 

There have been about 100 
suicide bombings against Is- 
raelis over the last three years, 
but rarely have two attacks 
been carried out on the same 
day Both bombers also died 
in Tuesday's blasts, which 
happened hours apart and 
wounded about 15 people in 
the Tel Aviv suburb ol Kishon 
Letzion and about 40 in 
Jerusalem. 

There was no claim of re- 
sponsibility fur either attack 
But Hamas members praised 
the first bombing, in Kishon 
Let/ton The Islamic militant 
group had been expected to 
avenge Israel's attempt on the 
life of its spiritual leader on 
Saturday.

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Task force targets world hunger 

Chairman plans to reduce hunger by 50 percent in next decade

Ninety-two percent of those 
have not been the victitn of a 
flood, drought or war 

Pedro Sanchez, co-chair 
man of the Hunger Task Force, 
prcsenled a plan to reduce 
world hunger by 'iO percent by 
the year 2015 ai a lecture 
Wednesday afternoon, spon 
sored by the Department of 
Agronomy 

The task force is part of (he 
Millennium Project, originally 
itarted by the United Nations, 
aimed to reduce problems in 
eluding health, education, 
hunger and disease. 

Concentrating his efforts 
on Sub-Saharan Africa, 
Sanchez said the solution to 
the poverty problem is con- 
centrating efforts on building 
up each country's agricultural 
systems 

"We have to balance and 
play on one side with issues of 
poverty and hunger," he said, 
"and the environment on one 
side We have to do something 
better" 

Many of the hunger prob 
lema in Africa can be traced 
back to poorly- managed farms 
and unavailability of re 
sources. While the Green Kev- 
ulution of the l^feOs - a plan 
to increase the variety of 
crops grown on small farms - 
increased crop yields signifi 
cantly in Asia, the Middle 
East and Latin America, the 
efforts had very little effect in 
Africa 

The reason. Sanchez said, 
is soil fertility depiction Nu- 
trients are being taken from 
the soil by farmers during 
crop harvest but are never re- 
turned, creating weaker crop 
yields each year 

White food donations and 
global aid are generous oilers, 
they are only useful to the 8 
percent of the hunt;ry who are 
in that condition due to a cat- 
astrophic event, he said 

Instead, local farmers need 
to be utilized and taught lo 
grow crops that will bring in 
more profit 

Task force members have 
identified three main entry 
ways to begin solving the 
hunger prt»blem, begirniing in 
the hunger holspols, where 
more than 20 percent of 5 
yearoldii are underweight 
The first is providing 
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September I Ith Remembrance

schotil lunches in Africa's pri- 
mary schools using locally 
grown food Meals are not 
served in schools, and chil- 
dren go through the day with 
nothing to eat or drink 

By providing meals, 
Sanchez said the task force al 
so hopes more children will 
attend school, especially girls 

"If you educate girls you 
have a belter chance of con- 
trolling their reproductive 
rights and slowing down pop 
ulalion growth," Sanchez said 

Local farmers would be en- 
couraged lo grow a wide vari- 
ety of crops including vegeta- 
bles, maize and Iruils as well 
as owning dairy cows Fann- 
ers would benefit financially 
and children would be proper 
Iv nourished, Sanchez said. 

"It's important lo get iheni 
into school lo ill least give 
them a chance physically and 
mentally,' he said 

The second en try way is by 
making rural markets work 
for the poor hy providing crop 
storage, farmer co-ops, better 
infrastructure and refrigera 
tion capabilities. 

Finally. Ihe hunger problem 
cannot he solved without an 
increase in agriculture pro 
duction through soil teriility 
and water management, 
Sancheie said. 

Ferliliiing fields is not an 
option in Africa, where prices 



are as much as six times the 
cost in Ihe United State* 

"The price of fertilizer is 
astronomically high because 
of transportation costs," 
Sanchez said 

Instead, farmers can use 
agrof ores try by planting tree 
fallows, which are high in 
necessary nitrogen nutrients, 
between rows of crops. The 
trees also provide fire wood, 
decreasing the amount of fe 
male labor 

Women in Africa are ex 
pected to lake care of farming 
as well as collecting Ihe wood 
for the fire, Sanchez said.

Treatment, not imprisonment best for drug users 



The industry supporting drug 
use is lo blame, not the addicts 

Kansas law recognized this last 
March whh Senate Bill 123 Now. 
the effort to treat users and punish 
trafTickcre and dealers will go into 
effect in less than iwo months 

The drug user treatment bill re 
quiring offenders to participate in 
and successfully complete a com- 
munity based, ccrtiried drug treat 
ment program will go into effect 
Nov, 1 




Puriishniciil of offenders who 
possess drugs without intent to 
sell or distribute will tio longer be 
the prison system s problem 

State prisons and Iheir 
treatment programs are 
overwhelmed with drug 
possessiim offenders 

According lo the Sub- 
stance Abuse [ind Mental 
ffcallh Services Adminis 
tralion. "In imi. 15,000 
individuals received 
substance abuse 
trealnienl in federal 
pri.suns, 100.000 individuals re- 
ceived treatment in stale prisons 
and 34,000 individuals received 
treatments in jails." 

The dilemma lies in whether lo 
punish the addicts with prison 
terms due lo their illegal activities, 
which are a direct result of the ad- 
diction, and recovery is the only 
answer 

The cnmirjal juslice sys- 
tem is not I he place for treat 
ment T1ie responsibility lies 
in community-based assis- 
tance 

The drug treatment pro- 
grams are offered for both 
first- and second- lime drug 
possession offenders. 

These addicts have 
two chances to 
(Tompfele the 
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piogrum They will be sent lo 
prison for a third conviction 

This is not a new law across 
the nation or abroad and was long 
overdue for Kansas 

Froni an earlier report by 
the same organization cited 
;ibove, "In 2000, an esti- 
mated 4 7 million people 
.iged 12 or older - 2 1 per 
cetil of the lolal population 
- needed Ireatnient for an 
illicit drug abuse prob- 
lem." 

For whatever 
reason, there are millions of pen 
pie addicted to drugs They are the 
consumers of Illegal drugs brought 
in from all over the world and 
many end up in prison without 
the proper assistance they need 

Even with the fear of prison for 
the first time, or in most cases the 
second time or beyond, nol using 
is a larger fear for the addict If 
drugs do not devour their every 
thought, many of these addicts 
can live the productive life Ihcy 
crave. 

Without this law. taxpayer 
money is funding incarceration in- 
stead of the rehabilitation that ad- 
dicts deserve as human beings and 
members of society 

In community sellings and with 
a corrections officer to oversee 
them, the addicts can recover and 



gain their life back from the all- 
consuming drug world 

This lavs' includes anyone con- 
victed of drug possession only If a 
convict had a history of certain vi- 
olent crimes or of manufacturing 
or selling drugs, I hey would be ex- 
empt from the programs and given 
prison terms 

'I'he pris<3ii lerms are not the 
answer for addicts, even those 
who have served previous terms 
(or other crimes They are addicts 
and the problem can only be alle- 
viated by proper treatment 

Being punished for past crimes 
will not solve the current problem 

The drug market that feeds 
these addicts is ihe problem The 
need is filled by the dealers and 
traffickers These are I be real evil- 
doers and should be the target in 
drug-fighting efforts 

Addictions wilt decrease 
through the efforts of treatment 
programs and ihe targeting of 
dealers and traffickers 

Also, society will benefit from 
the alternative drug fighting focus 
and Ihe new contributions recov- 
ering drug abusers wilt make with 
ihctr second chance

increase in corporate flights 

"It's a little bit more," he 
said, "but it's not something I 
really keep track of because 
those flights come in at any 
lime of the day or night" 

The reason for the increase 
is the number rjf different rules 
and regulations for commercial 
flights, he said Also, commer- 
cial flight times usually are not 
conducive for corporations 

"Time is valuable," fohnson 
said, "If you can't get there and 
back in one day, it's usually 
pointless" 

He said the choice to buy an 
airplane mostly depends on the 
size of the company. 



"One reason to buy a plane 
is because it becomes an asset 
to tlie company," |ohnson said. 
"Generally speaking, it is more 
expensive to charter than to go 
corporate." 

Dennis Mullin, president of 
Steel and Pipe Supply Co , said 
the company uses its corporate 
plane often and it pays off 

"Anyone in the corporation 
who has a corporate need uses 
the plane," Mullin said "If t 
didn't think it would pay off, 
we wouldn't own one," 

He said they have been us- 
ing their plane more often, but 
this is out of necessity 

"We have used it more re- 
cently because we've had more 
business," he said "We've had 
no change in policy over the 
last several years. We still use a 
combination of corporate and 
commercial flights because the 
corporate plane isn't always 
available" 

He said the biggest inconve- 
nience about living in Manhat- 
tan is travel If you use com- 
mercial flights, you will have to 
stop at least once before you 
get to your destination 

'When you have customers 
from Denver to Indiana and 
North Dakota to Texas, you 
need a corporate plane," he 
said 



Concerns raised about the way 
Kansas is counting West Nile

WICHITA. Kan, - The 
state's cfaim that only 18 hu 
man cases of the West Nile 
virus have been found in 
Kansas is misleading and is 
keeping people from being 
tested for the disease, a Wichi 
ta doctor said Wednesday. 

State officials acknowledge 
that the narrow criteria used 
to record human cases severe- 
ly underestimates the number 
of Kansans who likely have 
contracted the virus - perhaps 
by thousands But a vast ma 
jority of those cases are mild, 
with many perjple not ever de- 
veloping symptoms. 

Nonetheless, Gov Kathleen 
SebeJius said Wednesday that 
health officials are evaluating 
the state's decision to record 
only West Nile cases that de 
velop into encephalitis or 
meningitis 

"There are issues under 
way right now about assess- 
ing whose taking the calls, 
how the cases are being 
counted and reported." the 
governor said at the State 
Fair "We want as accurate a 
figure as possible, and 
(health officials are) con- 
cerned that we figure out if 
it's being done properly and, 
if not, correct die protocol " 



Dr Tom Moore, an infec- 
tious disease specialist in Wi- 
chita, called the state's record 
ing only 18 cases "laughable " 

"It is misleading to the pub- 
lic," Moore said. "And that is 
disconcerting because a major 
ity of people Im speaking to 
arent taking precautions 
against the virus. They are 
very dismissive of West Nile, 
and that could be because they 
are hearing that it's very, very 
rare in Kansas" 

Moore said he has lost 
count of the number of West 
Nile eases he has treated this 
summer, but he has seen "easi- 
ly three doz.en cases in the last 
two weeks." He said most pa- 
tients - and some doctors - 
believe the headaches or 
fevers reported by the patients 
are simply the flu Headaches 
and fevers are among the main 
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symptoms of West Nile 

"Given the lack of informa- 
tion, because nobody is gath 
ering data on patients, there is 
no way to know how many 
have West Nile." Moore said 
"It is easily within the realm of 
possibility that several hun- 
dred, possibly thousands, of 
Kansans have symptomatic 
West Nile" 

Sharon Watson, a spokes 
woman for the Kansas Depart 
ment of Health and Environ- 
ment, said the federal 
government gave states wide 
latitude in how they count 
West Nile cases 

"There is a limited amount 
of resources for testing, and 
wc have chosen to use those 
resources in cases with severe 
symptoms and there are more 
benefits for the testing," Wat- 
son said.

"Statistics can be a strange thing,"

cently released by the NCAA, which 
discovered that graduation rates 
among Ihe NCAA's 1 17 Division I 
athletic programs are ihe highest they 
have been in almost 20 years 

The report tracked student athletes 
on scholarship over the course of six 
years beginning with the freshman 
class of 199b 

As of last week's ESPN/USA To 
day Top 25, K State had the seventh 
highest graduation rate among 
schools listed at '>? percent - six per 
cent above the national average for 
Division I football programs. 

"All I really know is. that it's sig- 
nificant to us.' Snyder said. "This 
program works extremely hard to ad- 
vance the education of the young 
people we have in the prtigram. if we 
can advance their education, then the 
degree is a byproduct of that. The im 
portant thing is an education The 
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Highest graduation rates of teams in the Top 25 of last 
week's USA TOOAY/ESPN Coaches' football poll 
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education that goes along with it 
(decree), that is really signiricani ' 

Tracking only scholarship athletes, 
the study did not monitor walk ons 
or players who took more than six 
years to graduate - he it for pursuit 
of a professional football career or 
otherwise 

Part of Ihe success Snyder has had 
with graduating players is due to a 
program instilled upon his arrival in 
1989 called Second Wind 

The prognim monitors any athlete 
who has participated in varsity alhlet 
ics at K- Stale and left without a de- 
gree. They continue to be munilored 



in an atiempl tu find what fits the 
athletes' needs and schedule best in 
order to complete his or her college 
education. 

"We work diligently at it," Snyder 
said 'We need to do all we can do 
and pari of all we can do is, let's keep 
after I hem.

"We are testing the severe 
cases when meningitis or en- 
cephalitis is presenl." said 
Sharon Walson. public infor- 
mation direclur for the Kansas 
Department o( Health and 
Knvirimment The reason is 
testing resources West Nile 
virus does not liavc a specific 
treatment so the testing won't 
change the treatment for the 
patient in a milder case 

"For a severe case, they 
don't have West Nile virus, bul 
they have another disease thai 
is treatable Additional testing is 
crucial to let the physician 
know they are dealing with 
West Nile virus and not a dif- 
ferent illness thai requires a dif 
ferenl Ireatment," 

Symptoms of severe cases 
are fever, headache, neck stiff 
ness. disorjcnlation. numbness 
and paralysis 

Walson said that for every 
severe case reported in Kansas. 
IW people have a milder form 
of the disease 

"Some of I he cases are so 
mild that ihcy may not even re- 
alize they have ihc disease be- 
cause some people have it but 
don't have any symptoms," she 
said "Some people have n 
headache, and they wouldn't 
even associate il with West Nile 
virus."

Bin Laden was last heard 
from April 7. exhorting Mus- 
lims in a tape obtained by AP 
to rise up against Kuwait, Sau- 
di Arabia and )ither govern-

That audiotape, which CIA 
analysts said appeared to be 
uuthentic, made a reference to 
the Iraq conflict, although 
it was not specific enough 
to determine whether it 
had been recorded before or

Fortunately, the press fiperator 
caught the mistake and prevented the 
mistake from being published on 
9,700 of our 11,000 papers 

There are many things we could 
have done differently to make the 
process go more smoothly But il 
happened 

One thing the Collegian staff wan Is 
to make elear is thai it did not 
intentionally 

The Collegian content related 
policies and ethical standards stales 
the following:

Bush's *No Child' 
program fails to 
prove reliability 

Manhattan public schools have seen 
the effects of President Bush's No 
Child Left Behind initiative, and 
they're not good 
ones. 

In theory, the 
program is brilhant 
politics. 

Conservatives are 
traditionally all about 
accountability, and 
liberals have always 
focused more on at- 
risk students and 
funneling hundreds of 
millions of dollars 
into education. Bnter 
No Child Left Behind - a program that 
sold even Ted Kennedy. 

But now that the first wave of test 
scores have been released, members of 
both parties are questioning the 
program's reliability. On the right, it 
undermines local control On the left, 
teacher unions attack "teaching to the 
test." 

This program is evidence-based, a 
principle widely used in education, but 
rarely supported by educators. In other 
words, what you do in the classroom 
must be based on research, not what 
works best for the teachers. 

The irony; evidence now shows that 
the achievement gap is wider, and high 
schools are scoring higher but not 
meeting standards under the No Child 
Left Behind Act. 

This is a program that was great in 
theory, but in the wake of released lest 
scores - more than 100 Kansas 
schools failed, as well as tnore than 50 
percent of Missouri high schools - the 
program proves its weakness. 

Operating education at the 
national level has always been an 
issue Though it may be uncertain 
that no child may be left behind, but 
one thing is for sure; no child will 
remain untested.

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City can profit from increase in soldiers

Port Riley is nearly empty 

The fort used to house up to 
17,000 soldiers, bul only 5,000 
soldiers arc housed there now, 
said Deb Skidniore. Depart 
ment of I»ubtit Affairs officer 
for Port Riley, 

Several factors contribute to 
the small population, including 
a downsize in the mid N90s, 
said Lyie Butter, president of 
the Manhattan Area Chamber 
of Commerce. 

"When they downsized Port 
Riley, there was a loss of $24 
million a year," Butler said 
"That's a huge amount of dol 
lars from the Manhattan and 
ftilcy County economy." 

Last week, Sen, Sam liruwn 
back and Rep |im Kyun visited 



Germany to determine the sla 
tus of overseas placement 

"It appears tn us that there 
is a strong probability that 
Iroop levels in f-^urope will be 
reduced over (he next few years 
and at least some, if not must 
of those troops will be returned 
to bases in the US," Brawn 
back said. 

But it is unclear whether 
Port Riley would see any of 
those retuminK troops 

Brownback said he would 
work aggressively to see that 
sonic of the returning troops 
would return to Manhattan, 
and Butler said he would we! 
come the increase in popula 
tion 

"It would make a hu};e eco- 
nomic impact," Butler said 
"When they arrive, it might ere 
ate a surplus in the work force, 



but in the long -term, new jobs 
will be created to fill the needs 
of the demand of additional sol- 
diers and their families It would 
greatly expand our economy." 

One of the divisions at the 
center of the talks is the 1st In 
fanlry Division, known as the 
Big Red One, that was de- 
ployed from Fort Riley to Ger 
many in 1996. 

With the influx of tnxips re- 
turning from war and from oth 
er overseas deployments, ques 
tions arc arising as to whether 
Port Riley can accommodate 
the additional soldiers. 

Skidmore said there proba 
bly would be a need for soldiers 
to take up residence off post. 

Butler said a task force has 
been initiated to examine 
whether the additional soldiers 
could Hnd residence in 



Manhattan. 

"Should we gel that number 
of soldiers back, we want to 
have housing for them." he 
said 

Brownback said he is enthu- 
siastic about Port Riley and the 
surrounding area and hopes 
soldiers tan return there 

"I have been on the Purl Riley 
base many, many limes It is a 
wonderful facility and a jewel for 
military training," he said "The 
people of Kansas love the mili- 
tary and honor their commit 
ment to duty, God and eoimtry" 

Butler said the effect of the 
population increase would be 
long lasting and fruitful 

"A lot of Fort Riley (oiks 
who retire stay in this part of 
the state," he said, 'Generally 
when the soldiers are done 
with service, they stay." 
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KSUnderground branches out to include Kansas events 
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KSUnderground com isn't 
just for campus anymore. 

The Web site is designed to 
alert state residents to social 
events in the area It used to be 
pronounced "K-S-U Under 
ground," but the phenomena 
has spread to include the entire

"We focus on the college 
aged people," he said 'People 



come in from other cities 
Members have friends in other 
areas, so it spreads by word of 
mouth." 

Maxwell said he has no 
plans to spread the site outside 
of Kansas 

"i never even planned for it 
to spread anywhere other than 
Manhattan It kind of had a life 
of its own," he said. 

"I may consider duplicating 
it for another site for another 
state, but this one's unique be- 
cause it s not out there for the 
whole world Here, the people 
are your friends - people you'll 
actually be able to go out and 
meet." 

ilie site has changed the 
lives of a li»t of members Peo 
pie meet through the site and 
become roommates or best 
friends, he said 

Guy Byars, senior in opera 
lions management and manage- 
ment information systems, said 
KSUnderground helped him 
make friends at K State 

"The Web site is the way I 
got plugged in with my group of 



friends," he said "It was helpful 
for me to meet people as a 
transfer student. I met people 
in my classes and stuff, but 
most of my friends I met 
through the site" 

Byars said be has been in 
volved with the site for a few 
years. He was the social chair 
when KSUnderground was a 
campus organiiation, and now 
he writes general interest arti 
cles for the site 

"I write about events that 
are important to K-Statc," he 
said "I wrote about the effects 
of too much drinking and about 
study tips ' 

"If you have no idea of 
what's going on, the site is a 
tcreat venue to find out about 
events," be said. 

Byars and Maxwell both said 
the event lists and the forums 
are the site's most popular fea- 
tures 

"We don't have e mail ac 
counts, but you can message in 
private pcrson-to-person," 

Maxwell said "fointng the site 
gives you access to it all "

Aug 30 was Ihe end of an 
era, when Charles Bronson 
died of pneumonia at the age 
of 82 

Bronson was pari of an 
echelon of badasses, just as 
hip as the Rat Pack and not 
nearly as goofy He was al 
ways working with guys like 
Steve McQueen, |ames 
Cobum and Telly SavaJas (Ko 
jack) 

The guy's toughness has 
even lampooned on "The 
Simpsons" a cuuplc of limes 

In episode. Ihc Simpson 
family wanted to go In Bran- 
son, Mo., but instead wound 
up in Bronson, where every- 
one in town looked like the 
actor and used quotes like, 
"No dice" and "This ain't 
ovah" 

Then there's the spinoff 
episode when Bronson re- 
places Andy un "Ttie Andy 
Griffith Show " and tells Bar 
ney that he's "going to )onny's 
Pix-it to fix fonny " 

Bronson was known (or 
being a tough-guy actor but 
not a pretty one The veteran 
of 84 films was once quoted 
as saying. " E guess I look like 
a rock quarry tliat someone 
has dynamrled" 

McQueen and Cobum also 
Star in both "The Great Es- 
cape" and "The Magnificcni 
Seven," both of which were di- 
rected by lohn SturgesS. 

In "file Magnificent Sev- 
en," based on Kurosawa's clas- 
sic '"The Seven Samurai," sev- 
en men are hired by the 
people of a small Mexican vil 
lage to fight a group of ban - 
dits ted by Eli Wallach (the 
ugly one in "The Good, The 
Bad and The Ugly") 

"The Great Escape" is the 
story of British Officcn; in a 
German POW camp during 
World War II 

Although it sounds like 
heavy subject matter, the 
movie feels more like 
"Hogan's Heroes" than 
Hart's War' 

The movie has one of the 
greatest casts for its day, also 
starring McQueen. Cobum 
and }unei Garner 

Besidet being rugged. Bron 
son also broughi sensitivity to 
his films, stimelhing not usually 
seen in the action genre 

In "The Magnificent Seven" 
he befriends a group of boys 
who follow him around and 
promise to avenge his death if 
he dies and always put fresh 
flowers on his grave 

In 'The Great Escape," he 
is a tunnel digger who sutlers 
from a near debilitating case 
of claustrophobia 

As good as those two 
movies are, my favorite Bron- 
son movie is "The Dirty 
Dozen" because it stars the 
penultimate stoic actor, l^e 
Marvin 

Thb movie, like all of 
Bronson's great works, is an 
ensemble piece with a great 
cast. In addition to Marvin 
and Bronson, "The Dirty 
Dozen" also stars Ernest 
Borgnine and lim Brown.

ARAFAT I Palestinians protest Arafat's potential fate

l^oponents said Arafat has sab 
I '(aged peace efforts and pre 
vented a crackdown against 
militant groups by the Palestin- 
ian Authority. 

fn Washington, State De- 
partment spokesman Richard 
Boucher, echoing recent com- 
ments by Secretary of State 
Colin Powell, reiterated that 
the Bush administration is op 
posed to expelling Arafat 

"We think it would not be 
helpful to expel him because it 
would just give him another 
stage 10 play on," Boucher said 
Israeli media said US officials 
called Shaton to underscore 
the point 

Aware of the debate over his 
fate, Arafat said Thursday, be- 
fore the Cabinet announce 
ment, that he would never 
leave voluntarily and fully ex 
pected to be killed "This is my 
homeland," he told reporters at 
his Ramallah headquarters, 
where he has been confined by 
Israeli sieges and threats for 
nearly two years "No one can 
kick me out" 

Palestinian protests erupted 
across the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip In Gaza City, hundreds of 
gunmen rushed to the parlia 
ment building, some firing in 
the air Thousands of marchers 
carried Arafat posters and flags, 
chanting "Sharon, listen well. 
we will send you to hell" 



The incoming Palestinian 
prime minister said expelling 
Arafat would destroy the last 
prospects f'A- peace "We call 
upon all wise people in the 
world to stop this crazy deci- 
sion," Qureia said 

The security Cabinet also 
weighed other options, includ 
ing tightening Arafat's isolation 
by keeping away visitors and 
cutting phone lines In previous 
sieges, Israel briefly cut Arafat 
off from the outside world, but 
restored phones, water and 
electricity under international 
pressure 

Israeli troops earlier Thurs- 
day set up positions on two tall 
buildings ovcfluuking Arafal"s 
headquarters, and F-16 war- 
planes repeatedly flew over- 
head 

Security officials said the 
army has begun preparing for 
Arafat's quick ouster Israeli 
media reported months ago 
that under an army contingency 
plan. Arafat would be fiown 
from Ramallah by helicopter, 
and that Israeli commandos 
have scouted locations for a 
drop -off. 

Sharon's office said after the 
security Cabinet meeting that 
Israel will press ahead with its 
war on Palestinian militants 
"untjl it is convinced that the 
Palestinian Authority is taking 
real action toward the disman- 
tling and destruction of the ter- 
ror u rgan illations " 



"The events of recent days 
have proven again that Yasser 
Arafat is a complete obstacle to 
any process of reconciliation," 
the statement said. 

"Israel will act to remove 
this obstacle in the manner, at 
the lime, and in the ways that 
will be decided on separately." 
This means Sharon and De- 
fense Minister Shaul Mofaz 
could decide at any time to 
kick out Arafat, without con- 
vening the Cabinet again for 
approval. 

The choice of words was in 
tcntionally vague, Israeli offi 
cials said, not referring explicit- 
ly to expulsion but only 
removal Israeli media said one 
possibility would be killing the 
Palestinian leader, and the 
lerusalem Post newspaper 
openly called for this in an cdi 
torial 

The Israeli statement also 
said Israel will settle for nnth 
ing short of a dismantling of 
armed groups, rejecting an offer 
by Qureia to negotiate a cease 
fire with Israel. 

The security Cabinet sug- 
gested Arafat could be expelled 
if Qureia fails tu take quick ac- 
tion against the militants 
Qureia has given no indication 
that he would deviate from the 
policy of his predecessor, Mah- 
moud Abbas, who shied away 
from confrontation with the 
Hamas and Islamic |ihad 
groups

British government : 
Iraq war justified

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LONDON - The British 
government did not overBtate 
Saddam Hussein's weapons 
capability before Ihe Iraq 
war, but should have stressed 
that his regime was not an 
immediate threat to ftritain, a 
pariiamentary committee said 
Thuraday, 

The panel also said intelli 
gem-e officials warned British 
Prime Minister Tony Blair 
that invading Iraq could in 
crease the terrorist threat lo 
the West. Il said the collapse 
of Saddam's regime would 
improve Ihe chances of ter- 
rorist groups obtaining chem- 
ical or biological weapons 

The committee said Blair 
had acknowledged that 
"there was obviously a dan- 
ger ibal in attacking Iraq you 
ended up provoking the very 
thing you were trying lo 
avoid." 

"On the other hand. I 
think you had to ask Ihe 
question, could you really, as 
a result of thai fear, leave the 
possibility that in time this 
developed into a nexus be 
twecn ierrorism and WMD in 
an event?" Ihe report quoted 
Blair as saying "This is where 
yrm've just got lo make your 
judgment and il remains my 
judgment and I suppose time 
will lell whether it's true or 
il's not true " 

The Intelligence and Secu- 
rity Committee said the gov 
emmenl dossier thai outlined 
Iraq's weapons capability 
lacked detail about the size of 



Iraq's illicit arsenal and could 
have conftised the public 

But it cleared Blair's office 
of claims il deliberately over 
slated the case for war and 
ran roughshod over intelli- 
gence officials who were con- 
cerned parts of die report 
were faulty. Those allegations 
sparked a furor that turned 
into the worst crisis of Blair's 
six years in power 

It was the second report in 
as many months to clear the 
government office of massag- 
ing intelligence and a major 
victory for Blair Despite crit 
icism of Defense Secretary 
Geoff Hoon, it appeared no 
one in the govemmenl would 
be forced to resign because of 
the outcry 

But the govemmenl is still 
under pressure because coali- 
tion forces in Iraq haven't 
found any evidence ol Iraqi 
weapons of mass destruction 
Il also faces further investiga- 
tion when the judicial inquiry 
into Ihe apparent suicide of 
weapons adviser David Kelly 
resumes next week. 

The report did say the 
dossier should have reflected 
thai intelligence chiefs were 
unsure o( the size of Sad- 
darn's chemical and biologi- 
cal 'Stockpile And it criticized 
the government's presenta- 
tion of Ihe claim Iraq could 
launch chemical and biologi 
cal weapons at 45 minutes' 
notice 

11 said the dossier should 
have explained the 45-minute 
claim referred only lo short- 
range artillery rather than 
long range missiles.

Behind Act 

By 2014, Bovernmenl offi- 
cials want schools across the 
entire nation performing at 
100-pcreeni proficiency. 

"Tlie tiaal ol all students be 
gin proricient by 2014 is very 
admirable, and we'll work hard 
to achieve it," Martin said 

Yet some educators feel it 
might not become a reality, 
Manin said. 

In Kansts, evaluation and 
accountability is designed to 
measure schools, districts, and 
the state's overall progress. 

However, schools across the 
state have failed to meet the 
first year of AYP requirements 
- notably the larger districts 

Karen Roberts, director of 
lecondary education for USD 



383, said 44 of the 302 school 
districts in the state did not 
meel all AYP requirements for 
the 2002-03 school year 

In addition, 184 out of 1400 
public schools in the stati> did 
not meet the same requirements 

Martin said AYP has 42 re 
quirenients that meaNtirc 
progress, based on state reading 
and mathematics assessment 
results, state assessment partici- 
pation rates, and attendance 
and graduation rates. 

The .^YP yearly report di 
vides Ihe test into two cate- 
gories - scores and participa- 
tion in tests These results tfien 
are divided into the general 
population and a disaggruvatcd 
mix, which separates into sub 
groups, including economically 
disadvantaged students, ethnici- 
ty and students with disdbilities. 



All students must meet or 
exceed the annual measurable 
target score in each subgroup 
with a 95 percent participation 
rate in each subgroup for the 
reading and niath assessnienls 

The school, district, and 
state also must meet a high 
school graduation rate of 75 
percent or show Incrcajsc, as 
well as an attendance rate of M 
percent or show an increase 

If one or more requirement 
is missed, the school or district 
does not meet AYi' require 
ments, Martin said. This hap 
pencd to both US[> 383 and 
Manhattan High School. 

In the Kansas Slate Depart- 
ment of KducalJon's AYP district 
report, USD 383 met reading, at 
tendance, and graduation indica- 
tors However, die district failed 
to meet the inaifiematies indica 



tor, falling short of test participa- 
tion category by I percent 

"It is OS close to the target as 
you can get without hitting," 
Martin said. "L^nfortunately, witli 
the AYP you have to hil ail 42," 

MHS did nt)t meet AYP re 
quiremcnt.s in math due to 
scores from the economically 
disadvantaged and students 
with disabilities subgroups 

As a result, the district has 
taken action to improve this 
year's audit. 

"It's creating an awareness 
for teaching tc»ward standards 
and to continue working with 
all groups of students," Roberts 
said. "The leachers are working 
very hard" 

Each year, schools must im 
prove a certain amount to 
reach the following year's target 
level 



USD 383 must raise K8 
reading assessment scores by 
6 1 percent and math assess 
mcnt scores 67 percent to 
reach its next target for this 
school year In addition, scores 
in 7- 12 math aiisessment scores 
must increase by 7.1 percent, 
and reading assessments by S.6 
percent 

"We're implementing new 
programs and new ways to de 
t ermine what our student needs 
are." Roberts said. 

Roberts said the school dis- 
trict has a reading program that 
gives diagniislic assessments 
llie district, she said, is looking 
for strategies in math and im- 
plenienting new programs. 

Jeanne Fridell, clinical in 
struclor al Bergman Klemen 
tary, said there have been sig 
nificant changes throughout her 



24 years of leaching - includ 
ing the recent No Child 1-cft 
ilchind law and requirements. 

"I think the whole stale a,>i 
sessment has made teachers 
much tnore awitre of the stan- 
dards and the direction that we 
need to take our students," 
Pridell said "It has made us 
much more aware of indepen- 
dent student learning, and just 
aware ol the importance that 
we look at every subgroup that 
we have to make sure that we 
are leaving no child left behind ' 

Martin said the audit has left 
the school district with a re 
ncwed focus to education 

"We have a strong school 
system, and we don't want one 
AYP indicator to taint the pub 
lie's opinion," Martin said. "Be- 
hind every number, there's the 
face uf a child"

graduate students and post d(*c 
toral Fellows have been visiting 
Koodali constantly since the in- 
cident and indicate that his 
condition seems to be improv- 
ing. 

"Anytime there is an acci- 
dent, one always wants to learn 
why the incident happened and 
look at how we can do things 
in the future to prevent that," 
Sherwood said. 

The department has estab- 
lished two committees in re- 
sponse to the event, he said 

The first committee, headed 
by Associate Professor Mark 
Hollingsworth, is an inquiry 
committee to find out what 
happened 

"Out charge is to investigate 
the accident and find out what 
exactly happened and why," 
Hollingsworih said 

They started on Thursday by 
interviewing two individuals in- 



volved with Ihe accident, he 
said 

The second committee, 
headed by As.sociatc Professor 
Chris Culbertson, is in chare of 
safety training for temptirary re- 
searchers 

"We want to make sure that 
everyone knows what to do 
and won't have anything like 
this happen again But if we do, 
we will know how to respond,'" 
Culbertson suid 

EarUne Oikeman, instructor 
and hed of undergraduate labs 
and also a member of the in- 
quiry commillec, said that 
while the undergraduate stu- 
dents are more infrequently in 
volved with hazardous rtiateri 
als, safety is still very important 
and the e-iisting procedure will 
be followed more strictly 

"'Students come in weaing 
tank tops, shorts and sandcls 
You feel bad having to send 
them home, but we have to," 
Dike man said

[t wasn't that Jeff Schwinn didn't want to play. 

In fact, even as an underwhelming walk-on fotir and a 
half years ago, he knew he would someday start. 

It's just that no one expected him to get that chance. 

Not last season, when he sat third string behind EU 
Robcnon and Marc Dunn, and certainly not this season, 
backing up a Heisman Trophy candidate quarterback. 

A small town kid from Kansas - his place on the teain 
seemed as much a courtesy to a kid with big dreams as it 
did an opportunity to be a realistic backup quarterback. 

But that all changed when Ell Roberson left tost Satur- 
day's game frustrated, angry and injured 

Now the kid who grew up a Wildcat fan, scored 
countless touchdowns for the purple and white on the 
playground and walked on to one of the top teams in the 
nation, will get a chance to lead that team (or the first 
time. 

"He's an extremely hard worker who prepares him- 
self." Coach Bill Snyder said "He's diligent. He's one of 
those guys who does all of the things that you ask him to 
do snap after snap" 

Snyder might be confident now. but when Schwinn 
joined the Cats four years ago it was a different story. K- 
State, like every other Division 1 program in the country, 
didn't offer Schwinn a scholarship 

His numbers at Mc Louth (Kan ) High School had 
been good, leading the state in passing as a sophomore 
and finishing fourth as a senior 

He was named an AH State quarterback by a coach't 
poll, first team All-Area by the Lawrence Journal World 
and an All State safely by the Topeka Capital- journal 

As a senior, Schwinn said he felt comfortable either 
passing or running He described his style as balanced 

Snyder described Schwinn's style as being different 
from that of K-State. 

"I was not smitten by his high school performances," 
Snyder said "What he did in high school didn't really 
lend itself to what we were looking at" 

That opinion would change quickly, though Schwinn, 
who wasn't offered any big-time university scholarships, 
chose to bypass several offers from junior colleges

Quarterback Ell Roberson left last Satur- 
day's game against McNeesc State late in the 
second quarter Coach Bill Snyder confirmed 
Koberson will not be available Saturday, and 
Snyder has refused to list Roberson 's status 
as day-to-day.

Schwinn is penciled in as the 
starter, but Snyder didn't discount Meier

Schwinn was just 5 of 14 against McNccse 
Slate after ctiminj; in to replace Roberson, 
while Meier threw an interception in his only 
pass attempt 

Watch for Massachusetts linebackers to 



create problems tor either quarterback, 
scheming to confuse the new field general. 

Linebackers are also the Minulemen's 
strongest defensive unit, led by senior All 
American (eremy Cain The tri captain and 
Buck Buchanan Award candidate led the 
team with 133 total tackles last fall, including 
18 tackles for loss and seven quarterback 
sacks. 

Senior outside linebacker Mike Ziccardi 
starts opposite Cam He posted 83 tackles

Saying he 
ton Id match Sprolcs step for 
step in a dtolrace, offensive co 
ordinator Ureg Peterson said 
he wouldn't he surprised il An 
ders was actually faster. 

"He's a young man with 
some speed and quickness, 
which we all saw last Saturday," 
Pelerson said. "He has a good 
attitude, and all of a sudden he 
tnakes a couple plays. It brings 
him front and center" 

Anders has also moved 
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quickly up the depth chart 
With backup running back Car 
los Alsup out for the season, 
Anders saw action for the first 
lime against McNeesc State 

Mc responded by fumbling 
on his second carry 

"He needs to run with his 
pads down a little better," Peter 
son said "He made that safety 
miss, but got caught a little 
high" 

It didn't lake long for An 
ders to redeem himself, though. 
The fumble was negated by a 
McNeese State penalty and on 
the next scries Anders got an 
other chance 

"It was like, 53 blanko 
sweep or something, and il was 
a sleep play I bounced outside,"

Anders' 1 1 -yard touchdown

The stale of Kansas is not 
exaclly considered a recruiting 
hot ipot for college football 
coaches. 

With the talent rich loca- 
tions liltc Texas and Florida, if 
10 or more Kansas high school 
athietcN cam the label of 
"prospect" by I he major recruit- 
ing experts it may be consid- 
ered a landmark year 

With limited scholarship 
numben, the most likely route 
to Division I A for the average 
high school player is to assume 
the role of a walk-on 

The life of a walk-nn it) by 
no means easy If they even 
make the tut. a five-year career 
highlighted only by scout team 
experience is a very real possi 
bility. 

For former walk on [eff 
Schwinn, the college ex peri 
ence will come full circle Satur- 
day when he starts al quarter 
back for K State 

"I've always believed," 
Schwinn said "I've taken it up 
on myself to improve everyday 
while I was here and now I've 
got the chance" 

Schwinn wont be ihe first 
walk-on to see a starling role 
for the Wildcats 

During Coach Bill Snyder's 
tenure at K-Statc, numerous 
walkuns have found success 
Most recently Kiley, Kan , na 
tive [on MtGraw lived the sto- 
rybook talc The free safety's 
career has led htm from little 
regarded high whool player lo 
K- State walk ut) to. ultimately, 
a spot in the secondary of Ihe 
New York lets 

Stories like McGraw's, along 
with a unique atlilude towards 
walk ons, have led to plenty of 
unknown talent K- State. 

"If we've got a youngster in 
our program, he is preferred 
whether he is a walk-on or 
scholarship player," Snyder 
said "They arc all special 
young guys " 

K- State's record for piomot 
ing walk oti players to scholar 
ship status has become a staple 
under Snyder The philosophy 
of "work hard and you shall be 
rewarded" firmly exists in the 
Wildcat system. 

"We have a policy that's 
pretty solid in regards to a 
youngster achieving first or sec- 
ond team status cm offense or 
defense." Snyder said 

"If indeed they do that, then 
Ibey would go lo the lop of Ihe 
list based on what scholarships 
are available The good thing 
about it 1$ that they know that 
OUT track record is a lot of 
youngsters end up on scholar 



ship here So they know that 
they have an opportunity if 
they preform well" 

Snyder said five players have 
been promoted to scholarship 
status this season alone. 

Schwinn is a model example 
o! the process al K-state The 
fifth-year senior was rewarded 
a scholarship a little over a year 
and a half ago, a moment that 
could not have coinc soon 
enough for Schwinn. 

"Tliat was a big step for me. 
For them to put that much confi 
dence in me was a great feeling" 

Schwinn 's case is much like 
other high school athletes who 
have made the transition to col- 
lege football, a process Snyder 
said is mainly based on a re- 
cruit's performance upon arriv 
ing in Manhattan. 

'I wasn't smitten by his high 
school perfomiaiices," Snyder 
said ol Schwinn. "What he did 
in high school didn't really lend 
itself to what we were kHiking at. 
Once we had him here and had 
a chance to sec what his capabil 
itics where in doing the things 
that we do. then we realized Ihe 
young guy has got a chance' 

Walk ons are not looked up 
on as secondary choices, either 
The process simply comes 
down lo the numbers game. 

"You can only offer so many 
scholarships," he said "When 
those are taken up then there 
are still some youngsters ihere 
that arc good players So conse 
quentty, you would pursue 
them from a walk on capacity" 

Numerous small colleges 
and junior colleges in Kansas 
makes getting walk-ons t<vcn 
more difficult The choice of 
paying your own way with no 
guarantee of playing time is 
daunting for many students. 

ITie decision was considered 
for a short time by Sthwinr 

"I looked at jucos and that 
mainly was the only thing that I 
had going on," he said "The de- 
cision to walk on here was 
pretty easy I've always had my 
mind scl on K state" 

The attitude and effort 
Schwinn and other walk-ons 
carry out is noticeable to other 
players 

"One thing that walk ons 
have ts a luve of the game," 
quarterback Dylan Meier said 
"At this program everybody is 
treated the same. That's some- 
thing special" 

Regardless of the chance to 
start for the Wildcats, Schwinn 
harbors no regrets for his deci- 
sion to take the walk «m path 

"1 Ihink it is more rewarding 
this way," he said "Everything 
that I've learned here -■ just life 
lessons and stuff like that - 
that's been enough, really.

Cash made a name for himself in the 19505 
when country music in Nashville was a (eel-good, 
dfjwn-hcmie, not so guisy genre 

Cash bepan writing his stripped down songs in 
Memphi!« describing the lives of coal miners, share 
croppers, ctmvicts. cowboys, railmud workers, and 
laborers 

His peers on Sun Records in the mid- 1950s. 
Elvis [*rcsley, Jeny Lee f.ewis and Carl Cerkins, arc 
said to have had an effect on Cash's style of music 

Taking styles from them, he developed cutting 
edge roclt 'n' roll styles that have earned him a 
home in the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame 

He remains the only pcrlnnner besides Presley 
to have been inducted in both the Kock and Roll 
Hall of l-amc and the Country Music Hall of Fame 

Cash, in recent years had been suffering from 
autonomic neuropathy, a disorder of the nervous 
system Four months ago, his wife, June Carter 
Cash died of complications from heart surgery at 
age 73

newest strategy

In an attempt to win back con 
sumers and battle file sharing. Uni- 
versal Music Group, the worid's 
largest recording company, is cutting 
its retail prices. Associated Press 
sources said 

Universal - whose roster of artists 
ranges from 50 Cent to U2 to F.lton 
|ohn - hopes the move will lower 
the retail prices to about $10 or less 

|etf Uhlarik, owner of CD Trade - 
post, said that the recording indus- 
try's move to lower prices is long 
overdue 

"They work with a poor business 
model," Uhlarik said 

"They take almost 90 percent of 
the suggested $1H per CD. Mo.sl 
artists are lucky lo he making a $1 
per CD That shows you there's 
something wrong about it" 

Uhlarik said that when CDs came 
out. the price was higher than tapes 
because the process wasn't as dfi 
cient as it is now He said that it 
makes sense that they should sell 
CDs for a cheaper price since it costs 



less to make them 

"I think ihis move could be really 
good fur consumers," Uhlarik said "1 
don I think it will affect us {Lli 
T'radepost) as much since we deal in 
used CDs But prices might get a lit 
tie cheaper, it just depends on when 
we get our next catalog." 

Sonte students feel that the prices 
of CDs arc too high, said Katie 
Hulopirck. sophojnorc m political 
science and mtemationnl relations. 

"I think CD prices arc a little hil 
out of hand," llolopirek "iuid "1 
thought about buying CDs before. 
but sometimes f just download them 
instead " 

She said she knows downloading 
isn't in the artist's interest, but some- 
times that's (he best way she can gel 
their music 

i think it's not the best thing to 
download music," flolopirek said 
"But as a poor colk'(>e student, you 
don't really have many oplioti*" 

Uhlarik said that the recording in 
dustry's loss of millions of dollars 
and decline of record sales must 
have sunk in, due to the sudden 
shuffling of prices

"I think they have finally realized 
that they run a bad business," he 
said "They've been trying to create 
MS much revenue as possible, but 
sometimes the problem is that they 
don't have that great of product " 

Uhlarik said that, in some cases, 
file sharing has been popular because 
some artists only have one or two 
good songs on a CD He said he 
thinks that Ihe recording industry's 
lack of attention in the quality of 
their product has probably aided file 
sharing 

Crisdu Niedenthal. music associ 
ate at Hastings, said that the lower- 
ing of prices should help the con 
siintcr and Ihe artist 

"1 think lowering the price to 
$9.99 is big," Niedenthal said "lis 
cheaper and people will buy more 
Plus, t don t think it will affect the 
artist ii.s much" 

Niedenthal said Ihe prices for 
CDs in Hastings probably will de 
crease however there hasn't been 
anything official yet. 

"1 think ihat in the near future it's 
a definite possibility." Niedenthal 
said 'Since this happened just re- 
cently, we haven't been able to react 
tu it yet. Bui I'm sure that maybe in 
the future Hastings will lower its 
prices sonic" 

Niedenthal said that there are 
some perks to buying CDs over 
downloading just a song or two. 

"There are a lot more CDs that 
have DVDs with them," Niedenthal 
said 

'There are a lot of special features 
that are cool With a lot lower prices 
it can be worth buying a CD for 
some of the features they have" 

Uhlarik said that this move by 
Univenal is big, but he feels that stu 
dents won't necessarily buy more 
music because of it 

Students arc on a fixed budget,"

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Sproles steps up production in Roberson's absence

When the No 1 of K-Statc's 
1-2 punch went down last 
week, all eyes turned this week 
to the shortest guy on the field. 

He responded 

On Saturday, Darren Sproles 
was responsible for producing 
31 percent of K- State's 490 
yards of offense, leaving Snyder 
essentially speechless. 

"Well, Darren is Darren," 
Coach Bill Snyder said "He's 
just an extremely fine player 
and if he gets the ball enough 
he'll make things happen soon- 
er or later." 

Things happened later than 
sooner for Sproles, who lost a 
yard on his first three curries 
before breaking through for a 
12 -yard run. 

But 1 1 carries later, he had 
already broken the IflO-yard 
mark for the 13th time in a 
Wildcat jersey 

"We needed to do some 
thing," Sprnk"* said "We started 
off kind of slow, but we knew 
we had to pick it up We picked 
the pace up We knew we had 
to do something because they 
lumped on us quick" 

This pace led Sproles to 152 
yards in less than three quarters 
of work. 

By comparison the Universi- 
ty of Massachusetts offense was 



able to produce only 49 more 
yards, throwing and rushing 
combined. 

"Darren did a great job,' co- 
offensive coordinator Greg Pc* 
terson said "He's a guy that 
plays hard every game When 
Ell went out, you're other play 
maker has got to step up and 
certainly Darren did a lot today 
in basically three quarters or 
less He's a guy that's got to 
make plays and is certainly 
very capable." 

Sproles set a few personal 
marks, including 28 carries and 
three touchdowns, both match- 
ing or breaking career marks. 

Sproles is now fifth all-time 
in career rushing yards with 
2,152, and is only 586 yards 
shy of becoming K-State's all- 
time leading rusher 

Sproles' longest run of the 
day came with 42 yards Two 
plays and five yards later he 
scored his first rushing touch 
down of the game. 

The scoring drive for K-Statc 
on that play read as four plays 
for 61 yards in a span of 119. 

Sproles carried four times 
for 51 yards on the drive, while 
the other 10 yards came by way 
of face mask and off-sides 
penalties on the Minute men 

"I like him as a football 
player," UMass Coach Mark 
Whipple said "He's tough 
He's resilient The guys block

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Ousting Arafat may spark rage, U.S. says

WASHINGTON, DC. - h- 
rael would incite rage not only 
among Arabs but also Muslims 
everywhere by exiling or exe- 
cuting Palestinian leader Yasser 
Arafat. Secretary of State Colin 
Powell said Sunday, 

Powell, speaking from Bagti 
dad during a visit to Iraq, also 
said ihal Israeli politicians are 
not helping the U.S sponsored 
peace process with such state- 
ments as vice prime minister 
Khud Oimert's comment Sun 
dav that "killing (Arafat) is defi- 
nitely one of the options" under 
consideration by Pnnie Minister 
Ariel Sharon's j>oveniment 



Since mid-2002, the Bush 
administration has refused to 
deal with Arafat for peaceniak 
ing or for any other reason Yet 
the United States worries that 
expelling him from his shattered 
West Bank headquarters would 
widen his influence by position- 
ing him as a martyr with a 
broader stage to air his views. 

"The Israelis know our posi- 
tion quite well," Powell said on 
"Fox News Sunday " 

As (or Olmert's statement to 
hrael Radio. Powell said 
"There are many people in Is- 
raeli political life who make 
statements with regard to their 
political positions I don't think 
it was helpful " 

Other Israeli nffieials have 



spoken about options for deal- 
ing with Arafat, who has been 
in virtual house arresl at his be 
sieged headquarters for months, 
since Sharon's security cabinet 
voted last week to remove him 
from the West Bank and Gaza 

Olmert, considered a possible 
future candidate for prime min- 
ister, is the most senior official 
to speculate about killittg him 

On CNNs -Ute Edition." 
two members of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
criticized Olmert's comment 

Sen loseph Biden of 
Delaware, the committee's sen 
ior Democrat, said Arafat 
should be isolated, "but every 
lime the Israelis do this, they 
up his popularity." 



Powell did not dispute that 
peacemaking might be easier jf 
Arafat were no longer in the 
picture 

But. he said. "The United 
Stales does not support either 
the elimination of him or the 
exile of Mr Arafat. It's not our 
position, hasn't been The Is- 
raeli government knows it, 

"And I think the conse- 
quences would not be good 
ones 1 think you can anticipate 
that there would be rage 
throughout the Arab world, the 
Muslim woHd and in many oth 
er parts of the world And J 
don't see how, at this delicate 
moment, that would serve the 
cause of moving forward on the 
road map " 



Hale to possibly house soldier mementos

Hale Library may soon be 
come the repository for the 
Buffalo Soldiers Historical So- 
tflety 

" Carl Flipper, the society's 
executive director, visited 
K- State last weekend to discuss 
the possibility of the library 
housing artifacts, documents 
and photographs pertaining to 
one of the first black military 
Wilts in US history 

'Wc talked about a partner- 
ship in terms of the collections 
of photographs, artifacts and 
niemurabilia of (he Buffalo Sol- 
diers," Flipper said, "and the 



possibility of becoming the 
repository, archivist and catalog 
services nationwide" 

The society is currently 
based in Portland and St 
Liiuh, but Flipper said the 
agreement with Hale Library 
would help to preserve the 
legacy of the Buffalo Soldiers 

"We're trying to dig up the 
history of black soldiers in the 
US military and make infor- 
mation available to students, 
researchers and academics 
across the nation, " he said 

Tony Crawford, head of 
Hale Library special collec 
tions, said tlie agreement would 
benefit K-State by bringing a 
relatively unknown portion of 



America's past into tight. 

"f^eople have heard about the 
Buffalo Soldiers," Crawford said, 
"but t don't think people realize 
how alive they really are." 

The Buffalo Soldiers were 
created in IB66. shortly alter 
slaves were emancipated, and 
made a name for themselves by 
fighting Native Americans in 
the Amenean Southwest. 

Tliey fought along with Ted- 
dy Roosevelt and the Rough 
Riders in the charge up San 
[uan Hill, and battled with [ohn 
{. Pershing against Mexican 
leader I'ancho Villa 

The Buffalo Soldiers also 
have ties to Fort Riley, where 
they served in the calvary 



school in tlie early 1 ^lOOs 

'Black units became the 
most loyal, ' Flipper said "They 
had the lowest level of deser- 
tion rates and were always re- 
lied upon But they never forgot 
that they were black," 

Flippers' ties to the Buffalo 
Soldiers are in the form of hit 
great-grandfather, Henry Flip- 
per, one of the calvary's first 
members 

Henry s life and the Buffalo 
Soldiers' legacy arc stories that 
must be told, Crawford said. 

"It's just a wonderful story 
to tell, ' he said 

"We just want to help pre- 
serve the history of the Buffalo 
Soldiers." 



New online filing system 
to save financiers time

The Kansas Department of 
Revenue's Division of Vehi 
cles recently began a new pa- 
pcriess program lor hling and 
releasing liens on vehicles 
purchased in the state. 

The Electronic Lien and 
Title program, better known 
as KS Elien. allows financiers 
to jjo through the whole lien 
process via the Internet, said 
Malhew Moser. manager of 
Titles and Registrations al the 
Division of Vehicles 

Previously, a person would 
have to send in Ihe paper 
work, and then workers 
would have to take and vali- 
date thai information. 

Bui now, all of that can be 
done over the Internet 

The program will also help 
with Ihe cost of that part ol 
the Division of Vehicle de- 
partment, he satd 

"The program is free," 
Moser said "It will save the 
state money " 

The state will save money 
because of less labor intensive 
tasks, filing, need for storage 
room and steps involved, 
Moser said 

It is bencRcial for the cus 
lomers and financiers, Moser 
said 

The lime it lakes for a lien 
to be attached to Ihe vehicles 
records will be reduced 
from possibly weeks to 24 
houn. 

"Customers won't have to 
take time to fill out papers,'

shooting was the worst case of 
friendly fire since major hostili-

"We have had enough of the 
Americans killing us and then 
just saying 'Oh. sorry!"' said 
Salam Mohammed, 60. a Pallu- 
jah resident and a relative of 
some of the victims. 

"We want the Americans to 



leave our country because they 
have brought us only death," 
said Taleb Hameed. a 30-year 
old schoolteacher 

"We are fed up with their 
apologies. We will continue uur 
resistance" 

On Saturday afternoon, the 
eight cofllns tvere carried into a 
mosque for religious rites be 
fore they were given to family 
members for burial Outside, 
gunshots erupted throughout 
Pallujah as mourners lired into 
the air. Some in the crowd 



chanted "There is no Cod but 
Allah, and America is the ene 
my of Allah" 

In an ominous message, 
Fawzi Namiq, the mosque's 
imam, said through loudspeak 
ers "Save your bullets for the 
chests of the enemy" 

In the streets, angry resi- 
dents roughed up reporters 
who came to witness the cere 
mony A clergyman grabbed 
one armed man and prevented 
him from shooting at a depart 
ing Associated Press Television 



News car as it sped from the 
city A CNN cameraman was 
beaten and an Associated Pnsi, 
photographer was hit in the 
face. 

The US. military issued an 
apolot^ for the shooting and 
said an investigation had be- 
gun 

However, military 

spokesman Lt. Col George Kri- 
vu said the Americans only 
fired after they were "attacked 
from a truck by unknown ' 
forces."

Set ret a ry of Stale Colin 
i 'owe 1 1 worked Saturday in 
(icnevii to iKirrow diffcrencei 
over Iraq with the other four 
permanent memhcrs of the 
U N Security Council - 
Britain, China, France and 
KusMi) Powell is making his 
first trip to Iraq to assess re 
building work, and work will 
continue in New York among 
the permanent members on a 
US -sponsored resolution on 
Iraq's future to be presented 
to the Security Council. 

Both Pbwell and Rumsfeld, 
aa well as national security 
adviser Condolcezza fUce, are 
appearing on the Sunday tele- 
vision talk shows to bolster 
the president's message that 
progress is being made in the 
war shattered country, a belief 
tlval rtot all Americans share. 

A Newsweek magazine 
poll released Saturday of 
t.0O4 adults. conducted 
Thursday and Friday, found 
that 48 percent of Americans 
did not think the Bush admin 
islrutitm has a well-thought- 
out plan to "estabhsh security 
and a stable government in 
postwar Iraq,' and 41 percent 
thought it did The poll has an 
error margin ol plus or minus 
3 percentage points 

In a CNN USA Today- 
Gallup poll of 1,025 adults, 
taken Monday through 
Wednesday, after Bush's na 
tionalty televised address on 
Iraq, 59 percent said no to a 
similar question It too had a 
margin of error of 3 percent- 
age points 



In hii radio address, Buih 
said U.S.-led coalition force* 
continue to thwart lo^isti of 
Saddam Hussein and foreign 
terrorists 

Through a series of ongo- 
ing operations, our military is 
taking direct action against 
Saddam loyalists and foreign 
terrorists," Bush said "One 
major effort under way right 
now. called Operation 
Longstrect, is seeking and 
finding our enemies wherever 
they hide and plot. Already, 
this operation has yielded 
hundreds of detainees and 
seized hundreds of weapons, 
and we will remain on the of- 
fensive against the terrorists" 

He also said the United 
States is working to return the 
government to Iraqis. 

"We're moving forward on 
a specific plan to return sover- 
eignty and authority to the 
Iraqi people." he said. "We 
have created a governing 
council made up of Iraqi citi- 
zens The council has selected 
a committee that is develop- 
ing a process through which 
Iraqis will draft a new consti- 
tution for their country. 

"Day to-day operations of 
many government tasks have 
been turned over to minister; 
appointed by the governing 
council And when a constitu- 
tion has been drafted and rat- 
ified by the Iraqi people, Iraq 
will enjoy free and fair elec- 
tions, and the coalition will 
yield its remaining authority 
to B free and sovereign Iraqi 
government." 

Bush, who is spending part 
of his weekend at Camp 
David, had an intelligence 
briefing Saturday morning, 
with Vice President Dick Ch- 
eney and Etice participating by 
conference video. The presi- 
dent is entertaining guests at 
the presidential retreat, a 
U^ite House spokesman said, 
and watched the football 
game between Texas and 
Arkansas on television. 

Bush's latest radio address 
comes at the end of a week in 
which he marked the Sept 1 1 , 
200 1 , tenor attacks by attend- 
ing a church service and pre- 
siding over a moment of si- 
lence on the South Lawn of 
the White House
